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CALIFORNIA LIBRARY LAWS 2009 



INTRODUCTION. 

California Library Laws 2009 is a selective guide to state laws and related ralerials that most directly affect 
the everyday operations of public libraries and organizationsthat work with public librares. It is intended as 
a convenient reference, not as a replacement for the annotated codes or for legal advice. 

The guide is organized as follows. Statutes relating to library programs of statewide applicability are listed 
first, those of local applicability next. Miscellaneous provisions that apply to a particular type of library are 
appended to that library statutes. Next are statuteswhich are not unique to libraries, but are conmonly used 
to provide library services. Concluding sections coverfiscal and miscellaneous provisions affecting libraries 
in general. Appendixes include a list of California coilrdecisions and Attorney General Opinions relating to 
libraries, and a table of statutes. There is no index as such. 

Full text in effect January 1, 2009, is provided for most of the material. For less frequentlyused statutes, only 
the library-specific text or a brief citation is provided. Orission of matter not directly relevant to libraries, or 
unrepealed obsolete material, is indicated by three asterisks (***).

ARTICLE 8. FEDERAL AID TO PUBLIC LIBRARIES 

Sec. 12130. Acceptance, receipt and administration of federal aid to public libraries. 

The California State Library is hereby named and designated as the proper state entity to accept, receive and 
administer any and all funds, moneys or library materials, granted, furnished, provided, appropriated, dedicated or 
made available by the United States or any of its departments, commissions, boards, bureaus or agencies for the 
purpose of giving aid to public libraries in the State of California. 



ARTICLE 1. DIVISION OF LIBRARIES IN DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION 
Sec. 19300. Policy. 

The Legislature hereby declares that it is inthe interest of the people and of the state that there be a general diffusion 
of knowledge and intelligence through the establishm ent and operation of public libraries. Such diffusion is a 
matter of general concern inasmuch as it is the dutyof the state to provide encouragement to the voluntary lifelong 
learning of the people of the state. 

The Legislature further declares that the public library is a supplement to the formal system of free public education, 
and a source of inform ation and inspiration to persons of all ages, and a resource for continuing education and 
reeducation beyond the years of formal education, and as such deserves adequate fnancial support from government 
at all levels. 

Sec. 19301. California State Library. 

There is in the State Department of Education a division known as the California State Library. 

Sec. 19302. State Librarian. 

The division shall be in charge of a chief who shall be a technically trained librarian and shall be known as the 
“State Librarian.” 

Sec. 19303. Appointment of State Librarian. 

The State Librarian shall be appointed by and hold office at the pleasure of the Governor, subject to confirmtion by 
the Senate. 

Sec. 19306. Appointment of assistant. 

The State Librarian may appoint an assistant who shall be a civil executive officer. 



ARTICLE 2. POWERS AND DUTIES 

Sec. 19320. Powers and duties of State Librarian. 

The State Librarian may do all of the following: 

(a) Make rules and regulations, not inconsistent with law, for the government of the State Library. 

(b) Appoint assistants as necessary. 
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(c) Sell or exchange duplicate copies of books. 

(d) Keep in order and repair the books and property in the library. 

(e) Prescribe rules and regulations permitting persons other than Members of the Legislature and other state 
officers to have the use of books from the library. 

(f) Collect and preserve statistics and other information pertaining to libraries, which shall be available to other 
libraries within the state applying for the information. 

(g) Establish, in his or her discretion, deposit stations in various parts of the state, under the control of an 
officer or employee of the State Library. No book shall be kept permanently away from the main library, 
which may be required for official use. Books and other library materials from public libraries of the state 
may be accepted for deposit, under agreements entered into by the State Librarian and the public libraries 
concerned, whereby materials that should be preserved but are rarely used in the region may be stored and 
made available for use under the same conditions that apply to materials in the State Library. 

(h) Collect, preserve, and disseminate information regarding the history of the state. 

(i) Authorize the State Library to serve as regional library for the blind, in cooperation with the Library of 
Congress. 

(]) Give advisory, consultive, and technical assistance with respect to public libraries to librarians and library 
authorities, and assist all other authorities, state and local, in assuming their full responsibility for library 
services. 

(k) Authorize the State Library to serve as the central reference and research library for the departments of state 
government and maintain adequate legislative reference and research library services for the Legislature. 

(l) Acquire, organize and supply books and other library informational and reference materials to supplement 
the collections of other public libraries of the state with the more technical, scientific and scholarly works, 
to the end that through an established interlibrary loan system, the people of the state shall have access to 
the full range of reference and informational materials. 

(m) Make studies and surveys of public library needs and adopt rules and regulations for the allocation of 
federal funds to public libraries. 

(n) Contract, at his or her discretion, with other public libraries in the state to give public services of the types 
referred to in subdivisions (g) and (1) of this section, when service by contract appears to be a needed 
supplement to the facilities and services carried on directly by the State Library. 

Sec. 19320.5. Children’s consultant. 

The State Librarian shall employ a consultant to provide technical assistance to public libraries in the 

development and enhancement of library services to children and youth. 

Sec. 19321. Additional duties of State Librarian. 

The State Librarian shall also do all of the following: 

(a) Purchase books, maps, engravings, paintings, furniture, and other materials and equipment necessary to carry 
out State Library programs and services. 

(b) Number and stamp all books and maps belonging to the library, or otherwise indicate ownership of them and 
keep a catalog thereof. 

(c) Have bound all books and papers that require binding. 

(d) Keep a register of all books taken from the library. 

Sec. 19322. Provisions of local library services. 

The Department of Education may: 

(a) Contract with counties, cities, or districts within th is state, agencies of the state, and agencies of the United 
States government for the purpose of providing library services. 

(b) Establish and operate library service centers. 
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Sec. 19323. Supplementary loan of tape recordings to blind and physically handicapped people. 

The State Librarian shall make available on a loan basis tolegally blind persons, or to persons with a disabilitythat 
prevents them from reading conventional printed materials, in the state tape recordings of books and other related 
materials. The tape recordings shall be selected bythe State Library on the sane basis as the State Librarys general 
program for providing library materials to legally blind readers. 

Sec. 19324. Duplication of Braille materials. 

The State Librarian may duplicate any Braille book master, other than textbook masters, presented by any legally 
blind person directly to the State Librarian for duplica tion. The State Librarian m ay duplicate any braille book 
master, other than textbook masters, presented by any other person or agency directly to the State Librarian for 
duplication. 

Sec. 19325. Toll-free telephone services for blind and physically handicapped people. 

The State Librarian may provide the following: 

(a) Toll-free telephone services forregistered patrons of the federallydesignated regional libraries for the blind and 
physically handicapped, in order to enable those persons to have direct patron access to library services. 

(b) Toll-free telephone access to telephonic reading sy stems for individuals with print disabilities who are 
registered patrons of the federally designated regional libraries for the blind and physically handicapped. 

Sec. 19325.1. Telephonic reading system. 

(a) The State Librarian may operate a telephonic reading system, fund the operation of telephonic reading 
systems operated by qualifying entities, or both. 

(b) Pursuant to an appropriation in the annual Budget Act and in accordance with Section 270 of the Public 
Utilities Code, the telephonic reading system is to be funded from the Deaf and Disabled 
Telecommunications Program Administrative Committee Fund. 

(c) As used in this section, the following terms have the following meanings, unless otherwise indicated: 

(1) "Telephonic reading system" means a system operated by the State Librarian or a qualifying entity, 
whereby a caller can hear the reading of material such as newspapers, magazines, newsletters, 
broadcast media schedules, transit route and schedule information, and other reference or time-sensitive 
materials, as determined by the operator of the system. 

(2) "Qualifying entity" means any agency, instrumentality, or political subdivision of the state or any 
nonprofit organization whose primary mission is to provide services to people who are blind or visually 
impaired. 

(d) Qualifying entities that were eligible, as of January 1, 2001, to receive funds from the State Librarian 
relating to the operation of a telephonic reading system may continue to receive funding from the State 
Librarian. 

(e) The State Librarian, in cooperation with qualifying entities, may expand the type and scope of materials 
available on telephonic reading systems in order to meet the local, regional, or foreign language needs of 
print-disabled residents of this state. The State Librarian may also expand the scope of services and 
availability of telephonic reading services by current methods and technologies or by methods and 
technologies that may be developed. The State Librarian may inform current and potential patrons of the 
availability of telephonic reading service through appropriate means, including, but not limited to, direct 
mailings, direct telephonic contact, and public service announcements. 

(f) The State Librarian may enter into contracts or other agreements that he or she determines to be appropriate 
to provide telephonic reading services pursuant to this section. 
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Sec. 19326. Gold medal for excellence in humanities and sciences; advisory panel; selection; private 
contributions. 

(a) The State Librarian m ay annually award a gold m edal for excellence in the hum anities and science to an 
individual or organization for publication of a work that has enriched the collection of the State Library and 
enriched the state by significantly contributing to the intellectual, cultural, and scientific knowledge of the 
people of the state. 

(b) The award shall form ally be known as the “Califor nia State Library Gold Medal for Excellence in the 
Humanities and Science.” 

(c) To assist in making the selection of a recipient of thcCal ifornia State Library Gold Medal forExcellence in the 
Humanities and Science, the State Librarian shall consult an advisory panel consisting of one representative 
from each of the following: 

(1) The Governor. 

(2) The President pro Tempore of the Senate. 

(3) The Speaker of the Assembly. 

(4) The Chief Justice of the California Supreme Court. 

(d) The State Librarian is authorized to seek private ontributions to defray the cost of awarding the California 
State Library Gold Medal for Excellence in the Humanities and Science and related expenses. 

Sec. 19327. State Library Foundation; operating agreements; fees. 

(a) In order to protect and preserve valuable and irreplaceaUe treasures of the state, the State Librarian may enter 
into an operating agreem ent with a private, nonprof it, tax-exem pt organization, currently known as the 
California State Library Foundation, as follows: 

(1) The California State Library Foundation may be designated by the State Librarian as the only authorized 
provider of copies and reproductions of rare and valuable State Library materials. 

(2) The California State Library Foundation may be authorized by the State Librarian to provide copies and 
reproductions of documents and other information found in the collection of the State Library, as requested 
by members of the public. 

(3) The California State Library Foundation may be authorized by the State Librarian to use State Library 
facilities and equipment designated by the State Librarian as necessary for the California State Library 
Foundation to provide services to the State Library efficiently and economically. 

(b) The State Librarian may establish an agreement with the California State Library Foundation to collect fees 
from the public for providing the services specified in subdivision (a). Fees for copying, reproduction, and 
other services provided by the California State LibraryFoundation shall be at a levi consistent with the cost of 
providing these services. 

Sec. 19328. Bernard E. Witkin State Law Library. 

(a) The Legislature hereby finds and declares that Bernard E. Witkin’s legendary contribution to California law is 
deserving of a lasting tribute and an expression of gratitude from the state whose legal system, he, more than 
any other single individual in the 20th century, helped to shape. 

(b) The law library of the California State Library , located in the Library and Courts Building in the City and 
County of Sacramento, is hereby designated as the Bernard E. Witkin State Law Library of California. 

(c) The State Librarian, in cooperation with the Department of General Services, may install appropriate plaques 
and markers showing this special designation upon receiving donations from nonstate resources to cover any 
costs. 



ARTICLE 3. BOOKS 
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Sec. 19330. Borrowing of books by state officers. 

Books may be taken from the library by the Members of the Legislature and by other state officers during regular 
office hours. 

Sec. 19331. Overdue fines. 

The Controller, when notified by the State Librarian that any officer or employee of the state for whom he or she 
draws a warrant for salary has failed to return any book taken by him or her, or for which he or she has given an 
order, within the time prescribed by the rules, or the tim e within which it was agreed to be returned, and which 
notice shall give the value of the book, shall, after fir sin forming the officer or enployee of the notice, upon failure 
by him or her to return the book, deduct fromthe warrant for the salary of the officer or enployee, twice the value 
of the book, and place the amount deducted in the General Fund. 

Sec. 19332. Purchase of duplicates. 

In case of the neglect or refusal on the part of anyofficer or employee of the state to return a book for which he or 
she has given an order or a receipt or has iihis or her possession, the State Librarian nay purchase for the librarya 
duplicate of the book, and notifythe Controller of the purchase, together with the cost of the book. Upon the receipt 
of the notice from the department, the Controller shall deduct twice the cost of the duplicate book frorrthe warrant 
for the salary of the officer or employee, and place the amount deducted in the General Fund. 

Sec. 19333. Suit for unreturned books. 

The State Librarian may bring suit in his or her officiabapacity for the recovery of any book, or for three tines the 
value thereof, together with costs of suit, against any person who has the book in his or her possession or who is 
responsible therefore. If the departnent has purchased aduplicate of any book, it may bring suit for three fanes the 
amount expended for the duplicate, together with costs of suit. 

Sec. 19334. Liability for damaged or unreturned books. 

Every person who injures or fails to return any book taken is liable in three times its value. 



ARTICLE 4. READING INITIATIVE PROGRAM 
Sec. 19335. Citation of act. 

This act shall be known and may be cited as the Reading Initiative Program. 

Sec. 19336. Reading Initiative Program. 

The State Librarian shall establish the Reading Initiative Program with funds appropriated for that purpose and with 
funds received from private sources. The State Librarian shll administer the program, for which purpose he or she 
shall do all of the following: 

(a) Develop a list of recom mended books, in consultation with various gr oups, including, but not lim ited to, 
teachers, librarians, parents, writers, publishers, and em ployees of the State Department of Education. The 
recommended books shall supplement the state-recommended English/language arts curriculum framework, and 
shall include recreational reading selections for children. 

(b) Develop a method of involving pupils enrolled in kindergarten and grades 1 to 12, indusive, in the program and 
an appropriate form of recognition for pupils who volunteer to participate in the program and who succeed in 
the program. Rewards and related recognition activities shall be funded with amounts received from private 
sources. 
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(c) To the extent private funds are available, and consitent with subdivision (b), expend private funds received by 
the State Librarian for the purposes ofhis article to obtain and make available to the public the books on the list 
developed pursuant to subdivision (a). 
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TITLE 5. CALIFORNIA ADMINISTRATIVE CODE 
DIVISION 2. CALIFORNIA STATE LIBRARY. 
CHAPTER 1. 

ARTICLE 1. GENERAL PROVISIONS 



Sec. 20000. Loan Period 

(a) Books and like materials are lent for five weeks. 

(b) Periodicals are lent for three weeks. 

(c) Foreign language fiction is lent for three months. 

(d) Exceptions to the above loan periods m ay be made for certain types of material or for special needs of the 
borrower. 

Sec. 20003. Payment for Photostatic Copies 

(a) A private individual or a firmshall pay in advance of deliveryfor photostatic copies, or any other item that may 
be sold by the State Library. 

(b) Public agencies may buy and receive delivery of suchcopies or other items, and be billed later for the purhase 
price. 

Sec. 20004. Use of Books on Library Premises 

Any person may use in reading rooms of the State Library any books, periodicals, and like material. He shall not, 
however, mark, cut, tear, deface, or renove any pages orparts thereof. Any person who does so, nay thereafter be 
denied the use of any library material. 

Sec. 20020. General Policies 

State Library books and materials which are permitted to circulate shall be made available to inhabitants of the State 
through a loan service. 

(a) Where there is a local library , all requests for loan of State Library materials shall be made through a local 
library, except as provided in Section 20050. 

(b) In addition to borrowing through any library which they are entitled to use, high school students in schools 
where no established school library exists may borrow through a high school district enployee designated by 
the proper school authorities to handle library requests. 

(c) Direct service to individuals may be made as provided in Section 20050. 

Sec. 20021. Request for Loan 

The State Library shall loan any book or periodical which is available for loan purposes to any other public or 
private library in California upon receipt of a request from the borrowing library. 

Sec. 20050. Direct Library Loan Service to Individuals 

The State Library shall give direct libraryloan serviceto the following persons only and upon proper identification: 

(a) Members of the California Legislature. 

(b) Legislative staff members. State officers and employees. 

(c) Accredited representatives of the Capitol Correspondents Association as published in most recent legislative 
histories. 

(d) Employees, located in Sacramento, of Organizations Representing California State Enployees as verified bythe 
State Personnel Board. 

(e) A resident of the State in an area where no local library service is available. 
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CALIFORNIA LIBRARY SERVICES ACT 

(Education Code Title 1, Division 1, Part 11, Chapter 4, Articles 1-6, Section 18700-18767) 



Note: 

The California Library Services Act will be repealed when ail program elements 
of the Library of California Act are implemented under the terms of Education Code Section 18870. 

ARTICLE 1. GENERAL PROVISIONS 



Sec. 18700. Title. 

This chapter shall be known as the California Library Services Act. 

Sec. 18701. Legislative finding. 

The Legislature finds and declares that it is in the interest otfce people of the state to insure that all people have free 
and convenient access to all libray resources and services that night enrich their lives, regardless of where they live 
or of the tax base of their local government. 

This finding is based on the recognition that: 

(a) The public library is a prim ary source of inform ation, recreation, and education to persons of all ages, any 
location or any economic circumstance. 

(b) The expansion of knowledge and the increasing com plexity of our society create needs for materials and 
information that go beyond the ability of any one library to provide. 

(c) The public libraries of California are supported primarily by local taxes. The ability of local governments to 
provide adequate service is dependent on the taxable wealth of each local jurisdiction and varies widely 
throughout the state. 

(d) Public libraries are unable to bear the greater cost s of m eeting the exceptional needs of m any residents, 
including people with disabilities, non- English-speaking and linited-English-speaking persons, those who are 
confined to home or in an institution, and those who are economically disadvantaged. 

(e) The effective sharing of resources and services am ong the libraries of California requires an ongoing 

commitment by the state to compensate libraries for services beyond their clientele. 

(f) The sharing of services and resources is m ost efficient when a com mon database is available to provide 
information on where materials can be found. 

Sec. 18702. Legislative intent. 

It is the intent of the Legislature to provide all residents with the opportunity to obtain from their public libraries 
needed materials and informational services by facilitating access to the resources of all libraries in this state. 

This policy shall be accomplished by assisting public libraries to inprove service to the underserved of all ages, and 
by enabling public libraries to provide their users with the services and resources of all libraries in this state. 

Sec. 18703. Legislative policy. 

In adopting this chapter, the Legislature declares that its policy shall be: 

(a) To reaffirm the principle of local control of the goverment and administration of public libraries, and to affirm 
that the provisions of this chapter applyonly to libraries aithorized by their jurisdictions toapply to participate 
in the programs authorized by this act. 
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(b) To require no library, as a condition for receiving funds or services under this chapter, to acquire or exclude any 
specific book, periodical, film, recording, picture, or other naterial, or any specific equipment, or to acquire or 
exclude any classification of books or other material by author, subject matter, or type. 

(c) To encourage adequate financing of libraries from local sources, with state aid to be furnished to supplement, 
not supplant, local funds. 

(d) To encourage service to the underserved of all ages. 

(e) To encourage and enable the sharing of resources between libraries. 

(f) To reimburse equitably any participating library for services it provides bey ond its jurisdiction if a public 
library, or, if not a public library, beyond its normal clientele. 

(g) To ensure public participation in carrying out the intent of this act. 



ARTICLE 2. DEFINITIONS 



Sec. 18710. Definitions. 

As used in this chapter, unless the context otherwise indicates or unless specific exception is made: 

(a) “Academic library” means a library established and maintained by a college or university to meet the needs of 
its students and faculty, and others by agreement. 

(b) “Act” means the California Library Services Act. 

(c) “Cooperative library system” means a public library system that consists of two or more jurisdictions entering 
into a written agreement to implement a regional programin accordance with this chapter, and which, as of the 
effective date of this chapter, was designated a librarjsystem under the Public Library Services Act of 1963 or 
was a successor to such a library system. 

(d) “Direct Loan” means the lending of a book or other item directly to a borrower. 

(e) "Equal access” means the right of theresidents of jurisdictions that are members of a cooperative library system 
to use on an equal basis with one anotherthe services and loan privileges of any and all other members of the 
same system. 

(f) “Independent public library” means a public library not a member of a system. 

(g) “Interlibrary loan” means the lending of a book or otheritem from one library to another as the result of a user 
request for the item. 

(h) “Interlibrary reference” means the providing of information by one library or reference center to another library 
or reference center as the result of a user request for the information. 

(i) “Jurisdiction” means a county, city and county, city, or any district that is authorized bylaw to provide public 
library services and that operates a public library. 

(j) “Libraries for institutionalized persons” means libraries maintained by institutions for the purpose of serving 
their resident populations. 

(k) “Net imbalance” means the disproportionate cost incurred under universal borrowing or equal access when a 
library directly lends a greater number of ite ms to users from outside its jurisdiction than its residents directly 
borrow from libraries of other jurisdictions. 

(l) “Public library” means a library, or two or more libraries, that is operated bya single public jurisdiction and that 
serves its residents free of charge. 

(m) “School library” means an organized collection of prin ted and audiovisual materials that satisfies all of the 
following criteria: 

(1) Is administered as a unit. 

(2) Is located in a designated place. 

(3) Makes printed, audiovisual, and other m aterials as well as necessary equipment and services of a staff 
accessible to elementary and secondary school pupils and teachers. 
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(n) “Special library” means one maintained by an association, government service, research institution, learned 
society, professional association, rruseum, business firm, industrial enterprise, chanter of commerce, or other 
organized group, the greater part of their collections being in a specific field or subject, e.g., natural sciences, 
economics, engineering, law, and history. 

(o) “Special Services Programs” means a project establishing or improving service to the underserved of all ages. 

(p) “State board” means the California Library Services Board. 

(q) “System” means a cooperative library system. 

(r) “Underserved” means any population segment with exceptional service needs not adquately met by traditional 
library service patterns; including, but not lim ited to , those persons who are geographically isolated, 
economically disadvantaged, functionally illiterate, of non-English-speaking or lim ited-English-speaking 
ability, shut-in, or institutionalized, or who are persons with disabilities. 

(s) “Universal borrowing” m eans the extension by a public library of its direct loan privileges to the eligible 
borrowers of all other public libraries. 



ARTICLE 3. ADMINISTRATION 
Sec. 18720. California Library Services Board. 

(a) There is hereby established in the state govemm ent the California Library Services Board, to consist of 13 
members. The Governor shall appoint nine nambers ofthe board. Three of the Governor’s appointments shall 
be representative of laypersons, one of whom shall represent people with disabilities, one of whom shall 
represent limited- and non-English-speaking persons, and one of whom shall represent econom ically 
disadvantaged persons. 

(b) The Governor shall also appoint six members of the board, each of whom shall represent one of the following 
categories: school libraries, libraries for institutionali zed persons, public library trustees or commissioners, 
public libraries, special libraries, and academic libraries. 

(c) The Legislature shall appoint the remaining four public members from persons who are not representative of 
categories mentioned in this section. Two shall be ^pointed by the Senate Rules Committee and two shall be 
appointed by the Speaker of the Assembly. 

(d) The terms of office of members of the board shall be for four years and shall begin on January 1 of the year in 
which the respective terms are to start. 

Sec. 18722. Validity of board acts. 

The concurrence of seven members of the state board shall be necessary to the validity of any of its acts. 

Sec. 18723. Compensation of board. 

Members of the state board shall serve without pay . They shall receive their actual and necessary traveling 
expenses while on official business. 

Sec. 18724. Duties of board. 

The duties of the state board shall be to adopt rules, regidtions, and general policies forthe implementation of this 
chapter. In addition, the state board, consistent with the terms and provisions of this chapter, shall have the 
following powers and duties: 

(a) To direct the State Librarian in the administration of this chapter. 

(b) To review for its approval all annual proposals submitted under this chapter. 
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(c) To annually submit budget proposals as part of the annual budget of the Department of Education. 

(d) To expend the funds appropriated for the purpose of implementing the provisions of this chapter. 

(e) To require participating libraries and sy stems to prepare and submit any reports and information which are 
necessary to carry out the provisions of this chapter, and to prescribe the form and manner for providing such 
reports and information. 

(f) To develop formulas for the equitable allocation of reimbursements under Sections 18731, 18743, 18744, and 
18765. Such formulas shall be submitted to the Department of Finance for approval. 

(g) To require that any public library participating in programs authorized by this chapter provide access to its 
bibliographic records and materials location information consistent with the legislative policy of encouraging 
the sharing of resources between libraries. 

Sec. 18725. State Advisory Council on Libraries. 

The state board shall serve as the State AdvisoryCouncil on Libraries for the purpose of meeting the requirements 

of the federal Library Services and Construction Act. 

Sec. 18726. State Librarian as Chief Executive Officer. 

The State Librarian shall be the chief executive officer of the state board for purposes of this chapter and shall: 

(a) Make such reports and recommendations as may be required by the state board. 

(b) Administer the provisions of this chapter. 

(c) Review all claims to insure programmatic and technical compliance with the provisions of this chapter. 



ARTICLE 4. LOCAL PUBLIC LIBRARY SERVICES 
Sec. 18730. Special Services Programs. 

Any public library or combination of public libraries may submit proposals to the state board for Special Services 
Programs within the service area. Applications shall identify the needs of the target service group, assess the 
capacity of the applicant libraryor libraries to respond tothose needs, and shall identifythe activities and imelines 
necessary to achieve those objectives. Funds may be expended for the developnent of collections to meet the needs 
of the underserved, together with the enployment or retaining of staff necessaryto properly utilize the collections, 
and to provide appropriate services to the underserved. 

Sec. 18731. Universal borrowing. 

Any California public library may participate in universal borrowing. Public libraries participating in universal 
borrowing may not exclude the residents of anyjurisdiction maintaining a public library. Public libraries that incur 
a net imbalance shall be reimbursed for the handling cost s of the net loans according to the allocation form ula 
developed pursuant to subdivision (f) of Section 18724. Reimbursement shall be incurred only for imbalances 
between: 

(a) System member libraries and independent public libraries. 

(b) Independent public libraries with each other. 

(c) Member libraries of one system with member libraries of other systems. 

Sec. 18732. Consolidation of libraries. 

If two or m ore public library jurisdictions wish to cons olidate their libraries into a single library agency, an 
establishment grant in the annual m aximum amount of tw enty -thousand dollars ($20,000) shall be m ade to the 
newly consolidated library jurisdiction for each of two pars, provided that notice of such consolidation is filed with 
the State Librarian within one year after the consolidation. 
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ARTICLE 5. LIBRARY SYSTEM SERVICES 



Sec. 18740. Eligible systems. 

A library system, eligible for funds under this article, may consist of the following systems: 

(a) A cooperative library system that, as of the effective dae of this act, was designated a s^tem under the Public 
Library Services Act of 1963. 

(b) A library system in which two or more systems consolidate to form a library system. 

(c) A library system that is formed by adding independent public library jurisdictions to an existing system. 

(d) A library system formed by any combination of the above. 

Sec. 18741. Reference allowance. 

(a) Each sy stem described in Section 18740 shall r eceive an annual allowance for the im provement and 
maintenance of coordinated reference service support to the members of the system. Following the effective 
date of this chapter, if there occurs a consolidation among individual public libraries that, as of the effective 
date of this chapter, are members of a system, the per member allowance to the system shall continue at the 
same level as if the consolidation had not taken place. 

(b) After identifying the needs of the underserved, each system shall use a fair and equitable portion of its reference 
allowance to im prove the sy stem’s reference ser vice to its underserved population through appropriate 
collection development, provision of reference specialists, and staff training. Funds for the reference grant ay 
also be used for general and specialized reference collection development, employment of reference specialists, 
and system-wide reference training. 

Sec. 18742. System Special Service Programs. 

Any system may apply to the state board for funds for Spcial Service Programs on asystem-wide basis. Proposals 
shall identify the needs of the target service group, assess the capacity of the applicant system to respond to those 
needs, and shall identifythe activitiesand timelines necessary to achieve those objectives. Systems may also apply 
for funds for other s>stem-wide programs, but such progams shall include a conponent for serving the underserved 
on a system-wide basis. 

Sec. 18743. Equal access. 

Each member library of a sy stem shall provide equal access to all residents of the area served by the sy stem. 
Member libraries that incur a net inbalance shall be reimbursed through the system for the handling costs of the net 
loans according to the allocation formula developed pursuant to subdivision (f) of Section 18724. 

Sec. 18744. Interlibrary loan reimbursement. 

Each member library of a sy stem shall be reim bursed through the sy stem to cover handling costs, excluding 
communication and delivery costs, of each interlibrary loan between member libraries of the system according to the 
allocation formula developed pursuant to subdivision (f) of Section 18724. 

Sec. 18745. System communications and delivery. 

Each system shall annually apply to the state board fo r funds for intra sy stem communications and delivery . 
Proposals shall be based upon the nrost cost-effective methods of exchanging materials and information among the 
member libraries. 

Sec. 18746. System planning, coordination, and evaluation.

Each system shall annually apply to the state board for funds for planning, coordination, and evaluation of the 
overall systemwide services authorized by this chapter. 



Sec. 18747. System administrative council and advisory board. 

(a) Each system shall establish an adninistrative council whose membership consists of the head librarians of each 
jurisdiction in the sjstem. Duties of the adninistrative council shall include general adninistrative responsibility for 
the system, adopting a system plan of service, and subnitting annual proposals to the state board for iiplementation 
of the provisions of this article. 

(b) Each system shall establish an advsory board consisting of as nany members as there are member jurisdictions 
of the system. The governing body of each member jurisdiction shall appoint one member to the advisory board 
from among its residents. 

Sec. 18749. Terms of members of advisory board. 

The term of any member of a system advisory board shall be for two years, and each member shall serve no more 
than two consecutive terms. Staggered terms shall be estab lished by drawing of lots at the first m eeting of the 
advisory board so that a simple majority of the members shall initially serve a two-year term, and the remainder 
initially a one-year term. 

The appointing jurisdiction shall ensure that m embers of a system advisory board are representative of the 
public-at-large and of the underserved residents in the system service area. 

Sec. 18750. Duties of advisory boards. 

The duties of each system advisory board shall include, but are not limited to, the following: 

(a) Assisting the Administrative Council in the development of the system plan of service. 

(b) Advising the Administrative Council on the need for services and programs. 

(c) Assisting in the evaluation of the services provided by the system. 

Sec. 18751. Grants to newly consolidated systems. 

When any system or sy stems consolidate, a grant of ten thousand dollars ($10,000) for each of the two years 
following the consolidation shall be made to the newly consolidated system. 



ARTICLE 6. STATEWIDE SERVICES 
Sec. 18760. State reference centers. 

The state board shall establish and adninister two or more state reference centers. The centers shall be responsible 
for answering reference requests that cannot be m et by sy stems and libraries participating in the program s 
authorized by this chapter. 

Sec. 18761. Services of state reference centers. 

Each reference center established by the state shall provi de statewide service. Such service shall include the 
handling of reference requests that cannot be met locally and regionally. 

Sec. 18762. Agreements for services and materials. 

Each reference center established pursuant to Section 18760 may enter into reciprocal or contractual agreements 
with libraries or any other information source for the purpose of naking available their materials and informational 
services for the benefit of the libraryusers of this state. Each California public libraryparticipating inany program 
under this chapter shall make materials and services available, as needed, to state reference centers. 
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Sec. 18763. Allowable expenditures. 

The budget of any reference center established pursuant to Section 18760 m ay include funds for the general 
operations of such centers, including funds for collection development and use. 

Sec. 18764. Repository for collections relevant to disadvantaged persons. 

The state board shall designate one or m ore of the reference centers established pursuant to Section 18760 as a 
repository for collections specially relevant to economically disadvantaged pers ons and non-English-speaking 
persons. 

Sec. 18765. Interlibrary loan reimbursement. 

Each California library eligible to be reimbursed under this section for participation in the statewide interlibrary 
loan program shall be reim bursed according to the allocation formula developed pursuant to subdivision (f) of 
Section 18724 to cover the handling costs of each interlib rary loan whenever the borrowing library is a public 
library, except for the interlibrary loans made between members of a cooperative library system as provided in 
Section 18744. Libraries eligible for interlibrary loan reimbursement under this section shall include public 
libraries, libraries operated bypublic schools or school districts, libraries operled by public colleges or universities, 
libraries operated by public agencies for institutionalized persons, and libraries operated by nonprofit private 
educational or research institutions. Loans to eligible libaries by public libraries shall also be reinbursed according 
to the allocation formula developed pursuant to subdivision (f) of Section 18724. 

Sec. 18766. Statewide communications and delivery. 

The state board shall establish and maintain a statewide communications and delivery network between and among 
systems, state reference centers, independent public libraries and all other libraries participating in the programs 
authorized by this act. 

Sec. 18767. Bibliographic data base. 

The state board shall establish and m aintain a com puterized data base of bibliographic records and 
locations of all m aterials acquired by public libraries in this state, for the purpose of carrying out the 
legislative policy of enabling libraries to share resources efficiently. 
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CALIFORNIA LIBRARY LITERACY SERVICES PROGRAM 

(Education Code, Part II, Libraries, Chapter 4.6., Sections 18880-18884) 

Sec. 18880. Establishment of program; allocation of funds; technical assistance. 

(a) The California Library Literacy and English Acquisition Services Program is hereby established within the 
California State Library as a public libraryprogram designed to reduce illiteracy among children and adults by 
providing English language literacy instruction and related services to native and nonnative English speaking 
youth and adults residing in California. For purposes of this article, "English language literacy instruction" 
means the development of basic skills of speaking, reading, and writing in the English language. 

(b) The California State Library shall allocate funds a ppropriated in the Budget Act for the California Library 
Literacy and English Acquisition Services Program to local library jurisdictions that are effectively providing 
literacy services. 

(c) At local discretion, jurisdictions my use their allocation from the State Literacy Program for any of the services 
described in Section 18881. 

(d) The California State Library shall provide local juri sdictions with technical assi stance to the extent that 
resources are available for this purpose. 

Sec. 18881. Authorized services; adult literacy instructional program; coordinated literacy and preliteracy 
and preliteracy services to families; collaboration with nonprofit and other local organizations. 

The California Library Literacy and English Acquisition Services Program for public libraries my be used for any 
of the following: 

(a) (1) Services designed to reduce adult illiteracy by providing English language literacy instruction and related 

services to adults and ymth who are not enrolled in sfaool. A participating public libnry may establish an 
adult literacy instructional program that provides adult basic literacy instruction and related services. 
Participant learning shall be evaluated on the basi s of statewide guidelines established by the State 
Librarian. 

(2) The public library shall do all of the following in establishing and implementing the program: 

( A) Seek community and local government awareness of and support for the programand develop a local 
commitment of resources for the program's continuation. 

(B) Develop cooperative relationships with other local literacyservice providers and participate in existing 
community adult literacy coalitions, in order to address the wide variety of literacy needs of the 
community and ensure an effective utilization of resources. The public library shall assist in the 
establishment of a community adult literacy coalition if none currently exists. 

(C) Recruit and train volunteers to provide tu toring and other services in public library and other 
community settings. 

(D) Certify that the local jurisdiction will provide the same level of local and private fiscal support as it 
did in the preceding fiscal year. 

(b) (1) Services to prevent illiteracy through coordinated literacy and preliteracy services to families that include 

illiterate adults and y oung children. The program shall provide reading preparation services for y oung 
children in public library settings and shall instruct parents in reading to their children. In addition, the 
program shall provide technical assistance, parent suppof, and any resources and materials necessary for its 
im plementation. 

(2) A public library implementing this service shall meet all of the following requirements: 

(A) Offer new services to fam ilies with y oung children with the goal of helping the children become 
successful readers by increasing their general competence, self-confidence, and positive emotional 
associations with reading as a family experience and fam iliarity with the lifelong use of library 
resources. Recruitment of parents not previouslyincluded in public library literacy programs is a high 
priority.

(B) Families eligible for the program shall include, but not be United to, those with >oung children up to 
the age of five years. 

(C) Program meetings shall be held in public library settings. 

(D) The public library literacy program staff and child'cn's services staff shall work in close coordination 
with the State Library in administering the program to assure maximum integration of literacy services 
to parents and preliteracy services to their children. 

(3) Services offered by a public library under this subdivision shall include the following: 

(A) Acquisition of books, of appropriatereading levels for, and containing subjects of interest to, children 
for ownership by young children of families participating in the program. 

(B) Regular meetings of parents and children in public library settings during hours that are suitable for 
parents and their children. 

(C) Storytelling, word games, and other exercises designed to promote enjoyment of reading in adults and 
children. 

(D) Use of children' s books and language experi ence stories from the m eetings as material for adult 
literacy instruction. 

(E) Instruction for parents in book selection and reading aloud to children. 

(F) Services to enhance full fanily participation and to foster a family environment conducive to reading. 

(G) Assistance to parents in using services in order to access books and other materials on such topics as 
parenting, child care, health, nutrition, and family life education. 

(H) Other services, as necessary to enable families to participate in the program. 

(c) Services for pupils in kindergarten and grades 1 to 12, inclusive, and their families in local English language 
learner and literacy programs. Local libraries may offer year-round literacy and English language tutoring in 
collaboration with nonprofit and other local organizations. 

Sec. 18883. Use of funds for expenditures; scope. 

A local library shall ensure that funds received pursuant tothis chapter are exclusively used for expenses resulting 

from providing English language and literacyservices and shallensure that at least 90 percent of the funds received 

for the program are expended on direct services and related materials. 

Sec. 18884. Report to the Legislature; content. 

The State Librarian shall provide a report by March 1 , 2004, to the Legislature that includes, but is not liiited to, all 

of the following information: 

(a) The amount of funding allocated pursuant to this chapter. 

(b) The number of libraries or schools participating in the program. 

(c) The types of services to be provided with funds received pursuant to this chapter. 

(d) The number of English language learners participating in the program. 

(e) The number of parents or adults participating in the program. 
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CALIFORNIA LIBRARY SERVICES ACT REGULATIONS 

(Code of California Regulations, Title 5, Division 2, Chapter 1, Subchapter 2, 
Articles 1- 8, Sec. 20100-20265) 

SUBCHAPTER 2. CALIFORNIA LIBRARY SERVICES 

ARTICLE 1. GENERAL PROVISIONS 



Sec. 20100. Scope. 

The regulations contained in this chapter shall inplement the California Library Services Act, Chapter 4 of Part 1 1 
of Division 1 of Title 1 of the Education Code, beginning with Section 18700 thereof. 

Sec. 20101. General provisions. 

(a) The State Board finds that it is in the best interests)!' the citizens of California and best fulfills the pu rposesof 
the Act (Chapter 4, Part 1 1 , Division 1 , Title 1 , Edudaon Code) that libraries participatingin any one program 
of the Act participate in all applicable programs of the Act. 

(b) Any public library participating in programs ofthe Act shall, under Section 18724(h) of the Act, provide access 
to the library ’s bibliographic and location data upon request from the State Board for inclusion in the 
appropriate data base established by the State Board inimplementation of the Act. The access shall be provided 
in such form, manner, and frequency as are agreed upon between the State Board and the library. 

(c) Funding distributed according to California Library Services Act provisions may not be used to support other 
than library purposes. To comply with Education Code Section 18703(c), the funding m ay not be used to 
replace local funds for library services, but only to supplement the local funding to furtherthe purposes of the 
Act. 

(d) A public library participating in anyprogram of the Act must participate in the direct loan transaction reporting, 
whether the library participates in either ofthe direct loan programs or not. During the designated transaction 
reporting periods all CLSA paticipating libraries must record all direct loans made to eligible residents of other 
jurisdictions whose libraries are participating in the diiect loan programs, as long as the handling costs of paid 
loans are not being covered in whole, or in part, by CLSA funds in addition to direct loan reinbursement funds, 
LSC A funds, or by funds provided by the jurisdiction of the eligible non-resident. 

Sec. 20103. Waiver of filing date. 

The State Board may waive or reset anyfiling dates required by these regulations, if the State Board determines that 
so doing would best serve the purposes of the Act. 

Sec. 20104. Eligibility to participate. 

Funding under anyprogram of the Act shall be provided onj' to libraries which ae physically and administratively 
located within California and which m eet any additional eligibility criteria required for specific program 
participation. 

Sec. 20105. General requirements for participation. 

(a) Public Library Participation Authorization. Everypublic library wishing to participate in anyof the programs 
of the Act must file with the State Board an authorization by the jurisdictional governing body for that library s 
participation. The authorization mist be in the formand manner and be filed by the date specified bythe State 
Board. 

(b) Public Library Certification. Upon the authorizationby the jurisdictional governing body, the head librarian of 
each public library wishing to participate in the program ofthe Act must file a certification of compliance with 
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provisions of the Act. This certificationshall remain in effect until the libraryjurisdiction no longer conplies 
with the stated provisions. The certification shall specifially include compliance with Education Code Sections 
18703(c) and 18724(e). 

If the library or jurisdiction is no longer in conpliance, the head librarian shall ndify the Board no later than 
thirty days following such a change in compliance status. 

(c) Participation by Libraries other than Public Libraries. The head librarian of such litrary eligible to participate 
in any of the programs of the Act and wishing to do so must file with the State Board a notice of its intent to 
participate and of its agreement to the provisions ofthe Act and administrative regulations as they apply to the 
library’s participation. This notice shall be filed in such form and manner as specified by the State Board by 
September 1 of the fiscal y ear preceding active particip ation. The agreem ent shall rem ain in effect until 
rescinded by the State Board or the library. 

(d) Reports, Applications, and Claims. Any budget documents, reports, applications, and claims for funds pursuant 
to this Act shall be submitted by participating libraries in such formand manner and by the dates established by 
the State Board. 

(e) No public library participating in the programs of the Act may charge its residents, as defined in Section 20203, 
any fee to obtain a library card nor for services for which it is receiving reimbursement under the California 
Library Services Act. 

(f) The California Library Services Board believes thatit is in the best interests of the citizens of California that the 
information services of public libraries be provided free of charge. 

Sec. 20106. Uniform population statistics. 

Any funds distributed per capita shall be awarded using the m ost recently published and available com bined 

estimate for cities and counties from the California State Department of finance. 

Sec. 20107. Definitions. 

(a) The definitions concerning California Library Services Act components set forth in Education Code Section 
18710 are hereby incoiporated by reference, with additi ons as noted in subsection (b) of this section. The 
definitions incorporated by reference are accurate to California Statutes 1979. 

(b) Additions to the regulations hereby incoiporated are as follows: 

(1) “Chief Executive Officer” means the State Librarian. 

(2) “President” means the elected President of the Board. 

(3) “Public library affiliation” means the formal and legal joining to a System (i.e., the obtaining of full System 
membership status) by a public library not previously a m ember of any Sy stem. A Public Library 
Affiliation is not considered conplete until all necessary local System and jurisdictional agreements have 
been approved and are in force, and the State Board has approved the affiliation. 

(4) “Public library consolidation” means the formal and legal joining of the functions, services, operations, et 
cetera of two or m ore formerly independent public libraries into a single public library , as defined in 
Education Code Section 18710(e). A Public Library Consolidation is not considered complete until all 
necessary local jurisdictional agreements have been approved and are in force, and the State Board has 
approved the consolidation (see Administrative Code Section 20180, below). 

(5) “Reference collection” means a collection of materials, both print and non-print, designed prinarily for use 
in answering requests for information. 

(6) “Reference specialist” m eans a trained and expe rienced librarian who can provide reference referral 
services and who can also understand how to approach the community in general and the underserved in 
particular, together with appropriate skills in analyis of information needs and design and implementation 
of reference programs responsive to those needs. A referencespecialist may be employed in providing any 
of the services for which he/she is qualified. 

(7) “Secretary” means the Executive Secretary of the Board. 
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(8) “State Board” means the California Library Services Board. 

(9) “System consolidation” m eans the formal and legal joining of geographic service areas, functions, 
operations, et cetera, of two or more formerly separate Systems into a single Cooperative Library System, 
as defined in Education Code Section 18710(c). A Sytem Consolidation is not considered conplete until 
all necessary local System consolidation agreements have been approved and are in force, and until the 
State Board has approved the consolidation (see Administrative Code Section 20185, below). 

(10) “Valid non-resident borrowers card” means a card that is issued free of charge by a public library to a 
resident of another jurisdiction which maintains a public library, as long as such card meets all of the legal 
requirements of the issuing library. 

(11) “Vice-President” means the elected Vice-President of the Board. 



ARTICLE 2. CALIFORNIA LIBRARY SERVICES BOARD PROCEDURES 
Sec. 20116. Officers of the State Board. 

The State Board shall elect a Presidnt and Vice-President. The State Librariaa shall be the Chief Executive Officer 
of the State Board. 

(a) The State Board shall annuallyelect a President and VicePresident at the first regular meeting of each calendar 
year. 

(b) Should a vacancy occur in the Office of President or Vice-President, the State Board shall at its next regular 
meeting elect one of its members to fill such vacancy for the remainder of the term. 

(c) Duties of President. The President shall preside at all meetings of the State Board, shall execute for the State 
Board any documents requiring such execution, and shall perform such other duties as the State Board so 
provides. 

(d) Duties of Vice-President. The Vice-President shall inthe absence of the President performany of the duties of 
President that cannot reasonably await the President’s return. 

(e) Duties of the Chief Executive Officer. 

(1) Make such reports and recommendations to the State Board as he deems desirable and appropriate or as 
may be required by the State Board. 

(2) Administer the provisions of this chapter. 

(3) Review all claims to ensure programmatic and technical compliance with the provisions of this chapter. 

Sec. 20117. Quorum. 

A quorum for all State Board meetings shall be seven (7) members. The concurrence of 7 of its members shall be 
necessary to the validity of all actions of the State Board. 

Sec. 20118. Regular meetings. 

(a) Date. Regular meetings of the State Board shall take place at least bi-m onthly on the third Thursday of the 
months of February, April, June, August, October; the December meeting shall be held in conjunction wih the 
California Library Association (CLA) Conference. 

(b) Place. The tentative locations for the regular m eetings of the following calendar y ear shall be determ ined 
annually, at the last regular meeting of the calendar year. 

(c) Change of date or place. Nothingin this regulation shall be construed to prevent the State Board fromaltering 
its regular meeting dates or places of meeting. 

(d) Meeting notice. A notice of regular meetings shall be provided at least seven days prior to the meeting date to 
any person annually requesting such notice under Section 20119 below. Such notice shall include the tim e, 
date, and place of the regular meeting and a copy of the agenda therefor. 
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Sec. 20119. Notices. 

(a) Eligibility. Notice of any regular or special public m eeting of the State Board shall be given to any person 
annually requesting under Section 201 19(b). 

(b) Procedure. Individuals and organizhions wishing to receive notice of regular andpccial meetings of the State 
Board and copies of the agenda may annually request the Secretary to include their names on the mailing list. 
Inclusion on the mailing list will result in notification tcthe addressee of all regular and specii meetings of the 
State Board. The Secretaryshall annually notify interested agencies and organizations that, upon equest, they 
are entitled to be placed on the mailing list. 

Sec. 20120. Open meetings of Committees, Commissions, and Advisory Bodies. 

(a) State Board Committees. Meetings of the State Board committees composed solely of members of the State 
Board, created by a formal action of the State Board, shall be open and public. 

(b) Advisory Bodies. Unless otherwise provided by law, m eetings of any advisory body, or committees or 
subcommittees thereof, created by statutes or by form al action of the State Board, to advise or report or 
recommend to the State Board, shall be open and public. 

Sec. 20121. Open meetings. 

All meetings of the State Board will be open and public except for executive sessions authorized by Government 

Code Section 11120-11131. 

Sec. 20122. Special meetings. 

Special meetings may be called by the President of the State Board or a majority of the members thereof for any 

stated purpose. Notice of such m eetings shall be pr ovided at least 24 hours in advance to those persons so 

requesting under Section 201 19(b). 

Sec. 20123. Emergency meetings and agenda items. 

(a) Power. An emergency meeting may be called by the President of the State Board or a mjority of the members 
thereof without providing the notice required bySection201 19 if there is an unforeseen energency condition in 
existence. 

(b) Definition. An unforeseen emergency condition exists when there is an immediate threat of adverseeffects on 
the program authorized by the Act of such scope that requires action of the State Board to avert such effects. 

(c) Agenda Items. An item may be included on the agenda of any regular meeting if an unforeseen emergency 
condition exists without the notice required by Section 20119. 

(d) Certification. Concurrence of 7 of the members is required to certify that an emergency condition exists in 
order to take any action at an emergency meeting or regarding an emergency item. 

(e) Notice. If reasonablypossible, notice of the energency item or meeting shall be provided to those so requesting 
under Section 201 19(b). Lack of such notice shall not invalidate any action taken on said item or at said 
meeting. 

Sec. 20124. Agenda. 

(a) All matters to be submitted for consideration of the State Board shall be sent to the Secretary at least 10 days 
preceding a regular meeting of the State Board at California Library Services Board, P.O. Box 942837, 
Sacramento, CA 94237-0001. 

(b) Setting of Agenda. The agenda for regular m eetings of the State Board shall be set by the Chief Executive 
Officer at least 8 days prior to the meeting. 

Sec. 20125. Speakers. 
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(a) Recognition of Speakers. Menbers of the public or the State Library staff will be recognized by the President 
of the State Board to speak at anymeeting. All remarks made shall be germane to the business at hand and shall 
be addressed to the President. No persorother than the person having the floor and members of the State Board 
shall be permitted to enter the discussion. 

(b) Subject of Remarks. All speakers before theState Board shall confine their remarks to the subject indicated in 
their written request, or indicated in the recognition by the President. 

Sec. 20127. Robert’s Rules of Order. 

Except where the provisions of the California Library Services Act of 1977 or of these regulations provide to the 
contrary, or when the State Board determines otherwise, the State Board shall operate under the latest edition of 
Robert’s Rules of Order. 

Sec. 20130. Public hearings. 

(a) Notice. The State Board nay hold a public hearing rtgarding any matter pending before it, after giving the di- 
day notice as required by the California Administrative Procedures Act. Such notice shall include adequate 
descriptive matter relating to the subjects to be considered in hearing. 

(b) Alternative hearing. The State Board may direct that apublic hearing be held before staff of the State Library 
an advisory commission to the State Board, or a s tan dig or ad hoc committee of the State Boardregarding any 
matter which is, or is likely to be, pending before the State Board. 

(c) Speakers. 

(1) Notice. Persons wishing to address the State Board on a subject to be considered at a public hearing, should 
present a request to the Secretary four (4) working days in advance of the meeting at the office of the Secretary, 
stating the subject they wish to address, the organization they represent, if any, and the nature of their testimony. 
Persons wishing to address the Board, who have not presenteda request four days in advance, may be heard at the 
discretion of the presiding officer. 

(2) Copies of Statement. The speaker may provide a written copy of his statement to the Secretary 24 hours in 
advance of the hearing. 

(3) Public Testimony. At or before the hearing at which oral comments from the public are to be received, the State 
Board or other hearing body shall determine the total am ount of time that will be devoted to hearing such oral 
comments, and may, at its discretion, determine the time to be allotted to each person or to each side of an issue. 

Sec. 20131. Waiver by Presiding Officer. 

At any time upon a showing of good cause, the presiding officer of the hearing may waive the requirements of 
Section 20130. 

Sec. 20134. Public records. 

(a) Inspection of Public Records. 

(1) Inspection of the original copy of any public record of the State Board (as defined in Government Code 
Section 6252(d) and 6254 will be permitted during regular office hours of the State Library, Library- 
Courts Building, Sacramento. 

(2) Requests to inspect such records should be filed with the Secretary at least five working days prior to the 
requested date in order to insure availability. 

(3) Requests for inspection should be as specific as possible in identifying the records desired. 

(4) Original copies of public records shall not be removed from the office of the Secretary. 

(b) Obtaining Copies of Public Records. 

(1) Requests to obtain copies of public records my be made in person or bymail to the cffice of the Secretary. 

(2) Such requests should be as specific as possible in identifying the records desired. 

(3) Certification of the authenticity of copies may be obtained from the Secretary. 
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ARTICLE 3. GENERAL PROVISIONS FOR SYSTEMS 



Sec. 20135. System budget request and plan of service. 

Each System participating in program s of the Act shall adopt a System Plan of Service, developed with the 
assistance of the System Advisory Board, and prepare a budget for carrying out the objectives of the Plan. After 
discussion and review by the System Advisory Board, and approval by the Administrative Council, the System 
budget request and Plan of Service shall be annually submitted to the State Board by June 1 of the fiscal y ear 
immediately preceding the fiscal year for which funds are requested. 

(a) Plan of Service. The annual Plan of Service sha 11 describe in the form and manner prescribed by the State 
Board how the S)stem proposes to carryout the purposes ofthe Act, and it shall includeinformation relative to 
the following statements: 

(1) A population profile. This shall be no more than five years old, and shall use the m ost current data 
available. 

(2) A description of the users and the non-users of the services of the members of the System. 

(3) A description of the services provided by the System. 

(4) A list of the major unmet information needs of the population of the System area. 

(5) A plan for the use of CLSA funds, listing each of the services in (3) above which the Sy stem plans to 
maintain or improve, and each of the unmet needs in (4) above which the System plans to address. Under 
each such service to be provided or unmet needs to be addressed, the plan shall include: 

(A) The user benefit expected. 

(B) A brief description of the method by which the benefit will be provided. 

(b) Budget. The System budget shall document in the form and manner prescribed by the State Board the dollar 
amounts to be expended for providing each System service or addressing each unmet need. 

(c) In addition, each System shall file by September 1 of each year a report, in the formand manner prescribed by 
the State Board for the fiscal year just ended, that describes actual accomplishments and expenditures of the 
System program , compares them with the planned acco mplishments and expenditures for the fiscal year 
reported and includes other appropriate commentary. 

Sec. 20136. System administrative policy manual. 

Each System participating in programs of the Act must develop by July 1, 1979, a System Administrative Policy 
Manual which shall include along with any other items the System finds useful, its policies for: 

(a) Receiving and accounting for state and federal funds on behalf of the System. 

(b) Employment of System personnel. 

(c) Interaction with System Advisory Boards. 

(d) Executing the System programs approved by the State Board. 

Policy manuals shall be in conform ity with the Califomi a Library Services Act. Policy manuals shall be kept 
current. 

Sec. 20140. System administration. 

(a) Cooperative Library Systems. The System Administrative Council shall consist of the head librarian of each 
jurisdiction in the system. Incase of the head librarian’s absence, an official delegate or alternate may vote in place 
of the head librarian. It shall have regular meetings, open and accessible to the public and to lumbers of the Sjstem 
Advisory Board as required in the Ralph M. Brown AtfGovt. Code Sections 54950-54961) Information about the 
meetings of the Council shall be disseminated in such a way and in such languages as the Council detemines will 
most effectively inform the public of the Council’s activities. The Council shall be represented at each meeting of 
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the System Advisory Board. The Council shall providefor the position of a Council Chairperson, and for rotation 
of that position among the Council members. 



Sec. 20145. System Advisory Board. 

(a) Purpose. The State Board finds that it is in the best interests of the citizens of California and best fulfills the 
purposes of the Act that System Advisory Board members participate in the planning and development of CLSA- 
funded system services, in cooperation with their respedive System Administrative Councils. The purpose of the 
System Advisory Board program shall be to provi de a m eans for effective com munication between each 
Administrative Council and the residents of its sy stem service areas, and to help ensure that library services 
provided by each system respond appropriately to the needs of its residents. 

(b) Establishment. An Advisory Board for each System shall be established. The Advisory Boardshall consist of 
the number of members specified in Education Code Section 18747(b) and 18748, except that no S^em Advisory 
Board shall consist of fewer than five members. 

(c) Advisory Board Members. Each system shall provide the California LibraryServices Board annually, no later 
than June 1 , with a list of the m embers of the Sy stem Advisory Board and an indication of the underserved 
population segments represented. Categories used in the PopulationProfile portion of the System Plan of Service 
shall be used to indicate the population segments represented. 

(d) Organization. Each Advisory Board may formalize its organization by adopting by-laws. Such by-laws shall be 
in conformity with the Act, these regulations, and Robert’s Rules of Order, Newly Revised. 

(e) Advisory Board Meetings. The Advisory Board shall have regular meetings, open and accessible to the public. 
Information about the meetings shall be disseminated in such a way and in such languages as the Advisory Board 
determines will most effectively inform the public of the Board’s activities. It shall be the responsibility of each 
Advisory Board Mem ber to inform his or her appointing governing body and respective com munity of these 
activities. The Advisory Board shall also be represente d at meetings of the Adm inistrative Council and shall 
provide the Administrative Council with regular reports of the Board’s activities. 

(f) Orientation and Training. It shall be the responsib ility of each Sy stem Administrative Council to work in 
conjunction with the State Board and the Sytcm Advisory Board to ensure that materials and training are provided 
as necessary to orient each Advisory Board member to the goals, functions and responsibilities of the State Board, 
the System Administrative Council, and the Sjstem Advisory Board. The Chief Executive Officer nay, on behalf 
of the State Board, provide and/or recommend such materials and training as appropriate. 



ARTICLE 4. SYSTEM REFERENCE 



Sec. 20150. Definitions. 

For purposes of this Article: 

(a) “Discernible difference” means the difference in quality or quantity of service to the user nude possible by the 
support provided under this Article, bey ond the service which would have been provided had the m ember 
library not had that support. 

(b) “Evidence of benefit” means verification (e.g., statisticalsample; staff or user personal testinrony; case study) of 
a discernible difference. 

(c) “Performance objectives” means the quantified expression of service specifications (e.g., average response tin®, 
number of new users satisfactorily served). The quantities may be set at varying levels from year to year, as 
experience is gained and as available resources vary. 

(d) “Service specification” means a qualitative outcome (a goal) which each System shall strive to achieve for one 
or more of the service conponents of the System Reference program set forth in Section 20154 of this Article. 
It describes what is to be examined in determining if a reference service is performing as intended. Service 
specifications are expected to be relatively constant over a period of several years. 
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Sec. 20151. Local flexibility. 

The intent of this Article is to allow Systems maximum flexibility to decide in what way they will carry out the 
requirements of the Article. Systems should provide the best possible professional Reference services. 

Sec. 20152. Integrated service program. 

The intent of this Article is that the elements to improve service to the underserved should be developed and carried 
out as much as possible in an integrated manner with all local and System services, so that all elements together 
provide an inseparable, total library service program. 

Sec. 20153. Principles. 

Each System shall adopt a program of coordinated reference service support to the m embers of the sy stem that 
conforms to the following principles: 

(a) The program makes a discernible difference to the serviceprovided to the user when he or she asks thelibrary 
for help. 

(b) The program incorporates services that are specific to the needs of the underserved. 

(c) The program is designed to provide evidence of benefit that will be undstandable to local users, library staffs, 
and state officials. 

Sec. 20154. Service components. 

Each System shall use its reference allowance to provide the following three service components: 

(a) general improvement of local reference service; 

(b) improvement of reference services to the underserved; and 

(c) interlibrary reference. 

Sec. 20155. General improvement of local reference service. 

(a) Service specifications and perform ance objectives for the general improvement of local reference service 
component which are specific to each System shall be adopted by each System. Each Sy stem shall, using 
information provided by its member libraries: 

(1) Assess the needs of, and the service to the generafiopulation now being provided by the System’s member 
libraries, then 

(2) Identify those program areas where im provement can make a significant difference in the quality or 
quantity of service, and determine which of those can be improved by use of available resources, then 

(3) Evaluate which of those remaining areas would offer the greatest improvement in service to the general 
population, then finally, 

(4) Adopt service specifications and performance objectives to accomplish the inproved service, which shall 
be subject to approval by the Chief Executive Officer on behalf of the State Board. 

(b) Evidence of benefit. In designing its general inprovement of local reference service conponent, each System 
shall provide for evidence of benefit that can be gathered without unreasonably burdening the System and its 
members. 

Sec. 20156. Improvement of reference service to the underserved. 

(a) Service specifications and performance objectives for the improvement of reference service to the underserved 
component which are specific to each System shall be adopted by each Sy stem. Each Sy stem shall, using 
information provided by its member libraries: 

(1) Assess the reference needs of, and the reference service to the underserved now being provided by the 
System’s member libraries, then 
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(2) Identify the underserved population and those reference program areas where improvement can make a 
significant difference in the qualityor quantity of reference service, and determine which reference program 
areas can be improved by use of available resources, then 

(3) Evaluate which of those remaining areas would offer the greatest improvement in reference service to the 
underserved, then finally, 

(4) Adopt service specifications and performance objectives to accomplish the improved reference service, 
which shall be subject to the approval by the Chief Executive Officer on behalf of the State Board. 

(b) Evidence of benefit. In designing itscomponent to improve reference service to the underserved, each Sytcm 
shall provide for evidence of benefit that can be gathered without unreasonably burdening the System and its 
members. 

(c) Determination of “Fair and Equitable.” Each Sytcm shall provide an identified amount from within its CLSA 
Reference allowance for its improvement of reference service to the underserved com ponent. This budget, 
when accompanied by approved service specifications and performance objectives as described in Section 
20156(a) above, shall be considered as the “fair and equtable” portion of its reference allowance, required by 
Education Code Section 18741(b). 

Sec. 20157. Interlibrary reference. 

(a) Each System shall design its interlibrary reference component to the following service specifications: 

(1) The highest possible percentage of questions shall be answered. 

(2) The answers shall be delivered to the user within an acceptable time period. 

(3) Answers shall meet the user’s need in terms of amount, format, language, and accuracy of information. 

(4) Specifications (l)-(3) should be carried out at the lowest possible cost. 

(b) The following uniform performance objectives shall be met by all Systems in implementing the interlibrary 
reference services specifications: 

(1) Answers shall be provided for 90% of all questions referred from member libraries. 

(2) 70% of answers shall be returned to the originatig member library within 10 working diys of the question 
having been transmitted by that library into the System’s reference referral structure. 

(3) For 1 and 2 above the following definitions are established: 

“Answer” means a reply to a user’s question that provides the user with the information sought; or with 
knowledge that the information does not exist in verifiabe form; or that the information is likely available 
from one or more indicated sources which can, for aspecified reason, be more effectively contacted by the 
user than by the library system; or any combination of the foregoing. “Answer” does not include a status 
report. 

“Originating member library” means the System member public library as defined in Education Code Section 
18710(1). 

“Within 1 0 working days” means a 1 0-day period which begins when a question is referred to a source other 
than within the originating m ember library , by a part of that library authorized to do so by its System’s 
reference referral procedures. The m easured period ends when the answer is received by the part of the 
originating member library designed by its System procedures to receive the answer to the particular question. 

“Working days” means Mondays, Tuesdays, Wednesdays, Thursdays, and Fridays, excluding legal holidays. 

Sec. 20158. Allowance. 

Each System shall receive an annual allowance based onthe number of member libraries of the System and on the 

total population served by that Sy stem. The State Boar d shall periodically , and at least annually, review and 
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approve the m embership and population figures, and dete rmine an appropriate funding form ula which shall be 
uniform statewide.

ARTICLE 5. CONSOLIDATIONS AND AFFILIATIONS 



Sec. 20180. Public library consolidation. 

(a) If any two or more contiguous jurisdictions operating public libraries wish to consolidate their libraries into a 
single library agency and receive establishment grants under Education Code Section 18732, a joint notice of 
intent signed by the head librarians of the consolidatingjurisdictions must be filed with the State Board no later 
than September 1 of the fiscal jear immediately preceding the effective date for consolidation. Authorizations 
to consolidate, approved bythe governing body of each consolichting jurisdiction and a joint plan for provision 
of consolidated services, signed bythe head librarians, must be filed with the State Board no later than June 1 of 
the fiscal year immediately preceding the effective date of the consolidation. 

(b) The State Board’s approval of requests for library consolidation funds under Education Code Section 18732 
shall be based on its determination that the consolidation provides a more effective means of carrying out the 
purposes of the Act than would be the case if the consolidation did not occur. 

(c) For purposes of determining the eligibility of the c onsolidating jurisdictions to receive funds under other 
provisions of the Act, a public library consolidation approved by the State Board will be considered effective 
beginning July 1 of the fiscal y ear im mediately following the fiscal y ear in which the consolidation 
authorizations are filed. 

Sec. 20185. System consolidations. 

(a) If any two or more Systems whose borders are contiguous wish to consolidate and receive a consolidation grant 
under Education Code Section 18751, a joint notice of iitent, approved by the Administrative Councils of the 
consolidating systems, must be filed with the State Board no later than Septem ber 1 of the fiscal y ear 
immediately preceding the effective date of consolidation. System participation authorizations approved bythe 
jurisdictional governing body of each of the System’s member libraries, and a new system Plan of Service and 
budget, must be filed with the State Board no later than June 1 of the fiscal y ear immediately preceding the 
effective date of consolidation. If theState Board approves the consolidation funding request, a grant shall be 
awarded for each of the two fiscal years following the fiscal year in which the filing is made. 

(b) The State Board’s approval of requests for System consolidation funds under Education Code Section 19851 
shall be based on its determination that the consolidation provides a more effective way of carrying out the 
purposes of the Act than would be the case if the consolidation did not occur. 

(c) For puiposes of determining the eligibility of the consolidating systems to receive funds under other provisions 
of the Act, a system consolidation approved bythe State Board will be consdcrcd effective beginning July 1 of 
the fiscal year immediately following the fiscal year in which the consolidation authorizations are filed. 

Sec. 20190. Public library affiliation with an existing system. 

(a) If any jurisdiction, not previously a member of any System, joins a Sy stem with borders contiguous to the 
jurisdiction, and the system wishes to receive an affiliation grant under Education Code Section 18752, the 
administrative body of the System shall file a notice of intent and the jurisdictional governing body of the 
affiliating library shall file an affiliation authorization with the State Board as follows: 

(1) For memberships occurring between July 1, 1980, and June 30, 1981, the notice ofintent shall be filed by 
September 1, 1980, and the affiliation authorization sh all be filed by June 1, 1981. If the State Board 
approves, a grant of $3,000 shall be made for each of the fiscal years 1981/82 and 1982/83. 

(2) For memberships occurring between July 1, 1981, and June 30, 1982, the notice ofintent shall be filed by 
September 1, 1981, and the affiliation authorization sh all be filed by June 1, 1982. If the State Board 
approves, a grant of $2,000 shall be made for each of the fiscal years 1982/83 and 1983/84. 

(3) For memberships occurring between July 1, 1982, and June 30, 1983, the notice ofintent shall be filed by 
September 1, 1982, and the affiliation authorization sh all be filed by June 1, 1983. If the State Board 
approves, a grant of $1,000 shall be made for each of the fiscal years 1983/84 and 1984/85. 
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(4) System memberships occurring following June 30, 1983 shall not be eligible for grants under Education 
Code Section 18752. 

(b) The State Board’s approval of requests for affiliatioigrants under Education Code Section 18752 shil be based 
on its determination that the proposed membership is at least as effective a wayof carrying out the purposes of 
the Act as would be the case if the membership were with a System other than the one joined. 

(c) For purposes of determining the eligibility of the affl lining public library or system to receive funds under othtr 
provisions of the Act, an affiliation will be considered ffective beginning July 1 ofthe fiscal year immediately 
following the fiscal year in which the affiliation authorization is filed. 

Sec. 20192. Public library withdrawal from system membership. 

(a) If a member library does not retain its membership in any System participating in the programs of the Act, the 
System shall notify the State Board no later than thr ee months preceding the beginning of the fiscal y ear in 
which the withdrawal takes effect. 

(b) Any System failing to provide the notice required in Section 20192(a) may be required to return to the State 
Board any funds allocated to it on the basis of the withdrawing library’s membership, if the Chief Executive 
Officer determines that such funds would not have been allocated had the required notice been provided. 

Sec. 20195. Public library change of system membership. 

If any jurisdiction at present or previously a member of a System which has received state funds pursuant to that 
jurisdiction’s membership, wishes to join another System instead, and if the library and the System it proposes to 
join wish to receive state funds pursuant to that jurisifction’s membership under Article 5 ofthe Act, the governing 
body of the jurisdiction and the adm inistrative body of the System it proposes to join shall file a joint notice of 
intent with the State Board. The notice shall be filed by September 1 of the year preceding any July 1 of the first 
full fiscal year for which state funds pursuant to the newnembership are requested. Ths State Board shall ipprovc 
all appropriate state fund pay ments to the Sy stem under Article 5 of the Act only if it determ ines that the new 
membership results in a more effective statewide method of carrying out the purposes of the Act than would be the 
case if the jurisdiction retained or resumed the System membership it had previously. If the State Board does not 
make such a determination in favor of the new membership, then the new System’s funding under Article 5 of the 
Act shall be calculated on the basis of the Sy stem co mprising only those public library jurisdictions whose 
membership is approved. 



ARTICLE 6. DIRECT LOANS 



Sec. 20200. Scope. 

Except where otherwise specified, the regulations contained in the Article apply both to Education Code Section 
18731 (Universal Borrowing) and Education Code Section 18743 (Equal Access) of the Act. 

Sec. 20203. Residency. 

For purposes of this Article, each resident of the State shallbe deemed to have a single legal residency which shall 
entitle him/her to resident library services of the jurisdictbn in which he/she resides, and such servicesshall not be 
reimbursable under this Article. In determ ining the places of residency, the following rules as excerpted from 
Government Code Section 244 shall be observed: 

(a) It is the place where one renains when not called elsewhere for labor or other special or temporary purpose, and 
to which he or she returns in seasons of repose. 

(b) There can be only one residence. 

(c) A residence cannot be lost until another is gained. 
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(d) The residence of the parent with whom an unmarried minor child maintains his or her place of abode is the 
residence of such unmarried minor child. 

(e) A married person shall have the right to retain his or her legal residence in the State notwithstanding the legal 
residence or domicile of his or her spouse. 

Sec. 20204. Loans to eligible non-resident borrowers. 

(a) Public libraries participating in direct loan programs under this Act shall not charge anyfee to non-residents for 
borrowing privileges. 

(b) Reserves and interlibrary loan requests shall be accepted bythe participating public library under the sane rules 
and policies applied to local residents. 

(c) All procedures governing registration of borrowers shall apply equally to residents and non-residents. 

(d) All materials normally loaned by a participating public libraryare available for loan to non-residents under the 
same rule and policies applied to local residents. 

(e) All loan and return rules governing circulation appl y equally to residents and non-residents. If overdue 
materials are returned to a libraryother than the libraryffom which borrowed, fines may be paid to and retained 
by the library to which the return is made. Payments for lost or damaged materials are payable to the lending 
library, and are to be forwarded by the library to which payment is made. 

(f) Special loan privileges extended by the participating public library to teachers and other groups within its 
jurisdiction need not be extended beyond the jurisdiction. 

Sec. 20205. Non-resident borrower eligibility. 

An eligible non-resident borrower must be a resident of California, 

(a) Hold a valid borrowers card issued by his/her home library, or 

(b) Hold or obtain a valid non-resident borrowers card issued by any California public library, or 

(c) Hold a valid state borrowers identification card issued by any California public library; 

(d) And present any additional identification normally required by a library of its own residents. 

(e) Nothing in this section shall prevent the issuing of a non-resident card or charging of fees to a resident of 
another state, except that loans to such non-residents shall not be counted as reimbursable transactions. 

Sec. 20206. Valid identification. 

The lending library must be supplied with the nan® and current address of the borrower and the nana of the library 
jurisdiction in which the borrower maintains his or her legal residency. 

Sec. 20210. Exchange of local funds prohibited. 

Libraries participating in direct loan program s authorized by the Act, shall not charge other jurisdictions for 
boiTowing privileges extended to their residents, except thatcontracts for loan or other services provided within a 
defined geographic area by a library jurisdiction to reside nts of another jurisdiction not served by their library 
jurisdiction are not prohibited. Persons served under such contracts are to be registered as residents of the 
jurisdiction providing the contract service. 

Sec. 20211. Maintenance of local service standards. 

It is the intent of this Article that local service standards be maintained: 

(a) Extension of borrowing privileges by libraries to non-iesidents should not adversely affect the level of service 
provided by the home library to its own residents. 

(b) No library jurisdiction may reduce or fail to maintain or improve the level of service to its residents for the 
purpose of placing undue reliance on the library services of neighboring library jurisdictions. 

Sec. 20215. Reimbursements for net direct loans. 
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Loan of a library material of any type by a participating public library to an eligible non-resident borrower shall 
result in reim bursement from the state under Education Code Sections 18731 and 18743 to the extent that the 
number of such loans exceeds the num ber of items borrowed by that library jurisdiction’s residents from other 
participating public libraries, during a specific reporting period. 

Sec. 20216. Reporting requirements. 

To obtain reimbursement, participating public libraries shall provide reports in the form and manner, and for the 
period required. Reports must be submitted by established deadlines. Records in support of claim for state funds 
must be maintained for four years. 

Sec. 20217. Reimbursable costs. 

Reimbursable costs, expressed on a unit basispre those handling costs incurred by the lending library in processing 
a direct loan to a non-resident. The State Board shall periodically review, at least once a year, and approve such 
cost data, but the reimbursement rate, as adopted, shall be uniform statewide. 



ARTICLE 7. COMMUNICATION AND DELIVERY 

Sec. 20235. Definition of reporting terms. 

In complying with the reporting requirements of Section 20135, each system shall report the following itens using 

the following definitions with respect to the communication and delivery programs: 

(a) “Message” means the transmission of a discrete body of information from one library to another by means of a 
telecommunications sy stem to a single individual or institutional addressee. Many separate hems of 
information may be contained in a single m essage. The same body of inform ation transmitted to several 
addressees at phy sically distinct locations constitutes several, not one, m essages. Written information 
physically conveyed by delivery van, U.S. mail, or other courier services is not considered a “message” for 
communications and delivery reporting purposes. 

(b) “Item delivered” means the physical removal of a discrete item from one library to another by means of a 
delivery van, U.S. mail, courier service, or other delivery system. Reasonable judgment shall be exercised in 
determining particular “items” status (e.g., a carton containing 10,000 brochures is one — not 10,000 items). 

(c) “Frequency/schedule of delivery service” means that specific (daily, twice weekly, weekly, etc.) frequency of 
delivery service received by member libraries. If not all members receive the same frequency of delivery 
service the number of member libraries served on each differing schedule must be reported. 

(d) “Other” means that when asystem employs communications or delivery methods other than those specifically 
cited on the standard reporting forms, the system must specify the method(s) employed and separately account 
for the message or delivery volume for each such method. 



ARTICLE 8. INTERLIBRARY LOANS 



Sec. 20251. Scope. 

The regulations in this article refer to interlibrary loan activity covered under the provisions of Education Code 
Section 18744 (i.e., System interlibrary loan) and 18765 (i.e., Statewide loan). 

Sec. 20252. Intent. 

It is the intent of this program of the Act to support the sharing of library resources through interlibrary loan. 
Library materials needed by a library user and not availablein the user’s library will be made available to the user 
via interlibrary loan. 
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Sec. 20255. Eligibility. 

(a) Public libraries. Any public library as defined in Education Code Section 18710(1), which has been authorized 
by its jurisdiction to participate in program of the Act mist participate in the interlibrary loan program s of the 
Act. 

(b) Libraries other than public libraries. To be eligible to participate these libraries must be authorized by their 
own administrative authorities to do so and m ust file the proper notice with the State Board as outlined in 
Section 20105(c). Further, a library other than a publiclibrary, may be eligible for a reinbursement only for a 
loan to an eligible public library . Libraries, othe r than public libraries, whic h can becom e eligible for 
participation in the interlibrary loan reimbursement programs of the Act include only the following: 

(1) Libraries operated by public schools or school dist ricts. These libraries include only those defined in 
Education Code Section 18710(m). 

(2) Libraries operated by public colleges or universities. These include those academic libraries (Education 
Code Section 18710(a)) which are funded prim arily with public funds. Academ ic libraries potentially 
eligible for these programs include the libraries of the Uriversity of California, of the State Universityand 
College System, and of the California Community Colleges. 

(3) Libraries operated by public agencies for institutionalized persons. Libraries for the institutionalized 
include hospital, correctional, and residential treatment facility libraries which are funded primarily with 
public funds (i.e., local, state, or federal tax monies). 

(4) Libraries operated by nonprofit private educational or research institutions. These libraries include those 
operated by private colleges and universities which maintain nonprofit status undo' provisions of the federal 
Internal Revenue Service or the California FranchiseTax laws. These librariesalso include those operated 
by private companies which are primarily devoted to educational or research purposes and whih maintain 
nonprofit status under provisions of the federal Internal Revenue Service or the California Franchise Tax 
laws. Such libraries may be required bythe State Boaid to furnish proof of their nonprofit status in addition 
to any other required notices and forms. 

Sec. 20257. Reimbursable transactions. 

An interlibrary transaction can result in reim bursement under Education Code Sections 18744 and 18765 if it 
consists of the loan of a librarymaterial of any type which is collected by a library or if it consists of the provisions 
of a copy in lieu of loan of a librarymaterial, from any eligible, participating lending library to any eligible public 
library as defined in Section 20255 and in Education Code Sections 18744 and 18765. 

Sec. 20260. Reimbursable costs. 

Reimbursable costs are only those handling costswhich a lending library incurs in filling a successfiillycompleted 
interlibrary loan transaction. The StateBoard shall periodically, and at least annually review and approve the cost 
data and determine an appropriate funding formula which shall be uniform statewide. 

Sec. 20265. Participation requirements. 

Participating libraries, both public and non-public, shall conform to the following requirements: 

(a) Reporting. To obtain reinbursement a library shall provide by the deadline reporting date, all required reports 
of its interlibrary loan transactions in an established form and manner determined by the Board for the period 
required. 

(b) Audit. For audit purposes, a record of the interlibrary loan transactions must be maintained for four years. 

(c) Fees. A libraryproviding an itemfor interlibrary loanmay not collect a handling fee on atransaction for which 
that library claim s an interlibrary loan reimbursement under provisions of this article. A photocopy fee, 
exclusive of photocopy handling charge, may be collected. 
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(d) Direct loan availability. Participating libraries shall make maximum use of available bibliographic access tools 
to refer users to borrowdirectly from nearby libraries where requested material is easily available, rather than to 
process an interlibrary loan. 

(e) Responsibility for borrowed materials. The borrowing library shall be responsible for all item it borrows, and 
if such item is lost or damaged by the library or its users, the borrowing library may be required by the lending 
library to make restitution for the item. 

(f) Adherence to standards. All participating libraries shall attempt to follow the standards described in the 
“California Library Services Act Interlibrary Loan Standards,” which is hereby incorporated by reference. The 
State Board m ay withhold reim bursements to libraries which continually fail to m eet the standards of 
performance. 
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LIBRARY OF CALIFORNIA ACT 

(Education Code, Title 1, Division 1, Part 11, Chapter 4.5, Articles 1-8, Sections 18800-18870) 

ARTICLE 1. GENERAL PROVISIONS 



Sec. 18800. Title. 

This chapter shall be known as the Library of California Act. 

Sec. 18801. Legislative Findings. 

(a) The Legislature finds all of the following: 

(1) Our economy is inform ation based. Because librari es are information providers, they have a prim ary 
responsibility for the collection, organization, and dissemination of information supporting the economic 
development of California. 

(2) Resource sharing, cooperation, and collaboration anong all California libraries of all types creates a whole 
that is greater than the sumof its parts. Each libray can serve as a gatewayto the resources and services of 
every other California library. 

(3) The state’s economic and democratic vitality depends upon the education of all Californians and their 
equitable access to information in an effective, timely fashion. Public and private partnerships enhance 
information access and delivery. 

(4) Access to inform ation is increasingly technology based. Technology is vital to the libraries serving 
Californians. The sharing of resources and servicesamong libraries is most cost-effective when appropriate 
technology is utilized effectively. 

(5) Our multicultural and complex society creates needs fcr materials, information, and services that go beyond 
the ability of any one library or any one type of library to provide. 

(6) The academic library is a primary source of curriculum-related educational and research information for 
higher education. 

(7) The public library is a primary source of information, enrichment, and lifelong learning for persons of any 
age, location, or economic circumstance. 

(8) The school library is a primary source of curriculum-related resources and instructional reading naterials in 
elementary and secondary schools. 

(9) The special library is a primary source of information and research resources related to its specific ihssion 
or the purpose of its parent organization which may be a corporation, hospital, legal organization or other 
institution. 

(10) No single library is able to meet all the diverse neecfe of all of its primary clientele, including people with 
disabilities, non-English-speaking andlimited-English-speaking persons, those who are confined to horn 
or an institution, those who are geographically isolated, and those who are economically disadvantaged. 
ETighly specialized information needs often surpass the resources of any single library in the state. 

(11) The effective sharing of resources and services anong the libraries of California requires a stricture and an 
ongoing commitment by the state to conpensate libraries for services provided to Californians other than 
their primary clientele. 

(b) The Legislature therefore finds and declares the following: 

(1) It is in the interest of the people of the stateto ensure that all Californians have free and convenient access 
to all library resources and services that could provide essential information and enrich their lives. 

(2) To respond fully and successfully to these information needs and to the diversityof California’s population, 
libraries of all t)pes and in all parts of the state mst be enabled to interact, cooperate, and share resources. 

(c) (1) It is the intent of the Legislature to provide all Californians with the opportunity to obtain from a local 

library all their needed materials and informational services by facilitating, and supporting through that 
library, access to the resources of all libraries in the state. 
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(2) It is the intent of the Legislature to acconpiish this goal by enabling libraries of all t>pcs and in all parts of 
the state to provide their users with the servicesand resources of all libraries in this state, and byassisting 
libraries to provide and improve service to the underserved. 

Section 18802. Legislative policy. 

In adopting this chapter, the Legislature declares that its policy is as follows: 

(a) To reaffirm the principle of local control of the governmnt or administration, or both, of libraries and to affirm 
that the provisions of this chapter apply only to libraries authorized by their jurisdictions or institutions to apply 
to participate in the programs authorized by this chapter. 

(b) To enable the users of all libraries, regardless of the library type, size, or geographic location, to benefit from 
some or all of the services authorized by this chapter. 

(c) To require that no library, as a condition for receiving funds or services under this chapter, acquire, provide 
access to, or exclude any specific book, periodical, film , recording, data base, picture, or other m aterial or 
medium, or acquire, provide access to, or exclude any classification of books or other m aterial by author, 
subject matter, or type. 

(d) To encourage adequate funding of librariesffom local or other sources, with state aid under this programto be 
furnished as a supplement to, rather than a replacement for, other funds. 

(e) To ensure that the necessary technological infrastructure is provided. 

(f) To ensure library service to the underserved of all ages. 

(g) To encourage and enable the sharing of resources among libraries of all types. 

(h) To reimburse equitably any participating library for services it provides to Californians other than its primary 
clientele. 

(i) To assure that no existing library service programs, funded at the local or state level, are di nin ished as a result 
of the resource sharing authorized by this chapter. 



ARTICLE 2. DEFINITIONS 



Sec. 18810. General. 

As used in this chapter, unless the context otherwise indicates or unless specific exception is made, the following 

definitions apply: 

(a) “Academic library ” m eans a library established and maintained by a college or university or other 
postsecondary institution to meet the educational needsof its students, faculty, staff, and others byagreement. 

(b) “Act” means the Library of California Act. 

(c) “Direct loan” means the lending of a book or other item or furnishing a copy directly to a borrower, in person 
or through electronic means. 

(d) “Document delivery” means the transmission, in response to a request, of inform ation from one library to 
another, in either a physical or digital format. 

(e) “Electronic direct access” means the provision of electonic borrowing, or electronic document delivery services 
directly to library users, or both. 

(f) “Information agencies” means institutions that provide or preserve, or both, information resources, such as 
archives, historical societies, libraries, and museums. 

(g) “Institution” means a business or coiporation, college, correctional facility, education agency, governmental 
agency, hospital, not-for-profit organization, professionalassociation, school district, or other organized group 
that is authorized bylaw and that operates one or rare libraries. These librarieswould be academic, school, or 
special libraries located in California. For the purposes of this act, if an institution is a member of a regional 
library network and a library of that institution decides to participate in a regional librarynetwork and meets the 
eligibility standards, but is located within the geogr aphic boundaries of a network that is different from the 
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network within which the institution is located, that lib rary shall be a participating library in the regional 
network within which it is located. 

(h) “Interlibrary loan” m eans the lending or providing of a book or other item , or furnishing a copy , from one 
library to another library that is under a differentjurisdictional or institutional administration as the result of a 
request for the item from its primary clientele. 

(i) “Interlibrary reference” means the providing of information by one library or reference center to another library 
or reference center that is under a different jurisdictionabr in s titutional administration as the result of a request 
from its primary clientele for information that is beyond that library’s mission and resources. 

(j) “Library user” means a Californian who is part of the primary clientele of a library but does not work for that 
library. 

(k) “Network region” means a geographic subdivision of California within which libraries organize as a regional 
library network under this act for the purpose of resource sharing and m utual cooperation. Boundaries of 
network regions are determined on the basis of the fdlowing criteria: public library jurisdictional boundaries; 
commonality with boundaries of educational institutions; recognition of current hnsportation, marketing, and 
communication patterns; location of and access to libraryresources; adequacy of resources for resource sharing 
purposes; and population. 

(l) “Participating library” means the libraries of a public litrary jurisdiction that is a member of a regional library 
network or a library of an institution that is a m ember of a regional library network if that library decides to 
participate in a regional library network and meets the eligibility standards set forth in Section 18830. 

(m) “Patron referral” means the accepted procedure among libraries by which onate services are nude available in 
an appropriate format to people who would otherwise not be able to utilize them. 

(n) “Preservation” means the prevention or delayof deterioration of, and danuge to, archival and librarymaterials 
through the appropriate environm ental controls or treatment, or both. For the purposes of this chapter, 
preservation encompasses conservation, digitization, and duplication of endangered materials in a different 
format. 

(o) “Primary clientele” means the people for whomthe libraryhas been established to provide services. It includes 
people served by different outlets of its jurisdiction or institution. A person may be a member of the primary 
clientele of more than one type of library. 

(p) “Public library” means a library, or two or more libraries, operated by a single public jurisdiction to meet the 
needs of its primary clientele and others by agreement. 

(q) “Public library jurisdiction” means a county, city and county, city or any district that is authorized by law to 
provide public library services and that operates a public library. 

(r) “Regional library council” means the administrative body over each regional library network, on which all 
members are represented. 

(s) “Regional library network” m eans a not-for-profit, cooperative organization established by the Library of 
California Board composed of libraries within the public library jurisdictions or institutions that choose to 
become members and agree to share resources and services with, or to provide resources and services to, or 
both, other members of the regional library network. 

(t) “Resources” are library materials that include, but are not lim ited to, print, nonprint m aterials and 
microformats; network resources such as software, hardvare, and equipment; electronic and magnetic records; 
data bases; communication technology; facilities; and human expertise. 

(u) “School library” means a library that is established to support the curriculum-related research and instructional 
reading needs of pupils and teachers and provides the cdlections, related equipment and instructional services 
of a staff for an elementary or secondary school. 

(v) “Special library” means a library that is maintained by a parent organization to serve a speialized clientele; or 
an independent library that may provide specialized materials or services, or both, in a specific subject to the 
public, a segment of the public, or other libraries. It is maintained by an association, business or corporation, 
government agency, research institution, learned society not-for-profit organization, profession^ association, 
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museum, industrial enterprise, chamber of commerce, or other organized group and is characterized byits depth 
of subject coverage. 

(w) “Statewide resource library group” means those libraries in California that have the most comprehensive or 
specialized resources, or both, in topics needed by people statewide or regionally and that agree to provide 
access to their resources to all members of all regional library networks. 

(x) “State board” means the Library of California Board. 

(y) “Type of library” means academic, public, school, or special library. 

(z) “Underserved” means any population segment with service needs not adequately met by traditional library 
service patterns; including, but not linked to: children, disabled, economically displaced, ethnic and culturally 
diverse populations, geographically isolated, illiterate , institutionalized, non-English speaking, and y oung 
adults. 



ARTICLE 3. ADMINISTRATION 

Sec. 18820. Library of California Board. 

(a) There is hereby established in the state govemm ent the Library of California Board. The state board shall 
consist of 13 members. 

(b) It is the intent of the Legislature that members of the state board be broadlyrepresentative of the people served 
by libraries statewide and that m embers reflect the cultural traditions of California’s people and the diverse 
geographic areas of the state. 

(c) The Governor shall appoint nine members to the state board. The Governor shall appoint two m embers to 
represent academic libraries, two m embers to represent public libraries, two m embers to represent school 
libraries, and two members to represemt special libraries. At the time of their appointment and throughout their 
tenure, these eight members must work for, or be part of, or be associated with, the governance structure of the 
type of library they represent, and that library must be a member of a regional library network. The Governor 
shall also appoint one member representing the general public. 

(d) The Senate Rules Committee shall appoint two members representing the general public. The Speaker of the 
Assembly shall also appoint two members representing the general public. 

(e) The initial members of the state board shall be those peso ns serving on the California LibraryServices Board at 
the time of the enactment of this chapter. As new members are appointed, the composition of the board shall 
reflect the provisions of this section. The term s of office of members of the state board is four y ears or the 
remainder of the term for a position filled after a vacan cy. No individual shall serve for m ore than two 
consecutive four-year terms. 

(f) The concurrence of seven members of the state board is necessary for the validity of any of its acts. 

(g) Members of the state board shall serve without pay . They shall receive their actual and necessary traveling 
expenses while conducting official business. 

Sec. 18821. Duties of the board. 

The state board shall adopt rules, regulations, and genera 1 policies for the im plementation of this chapter and, 

consistent with this chapter, shall have the following powers and duties: 

(a) To direct the State Librarian in the administration of this chapter. 

(b) To review for its approval all proposals submitted under this chapter. 

(c) To submit budget proposals as part of the annual budget of the State Library. 

(d) To expend the funds appropriated for the purpose of implementing this chapter. 

(e) To establish regional library networks. 
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(f) To require participating libraries, member institutions, public library jurisdictions, and regional library networks 
to prepare and submit any reports and information necessary to carry out the provisions of this chapter, and to 
prescribe the form and manner for providing the reports and information. 

(g) To develop formulas for the equitable allocation of reimbursements. 

(h) To administer an appeals process for membership eligibility in a regional library network. 

( i) To work with and support the work of the regional libiry networks and the statewide resource libraries group. 

(]) To administer the California Library Services Act, California Literacy Campaign, and Families for Literacy 
Program. 

(k) To serve as the State Advisory Council on Libraries on matters related to the federal Library Services and 
Technology Act. 

Sec. 18822. Chief Executive Officer. 

The State Librarian is the chief executive officer ofhe state board for the purposes of this chapter and shall do all of 

the following: 

(a) Make reports and recommendations that may be required by the state board. 

(b) Administer and monitor the provisions of this chapter. 

(c) Review all claims to ensure the programmatic and technical compliance with the provisions of this chapter. 



ARTICLE 4. ELIGIBLE LIBRARIES 
Sec. 18830. Participating libraries. 

(a) Libraries in public library jurisdictions that are members of a regional library network and libraries in 
institutions that are members of a regional library network are eligible to eceive services under this chapter and 
to become participating libraries. The board of govenance or the appropriateadministrative authority for each 
academic library, public library , school library , and special library that decides to join a regional library 
network shall take official action to approve network membership. That local governing agency or appropriate 
administrative authority shall agree not to redu ce funding for library services as a result of network 
participation. Each public library jurisdiction, sc hool district, university or college, and institution or 
corporation, or agency or branch thereof, may become a member of a regional librarynetwork. A public library 
jurisdiction not a member of the California Library Service Act public library system on the effective date of 
this section, and an institution, shall have at least one libary that agrees to be a participating libraryand meets 
the following eligibility standards: 

(1) A written explicit mission statement and service objectives. 

(2) A fixed location in California. 

(3) Established hours of service. 

(4) An organized collection of information and materials accessible for use by its primary clientele. 

(5) Designated, onsite, paid staff for libraryservices. At least one staff person shall have a naster’s degree in 
library or information science or a California librarymedia teacher or teacher librarian credential issued by 
the Commission on Teacher Credentialing, but equivalent graduate education or demonstrated professional 
experience may be substituted for this requirem ent. The eligibility determination will be m ade by the 
regional library network. 

(6) An established funding base. 

(b) Participating libraries must agree to all of the following: 

(1) To share resources and services with other members of the regional library network. 

(2) To provide resources and services for other members of the regional library network. 

(3) To meet the minimum resource-sharing performance standards of the regional library network. 
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(c) Participating libraries may not obtain services provided under this act on behalf of nonparticipating libraries. 
No membership fees or service fees may be assessed for access to services delivered by state funds under this 
chapter. Regional library networks may provide their members with increased or enhanced services for a fee, at 
the option of each member. 

(d) Library jurisdictions that are m embers of the California Library Services Act public library systems on the 
effective date of this section are deemed to meet the eligibility standards in subdivision (a), and shall not be 
required to certify that they meet these eligibility standards. 

Sec. 18831. State funds. 

(a) Each participating library shall receive state-suppor ted services from a single regional library network. 
Geographical boundaries determine which regional library network a public library jurisdiction or institution, 
and its participating libraries, m ay join; exceptions may be m ade by the state board. Realignm ent of 
membership from one regional library network to another is permissible. A public library jurisdiction or an 
institution that is a m ember of a regional library network may also subscribe to services offered by other 
regional library networks. 

(b) Eligible libraries may receive state funds for services delivered under this chapter. 



ARTICLE 5. REGIONAL LIBRARY NETWORK SERVICES 

Sec. 18840. Required plan. 

To be eligible for funds under this article, a regional library network shall submit a plan to the state board for its 

approval. The plan shall include all of the following: 

(a) An organizational structure. 

(b) Bylaws. 

(c) Membership policies, assuring that all eligible libraries in eligible public library jurisdictions and in eligible 
institutions in the geographic region will be enabled to participate. 

(d) A long-range plan, including the transition of services ffonthe California Library Services Act to the Libnry of 
California Act, the criteria and functions for regional resource libraries, and the linkages with inform ation 
agencies in the region. 

(e) The endorsement of the charter members. The charter members shall include more than one type of library. 

(f) Geographical contiguity. 

Sec. 18841. Regional library council. 

(a) Each regional library network shall establish a regiona 1 library council. Every eligible public library 
jurisdiction is designated as a member of the regional library network and its library director or designee is its 
representative on the regional network council. Every eligible institution of which one or more libraries is a 
participating library, as described in Section 18830, isdesignated as a member of the regional library network 
and shall designate its representative on the regiona 1 network council from among the directors of those 
participating libraries and its chief library coordinator. In addition, the regional library council shall include 
one library user from each type of member library. There shall be one vote per person on the regional network 
council. Duties of the regional network council include overall administrative responsibility for the network, 
adopting an annual plan of service, assuring the appopriate expenditure of finds, and submitting annual budget 
proposals to the state board for implementation of the provisions of this article. 

(b) Each regional network council shall elect from its membership a representative board to carryout its policies. 
The board shall include at least one representative from each type of library elected by representatives of that 
type of library and at least one library user. There shall be one vote per person on the representative board. 
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(c) Administration and m anagement of the regional library network shall provide the vision and leadership 
necessary to perform the functions and deliver the services in a timely and satisfactory manner. 

Sec. 18842. Required system and services. 

Each regional library network shall do all of the following: 

(a) Make available a telecommunications system for the transfer of information and communications among its 
members. 

(b) Provide regional communications based upon the most effective methods of exchanging information among its 
members. 

(c) Provide intraregional delivery service based uponthe most cost-effective methods for moving materials among 
its members. 

(d) Provide online access to the information files, resources, and bibliographic records of its members which may 
be accessed regionally and statewide. 

Sec. 18843. Funding eligibility. 

Any eligible library or combination of eligible libraries may receive funds from a regional library network for the 
provision of public access to the range of library resources and services available statewide through electronic 
online resources. 

Sec. 18844. Reimbursements. 

Each eligible library may participate in one or more of the access services components through its regional library 
network and be reim bursed fully for its service to Calif ornians who do not constitute its primary clientele. 
Reimbursement rates shall be equitable. The state board shll develop the reimbursement rate formulas. All of the 
following are access services components: 

(a) Interlibrary loan. Each eligible library shall be reimbursed fully to cover the handling costs of each interlibrary 
loan among members of the regional librarynetworks. Participants shall provide, as well as utilize, interlibrary 
loan services and may not charge handling fees to other members. 

(b) Patron referral and onsite services. Each eligible library shall be reimbursed fully for services and resources 
that are provided to Californians who would otherwise be ineligible for services from that public library 
jurisdiction or that institution. These persons mst be referred by another member of a regional library network. 

Information agencies that are not libraries may also participate in this conponent and be reinbursed if they are 
the only source for the information. 

(c) Direct loan. Each eligible librarymay provide access to Californians byproviding direct borrowing privilege 
to the primary clientele of other libraries. They shall be reimbursed fully for the handling costs of all loans 
according to an allocation formula. Each public library jurisdiction that is a m ember of a regional library 
network shall provide direct borrowing privileges to a 11 residents of the area served by the regional library 
network. 

(d) Electronic direct access. Each eligible library may provide access to Californians by providing electronic 
borrowing privileges or electronic docum ent delivery privileges, or both, to the prim ary clientele of other 
participating libraries. They shall be reimbursed fully for the handling costs of each transaction. Members 
participating in the electronic direct access component shall provide and utilize electronic direct access services 
and may not charge handling fees for this service to othe r members participating in this program or to their 
primary clientele. 

(e) Document delivery. Each eligible library shall be reimbursed fully to cover the costs of docum ent delivery 
resulting from an interlibrary loan transaction and electronic loan transaction as defined in this section. 

Sec. 18845. Training, continuing education. 
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Each regional library network shall provide opportuniti es for training and continuing education activities that 
encourage the most effective use of the resources and servdes authorized under this chapter, and that respond to the 
needs of its members in the effective delivery of services. 

Sec. 18846. Information and referral services. 

(a) Each regional library network shall provide information and referrals to answer requests that are beyond the 
capacity or capability of its members by accessing the resources and expertise of other libraries, im proving 
general reference service in participating libraries, and improving reference service to respond to the needs of 
the underserved populations in the region. 

(b) Any eligible library or combination of eligible libraries or regional library network may receive funds from the 
state board for information service enhancement within the service area. 

Sec. 18847. Public library awareness. 

Each regional library network shall augment the public awareness programs of its members by providing public 
relations packages to them for customization and dissemination. 

Sec. 18848. Funding eligibility. 

Any combination of eligible libraries m ay receive f unds from the regional library network for cooperative, 
coordinated resource development programs of benefit to the local service area and to the region as a wholeEach 
library participating in this program shall already be capable of meeting the basic, recurring needs of its primary 
clientele through its locally supported collection. Libr ary resources purchased, in whole or in part, under this 
program shall be widely accessible to Californians for the useful life of those resources. 

Sec. 18849. Underserved program funding. 

Any regional library network may apply to the state board for funds for services to the underserved programs on a 
region-wide basis. Regional library networks may also apply for funds for other region- wide programs, but these 
programs shall include a component for serving the underserved on a region- wide basis. 



ARTICLE 6. STATEWIDE SERVICES 

Sec. 18850. State board services. 

The state board shall make available all of the following: 

(a) A telecommunications infrastructure to ensure that all participating libraries have equitable access to the 
resources and services of all other California libraries. 

(b) A statewide communications system between and among regional library networks, statewide resource libraries, 
information agencies, and all other organizations or institutions participatingin the programs authorized by this 
chapter. 

(c) A statewide delivery sy stem between and am ong regi onal library networks, statewide resource libraries, 
information agencies, and all other organizations or institutions participatingin the programs authorized by this 
chapter. 

Sec. 18851. Bibliographic records. 

(a) The state board shall prom ote and support standard bibliographic records and com munication protocols in 
participating libraries to ensure statewide access to their resources. 

(b) The state board shall make available online access to bibliographic records and locations of serial publications 
held by participating libraries and statewide online access to library inform ation files, resources, and 
bibliographic records statewide, as facilitated by the regional library networks. 
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Sec. 18852. Continuing education clearinghouse. 

(a) The state board shall m ake available a continui ng education clearinghouse related to library services and 
encourage the coordination of activities among the continuing education providers statewide. 

(b) The state board shall provide for training and continuing education opportunities that encourage the m ost 
effective use of the resources and services authorized under this chapter. 

Sec. 18853. Support access. 

(a) The state board shall facilitate andsupport access to specialized information expertise and resources statewide 
to answer information requests generated by its primary clientele that are beyond the capacity or capability of a 
member institution or public library jurisdiction and its regional library network. The information may be 
provided by libraries, inform ation agencies, and othe r regional library networks ; and it shall be provided 
through electronic or physical means. Provision shall be made for information formats specially relevant to 
culturally diverse populations and persons with disabilities. 

(b) Any eligible library or combination of libraries or regional library networks may receive funds from the state 
board for information service enhancement within the service area. 

Sec. 18854. Public awareness. 

The state board shall expand public awareness of the value, services, and resources of the participating library of 
whatever type, emphasizing its ability to serve as a gateway to all other California libraries. 

Sec. 18855. Resource development. 

(a) The state board shall encourage, promote and support cooperative, coordinated resource development among 
member institutions and member public library jurisdictions. 

(b) The state board shall m ake available a clearinghouse to facilitate the voluntary transfer of a participating 
library’s resources to another participating library in response to changes in that library’s mission or location. 

(c) Any combination of eligible libraries may receive funds from the state board for cooperative, coordinated 
resource development programs of benefit to people in thei local area and in the state as a whole. Each library 
participating in this program shall already be capable of m eeting the basic, recurring needs of its primary 
clientele through its locally supported collection. Library resources purchased, in whole or in part, under this 
program shall be widely accessible to Californians for the useful life of those resources. 

Sec. 18856. Preservation Information. 

(a) The state board shall m ake available a preservation information center to provide preservation inform ation, 
coordinate preservation activities, andconduct preservation training for participating libaries and information 
agencies statewide. 

(b) Any eligible library or com bination of eligible libraries may receive funds from the state board for the 
preservation of, and widespread access to, naterials that document California’s heritage, enhance its educational 
opportunities and economic future, and portray its cultural diversity. Materials in all formats may be preserved. 

Sec. 18857. Underserved programs funding. 

Any eligible library or combination of eligible libraries may submit proposals to the state board for services to the 
underserved programs within the service area. Funds nay be expended for the development of collections tomeet 
the needs of the underserved, together with the employment or retraining of staff necessary to promote and utilize 
the collections effectively, and to provide appropriate services to the underserved. 

Sec. 18858. Statewide coordination. 
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Administration and management shall provide the vision and leadership necessary to perform the functions and 
deliver the services in a tirrely and satisfactory manner. Statewide coordination includes linkages with national and 
international library networks and participation in initiatives related to libraryservices and development that cross 
state and national boundaries. 

Sec. 18859. Major resource libraries. 

Major resource libraries statewide may participate in these programs through the statewide resource libraries group, 
developing protocols whereby their resources may be accessed appropriately by people throughout California. Each 
library must be a member or a participating library in a regional library network. 

(a) Funds may be allocated to some or all libraries in this group for services delivered and performed under this 
article. 

(b) Collaborative and cooperative projectsadvancing library services to the people of Califomiamay be undertaken 
and supported by some or all members of this group. 



ARTICLE 7. STATE FUNDING 
Sec. 18860. Development and funding of programs. 

(a) Planning shall occur at the regional level for the development of library service programs responsive to the 
needs of people within each network region. Some or all of these service programs may be supported by the 
state. 

(b) It is the intent of the Legislature that the state do all of the following: 

(1) Reimburse all participating libraries for services provided to Californians who do not constitute their 
primary clientele. 

(2) Support the necessary infrastructure enabling the interlibrary resource sharing to occur. 

(3) Assure equitable access to the rich resources of its many libraries to all Californians. 

Sec. 18861. Fund allocations. 

Funds shall be allocated to m ember institutions and member public library jurisdictions in accordance with 
reimbursement formulas adopted by the state board and with criteria adopted by the state board to carry out the 
provisions of this chapter. 

Sec. 18862. Basic funding allocation. 

(a) During the first three >ears of operation, each regional library network shall receive a basic fundingallocation 
for service delivery as it establishes services and expands its membership. 

(b) After its three-y ear establishment period, each regional library network shall receive an appropriation that 
contains a base conponent that is a uniform statewide minimum allocation, a component related to demographic 
variables including population, geography , population de mographics and cost of living, and a com ponent 
related to the amount of service delivered in the preceding fiscal year. 

Sec. 18863. Funding criteria. 

Funds appropriated for the support of statewide services shall be allocated to tho se services in accordance with 
criteria adopted by the state board to carry out the provisions of this chapter. 

Sec. 18864. Transition period. 

There shall be a transition period from California Fibrary Services Act services and funding to the Fibrary of 
California Act services and funding. 
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Sec. 18865. Funding support. 

Funding provided under this chapter shall support the cost s of adm inistering its provisions and delivering its 
services. 



ARTICLE 8. TRANSITION 



Sec. 18870. Transition period. 

(a) The transition period from the California Library Services Act to the Library of California Act shall begin on 
the effective date of this chapter. 

(b) As new program elements and state funds are phased in to implement this chapter, they will replace and 
augment the corresponding program elements and funds in the California Library Services Act. 

(c) When all program elements of the California LibraryServices Act have been replaced and augnsnted under the 
provisions of this chapter, the California Library Services Act as set forth in Chapter 4 (com mencing with 
Section 1 8700) is hereby repealed unless a subsequent act of the Legislature continues it in Hill force and effect. 
During the transition period this chapter shall contro 1 in case of conflicts between this chapter and the 
California Library Services Act. The state boardshall file a written notice with the Secretaryof the Senate and 
the Chief Clerk of the Assembly notifying the Legislature of the fact, and date, of full implementation of this 
chapter. 
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LIBRARY OF CALIFORNIA ACT REGULATIONS 

(Code of California Regulations, Title 5, Division 2, Chapter 1, Subchapter 2, Articles 1-7) 

SUBCHAPTER 2. LIBRARY OF CALIFORNIA 



ARTICLE 1. GENERAL PROVISIONS 



Sec. 20300. Scope. 

The regulations contained in this chapter shall implement the Library of California Act, Chapter 4.5 of Part 1 1 of 
Division 1 of Title 1 of the Education Code, beginning with Section 18800 thereof. 

Sec. 20301. Funding provisions. 

(a) Funding distributed according to Libraryof CalifomiaAct provisions shall be used to support library purposes. 

(b) Institutions and public library jurisdictions receiving reimbursement under the provisions of Education Code 
Section 18844(a-e) may not collect fees for those same services or those portions thereof for which they have 
received reimbursement. 



ARTICLE 2. DEFINITIONS 



Sec. 20302. Definitions. 

(a) These additional definitions concerning Library of California Act components complement those set forth in 

Education Code Section 18810. 

(b) Additions to the definitions are as follows. 

(1) “California Literacy Campaign” means the program authorized and funded under the California Library 
Literacy Service Act, Education Code Section 18733. 

(2) “Chief Executive Officer” means the State Librarian. 

(3) “Families for Literacy” means the program authorized and funded under the California Library Literacy 
Services Act, Education Code Section 18735. 

(4) “Fiscal year” means the State fiscal year unless otherwise specified. 

(5) “President” means the elected president of the state board. 

(6) “Regional library network affiliation” means that a public library jurisdiction or aninstitution formally and 
legally joins a regional library network to obtain full membership status. 

(7) “Regional library network consolidation” means the formal and legal joining of the geographic service 
areas, functions, services, and operations of two or mre formerly separate regional library networks into a 
single regional library network, as defined in Education Code Sections 18840-18842. 

(8) “Regional library network division” m eans the sep aration of the geographic service areas, functions, 
services, operations, and membership of a single regionallibrary network into two or more regional library 
networks, as defined in Education Code Sections 18840-18842. 

(9) “Regional library network realignment” means a change in boundaries of two or more regional library 
networks. 

( 1 0) “Regional network council” m eans regional library council, as defined in Education Code Section 
1 88 1 0(r). 

(11) “Statewide electronic library card” means the mechanism by which a library user is authorized to obtain 
the services provided under Education Code Section 18844(d), the Electronic Direct Access program. 
These services allow the user to browse the bibliogra phic catalogs of libraries statewide on a computer, 
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identify and request library resources through a computer, and/or receive the inform ation resources by 
means of a computer. The statewide electronic library card may be a physical card or an electronically 
authenticated equivalent or other appropriate vehicle. 

(12) “Vice-President” means the elected vice-president of the state board. 



ARTICLE 3. LIBRARY OF CALIFORNIA BOARD 

Sec. 20303. Powers and Duties of the State Board. 

Pursuant to its authority to establish regional library networks, the state board may approve: 

(a) Regional library network affiliations and withdrawals; and 

(b) Regional library network consolidations, realignments, and divisions. 

Sec. 20304. Officers of the State Board. 

The state board shall elect a president and a vice-president fronits members. The term of each office shall beone 

year. 

(a) The state board shall elect annually a president and vice-president at the last regular meeting of each calendar 
year. 

(b) Should a vacancy occur in the office of president or vice-president, the state board shall elect one of its 
members to fill such vacancy for the remainder of the term. The state board shall take this action at its next 
regular meeting following the occurrence of the vacancy. 

(c) Duties of the President. The president shall preside a&ll meetings of the state board, shall appoint co rm ittees 
and advisory bodies as authorized bythe state board and as necessaryto carry out its work, shall execute for the 
state board any documents requiring such execution, and shall perform such other duties as the state board 
determines. 

(d) Duties of the Vice-President. The vice-president shalljnthe absence of the president, perform the duties of the 
president. 

Sec. 20305. Quorum. 

A quorum for all state board meetings shall be seven of the thirteen members. 

Sec. 20306. Meetings of the State Board. 

(a) Frequency. Regular meetings of the state board shall beheld at least four tines each year, distributed over the 
course of the year. 

(b) Schedule. The tentative dates and locations for the regidr meetings for the forthcoming calendar year shallbe 
determined annually, at the last regular meeting of the calendar year. 

(c) Changes in Schedule. Nothing in thisregulation shall be construed to prevent the state board ffomaltering its 
regular meeting dates or altering the locations of meetings. 

(d) Meeting Notice. Any person or organization desiring to eceive notice(s) of state board neetings may direct the 
request to: Library of California Board, California State Library , P.O. Box 942837, Sacramento, California 
94237-0001. 

Sec. 20307. Speakers. 

(a) Recognition of Speakers. Members of the public or the State Librarystaff may be recognized bythe president 
to speak at any state board meeting. All remarks made shall be germane to the business at hand and shall be 
addressed to the president. 

(b) Subject of Remarks. All speakers before the state boardshall confine their remarks to the subject indicated in the 
recognition of the president. 
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Sec. 20308. Robert’s Rules of Order. 

Except where the provisions of the Library of California Act or of these regulations provide to the contrary or when 
the state board deternines otherwise, the state board shalloperate under the provisions ofRobert’s Rules of Order. 
The state board shall adopt an edition ofRobert’s Rules of Order as the edition for use by the state board. 

Sec. 20309. Public Hearings. 

The state board may hold a public hearing regarding any matter pending before it. 

Sec. 20310. Public Records. 

Inspection of the original copy of any public record of the state board, as defined in Govemm ent Code Section 
6252(d) and 6254, shall be permitted during the regular office hours of the California State Library, Library and 
Courts I Building, 914 Capitol Mall, Sacramento, California 95814. 



ARTICLE 4. ELIGIBLE LIBRARIES. 

Sec. 20311. Continuation of Membership. 

(a) Each institution or public library jurisdiction shall continue as a member of a regional library network as long 
as: 

(1) At least one of its participating libraries meets the eligibility standards requiredby Education Code Section 
18830(a) and complies with the agreements required by Education Code Section 18830(b); 

(2) The local governing agencies and appropriate administrative authorities do not reduce funding for library 
services as a result of membership in the regional library network and participation in the programs and 
services delivered under this Act; and 

(3) The institution or public libraryjurisdiction and its participating libaries comply with the resource sharing 
standards specified in Section 20312 of this subchapter. 

(b) Each regional library network shall assure the com pliance of its members with these provisions through its 
membership policies and procedures. 

Sec. 20312. Resource Sharing Standards. 

(a) Each participating library shall participate in one or more of the four access services conponents in Education 
Code Section 18844(a-d). 

(b) Each member of a regional library network shall provide access to the library ’s bibliographic records and 
location information for those resources it has agreed to share with other libraries, to support the purposes of 
Education Code Sections 18842(d) and 18851(a-b). The access shall be provided in such form, manner, and 
frequency as established through subsquent rulemaking conducted under theprovisions of the Administrative 
Procedure Act (Chapter 3.5 of Division 3 of Title 2of the Government Code, commencing at Section 11340). 

Sec. 20313. Affiliation with a Regional Library Network. 

(a) If any institution or public library jurisdiction joins the regional library network serving its geographic area 
under the provisions of Education Code Section 18830, its affiliation shall be certified by the state board. 

(b) Should an institution or public library jurisdiction wish to join a regional library network other than the one 
serving its geographic area, it nay request an exception to the geographic boundaryrequirement from the state 
board. An exception may also be requested to enable dl participating libraries of asingle institution or public 
library jurisdiction to be served bya single regional libray network. The state board’sapproval for exceptions 
shall be based on its determination that: 
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(1) The proposed membership is at least as effectivea way of carrying out the purposesofthe Act as would be 
the case if the membership were with the regional library network serving the geographic area; and 

(2) The proposed membership does not result in an in efficient expenditure of state funds or redundancy of 
service. 

(c) If the participating libraries of an institution or a public library jurisdiction are located in geographic areas 
served by different regional library networks, the institution or public library jurisdiction m ay become a 
member of each regional library network serving one or more of its participating libraries. However, each 
participating library shall receive state-supported services from a single regional librarynetwork and onlythat 
regional library network shall file a certification of library participation with the state board under the 
provisions of Section 203 13(f) of this subchapter for the participating library. 

(d) The administrative body of the regional library network shall file a notice of agreement and the institutional 
governing body or the public libraryjurisdictional govemingbody shall file an affiliation request with the state 
board by April 1 of the fiscal year prior to the fiscal year when such status is sought. 

(1) The notice of agreement shall certify that the regbnal librarynetwork approves the membership application 
of the institution or public library jurisdiction. 

(2) The affiliation request shall certify that the govemingbody or appropriate administrative authority for the 
institution or jurisdiction wishes to join the regiona 1 library network and agrees to comply with the 
provisions of this Act. 

(e) For purposes of determining the eligibility of the affiliating institution or public library jurisdiction to receive 
services and funds under the provisions of this Act, an affiliation shall be consided effective beginning July 1 
of the fiscal year immediately following the fiscal year in which the affiliation is certified by the state board. 
The state board may approve an earlier effective date if it determines that such action would best serve the 
purposes of the Act. 

(f) Participating Libraries. 

(1) If a library within a m ember institution or m ember public library jurisdiction elects to becom ea 
participating library and it meets the eligibility criteria for a participating library as set forth in Education 
Code Section 18830(a-b), and its participation is approved by the regional library network, the 
administrative body of the regional librarynetwork shall file a certifcation of library participation with the 
state board by April 1 of the fiscal year prior to the fiscal year when such status is sought. 

(2) For purposes of determining the eligibility of the participating library to receive services and funds under 
the provisions of this Act, the status of the library as a participating library shall be considered effective 
beginning July 1 of the fiscalyear immediately following the fiscal year in which the certification of library 
participation is filed with the state board. The st ate board m ay approve an earlier effective date if it 
determines that such action would best serve the purposes of the Act. 

Sec. 20314. Withdrawal from a Regional Library Network. 

(a) If a m ember institution or public library jurisdiction does not retain its m embership in a regional library 
network, the regional library network shall notify the state board within thirty days following the official action 
of the member and/or the regional library network. 

(b) If a participating library does not retain its status as a participating library in a regional library network, the 
regional library network shall notify the state board with in thirty day s following the official action of the 
member on behalf of its participating library and/or the regional library network. 

(c) For the purposes of determining the eligibility of an institution or a public libraryjurisdiction or a participating 
library to receive services and funds under the provisions of this chapter, a withdrawal shall be considered 
effective upon filing the notification with the state board. 

Sec. 20315. Membership Eligibility Appeals. 
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(a) If an institution or a public libray jurisdiction considers the membership eligibility policies and/or membership 
eligibility actions of the regional library network servi ng its geographic area to be inconsistent with the 
purposes and provisions of this Act, it may file an appeal with the state board. 

(b) An appeal shall include references to the relevant purposes and/or provisions of the Act; information on the 
membership eligibility policies and/or m embership eligibility actions of the regional library network which 
appear inconsistent with the Act; and any available documentation. 

(c) The state board shall notify the regional library network of the appeal and shall invite the regional library 
network to respond to the appeal, which response is due within sixty days of the state board’s notice. 

(d) The state board shall take action on the appeal within one hundred and fifty days of the institution’s or public 
library jurisdiction’s initial filing. 

(e) The state board’s determination shall be based upon: 

(1) The accuracy of the data presented in the appeal; 

(2) The impact of the regional library network’s membership eligibility actions and/or membership eligibility 
policies on resource sharing in the geographic region and the state; 

(3) The consistency of the regional library network’s m embership eligibility actions and/or m embership 
eligibility policies with the purposes and provisions of the Act; and 

(4) The exclusion or inclusion of libraries by type, size, or other factors inconsistent with the purposes of this 
Act as a result of the regional library network’s m embership eligibility actions and/or m embership 
eligibility policies. 

(f) The decisions of the state board shall become effective thirty days from its official action on the appeal. 



ARTICLE 5. REGIONAL LIBRARY NETWORKS 

Sec. 20316. Establishment of Regional Library Networks. 

(a) The state board shall use the following criteria to approve the boundaries of the regional library networks, 
considering both cost-effectiveness and relationship to the resource sharing purposes of this chapter: public 
library jurisdictional boundaries; com monality with bounda ries of educational institutions; recognition of 
current transportation, marketing, and communication patterns; location of and access to library resources; 
adequacy of resources for resource sharing purposes; population; and geographical contiguity. 

(b) Every geographic area of the state shall be served by a regional library network. 

(c) Upon receipt of a plan for a regional library network as set forth in Education Code Section 18840, the state 
board shall review the plan for completeness and for compliance with the purposes and provisions of the Act. 

(d) The state board shall conclude its plan review within one hundred and twenty days from the submission of a 
plan and approve it or disapprove it. If a regional library network’s plan is disapproved, the state board shall 
note the reason(s) for its disapproval and may make recommendations as to modifications which would make 
the plan approvable. A modified plan may be re-submitted for state board consideration. 

(e) Upon state board approval, a regional library network shall be established for the purposes of this Act and its 
organization and members shall be recognized as eligibleto receive services and funds under the provisions of 
this Act. The establishment and recognition of the region! library network shall beconsidered effective on the 
first July 1 following state board approval. The st ate board m ay approve an earlier effective date if it 
determines that such action would best serve the purposes of the Act. 

Sec. 20317. Consolidation of Regional Library Networks. 

(a) If any two or more regional library networks whose borders are contiguous wish to consolidate, a joint notice of 
intent, approved by the regional netwoik councils of the consolidating region! library networks, shall be filed 
with the state board no later than Septerber 1 of the (seal year immediately preceding the July 1 effective date 
of the consolidation. Regional library network affiliation authorizations approved by the institutional or public 
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library jurisdictional governing body of each member of the new consolidated regional library network, and a 
new regional library network plan as specified in Education Code Section 18840, shall be filed with the state 
board no later than January 15 of the fiscal y ear immediately preceding the July 1 effective date of the 
consolidation. 

(b) The state board’s approval of requests for regional I i bray network consolidations shall be based on thccritcria 
for the establishment of regional library networks specified in Section 203 1 6 of this subchapter and upon the 
state board’ s determination that the consolidation pr ovides at least as effective a way of carrying out the 
purposes of the Act as would be the case if the consolidation did not occur. 

(c) For purposes of determ ining the eligibility of the regional library networks and their m embers to receive 
services and funds under other provisions of the Act, a consolidation approved by the state board shall be 
considered effective beginning July 1 of the fiscal y ear immediately following the fiscal year in which the 
consolidation authorizations are filed. The state board my approve an earlier effective date if it detenines that 
such action would best serve the purposes of the Act. 

Sec. 20318. Realignment of Regional Library networks. 

(a) If any two or more regional library networks whose borders are contiguous wish to realigntheir boundaries, a 
joint notice of intent, approved by the regional network councils of the realigning regional library networks, 
shall be filed with the state board no later than Se ptember 1 of the fiscal y ear immediately preceding the 
effective date of the realignment. Regional library network affiliation requests approved by the institutional or 
public library jurisdictional governing body of each member of the new regional librarynetworks, and revised 
or new regional library network plans as specified in Bucation Code Section 18840, shall be filed with the state 
board no later than January 15 of the fiscal year immediately preceding the effective date of the realignment. 

(b) The state board’s approval of requests for regional library network realignments shall be based on the criteria 
for the establishment of regional library networks specified in Section 203 1 6 of this subchapter and upon the 
state board’s determination that the realignment provides at least as effective a wajof carrying out the purposes 
of the Act as would be the case if the realignment did not occur. 

(c) For purposes of determ ining the eligibility of the regional library networks and their m embers to receive 
services and funds under other provisions of the Act, a realignment approved by the state board shall be 
considered effective beginning July 1 of the fiscal y ear immediately following the fiscal year in which the 
realignment authorizations are filed. The state board my approve an earlier effective date if it deternines that 
such action would best serve the purposes of the Act. 

Sec. 20319. Division of Regional Library Networks. 

(a) If a regional library network wishes to divide into tw o or more regional library networks, a notice of intent 
approved by its regional network council shall be filed with the state board no later than September 1 of the 
fiscal year immediately preceding the July 1 effective date of the division. Regional library network affiliation 
authorizations approved by the institutional or public libraryjurisdictional governing body of each member of 
the new regional library networks, and a new regional library network plan as specified in Education Code 
18840 for each regional library network resulting from the division, shall be filed with the stateboard no later 
than January 15 of the fiscal year immediately preceding the July 1 effective date of the division. 

(b) The state board’s approval of requests for regional library network divisions shall be based on the criteria for 
the establishment of regional librarynetworks specified in Section 20316 of this subchapter and upon the state 
board’s determination that the division provides at least as effective a way of carrying out the purposes of the 
Act as would be the case if the division did not occur. 

(c) For purposes of determ ining the eligibility of the regional library networks and their m embers to receive 
services and funds under other provisions of the Act, a division approved b$he stateboard shall be considered 
effective beginning July 1 of the fiscal jear immediately following the fiscal )ear in which the diviaon request 
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is filed. The state board nay approve an earlier effecti\e date if it detemines that such action would best seve 
the purposes of the Act. 



Sec. 20320. Regional Library Network Long-Range Plan and Annual Plan of Service. 

To continue to qualify for funding under the Libraryof California Act, each regional libraryietwork shall submit a 

long-range plan and an annual plan of service to the state board for its approval. 

(a) The long-range plan shall set forth the goals and objectives for the regional library network over a three-year 
period, relative to the purposes of this Act and the needs of people within the region. 

(b) The annual plan of service shall provide for: 

(1) Services to advance the regional library network’s long-range goals and objectives; and 

(2) A budget proposed for the next fiscal year. 

(c) Following approval by the regional network council, the long-range plan and annual plan of service shall be 
submitted annually to the state board by April 1 of the fiscal year immediately preceding the fiscal year for 
which funds are requested. 

(d) The state board shall review the long-range plan and the annual plan of service for com pliance with the 
purposes and provisions of the Act. 

(e) The state board shall conclude its review within sixty days from the submission of the plans and approve or 
disapprove them. If a regional librarynetwork’s plans aie disapproved, the state board shall note the reason(s) 
for their disapproval and m ay m ake recom mendations as to m odifications which would m ake the plans 
approvable. Modified plans may be re-submitted for state board consideration. 

(f) Any revision of the annual plan of service, infuding its budget, shall be submitted to the chief executive officer 
at least thirty days prior to the effective date of the proposed changes. 

(g) In addition, each regional library network shall file by October 1 of each year a report for the fiscal year just 
ended, that describes the actual accomplishments and expenditures of the regional library network program, 
compares them with the planned accomplishments and expenditures for the fiscal year reported, and includes 
other appropriate commentary. 

Sec. 20321. Administration of Regional Library Networks. 

(a) The regional library network shall provide for the position of a chairperson. 

(b) The regional network council and its representative board shall have regular BEtings, which shall be open and 
accessible to the public as required in the Open Meetings Act (Government Code Sections 54950-54961). 

(c) The regional network council a nd its representative board m ay establish such subgroups, committees, and 
advisory bodies as necessary to assure the effective and efficient operation of the regional library network. 



ARTICLE 6. ACCESS SERVICES 



Sec. 20322. Interlibrary Loan. 

This program of the Act supports the sharing of library materials through inter library loan. Library resources 
needed by a library user and not available in the user’ s library may be made available to the user via interlibrary 
loan. 

(a) Members of the regional library networks are eligible to obtain interlibrary loans and to receive reimbursement 
for interlibrary loans under the provisions of this chapter. A library shall agree both to extend interlibraryloan 
services and initiate interlibrary loan requests for its primary clientele in order to participate in this program. 

(b) An interlibrary loan shall result in rcinburscmcnt under Education Code Section 18844(a) if itconsists of the 
loan of a library material in any format or if it consists of the provision of a copy in lieu of loan of a library 
material from one member of a regional library network to another member of any regional library network 
statewide. 
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(c) Interlibrary loan protocols shall be established though subsequent rulemaking conducted under the provisions 
of the Adm inistrative Procedure Act (Chapter 3.5 of Division 3 of Title 2 of the Govemm ent Code, 
commencing at Section 11340). 

(d) Reimbursable costs are those handling costs and deliv ery costs which a lending library incurs in filling a 
successfully completed interlibrary loan request. 

(e) The reimbursement formula and procedures shall be established through subse quent rulemaking conducted 
under the provisions of the Adm inistrative Procedure Ac t (Chapter 3.5 of Division 3 of Title 2 of the 
Government Code, commencing at Section 11340). 

(f) To obtain reim bursement, a regional library network m ember shall provide to the state board an invoice 
detailing its interlibrary loan transactions for the appr opriate period. For audit purposes, a record of these 
invoices must be maintained for four years. 

Sec. 20323. Patron Referral and Onsite Services 

This program of the Act enables library users from one institution or public library jurisdiction to use library 
services and resources in another institution or public libraryurisdiction which would oherwise be inaccessible to 
them. 

(a) Members of regional library networks are eligible to refer patrons under this program. Members of regional 
library networks are eligible to receive reinbursement for onsite services deliveredunder the provisions of this 
Act. 

(1) The provision of onsite services to a referred library patron shall result in reinbursement under Education 
Code Section 18844(b) if the services are delivered andif the referral originated from another member of 
the regional library network in accordance with protocols developed by the regional library network. 

(2) The provision of onsite services to a referred library patron shall result in reinbursement under Education 
Code Section 18844(b) if the services are delivered and if the referral originated from a member of any 
regional library network statewide. Protocols shall be established through subsequent rulem aking 
conducted under the provisions of the Administrative Procedure Act (Chapter 3.5 of Division 3 of Title2 of 
the Government Code, commencing at Section 11340.) 

(b) Information agencies with uncommon and exceptional onsite services andresources, which would otherwise be 
inaccessible to the public, m ay receive designation as an eligible recipient of reim bursement funds under 
Education Code Section 18844(b). 

(1) The information agency may apply to a regiona 1 library network to provide services to its m embers 
provided that: 

(A) It is one of the few if not the only source of the onsite service in the region; and 

(B) It agrees to comply with the purposes and provisions of this Act. 

(2) The information agency may apply to the state board to provide services to nembers of all regional library 
networks statewide provided that: 

(A) It is one of the few if not the only source of the onsite service in the state; and 

(B) It agrees to comply with the purposes and provisions of this Act. 

(c) Reimbursable onsite services are those identified by the state board. 

(d) Reimbursable costs are those identified by the state board. 

(e) To obtain reimbursement, an institution or a public library jurisdiction or an information agency shall 
provide to the state board an invoice detailing its provision of onsite services to referred library patrons for 
the appropriate period. For audit purposes, a record of these invoices shall be retained for four years. 

(f) Reimbursable services, costs, and procedures shall be established through subsequent rulemaking 
conducted under the provisions of the Administrative Procedure Act (Chapter 3.5 of Division 3 of Title 2 of 
the Government Code, commencing at Section 11340). 

Sec. 20324. Direct Loan 
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This program of the Act enables library users to recei ve direct borrowing privileges at libraries for which these 

people do not constitute the primary clientele. 

(a) Members of a regional library network are eligible to receive reimbursement for extending direct borrowing 
privileges to people who are not part of theiprimary clientele, but who are part of the primry clientele of other 
members of its regional library network. Services shall be provided in accordance with the protocols of the 
regional library network. 

(b) Members of a regional library network are eligible to receive reimbursement for extending direct borrowing 
privileges to people who are not part of theiprimary clientele, but who are part of the primry clientele of other 
members of any regional library network statewide. Protocols shall be established through subsequent 
rulemaking under the provisions of the Administrative Procedure Act (Chapter 3.5 of Division 3 of Title 2 of 
the Government Code, commencing at Section 11340). 

(c) A library participating in adirect loan program under this Act shall apply the same rules, policies, procedures, 
and fees related to borrowing privileges to eligible borrowers from other institutions or public library 
jurisdictions as are applied to individual m embers of its own primary clientele. Where there are different 
categories of primary clientele with different service levels, the libraryshall identify the service level applicable 
to eligible borrowers from other institutions or public library jurisdictions. 

(d) Libraries participating in this program shall ascertain whether or not each person requesting direct borrowing 
privileges is a member of its primary clientele. If the person is a namber of the library’s primary clientele, such 
services shall not be reimbursable under this Act. 

(e) An eligible borrower shall hold a valid borrowers card (or equivalent) issued by a member of a regional library 
network in recognition of his or her status as part of the primary clientele of that institution or public library 
jurisdiction. 

(1) Any additional identification generally required by a library of its own primary clientele may also be 
required. 

(2) The lending library may also require the nam e and current address of the borrower and the nam e and 
current address of the institution or public library jurisdiction through which the borrower is eligible for 
service. 

(f) Contracts for loan and other services provided by an institution or a public library jurisdiction to the primary 
clientele of another institution or public library jurisdiction are not prohibited. Persons served under such 
contracts shall be registered as part of the prim ary clientele of the institution or public library jurisdiction 
providing the contract service. No reinbursement for services provided under the terns of such contracts shall 
be provided under this Act. 

(g) Loan of a library material of any type by an institution or public libraryjurisdiction to an eligible borrower shall 
result in reimbursement from the state under Educati on Code Section 18844(c). Reim bursements shall be 
equitable in that: 

(1) Each loan to an eligible bo rrower from a ty pe of library different from the lending library shall be 
reimbursed; and 

(2) Each loan to an eligible borrower from the same type of library as the lending library shall be reimbursed 
on a net imbalance basis, to the extent that the nunber of items loaned to its non-primary clientele exceeds 
the number of items borrowed by its primary clientele from other libraries of the same type. 

(h) To obtain reimbursement, an institution or public libraryjurisdiction shall provide to the statdboard an invoice 
detailing its provision of direct loan services for the appropriate period. For audit purposes, a record of these 
invoices shall be retained for four years. 

(i) Reimbursable costs are those handling costs incurred bythe lending library in processing a direct loan under the 
provisions of this Act. 

(j) The reimbursement formula and procedures shall be established through subse quent rulemaking conducted 
under the provisions of the Adm inistrative Procedure Ac t (Chapter 3.5 of Division 3 of Title 2 of the 
Government Code, commencing at Section 11340). 
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Sec. 20325. Additional Direct Loan Provisions for Public Library Jurisdictions. 

Each public library jurisdiction that is a m ember of a regional library network shall provide direct borrowing 
privileges to all residents of the geographic area serve d by the regional library network in accordance with 
Education Code Section 1 8842(c) and shall provide such service under the provisions of Section 20324 of this 
subchapter. 

(a) In addition to the reinbursable services identified inSection 20324 (a-b) of thissubchapter, each public library 
jurisdiction is eligible to receive reinbursement for extending direct borrowing privileges to Californians who 
are not residents of its geographic jurisdiction and who are not part of the primary clientele of other members of 
any regional library network. 

(b) For the purposes of this Act, each resident of the stateshall be deemed to have a single legal residency, which 
shall entitle him or her to resident library services of the public library jurisdiction in which he or she resides, 
and such services shall not be reim bursable under this Act. In determ ining the places of residency , the 
provisions of Government Code Section 244 shall apply. 

(c) Extension of borrowing privileges by public library jurisdictions to residents of the geographic area served by 
the regional library network shall not adversely affect the level of service provided by that library to its own 
primary clientele. 

(1) If existing public library service programs, funded at the local level, are dim inished as a result of this 
resource sharing program, the public library jurisdiction may request a waiver of its participation in the 
direct loan program or a waiver of one or more of the provisions of Section 20324(c) of this subchapter. 

(2) The regional library network shall submit the original waiver request and the subsequent recomnendation 
of the regional library network to the state board for its consideration within ninety days from receipt of the 
original request. 

(3) The state board shall approve or disapprove the waiter request within one hundred and twentydays of the 
waiver filing with the state board bythe regional librarynetwork. If approved, the provisions of the waiver 
shall be effective thirty days from the date of the state board’s action and shall be effective for the time 
period specified by the state board in its approval. 

(4) Criteria considered by the state board in making its determination on the waiver request shall include: 
impact of the direct loan programon local library service; equity of benefits to the primary clientele of the 
requesting library; relationship of the action proposed by the public library jurisdiction to the purposes of 
the Act; and recommendation of the regional library network. 

Sec. 20326. Electronic Direct Access. 

This program of the Act enables libraryusers to obtain electronic borrowing privileges and electronic inforniuion 
delivery privileges from libraries for which these people do not constitute the primary clientele. 

(a) Each member of a regional library network is eligible to authorize library users who constitute part of its 
primary clientele to utilize this service and is eligible to receive reimbursement for extending this service to 
people who are not part of its primary clientele but who are part of the primary clientele of other members of 
regional library networks statewide. 

(b) A member of a regional library network desiring to participate in this program shall: 

(1) Make its own bibliographic records and location information as described in Section 20328(a) of this 
subchapter available electronically statewide; 

(2) At its discretion, authorize members of its primary clientele to receive electronic borrowing privileges and 
electronic information delivery privileges by issuing statewide electronic library cards to them; 

(3) Provide electronic borrowing privileges and electronic information delivery privileges to authorized holders 
of statewide electronic library cards; and 
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(4) Deliver services in accordance with the protocols established through subsequent rulemaking conducted 
under the provisions of the Adm inistrative Procedure Act (Chapter 3.5 of Division 3 of Title 2 of the 
Government Code, commencing at Section 1 1340). 

(c) An eligible borrower is a person who is authorized bymd holds a valid statewide electronic librarycard issued 
by a member of any regional library network statewide. 

(1) Any additional identification norm ally required by a library of its own prim ary clientele m ay also be 

required. 

(2) The lending library may also require the nam e and current address of the borrower and the nam e and 
current address of the institution or public libraryjurisdiction by which the borrower iseligible for service. 

(3) Items may be sent electronically to the com puter transmitting the request or to a designated substitute 
computer or to an e-mail account. 

(4) Items which cannot betransmitted electronically may be delivered physically to the member of the regional 
library network authorizing the eligible borrower. Alternatively, the borrower may pay for delivery costs 
for delivery to an alternate site. The borrower is reponsible for returning the itemto the library authorizing 
him or her as an eligible borrower or, alternatively, paying the delivery and related costs of returning the 
item to the lending library. 

(d) Electronic transmission of information or loan of a library material of any type by an institution or a public 
libraryjurisdiction to an eligible borrower shall result in reimbursement from the state under Education Code 
Section 18844(d). An institution or public library jurisdiction shall not collect reimbursement for the same 
transaction under both the interlibrary loan program and the electronic direct access program. 

(e) Reimbursable costs are those handling costs and deliv ery costs which a lending library incurs in filling a 
successfully completed electronic direct loan transaction. 

(f) To obtain reimbursement, an institution or public libraryjurisdiction shall provide to the stateboard an invoice 
detailing its electronic direct access transactions for the appropriate period. For audit purposes, a record of 
these invoices shall be maintained for four years. 

(g) The reimbursement formula and procedures shall be established through subse quent rulemaking conducted 
under the provisions of the Adm inistrative Procedure Ac t (Chapter 3.5 of Division 3 of Title 2 of the 
Government Code, commencing at Section 11340). 



ARTICLE 7. STATEWIDE SERVICES 

Sec. 20327. Telecommunications. 

This program of the Act assists all participating librares in obtaining equitable access to the resources and service 

of all other California libraries through a telecommunications infrastructure. 

(a) Each member of a regional library network is eligible to receive state funds for its participating libraries to 
become electronic doorways to other library resources and services statewide. The state board shall identify 
minimum technical specifications and/or perform ance standards to allow libraries to m eet this designation 
through subsequent rulemaking conducted under the provisions of the Administrative Procedure Act (Chapter 
3.5 of Division 3 of Title 2 of the Government Code, commencing at Section 11340). 

(b) Any combination of regional library network m embers, including regional library networks, is eligible to 
receive state funds for linking library automation systems, supporting electronic access and resource sharing, 
maintaining access to electronic files and databases, and othcscrviccs pursuant to the purpose of this Act. The 
state board shall identify minimum technical specifications and/or performance standards for obtaining state 
funds through subsequent rulem aking conducted under the provisions of the Adm inistrative Procedure Act 
(Chapter 3.5 of Division 3 of Title 2 of the Government Code, commencing at Section 11340.) 

(c) Any member of a regional library network is eligible to receive state funds to assist its participating libraries 
with the telecommunications ability to provide access for its clientele to services provided under this Act in a 
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manner that is generally available statewide. The state board shall identify minimum technical specifications 
and/or performance standards to achieve this equ ity through subsequent ru lemaking conducted under the 
provisions of the Administrative Procedure Act (Chapter 3.5 of Division 3 of Title 2 of the Govemmnt Code, 
commencing at Section 11340). 

(d) The state board shall identifypriorities, criteria, procedures, and eligible costs for telecommunications projects 
through subsequent rulemaking conducted under the provisions of the Administrative Procedure Act (Chapter 
3.5 of Division 3 of Title 2 of the Government Code, commencing at Section 11340). 

Sec. 20328. Bibliographic Databases. 

This program of the Act ensures that the bibliographic records and location information representing resources in 

participating libraries are made available statewide. 

(a) Members of regional library networks shall provide access to the bibliographic reccrds and location information 
for those resources they share with other libraries. Bibliographic records and location inform ation may be 
provided for books, serials, non-print items, information files, and other library materials. Protocols shall be 
established through subsequent rulemaking conducted under the provisions of the Administrative Procedure Act 
(Chapter 3.5 of Division 3 of Title 2 of the Government Code, commencing at Section 11340). 

(b) For those library resources available for sharing butfor which bibliographic records and location information 
are unavailable, incomplete or incompatible with current national standards for cataloging, or inaccessible in 
electronic format, or a combination thereof, the state board may allocate funds to: 

(1) Reimburse regional library network m embers for cataloging previously -uncataloged or inadequately - 
cataloged materials in an online communications format at the national standards of Machine Readable 
Cataloging (MARC 21; 1999 edition; Network Devel opment and MARC Standards Office, Library of 
Congress) which is hereby incorporated by reference; and 

(2) Reimburse regional library network m embers for c onverting local bibliographic records to the online 
communications form at at the national standard s of Machine Readable Cataloging (MARC 21; 1999 
edition; Network Developm ent and MARC Standards Office, Library of Congress) which is hereby 
incorporated by reference. 

(c) The state board may establish and maintain electronic access to bibliographic record and locationinformation 
for library materials, through the creation of one or rare centralized online databases, or through linking library 
automation sy stem servers to one or m ore access c bents, or both, depending upon the availability and 
capabilities of local or regional library resources and the priority for statewide access. 

(d) The state board may allocate funds to train librarystaff in the standards and technologies needed to support the 
creation and maintenance of bibliographic databases and to utilize li nk ed systems or equivalent access. 

(e) The state board shall identify priorities, criteria, pr ocedures, and eligible costs for bibliographic databases 
projects through subsequent rulemaking conducted under the provisions of the Administrative Procedure Act 
(Chapter 3.5 of Division 3 of Title 2 of the Government Code, commencing at Section 11340). 

Sec. 20329. Specialized Reference and Information Provision. 

This program of the Act enables libraries to draw upon the specialized information resources of other libraries 

statewide to answer questions beyrnd the capacity and capability of the regional library network and its members. 

(a) The state board m ay designate libraries, regional library networks, and inform ation agencies to respond to 
queries in specific subject areas and reimburse them for their services. 

(b) The state board may allocate funds to libraries and regbnal library networks to make available or developand 
assemble information resources especially relevant to culturally diverse populations and people with disabilities, 
converting those resources to electronic fomat in information modules and making them accessible statewide. 

(c) The state board shall identify priorities, criteria, pro cedures, and eligible costs for specialized reference and 
information services projects through subsequent rulemaking conducted under the provisions of the 
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Administrative Procedure Act (Chapter 3.5 of Division 3 of Title 2 of the Government Code, commencing at 
Section 11340). 

Sec. 20330. Enhanced Reference and Information Service. 

This program of the Act improves reference service at the local level in all participating libraries. 

(a) Members of regional library networks or regional library networks or a combination thereof are eligible to 
receive state funds for reference enhancement projects. 

(b) Eligible projects include but are not limited to: 

(1) Training in reference service provision; 

(2) Developing local library reference collections and services; 

(3) Providing consultations; 

(4) Conducting continuing education classes; 

(5) Developing and implementing reference evaluation tools; and 

(6) Other services as necessary to improve local reference service under the provisions of this program. 

(c) Services provided under this program shall be offered to members of regional library networks. 

(d) The state board shall select the projects for implementation on the basis of the following criteria: 

(1) Demonstrated need for the project; 

(2) Evidence of adequate planning; 

(3) Anticipated effectiveness of the proposed approach and plan of operation in addressing the need; 

(4) Qualifications and skills of key personnel; 

(5) Cost-effectiveness and adequacy of resources to achieve the project goal(s); 

(6) Anticipated contribution of the project to improvement of reference service in libraries; and 

(7) Appropriations of the evaluation plan. 

(e) Each applicant seeking funding under this program shall submit an application that addresses the criteria in 
Section 20330(d) of this subchapter. 

(f) The state board shall identify priorities, procedures, and eligible costs for enhanced reference and infornation 
services projects through subsequent rulem aking conduc ted under the provisions of the Adm inistrative 
Procedure Act (Chapter 3.5 of Division 3 of Title 2of the Government Code, commencing at Section 11340). 

(g) Each applicant receiving funds under this program shall submit a final report comparing project goals with 
actual accom plishments and budget estim ates with actual expenditures. The final evaluation, using the 
methodology specified in the application (Section 20330(d)(7) of this subchapter), shall also be included. 

Sec. 20331. Cooperative, Coordinated Resource Development. 

This program of the Act encourages, promotes, and supports the cooperative acquisition and utilization of library 
resources among participating libraries. 

(a) The state board m ay negotiate reduced acquisition co sts or licensing costs and usage fees for m embers of 
regional library networks. 

(b) The state board may allocate funds to support the trialparticipation of regional library network members in the 
use of library resources and technologies for a lim ited period of tim e, enabling them to use and evaluate 
information resources new to them. Member libraries may participate by contacting the state board. 

(c) The state board may allocate funds to develop, license, distribute, and support electronic files or databases to be 
used by members of regional library networks. 

(d) Any combination of regional library network members or a regional librarynetwork or a conbination thereof is 
eligible to receive funds for cooperative, coordinated resource development projects. 

(1) Eligible projects include but are not limited to: 

(A) Cooperative acquisition or selection processes to assure qualityacquisitions and cost-effectiveness for 
all participants; 
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(B) Collection agreements regarding areas of s ubject responsibilities for acquisition and/or long-term 
retention; 

(C) Shared storage and retention facilities; 

(D) Collection assessment and evaluation; and 

(E) Other projects as necessary to promote cooperative, coordinated resource development consistent with 
the purposes of this program. 

(2) Each participating library involved in a projectunder this program shall already be capable of meeting the 
basic, recurring information needs of its primary clientele through its locally supported collection. Library 
resources purchased, in whole or in part, under this pogram shall be widely accessible to Californians for 
the useful life of those resource and shall be represented on regional and statewide bibliographic databases 
or electronic information access gateways. 

(3) The state board shall select the projects for implementation on the basis of the following criteria: 

(A) Demonstrated need for the project; 

(B) Evidence of adequate planning; 

(C) Anticipated effectiveness of the proposed approach and plan of operation in addressing the need; 

(D) Qualifications and skills of key personnel; 

(E) Cost-effectiveness and adequacy of resources to achieve the project goal(s); 

(F) Sufficient local or other funds committed to project purposes; 

(G) Anticipated contribution of the project to the im provement of library collections available locally, 
regionally and statewide; 

(H) Plan for project continuation; and 

(I) Appropriateness of the evaluation plan. 

(4) Each applicant seeking funds under this program shall submit an application that addresses the criteria in 
Section 20331(d)(3) of this subchapter. 

(5) The state board shall identifypriorities, procedures, and eligible costs for cooperative, coordinated resource 
development projects through subsequent rulemaking conducted under theprovisions of the Administrative 
Procedure Act (Chapter 3.5 of Division 3 of Title 2 of the Governm ent Code, commencing at Section 
11340). 

(6) Each applicant receiving funds under this programshall submit a final report conparing project goals with 
actual accomplishments and budget estimates with actual expenditures. The final evaluation, using the 
methodology specified in the application (Section 20330(d)(3(I) of this subchapter), shall also be intuded. 

Sec. 20332. Preservation. 

This program of the Act preserves, and provides widesp'ead access to, library materials documenting California’s 
heritage, enhancing California’s educational opportunities and economic future, and poitraying California’s cultural 
diversity. 

(a) Any member of a regional library network or a regional library network or a combination thereof is eligible to 
receive funds for preservation projects. 

(b) Eligible projects include but are not limited to: 

(1) Preservation of library materials in any format byreformatting, digitizing, conservation treatment, and other 
appropriate preservation methods; 

(2) Preservation program management, including needs assessment and planning, research and testing, training, 
disaster preparedness and recovery, and other managerial activities; 

(3) Improvement of collection security and the storage environment; and 

(4) Other projects necessary to preserve library materials consistent with the purposes of this program. 

(c) Each member of a regional library network participating in a project under Education Code Section 1 8856(b) 
shall demonstrate a commitment to ongoing preservation. Libraryresources preserved, in wholeorpart, under 
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this program, shall be m ade available for long-term resource sharing purposes and shall be represented on 
electronic or bibliographic databases accessible regionally and/or statewide. 

(d) The state board shall select the projects for implementation on the basis of the following criteria: 

(1) Demonstrated need for the project; 

(2) Evidence of adequate planning; 

(3) Anticipated effectiveness of the proposed approach and plan of operation in addressing the need; 

(4) Qualifications and skills of key personnel; 

(5) Cost-effectiveness and adequacy of resources to achieve the project goal(s); 

(6) Sufficient local or other funds committed to project purposes; 

(7) Uniqueness of materials to be preserved; 

(8) Contribution of materials to be preserved towarddocumenting California’s heritage, enhancing California’s 
educational and economic future, and portraying California’s cultural diversity; 

(9) Adequacy of the resource sharing plan; and 

(10) Appropriateness of the evaluation plan. 

(e) Each applicant seeking funds under this program shall submit an application that addresses the criteria in 
Section 20332(d) of this subchapter. 

(f) The state board shall identify priorities, procedur es, and eligible costs for preservation projects through 
subsequent rulemaking conducted under the provisions of the Administrative Procedure Act (Chapter 3.5 of 
Division 3 of Title 2 of the Government Code, commencing at Section 11340). 

(g) Each applicant receiving funds under this program shall submit a final report comparing project goals with 
actual accom plishments and budget estim ates with actual expenditures. The final evaluation, using the 
methodology specified in the application (Section 20332(d)(10) of this subchapter), shall also be included. 

CALIFORNIA LIBRARY SERVICES ACT INTERLIBRARY LOAN STANDARDS, 1978 

A. Terms and definitions: 

(1) “Interlibrary Loan”— The loan of a library material of any type which is collected by a library or the 
provision of a copy in lieu of loan of a librarymaterial from an eligible, participating lendinglibrary to any 
eligible borrowing library as defined in Education Code Sections 18744 and 18765. 

(a) Limitations— This definition places no limits on the type of material eligible for reimbursement. Any 
type of material a library will loan that will fulfill a user’s request is eligible. 

(b) Copies— A photocopy, microcopy, telefacsimile copy, tape copy sent as a response to aspecific request 
for an item is eligible for reim bursements. In addition, a copy which is sent as a response to a 
reference request in lieu of sending the journal, book, or raster tape is also eligible for reimbursement. 

(c) Pamphlets— Pamphlets and other ephemeral which are generally not fully cataloged nor individually 
charged out and controlled should be reimbursed, but the reimbursable transaction equals one charge 
out function, no m atter how m any individual item s are included in the single charge. (E.g., if 25 
pamphlets on sheep raising are pulled froma subject fileand charged as one check out transaction, that 
constitutes one reimbursable transaction.) Free informational pamphlets or brochures sent as gifts with 
no expectation of return are not eligible for reimbursement. 

(d) System Collections— Items purchased with System funds are eligible for reinbursement when they are 
loaned from the library housing the itemto any eligible borrowing library as defined in Education Code 
Sections 18744 and 18765. Ifthereisany question as to what library should house any System- 
purchased item, the vote of the System Administrative Council shall determine the disposition. 

(e) Film Circuits— An item in a filmcircuit packetwhich is removed from the packet and loaned to another 
library is eligible for reimbursement. The transfer of the film circuit packet from one library on the 
circuit to the next is not an eligible transaction. 
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(2) “Loan”— material (as defined above) sent by your library to another library. 

(3) “Borrow”— material (as defined above) requested and received by your library from another library. 

(4) “Transaction”— one “loan” or one “borrow.” E ach eligible loan transaction will be reim bursed as one 
logical transaction (i.e., one check out transaction). 

B. Standards: 1 



PUBLIC LIBRARY FINANCE 

(Education Code, Title 1, Division 1, Part 11, Chapter 1.5, Articles 1- 4, Sections 18010-18032) 

ARTICLE 1. GENERAL PROVISIONS 
Sec. 18010. Legislative declarations. 

The Legislature finds and declares that it is in the interest of the people and of the state that there be a general 
diffusion of information and knowledge through the continued operation of free pubic libraries. Such diffusion is a 
matter of general concern inasmuch as it is the dutyof the state to provide encouragement to the voluntary lifelong 
learning of the people of the state. 

The Legislature further declares that the public library is a supplement to the formal system of free public education, 
and a source of information and inspiration to persons of all ages, cultural backgrounds, and economic statuses, and 
a resource for continuing education and reeducation beyond the years of formal education, and as such deserves 
adequate financial support from government at all levels. 

Sec. 18011. Legislative intent. 

It is the intent of the Legislature under this chapter to initiate and examine a specific program providing equitable 
and adequate funds to the public libraries of the state which are established under various provisions of law, and 
which, historically dependent for their support on local property tax revenues, face a fiscal crisis as a result of ad 
valorem tax limitations imposed by Article XIIIA of the California Constitution, which fiscal crisis has not been 
sufficiently resolved through application of existing statutes. 

Sec. 18012. Policies and objectives. 

In adopting this chapter, the Legislature declares that itspolicy, and its objective in enacting the specific program 
prescribed in Section 1801 1, is to do all of the following: 

(a) Assure the availability to every resident of the stateof an adequate level of public library service regardless of 
the taxable wealth of the local jurisdiction providing the service. 

(b) Provide permanent, stable, and predictable financing for public libraries of the state through a conbination of 
state and local revenues. 

(c) Provide state funds for public libraryservice through application of a simple formula whose variable elements 
can be readily predicted and ascertained byboth state andlocal officials, and which can be administered by the 
Controller and the State Librarian as ministerial functions.

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(d) Reaffirm the principle of local control of the government and administration of public libraries under broad 
state policy determinations, and subject to the necessityfor financial accounting to the state for the expenditure 
of state funds and required local matching funds. 

Sec. 18013. Program within state appropriations limit. 

The Legislature finds and declares that this chapter effects a state policy that each public libraryprovide a ninimum 
level of service, known as the foundation program to the extent state funds are made available for that purpose as 
prescribed by this chapter. The Legislature, therefore, dclares that state funds nude available to each public library 
pursuant to this chapter, to the extent those funds are appopriations subject to limitation of a public library, shall be 
included in the appropriations lim it of the state for pur poses of Article XIIIB of the California Constitution. 
However, this chapter does not mandate any new program or higher level of service on any local government for 
which state funds are not made available as prescribed by this chapter. 
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ARTICLE 2. DEFINITIONS 



Sec. 18015. Definitions. 

As used in this chapter: 

(a) “Public library” means a library, or two or more libraries, operated as a single entity by one or more public 
jurisdictions and which serve the general public without distinction. 

(b) “Foundation program” means those elements of library service which are basic to its function as a providerof 
information, education, and cultuial enrichment to all segments of the community, including, but not linited to, 
collection development and maintenance, lending services, information services, facility maintenance, and 
administration. The foundation programshall not include major capital improvements, which, for purposes of 
this chapter, shall be defined as the purchase of reajiroperty, the construction orimprovement of buildings, and 
the purchase of equipment and the payment of fees or other costs in connection with the same. 

(c) “Fiscal officer” means, for a municipal library, the chief fiscal officer of the irunicipality; for a county library 
or a library district under the jurisdiction of the county board of supervisors, the chief fiscal officer of the 
county; and for an independent library district, the chief librarian of the district. In the case of a public library 
which provides foundation program service by contract to one or m ore jurisdictions in addition to the 
jurisdiction or jurisdictions with which it is affiliated, tla chief fiscal officer of the jurisdiction with which it is 
primarily affiliated shall be deemed the fiscal officer for the public library for the purposes of this chapter. 



ARTICLE 3. FUNDING 
Sec. 18020. Cost of foundation program. 

For the fiscal year 1982-83, the cost of the foundation program is deemed to be twelve dollars ($12) per capita. 

For the 1983-84 fiscal )ear and each fiscal )ear thereafter, the cost of the foundation programshall be increased by 
a percentage equal to the average statewide percentage increase in the total revenue lim it for all unified school 
districts computed pursuant to Section 42238 from the prior fiscal year. 

Sec. 18021. Population served by each public library. 

The State Librarian shall detemine and certify, on or before June 1, 1982, and June 1 of each fiscal yar thereafter, 
the population served by each public library of the stat e based upon census data com piled by the United States 
Department of Com merce or estim ates prepared by the California Department of Finance, whichever is m ore 
current. For such purposes, no person shall be deemed to be served by more than one public library. 

Sec. 18022. Total cost of local foundation program. 

The total cost of the foundation programfor each public libray for the purposes of this chapter shall be the produlc 
of the per capita cost determined pursuant to Section 18020 multiplied by the population determined pursuant to 
Section 18021. 

Sec. 18023. Annual report of appropriation. 

On or before August 31, 1982, and October 3 1 of each fiscal oar thereafter, the fiscal officer of each public brary 
shall report to the State Librarian the total revenue apprpriated for the foundation program of the public library for 
that fiscal year and shall specify the am o unt of local revenue included in such total appropriation. Fothe purposes 
of this chapter, homeowner and business inventory exemption reimbursements, timber yield tax funds, and federal 
revenue sharing funds shall be deemed to be local revenues. 

Sec. 18024. Public Library Fund.

(a) A fund is hereby created in the State Treasury to be known as the Public Library Fund. 

(b) The Controller shall transfer on January 1, 1984, fromthe General Fund to the Public LibraryFundthe amount 
necessary to meet the state's obligations under this chapter for the remainder of the 1983-84 fiscal year. 

(c) The Controller shall transfer on July 1, 1984, and on July 1 of each year thereafter, from the General Fund to 
the Public Library Fund the amount necessary to meet the state's obligation under this chapter for that particular 
fiscal year. 

Sec. 18025. Allocations from Public Library Fund. 

(a) For the 1982-83 fiscal year and each fiscal year thereafter, the State Librarian shall determine the amount to 
which each public library is entitled for support of the libray during the fiscal jear. The amount shall be equal 
to 10 percent of the cost of the foundation program as determined pursuant to Section 18022. 

(b) If local revenues appropriated for a public library for the 1982-83 fiscal year and each fiscal year thereafter, 
including tax revenues made available under Chapter 282 ofthe Statutes of 1979, total less than 90 percent of 
the cost of the foundation programas determined pursuant to Section 1 8022, the stateallocation for that fiscal 
year shall be reduced proportionately . A proportional re duction in the state allocation as described in this 
subdivision shall not be m ade, however, com mencing with the 1997-98 fiscal y ear and each fiscal year 
thereafter, if the amount appropriated to the Public Libraiy Fund for that fiscal >ear is equal to or greater than 
the am ount necessary to fund each public library in the amount it received for the prior fiscal y ear, thus 
providing the state’s share of the cost of the foundation program to each library based only on its population 
served, as certified by the State Librarian. After the first fiscal year in which the proportional reduction is not 
made, no further reductions based on thissubdivision shall be made in any future fiscal year. It is the intent of 
this subdivision to make this change without harm to any library currently receiving an unreduced share of the 
state’s cost of the foundation program. 

(c) If local revenues appropriated for a public library for the 1 982-83 fiscal year and each fiscal year thereafter, 
including tax revenues made available under the provisions of Chapter 282 of the Statutes of 1979, total more 
than 90 percent of the cost of the foundation program as determ ined pursuant to Section 18022, the state 
allocation for that fiscal year shall remain at 10 percent of the cost of the foundation program as determined 
pursuant to Section 18022. 

(d) In order for a public library to receive state funds under this chapter in the 1983-84 fiscal year and any fiscal 
year thereafter, the total am ount of local revenues appropriated for the public library for that fiscal y ear, 
including tax revenues nude available under Chapter 282 ofihe Statutes of 1979 and other revenues deemed to 
be local revenues according to Section 18023, shall be equal to at least the total amount of local revenues, as 
defined, appropriated for the public libraryin the previous fiscal year. State funds provided under thischapter 
shall supplement, but not supplant, local revenues appropriated for the public library. 

(e) (1) Notwithstanding subdivision (d), or anyother provision oflaw, in the 1993-94 fiscal year, any city, county, 

district, or city and county, that reduces local revenues appropriated for the public library for the 1993-94 
fiscal year shall continue toreceive state funds appropriated under this chapter for the 1993-94 fiscal jear 
only, provided that the amount of the reduction to the appropriation to that public library for the 1993-94 
fiscal year is no more than 20 percent of the 1992-93fiscal year appropriation made to that public library as 
certified by the fiscal officer of the public librar}and transmitted to the State Librarian pursuant tcSection 
18023. 

(2) Commencing with the 1993-94 fiscal jear, and each fiscal >ear thereafter, any city, county, district, or city 
and county may request from the State Librarian a waiver of the requirem ents of subdivision (d) or of 
paragraph ( 1 ) by demonstrating that the percentage of the reduction inlocal revenues appropriated for the 
public library is no greater than the percentage of the reduction of local revenues received by the city, 
county, district, or city and county operating the public library as a result of changes made to Chapter 6 
(commencing with Section 95) of Part 0.5 of the Reenue and Taxation Code by statutes enacted duringor 
after the 1991-92 Regular Session having the effect ofihifting property tax revenues from cities, counties, 
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special districts, and redevelopment agencies to schooldistricts and community colleges. Requestsforthe 
waiver and the substantiating documentation shall be submitted to the Stitc Librarian along with the annual 
report of appropriation required bySection 18023 or any other report of appropriations applying to public 
libraries required by any other provision of law. 

(1) Commencing with the 1997-98 fiscal jear, and each fiscal )ear thereafter, any city, county, district, or city 
and county may request from the State Librarian a waiver of the requirem ents of subdivision (d) by 
demonstrating that the percentage of reduction in local revenues appropriated for the public library is no 
greater than the percentage ofreduction of local revenues received by the city, county, district, or city and 
county operating the public library as a result of th e addition of Article XIIID, otherwise known as the 
Right to Vote on Taxes Act, to the California Constitution as approved by the voters at the November 5, 

1 996, general election. Requests for the waiver andhe substantiating documentation shall be submitted to 
the State Librarian along with the annual report of appropriations required by Section 18023 or any other 
report of appropriations applying to public libraries required by any other provision of law. 

(2) Commencing with the 2000-01 fiscal jear, and each fiscal jear thereafter, any city, county, district, or city 
and county may request from the State Librarian a waiver of the requirem ents of subdivision (d) or of 
paragraph ( 1 ) by demonstrating that the reduction in local revenues appropriated for the public libraryis no 
greater than the reduction in local revenues received by the city , county, district, or city and county 
operating the public library as a result of the autom atic termination of a locally approved special tax or 
benefit assessment for that public library. Requests for the waiver and substartiating documentation shall 
be submitted to the State Librarian along with th (annual report of appropriation required by Section 18023 
or any other report of appropriations applying to public libraries required by any other provision of law. 

(f) If the state allocations computed pursuant to this section exceed the total am ount of funds appropriated for 
purposes of this section in any fiscal year, the State Librarian shall adjust on a pro rata basis public library 
allocations prescribed by this section so that the total amount in each fiscal year does not exceed this amount. 

Sec. 18026. Distribution of allocations. 

Commencing with the 1 984-85 fiscal jear, the State Librarian shdl certify to the Controller on or before November 
15, 1984, and on or before each Novmber 15 thereafter, the amounts determined in Section 18025. TheController 
shall distribute to the fiscal officer ofeach public library 100 percent of the amount certified by the State Librarian 
on or before January 15 of the 1984-85 fiscal year, and on or before each January 15 thereafter. 

ARTICLE 4. SERVICES 



Sec. 18030. Interlibrary loan. 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, books and other library materials acquired or maintained by a public 
library as a part of the foundation program supported in pa rt by state funds under this chapter shall be m ade 
available upon request to other public libraries in the state without charge, subject to any restrictions which may 
apply to the use of the materials by residents of the area normally served by the library. 

Sec. 18030.5. Minors access to Internet services. 

(a) Every public library that receives state funds pursuant to this chapter and that provides public access to the 
Internet shall, by a majority vote of the governing board, adopt a policy regarding access by minors to the 
Internet by January 1, 2000. 

(b) Every public library that is requiredto adopt a policypursuant to subdivisbn (a) shall make the policy available 
to members of the public at every library branch. 

Sec. 18031. Effective date. 

The provisions of this chapter shall become operative July 1, 1983. 
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Sec. 18032. Videotape access by minors. 

(a) Every public library that receives state fundspursuant to this chapter and that provides public access to mtion 
picture videotapes shall, by a majority vote of the governing board, adopt a policyregarding access by minors 
to motion picture videotapes by January 1, 2000. 

(b) Every public library that is required to adopt a polic y pursuant to subdivision (a) shall m ake that policy 
available to members of the public at every library branch.

LIBRARY BOND ACT OF 2000 

(Education Code Title 1, Division 1, Part 11, Chapter 12, Articles 1-3, Sections 19985 - 20011) 

ARTICLE 1. GENERAL PROVISIONS 



Sec. 19985. Title. 

This chapter shall be known and m ay be cited as the California Reading and Literacy Improvement and Public 

Library Construction and Renovation Bond Act of 2000. 

Sec. 19985.5. Findings. 

The Legislature finds and declares the following: 

(a) Reading and literacy skills are fundamental to success in our economy and our society. 

(b) The Legislature and Governor have made enormous strides in improving the quality of reading instruction in 
public schools. 

(c) Public libraries are an inportant resource to furtherCalifomia’s reading and liteiacy goals both in conjunction 
with the public schools and for the adult population. 

(d) The construction and renovation of pubic library facilities is necessary toexpand access to reading and literacy 
programs in California’s public education system and to expand access to public library services for all 
residents of California. 

Sec. 19986. Definitions. 

As used in this chapter, the following terms have the following meanings: 

(a) “Committee” m eans the California Library Construction and Renovation Finance Com mittee established 
pursuant to Section 19972. 

(b) “Fund” means the California Public Library Construction and Renovation Fund. 

(c) “Board” means the California Public LibraryConstruction and Renovation Board. This board is conprised of 
the State Librarian, the Treasurer, the Director of Finaice, an Assembly Member appointed by the Speaker of 
the Assembly, a Senator appointed bythe Senate Rules Committee, and a member appointed by the Governor. 

Legislative members of the board shall meet with, and participate in, the work of the board to the extent that 
their participation is not inconpatible with their dutiesas Members of the Legislature. For the purposes of this 
chapter, Members of the Legislature who are nembers of the board shall constitute a joint legislative coimittee 
on the subject matter of this chapter. 



ARTICLE 2. PROGRAM PROVISIONS 
Sec. 19987. California Public Library Construction and Renovation Fund. 

The proceeds of bonds issued and sold pursuant to this chapter shall be deposited in the California Public Library 
Construction and Renovation Fund, which is hereby established. 

Sec. 19988. Eligibility for grants. 

All moneys deposited in the fund, except as provided inSection 20011, are continuously appropriated to the State 
Librarian, notwithstanding Section 13340 of the Government Code, and shall be available for grants to any city, 
county, city and county, or district that is authorized at the time of the project application to own and maintain a 
public library facility for the purposes set forth in Section 19989. 

Sec. 19989. Purposes of grants. 
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The grant funds authorized pursuant to Section 19988, ad the matching funds provided pursuant to Section 19995, 
shall be used by the recipient for any of the following purposes: 

(a) Acquisition or construction of new facilities or additions to existing public library facilities. 

(b) Acquisition of land necessary for the purposes of subdivision (a). 

(c) Remodeling or rehabilitation of existing public library facilities or of other facilities for the purpose of their 
conversion to public library facilities. All remodeling an rehabilitation projects funded with grants authorized 
pursuant to this chapter shall inchde any necessary upgrading of electrical and teleconmunications systems to 
accommodate Internet and similar computer technology. 

(d) Procurement or installation, or both, offumishings and equipment required to make a facility fully operable, if 
the procurement or installation is part of a construction or remodeling project funded pursuant to this section. 

(e) Payment of fees charged by architects, engineers, andother professionals, whose services are required up I an or 
execute a project authorized pursuant to this chapter. 

Sec. 19990. Purposes for which grants and matching funds may not be used. 

Any grant funds authorized pursuant to Section 19988pr matching funds provided pursuant to Section 19995, may 
not be used by a recipient for any of the following purposes: 

(a) Books and other library materials. 

(b) Administrative costs of the project, including, but not limited to, the costs of any of the following: 

(1) Preparation of the grant application. 

(2) Procurement of matching funds. 

(3) Conduct of an election for obtaining voter approval of the project. 

(c) Interest or other carrying charges for financing the project, including, but not liriled to, costs of loans or lease- 
purchase agreements in excess ofthe direct costs of any of the authorized purposes specified in Section 19989. 

(d) Any ongoing operating expenses for the facility, its personnel, supplies, or any other library operations. 

Sec. 19991. Competitive bidding. 

All construction contracts for projects funded in part th rough grants awarded pursuant to this chapter shall be 
awarded through competitive bidding pursuant to Part 3 (c ommencing with Section 20100) of Division 2 of the 
Public Contract Code. 

Sec. 19992. Administration of chapter; rules, regulations and policies. 

This chapter shall be adninistered by the State Librarian. The board shall adoptrules, regulations, and policies for 
the implementation of this chapter. 

Sec. 19993. Applications for grants. 

A city, county, city and county, or district may apply to the State Librarian for a grant pursuant to this chapter, as 
follows: 

(a) Each application shall be for a project for a purpose authorized by Section 19989. 

(b) An application may not be submitted for a project for which construction bids already have been advertised. 

(c) The applicant shall request not less than fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) per project. 
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Sec. 19994. Priorities for construction, remodeling, or rehabilitation. 

(a) The State Librarian shall consider applications for construction of new public library facilities subm itted 
pursuant to Section 19993 in the following priority order: 

(1) First priority shall be given to joint use projects in which the agency that operates the library and one or 
more school districts have a cooperative agreement. 

(2) Second priority shall be given to all other public library projects. 

(b) The State Librarian shall consider applications fo r remodeling or rehabilitation of existing public library 
facilities pursuant to Section 19993 in the following priority order. 

(1) First priority shall be given to public library projects in the attendance areas of public schools that are 
determined, pursuant to regulations adopted by the board, to have inadequate infrastructure to support 
access to computers and other educational technology. 

(2) Second priority shall be given to all other projects. 

Sec. 19995. Matching funds. 

(a) Each grant recipient shall providematching funds from any available source in an amount equal to 35 percent of 
the costs of the project. The rem aining 65 percent of the costs of the project, up to a m aximum of twenty 
million dollars ($20,000,000) per project, shall be provided through allocations from the fund. 

(b) Qualifying matching funds shall be cash expenditures in the categories specified in Section 19989 which are 
made not earlier than three years prior to the submission of the application to the State Librarian. Except as 
otherwise provided in subdivision (c), in-kind expenditures do not qualify as matching funds. 

(c) Land donated or otherwise acquired for use as a site for the facility, including, but not linited to, land purchased 
more than three >ears prior to the subnission of the application to the State Librarian, my be credited towards 
the 35 percent m atching funds requirem ent at its appraised value as of the date of the application. This 
subdivision shall not apply to land ac quired with funds authorized pursuant to Part 68 (com mencing with 
Section 100400). 

(d) Architect fees for plans and drawings for libraryrenovation and new construction, including, but not limited to, 
plans and drawings purchased m ore than three y ears prior to the subm ission of the application to the State 
Librarian, may be credited towards the 35 percent matching funds requirement. 

Sec. 19996. Excessive costs. 

(a) The estimated costs of a project for which an application is submitted shall be consistent with normal public 
construction costs in the applicant’s area. 

(b) An applicant wishing to construct a project having cots that exceed normal public construction costs in the area 
may apply for a grant in an amount not to exceed 65 percent of the normal costs up to a maximum of twenty 
million dollars ($20,000,000) per project if the applicant certifies that it is capable of financing the remainder of 
the project costs from other sources. 

Sec. 19997. Changes in amount of grant. 

Once an application has been approved bythe board and included in the State Librarian^ request to the committee, 
the amount of the funding to be provided to the applicant my not be increased. Any actual changes in project costs 
are the full responsibility of the applicant. If the amount of funding that is provided is greater than the cost of the 
project, the applicant shall return that portion of the funding that exceeds the cost of the project to the fund. If an 
applicant has been awarded funding by the board, but chooses not to proceed with the project, the applicant shall 
return all of the funding to the fund. 
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Sec. 19998. Consideration in reviewing applications. 

(a) In reviewing applications, as part of establishing the priorities set forth in Section 19994 the board shall 
consider all of the following factors: 

(1) Needs of urban and rural areas. 

(2) Population growth. 

(3) Age and condition of the existing library facility. 

(4) The degree to which the existing library facility is inadequate in meeting the needs of the residents in the 
library service area and the degree to which the proposed project responds to the needs of those residents. 

(5) The degree to which the library ’s plan of service integrates appropriate electronic technologies into the 
proposed project. 

(6) The degree to which the proposed site is appropriate for the proposed project and its intended use. 

(7) The financial capacity of the local agencysubmitting the application to open aid maintain operation ofthe 
proposed library for applications for the construction of new public libraries. 

(b) If, after an application has been subm itted, material changes occur that would alter the evaluation of an 
application, the State Librarian may accept an additiond written statement from the applicant for consideration 
by the board. 

Sec. 19999. Facility dedicated to direct public library services. 

(a) A facility, or the part thereof, acquied, constructed, or remodeled, or rehabilitated with giants received pursuant 
to this chapter shall be dedicated to public library direct service use for a period of not less than 20 y ears 
following completion of the project. 

(b) The interest of the state in land or a facility or both, pursuant to the funding of a project under this chapter, as 
described in subdivision (a), may be transferred by the State Librarian from the land or facility, or both, for 
which that funding was granted to a replacem ent site and facility acquired or constructed for the purpose of 
providing public library direct service. 

(c) If the facility, or any part thereof, acquired, constructed, remodeled, or habilitated with grants received pursuant 
to this chapter ceases to be used for pubc library direct service prior to the a pi rat ion of the period specified in 
subdivision (a), the board is entitled to recover, from the grant recipient or the recipient’s successor in the 
maintenance of the facility, an amount that bears the same ratio to the value of the facility, or the appropriate 
part thereof, at the time it ceased to be used for public library direct service as the amount of the grant bore to 
the cost of the facilityor the appropriate part thereof. For purposes of this subdivisbn, the value ofthe facility, 
or the appropriate part thereof, is determined by the mutual agreement of the board and the grant recipient or 
successor, or through an action brought for that purpose in the superior court. 

(d) Notwithstanding subdivision (f) of Section 16724 of theGovemment Code, any money recovered pursuant to 
subdivision (c) shall be deposited in the fond, and shall be available for the purpose of awarding grants for other 
projects. 



ARTICLE 3. FISCAL PROVISIONS 
Sec. 20000. Authorization for bonds. 

Bonds in the amount of three hundred fifty million dollars ($350,000,000), exclusive of refunding bonds, or so 
much thereof as is necessary, may be issued and sold for deposit in the fund tobe used in accordance with, and for 
carrying out the purposes expressed in, this chapter, in eluding all acts am endatory thereof and supplem entary 
thereto, and to be used to reim burse the General Obligation Bond Expense Revolving Fund pursuant to Section 
16724.5 of the Government Code. The bonds, when sold, stall be and constitute a validand binding obligation of 
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the State of California, and the full faith and credit of th e State of California is hereby pledged for the punctual 
payment of both principal of and interest on bonds as the principal and interest become due and payable. 

Sec. 20001. Conformance with General Obligation Bond Law. 

The bonds authorized by this chapter shall be prepared, executed, issued, sold, paid, and redeemed as provided in 
the State General Obligation Bond Law (Chapter 4 (commencing with Section 16720) of Part 3 of Division 4 of 
Title 2 of the Government Code), and all of the provisions of that law applyto the bonds andto this chapter and are 
hereby incoiporated in this chapter as though set forth in full in this chapter. 

Sec. 20002. General Obligation Bond Law “committee” and “board.” 

(a) For purposes of this chapter, the California Library Construction and Renovation Finance Committee 

established pursuant to Section 19972 is the “committee” as that term is used in the State General Obligation 
Bond Law. 

(b) For purposes of the State General Obligation Bond La w, the California Public Library Construction and 
Renovation Board established pursuant to subdivision (c) of Section 19986 is designated the “board.” 

Sec. 20003. Issuance of bonds. 

The committee shall determine whether or not it is necessaryor desirable to issue bonds authorized pursuantto this 
chapter in order to carry out the actions specified in this chapter, including all acts am endatory thereof and 
supplementary thereto, and, if so, the amount of bonds to be issued and sold. Successive issues of bonds may be 
authorized and sold to carryout those actions progressivdy, and it is not necessary that all ofthe bonds authorized 
to be issued be sold at any one time. 

Sec. 20004. Collection of revenue for debt service. 

There shall be collected each par and inthe same manner and at the same time as other state revenue is collected, in 
addition to the ordinary revenues of the state, a sumin an amount required to pay the principal of and interest on the 
bonds each year. It is the dutyof all officers charged bylaw with any duty in regard tothe collection of the revenue 
to do and perform each and every act that is necessary to collect that additional sum. 

Sec. 20005. General Fund appropriations. 

Notwithstanding Section 13340 of the Government Code, there is hereby appropriated from the General Fund in the 
State Treasury, for the purposes of this chapter, an amount that will equal the total of the following: 

(a) The sum annually necessary to pay the principal of a nd interest on bonds issued and sold pursuant to this 
chapter, as the principal and interest become due and payable. 

(b) The sum necessary to carry out Section 20006, appropriated without regard to fiscal years. 

Sec. 20006. Advances from General Fund. 

For the purposes of carry ing out this chapter, the Director of Finance m ay authorize the withdrawal from the 
General Fund of an am o unt or amounts not to exceed the amount of the unsold bonds that have been authorized to 
be sold for the purpose of carrying out this chapter. Any amounts withdrawn shall be deposited in the fund. Any 
money made available under this section shall be returned to the General Fund, with interest at the rate earned by 
the money in the Pooled Money Investment Account during the time the money was withdrawn from the General 
Fund pursuant to this section, from money received from the sale of bonds for the purpose of carry ing out this 
chapter. 

Sec. 20007. Advances from Pooled-Money Investment Account. 

The board may request the Pooled Money Investment Board to make a loan from the Pooled Money Investment 
Account, in accordance with Section 16312 of the Govemmnt Code, for the purposes of canying outthis chapter. 
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The amount of the request shall not exceed the amount of the unsold bonds that the committee has, by resolution, 
authorized to be sold for the purpose of carryng out this chapter. The board shall execute anydocuments required 
by the Pooled Money Investment Board to obtain and repaythe loan. Anyamounts loaned shall be deposited in the 
fund to be allocated by the board in accordance with this chapter. 

Sec. 20008. Refunding of bonds. 

Any bonds issued and sold pursuant to this chapter may be refunded by the issuance of refunding bonds in 
accordance with Article 6 (commencing with Section 16780) ofChapter 4 of Part 3 of Division 2 of Title 2 of the 
Government Code. Approval of the electors of the state for the issuance of bonds under this chapter shall include 
the approval of the issuance of any bonds issued to refund any bonds originally issued or any previously issued 
refunding bonds. 

Sec. 20009. Disposal of interest earned bonds. 

All money deposited in the fund that is derived from premium and accrued interest on bonds sold pursuant to this 
chapter shall be reserved in the fund and shall be available for transfer to the General Fund as a credit to 
expenditures for bond interest. 

Sec. 20010. Bond proceeds not “proceeds of taxes.” 

The Legislature hereby finds and declares that, inasmich as the proceeds from the sale of bonds authorized bythis 
chapter are not “proceeds of taxes” as th at term is used in Article XIII B of the California Constitution, the 
disbursement of these proceeds is not subject to the limitations imposed by that article. 

Sec. 20011. Administration expenses; appropriation. 

Amounts deposited in the fund pursuant to this chapter may be appropriated in the annual Budget Act to the State 
Librarian for the actual amount of office, personnel, and oher customary and usual expenses incurred in the direct 
administration of grant projects pursuantto this chapter, including, but not linked to, expenses incurred bythe State 
Librarian in providing technical assistance to an applicant for a grant under this chapter. 
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LIBRARY BOND ACT OF 2000 REGULATIONS 

(California Code of Regulations, Title 5, Division 2, Chapter 3, Sections 20430-20444) 



ARTICLE 1. GENERAL PROVISIONS 



Sec. 20430. Definitions. 

(a) Addition - a project that increases the floor area of enclosed space of an existing building. “Addition” also 
means “expansion.” 

(b) Addition/remodeling - a project that combines remodeling with an addition to an existing building. 

(c) Administrative costs of the project pducation Code section 19990] - administrative costs include costs of any 
services provided by employees of the applicant jurisdiction or its library service provider, excluding 
professional services as described in section 20432(e) and (f) where such services are required btjae applicant 
jurisdiction to be provided by a Public Works or similar department, or by other departments providing the 
professional services, and where the costs are directly billed to the construction project. 

(d) Applicant - a local jurisdiction as defined under Education Code section 19988 that is eligible for a grant and 
that is in the process of m aking application for California Reading and Literacy Improvement and Public 
Library Construction and Renovation Bond Act of 2000 funds. 

(e) Application Form - the form entitled “Application Form: California Reading and Literacy Improvement and 
Public Library Construction and Renovation Bond Act of 2000 Funds” found in section 20440, Appendix 1 . 

(f) Appraised value - the value of land, an existing build ing, or any other improvements as determined by an 
independent certified appraiser no more than one >ear prior to the date of the Boards deadline for application. 
[See section 20436(a) for appraisal requirements.] 

(g) Architect - an architect holding a valid license unde r California Business and Professions Code, Chapter 3, 
Division 3, commencing with section 5500. 

(h) Assignable square footage - the usable space within th building assigned to fumitureand equipment, excluding 
any non-assignable space. 

(i) Board - California Public Library Construction and Renovation Board. 

(]) Bond Act - the CalifomiaReading and Literacy Improvement and Public Library Construction and Renovation 
Bond Act of 2000 (Education Code sections 19985-20011). 

(k) Co-located library - a library that houses a combined public library and public school libraryin a single facility 
either on or off of school grounds. Library services provided in the facility shall be defined by a cooperative 
agreement between the public library jurisdiction that will operate the library and one or more public school 
districts serving any combination of K-12 students. The terms “co-location project” and “co-located library” 
are used synonymously. If portions of a co-locatd project are not devoted to the delivery and support of public 
library direct service, the project shall be considered, in addition, a multipurpose project. 

(l) Common areas of a miltipurpose building - areas of a multi-occupant building that are shared by its occupants. 

(m) Community Library Needs Assessment - a written evaluatbn of the library service needs of an identified public 
library service area containing the elements specified in section 20440, Appendix 3. 

(n) Completion of the public libraryproject - For the purposs of Bond Act grant projects, the public librarjproject 
shall be considered complete at Substantial Completion. 

(o) Construction manager - an individual who has had responsibility for construction management for five or more 
construction projects in excess of $1,000,000 each, within the 10 y ears prior to the Board’s application 
deadline. 

(p) Conversion - remodeling an existing building that is noteurrently used for public librarypurposes to make it a 
public library. 

(q) Construction cost estimator - an ndividual who has had responsibilityfor five or more construction project cost 
estimates in excess of $1,000,000 each, within the 10 years prior to the Board’s application deadline. 
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(r) Cooperative agreem ent - a written legal agreem ent containing the elem ents specified in section 20440, 
Appendix 2. 

(s) DSA - Division of the State Architect, Department of General Services, State of California. 

(t) Electronic technologies - any electronic device or network that processes or provides access to data or 
information. 

(u) Eligible project costs - reimbursable costs authorized in Education Code sections 19989 and 19995(b) as nade 
specific in these regulations. 

(v) Eligible projected construction cost: 

(1) For new construction - construction contract costs for a public libraryor joint use libraryfacility derived by 
calculating the normal public construction costs in the applicant’s area as specified in section 20436 (c). 

(2) For conversion, rem odeling, and addition/remodeling - construed on costs related to all aspects of 
remodeling, rehabilitating, or renova ting an existing public library facility owned by the applicant; or 
construction costs related to the conversion of a building into a public library , as specified in section 
20436(d). 

(w) Engineer - an engineer holding a valid license unde r California Business and Professions Code, Chapter 7, 
Division 3, commencing with section 6700, in that branch of engineering that is applicable. 

(x) Existing public library - a facility operated to provide public librarydirect service, either owned or leased, if the 
lease has a total duration of not less than 20 years. 

(y) Existing public school library - a facility operated to provide library service to students in a public school, 
either owned or leased, if the lease has a total duration of not less than 20 years. 

(z) Fenestration - the arrangem ent, proportioning, and desi gn of exterior and interior windows, clerestories, 
skylights, window walls, and doors in a building. 

(aa) Field Act - Education Code sections 17281, 17365, and 81130. 

(bb) Gross square footage - the entire area of the buildinginterior including the exterior wall thickness. The total 
of the assignable square footage and the non-assignable s quare footage equals the gross square footage. 
Whenever the terms or abbreviations “square footage,” “square feet,” “SQ FT,” or “SF” are used in the Bond 
Act regulations or appendices without the modifiers “assignable” or “non-assignable,” then the term s or 
abbreviations mean “gross square footage” or “gross square feet.” 

(cc) Inadequate infrastructure - inconing telecommunication connection to a public school building equal to or less 
than 512 thousand bits per second (5 12K bps). 

(dd) Joint use project - a public library project that is either a co-located library or a joint venture project. 

(ee) Joint venture project -a project to construct a public libraryfacility that jointly serves both public libraryusers 
and any combination of K- 12 students as defined by a cooperative agreem ent between a public library 
jurisdiction and one or more public school districts. Joint venture library services are defined in section 20434 
(a) (1) (B). 

(ff) K- 1 2 - kindergarten through grade 12. 

(gg) Library building program -the planning document that describes thespace requirements and all other general 
building considerations required for the design of a public library building, as specified in section 20440, 
Appendix 5. 

(hh) Library consultant - a qualified library consultant who meets all of the following criteria: 

(l) Possesses a Master of Library Science or equivalent 5th year degree in library science. 

(2) Has been a consultant for at least five differenlibrary projects within the lastlO years for the development 
of at least one of the following: 

(A) Library needs assessment. 

(B) Library plan of service. 

(C) Library facility master plan. 

(D) Library site study. 

(E) Library building program. 
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(F) Library architectural plans review. 

(3) Has provided the services in(2) above as an independent contractor or as the enployee of an organization 
involved with the administration of public libraries. 

(ii) Library facilities master plan -a jurisdiction-wide plan detailing the antiapated need for new and/or remodeled 

public library facilities for a specified period of time. 

(]j) Local matching funds - 35% of the total eligible project costs submitted in the Library Project Budget in the 

Application Form, which the applicant is responsible for obtaining from sources other than the Bond Act. 
(kk) Mid-point of construction - the calendar date that falls half-way between the start of construction and 

Substantial Completion of the project. 

(11) Multipurpose building - a milti-occupant facility, part of which is a public libray and part of which is used for 

other purposes. [See also the definition (k), Co-located library], 

(mm) New construction - new building square footage for one or more of the following: 

(1) A totally new library building. 

(2) An addition to an existing public library building owned by the applicant. 

(3) An addition to an existing building that is being converted to a public library building. 

(nn) New public library - any of the following: 

(1) The construction of a new public library building. 

(2) The acquisition of a building that is not currently a public library and remodeling it to become a public 
library. 

(3) A replacement facility for an existing public library, whether on the same site or a new site. 

(oo) Non-assignable space - utility areas of a building required for the function of the building, includinstairways; 
elevators; corridors and interior walkway; public lobbies; restrooms; duct shafts; mechanical rooms; electrical 
closets; telecommunications closets for voice, data, electrical, security, and fire sy stems; janitor’s closets; 
fireplaces; interior and exterior wall thickness; and exte rior amenities that are part of the building but not 
enclosed, such as loading docks and covered patios, porches, and walkways. 

(pp) Project - a remodeling, remodeling with addition, or new construction project forpurposes authorized under 
Education Code section 19989. 

(qq) Project m anager - an individual who has had responsibility for project m anagement of five or m ore 
construction projects in excess of $1,000,000 each, within the 10 y ears prior to the Board’s application 
deadline. 

(rr) Projected construction cost - the construction cost of th library project as estimated by an architect, engineer, 
or construction cost estimator. 

(ss) Public library portion of a building or site - the portion of the building or site dedicated to the delivery and 
support of public library direct services plus the pro rata share of common areas attributable to the delivery and 
support of public library direct services. 

(tt) Readers’ seats - all seating in the libary available for the public of all agesto use while reading print naterials 
(i.e., lounge seating, benches, floor cushions, seating atables, carrels, and study counters). Readers’ seats do 
not include technology workstations. 

(uu) Remodeling - any form of renovation or rehabilitation of an existing facility. The following ter ms are used 
synonymously: remodeling, renovation, and rehabilitation. 

(vv) State matching funds - 65% of the total eligible project costs submitted in the Library Project Budget in the 
Application Form. 

(ww) Substantial Completion - the date on which the owner and contractoragree that the construction contract is 
sufficiently complete to permit the owner to take possession of the facility. 

(xx) Supplemental funds - local funds required to cover ine ligible project costs that are directly related to the 
construction project. 

(yy) Technology workstations - workstations in the library(e.g., tables, carrels, counters, office systems) available 
for the public of all ages to use while operating any kind of library -provided electronic or audiovisual 
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technology (i.e., personal computers, computer terminals, on-line public access conputers (OPAC), audio and 
video units, ADA adaptive technology, and microform readers). 



ARTICLE 2 

CALIFORNIA LIBRARY CONSTRUCTION AND RENOVATION PROGRAM 
Sec. 20432. Purposes of Grants. 

(a) Acquisition of an existing or prefabricated building - A local jurisdiction may acquire, through purchase or 
donation, an existing building or a prefabricated building for the purpose of converting it to a public library. 

(b) Multipurpose building - A local jurisdiction may acquire space in a multipurpose building for use as a public 
library. 

(c) Allowable site use - A local jurisdiction may build a public library facility on land that has been: 

(1) Purchased. 

(2) Donated. 

(3) Leased. 

(4) Secured by a lease-purchase agreement. 

(d) Site development and demolition costs - Site development and demolition costs are eligible if they are: 

(1) Necessary and directly related to the construction of the public library. 

(2) Within the legal boundaries of the public library project site. 

(3) No more than 100 feet beyond the legal boundaries of the site and are required to tie-in the public library 
site with existing utilities and roads. Such work shall be limited to: 

(A) Utilities. 

(B) Paving. 

(C) Sidewalks, curbs, and gutters. 

(D) Landscaping and irrigation. 

(E) Traffic signals. 

(e) Architectural and engineering services. 

(1) Payment of fees for any work related to the publiclibrary construction project performed by architects and 
engineers are eligible project costs provided they are cash expenditures made not earlier than three years 
prior to the submission of the grant application, as specified in Education Code section 19995(b). 

(2) Matching funds credit for architectural plans and drawings. 

( A) The cost of architectural plans and drawings developed solely for the public library project for which 
the application is being made, regardless of when their cost was incurred, may be credited toward the 
matching funds requirement. 

(B) “Architectural plans and drawings” means, and is limited to, the following documents created by an 
architect or engineer that are necessary for the design of the proposed public library building: 

1. Conceptual plans and drawings. 

2. Schematic plans and drawings. 

3. Design development plans and drawings (also referred to as preliminary plans and drawings). 

4. Construction documents and specifications (a Iso referred to as final working drawings and 
specifications). 

(f) Other professionals - Fees for work related to thepublic library construction project performed by the following 
professionals are eligible project costs: 

(1) Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA) consultants 

(2) Attorneys 

(3) Audio-visual consultants 

(4) Building security systems consultants 
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(5) Certified Public Accountants 

(6) Construction managers 

(7) Hazardous m aterials consultants - Registered E nvironmental Assessors registered by the California 
Environmental Protection Agency , Office of Environm ental Health Hazard Assessment, and asbestos 
consultants registered by the California Occupational Sd'cty and Health Adninistration, who are employed to 
perform hazardous materials surveys and related abatement contract administration. 

(8) Historical consultants required to assess the historical significance of an existing building. 

(9) Interior designers employed to: 

(A) Design furnishings and equipment. 

(B) Provide furnishings floor plans and layouts. 

(C) Write specifications. 

(D) Otherwise develop bid docum ents and supervise the bidding and installation of furnishings and 

equipment for the interiors contract or portion of the general contract for the public library 

construction project. 

(10) Independent construction cost estimators employed to provide project cost estimates 

(11) Land surveyors 

(12) Library Consultants providing or assisting in the preparation of: 

(A) Library needs assessments. 

(B) Library plans of service. 

(C) Library facility master plans. 

(D) Library site studies. 

(E) Library building programs. 

(L) Library architectural plans reviews. 

(13) Lighting consultants 

(14) Project Managers 

(15) Real estate appraisers 

(16) Scientists required for CEQA compliance 

(17) Signage consultants 

(18) Technology planning consultants 

(19) Telecommunications consultants 

(20) Traffic engineering consultants 

(g) Remodeling existing public library facilities owned by the applicant jurisdiction 

(1) As required by Education Code 19989(c), all proj ects to remodel existing public library facilities shall 
include “necessary upgrading of electrical and telecommunications systems to accommodate Internet and 
similar computer technology.” 

(2) These improvements are defined as enhancements to the electrical and data systems that provide: 

(A) Dedicated circuits for all computers and their peripherals. 

(B) Copper, fiber optic, or wireless data connections with a minimum of Category 5 data cabling. Category 
5 cable is data communications twisted pair cable appropriate for transmission of signals up to 100 
Mb/second. 

(h) Ineligible project costs - Ineligible project costs include but are not limited to the following: 

(1) Costs for services related to the adninistration of the public library construction project thh are performed 
by employees of the applicant or the libraryservice provider are ineligible. An exception shall be made for 
professional services described in section 20432 (e) and (f) where such services are required by the 
applicant jurisdiction to be provided by a Public Works or similar department, or by other departments 
providing the professional services, and where costs for theservices are directly billed to the construction 
project. 
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(2) Lease or lease-purchasepayments or the value of land secured through a lease or lease-purchase agrccnut. 

(3) The costs associated with portions of a project that will not be used for the delivery and support of public 
library direct services are not eligible project costs. 

(4) In-kind expenditures and services or donations of materials, labor, furniture, equipment, or articles of any 
kind shall not qualify as matching funds and shall not be counted as eligible project costs. 

(5) The value of land owned by the applicant that is already dedicated to the operation of an existing public 
library. 

Sec. 20434. Funding Priorities. 

(a) New public library project priorities 

(1) First priority for new public library facilities: joint use projects. As specified in Education Code section 
19994(a)(1), first priority for new public libraries shall be given to joint use projects in which the agency 
that operates the library and one or m ore school di stricts have a cooperative agreem ent. [See sections 
20440(d)(1) and Appendix 2 for information about Cooperative Agreements.] 

Joint use projects shall be one of two types: 

(A) Co-located library [See “Co-located library” definition in section 20430(k)]. 

(B) Joint venture projects [See “Joint venture project" definition in section 20430(ee)]. 

Joint venture projects shall provide one or more of the following services: 

1. C omputer center - A computer center houses computer systems with electronic resources or other 
educational technologies to assist with any combination of K-12 student learning activities. 
Services shall include one or more of the following: 

a. A range of computer literacy classes covering introductory to advanced skill levels, 

b. Access to the computer resources, including the Internet, for both public and student clienteles. 

c. Computer literacy activities for students and their families or caregivers. 

d. Distance learning equipm ent and staff to enable online instruction and other forms of 
educational interaction with distant communities, individuals, or institutions. 

2. Family literacy center — A fam ily literacy center houses m aterials and space for tutoring and 
instructional activities to improve the ability of K-12 students and their parents or caregivers to 
read and write English and to develop lifelong leaning skills. Activities shall indude one or more 
of the following: 

a. One-to-one tutoring, either personal or online. 

b. Small group instruction. 

c. Reading and writing instruction. 

d. Computers with software to improve reading and writing skills. 

e. Literacy programming for students and their families or caregivers. 

f. After-school literacy programming for students. 

3. Homework center - A homework center houses space to provide materials and formal support to 
assist K-12 students withhomework and/or study assignments. Support shall focus on the needs of 
students including either general assistance in reading, writing, science, language, math skills, and 
study skills, or individual student assignment assistance, or both. Services shall include one or 
more of the following: 

a. Specialized print and electronic resource colfcctions responsive to curriculum needs, including 
designated computer time for student homework needs. 

b. Peer and/or adult assistance, either paid or volunteer. 

c. Instruction in research and study skills. 

d. Provision of appropriate support tools such as bibliographies, listing of web sites, and 
pathfinders. 

e. After-school computer or language literacy activities.

f. Temporary reserve or limited circulation collections in response to teacher requests. 

4. Career center - A career center houses space to provide job, career, and college education 
information to assist K-12 students in assessing and pursuing vocational and career choices. 
Information formats shall include any combination of print, electronic, and audiovisual resources. 
Service shall include one or more of the following: 

a. Resources providing information on various careers and vocations, future opportunities, and 

the necessary associated job skills and/or education. 

b. Career counseling assistance, either paid or volunteer. 

c. Information on available training programs and available jobs. 

d. Resume assistance, online job posting, and interview training. 

e. College-preparation programs, including sc holarship inform ation, college application 
assistance, college entrance exam preparation, and college essay and resume preparation. 

5. Shared electronic and telecom munication library services — Shared library electronic and 
telecommunication services provide for the sharing of electronic equipm ent and resources that 
complement the curriculum of K-12 students. Servces shall include one or more of the following: 

a. Wide-area network between the public library and public school(s). 

b. Collaborative electronic resource database licenses and related training. 

c. Collaborative catalog access and shared circulation systems and related training. 

6. Subject specialty learning centers - Subjectspecialty learning centers house a conprehensive, in- 
depth collection of resources and learning activities on a specific subject area that conplements the 
curriculum of the school district that is a part of the joint use cooperative agreement. 

7. Other library services - Other sim ilar collaborative library services that directly benefit K-12 
students. 

(2) Second priority for new public library facilities: all others. As specified in Education Code section 
19994(a)(2), all other new public library projects shall be given second priority. 

(b) Priorities for remodeling existing public library facilities owned by the applicant jurisdiction 

(1) Remodeling first priority - As specified in Educriion Code section 19994(b)(1), to be considered for first 
priority funding, a project to remodel an existing public library building owned bythe applicant jurisdiction 
shall be within the attendance area of a public elem entary, middle, or high school that, at the tim e of 
application, is identified as having inadequate in frastructure to support access to com puters and other 
educational technology. 

(A) If the project is located in the attendance area offnore than one public school, the applicantmay select 
any one of the schools with inadequate infrastructure. 

(B) The applicant shall submit with the Application Form: 

1 . A letter from the public school district superintende nt verifying that at the tim e of the Board’s 
application deadline: 

a. The project site is located within the attendance area of the identified public school. 

b. None of the public school buildings at th e identified public school has an incom ing 
telecommunication connection greater than 512 thousand bits per second (5 12K bps). 

2. A copy of the public school attendance area m ap showing that the public library project site is 
within the attendance area. 

(2) Remodeling second priority- As specifiedin Education Code section 19994(b)(2), second priority shall be 
given to all other remodeling projects for existing public library facilities owned by library jurisdictions. 

Sec. 20436. Determining Project Costs. 

(a) Determining the value of land and buildings. 

(1) Land and buildings purchased by or donated to the applicant. 

(A) The eligible project cost for land and buildi ngs acquired by the applicant, whether purchased or 
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donated, shall be the appraised value as determined by a certified appraiser no more than one year prior 
to the date of the Board’s deadline for application. 

(B) When an existing building is purchased for conversion and will be a m ultipurpose building, the 
applicant shall provide an appraisal of only the public library portion of the building and site. [ See 
definition: section 20430(ss)]. 

(2) Appraisals of land and buildings. 

(A) An appraisal is only required if the value of the land or building will be claimed as an eligible project 

cost or a local matching fund credit. 

(B) Appraisals of land and buildings to determ ine the best and highest use of the property shall be in 

conformance with the requirements of the Real Edate Appraiser’s Licensing and Certification Law 
(Business and Professions Code sections 22300, et seq.). 

(C) Appraisals shall be performed by an appraiser who: 

1. Has a State Certified General Real Estate Appraiser’s License. 

2. Is an independent appraiser, not an em ployee of the applicant, the applicant’ s library service 
provider, or the seller of the proposed public library site. 

(3) Contested appraisals - If the appraisal is contested by the State Librarian or the applicant, one or m ore 
additional certified appraisals shall be obtainedby the applicant. The difference in the appraisals shall be 
resolved by a determination of land value made by the California Department of General Services, Real 
Estate Division. 

(b) Construction cost estimate - All applicants shall submit with the Application Forma projected construdion cost 
estimate that is based on the conceptual plans and that has been prepared by an architect, engineer, or a 
construction cost estimator. 

The estimate shall be organized in one of the following formats, or in a sim ilar estimating format, at the 

applicant’s option. 

(1) Form at 1 [Construction Specification Institute (C.S.I.) Masterformat Divisions] 

(A) General Requirements. 

(B) Site Work. 

(C) Concrete. 

(D) Masonry. 

(E) Metals. 

(F) Wood and Plastics. 

(G) Thermal and Moisture Protection. 

(H) Doors and Windows. 

(I) Finishes. 

(J) Specialties. 

(K) Equipment. 

(L) Furnishings. 

(M) Special Conditions. 

(N) Conveying Systems. 

(O) Mechanical. 

(P) Electrical. 

(2) Format 2 [R. S. Means Assemblies Cost Data Manual] 

(A) Foundations. 

(B) Substructures. 

(C) Superstructures. 

(D) Exterior Closure. 

(E) Roofing. 
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(F) Interior Construction. 

(G) Conveying. 

(H) Mechanical. 

(I) Electrical. 

(J) General Conditions. 

(K) Special. 

(L) Site Work. 

(c) Determining normal public construction costs for new construction - Tb normal public construction cost in the 
applicant’s area for new construction, both new facilitiesand square footage for an addition, shall be based on 
the January 2002 cost per square foot figures for public libraiybuildings, as detemined by Marshall Valuation 
Service in Special Studies: Library Buildings. The cost per square foot for new facilities is $202, and the cost 
per square foot for square footage added to an exiiing building is $238. These figures do not include costs for 
land acquisition; site development, demolition, utilities, or landscaping; surface and under building parking; 
works of art; shelving; furniture; bu ilt-in service desks, counters, workstations, or other casework; m ovable 
equipment; or architectural and engineering fees. 

(1) Locality adjustments - The current cost shall be modified utilizing the following “California Locality 
Adjustment Table by County.” The current cost figure is mltiplied by the factorinthe adjustment table to 
obtain the locally adjusted cost of public library buildings.

(2) Inflation adjustment. 

( A) The locally adjusted cost may then be increased by 1/5 percent per month for each month from January 
1, 2002, through the estimated mid-point of construction of the project. 

(B) This figure shall be the eligible projected construction cost. This figure, or a lesser amount, shall be 
utilized as the normal public construction cost in the applicant’s area unless justification for a higher 
figure can be made based upon recent local bidding experience. 

(3) Optional method. 

(A) At the applicant’ s option, the locally adjust ed cost figure m ay be replaced by averaging the 
construction contract cost per square foot for a minimum of three comparable public construction 
projects bid in the applicant’s county within three years of the Board’s deadline for application. 

(B) If three comparable public construction project bids cannot be found in the applicant’s county within 
three years of the Board’s deadline for application, this locally determined comparable cost approach 
cannot be utilized by the applicant. 

(C) Comparable public construction projects are: 
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1. Public libraries. 

2. Community colleges. 

3. Post offices. 

4. Museums. 

5. Courthouses. 

6. City halls. 

7. Auditoriums. 

8. Convention centers. 

9. Civic centers. 

10. Senior citizen centers. 

11. Public schools. 

12. Recreation centers. 

(4) Contingency for new construction - For projects with new construction an elig ible contingency not to 
exceed 10% of the eligible projected construction cost may be utilized for any eligible cost in the project 
budget. 

(5) Costs in excess of norm al public construction cost - For projects where the projected construction cost 
exceeds the eligible projected construction cost, the pplicant shall provide 100% of the supplmental funds 
necessary to construct the project at the higher cost. 

(d) Normal public construction costs in the applicant’s area for remodeling. 

(1) For remodeling projects, and for the remodeling portions of conversion and addition/remodeling projects, 
the normal public construction cost in the applicant’s area is the eligible projected construction cost 
estimated by an architect, engineer, or construction cost estimator. 

(2) For remodeling projects, and for the remodeling portion of conversion and addition/rcnodcling projects, a 
contingency of not more than 15% of the projected cost for remodeling may be utilized in the project. 

(3) For addition/remodeling projects, and for the remodeling portion of conversion and addition/remodeling 
projects, an eligible contingency not to exceed 10% of the eligible projected construction cost of the new 
construction and an eligible contingency not to exceed 15% of the eligible projected construction cost for 
remodeling, may be utilized for any eligible cost in the project budget. 

(e) Project budget — The project budget found in the Applica tion Form [see section 20440, Appendix 1] shall 

include both eligible and ineligible project costs directly related to the public library construction project. 

The project budget shall also include the following sources of project revenue: 

(1) Amount of State matching funds. 

(2) Amounts and sources of all local matching funds. 

(3) Amounts and sources of all local supplemental funds. 

(f) Calculating the eligible project costs for miltipurpose projects — For each budget line itenin the project budget 

on the Application Form, applicants shall calculate the eligible project costs as follows: 

(1) Public library direct services areas eligible costs — The applicant shall determine the eligible project costs 
for those areas that are dedicated to the delivery and support of public library direct services. 

(2) Common areas eligible costs — For a multipurpose project, applicants shall determine the eligible cost of 
the common areas by calculating the public library’s pro rata share of those costs. 

(3) Multipurpose project cost analysis - An applicant proposing a multipurpose buildimg project shall submit a 
cost amalysis that has beem prepared by am architect or construction cost estimator. The cost analysis shall 
compare the multipurpose project as a whole to the publiclibrary portion of the project, justifying the cost 
figures in the Multipurpose Project Budget section of the Application Form. 

(g) Projected Library Operating Budget — Applicants shall provide on the Application Form a library operating 

budget that projects: 

(1) The initial library start-up expenses. 

(2) Annual operating expenses for the library. 
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Sec. 20438. Site and Title. 

(a) California Environmental Quality Act (CEQA). 

(1) The applicant, as lead agency, shall submit with the Application Form, evidence that the environmental 
impact documentation (EID) required by CEQA has been fully completed. [See Public Resources Code 
sections 21000-21177 and California Code of Regulations, Title 14, sections 15000 - 15387.] 

(2) This evidence shall consist of one of the following: 

(A) No adverse environmental impact. 

1 . Determining applicability of CEQA for the project— If the applicant has determined that there is no 
possibility the project will result in an adverse environmental inpact, or that the project qualifies for 
a specific statutory or categorical exemption, and therefore is not subject to the provisions oCEQA, 
provide an explanation and appropriate legal citations. 

2. Categorical exemption — If an exemption is claimed for the project, theapplicant shall also submit 
the following: 

a. A statement of the basis for the claim. 

b. A copy of the Notice of Exemption. 

(B) Negative declaration — If a negative declaration was dopted for the project, applicants shall provide a fial 
copy of the negative declaration, as well as a conforned (stamped by the County Clerk) copy of the Notice 
of Determination which has been signed by the lead agency and filed with the County Clerk with the 
Application Form. 

(C) Environmental Impact Report — If the project was the subject of an Environm ental Impact Report (EIR), 
applicants shall provide a final copyof the EIR and aeon formed (stamped by the County Clerk) copy of the 
Notice of Determination which has been signed bythe lead agency and filed with the CountyClerk with the 
Application Form . Applicants shall also provide a copy of the adopted statement of overriding 
considerations. 

(D) State Clearinghouse review — Before adopting a Ncgaivc Declaration or an Environmental Impact Report, 
the applicant shall submit the draft environmental documents to the State Clearinghouse at the following 
address:

The applicant shall take into consideration timely comments made by State agencies on the project before 
adopting final environmental documents and approving the project. The applicant shall provide either the 
compliance letter or the com ments from State agen cies provided by the State Clearinghouse with the 
Application Form. After project approval a Notice of Determination shall be filed with the County Clerk 
before it is submitted with the Application Form. 

(b) Marketable record title - “Marketable record title” means that the title to the property shall include both legal 
and equitable estates, be free of u nk nown encunbrances, and be in a condition that an infomed and reasonable 
buyer, exercising reasonable care, would and should accept it. 

(c) Obtaining marketable record title. 

(1) Site is owned or will be owned by the applicant: 

(A) The applicant shall submit marketable record title to the public library site. 

(B) Applicants with multipurpose buildings shall obtain marketable record title only for thoseportions of the 
multipurpose project site for which Bond Act funds will be expended. 
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(C) If the property is not jet owned by the applicant, the applicant shall otoain proof that marketable record 
title can be obtained. The proof of marketable record title shall include a preliminary title report which 
shall include, but not be limited to, the following, as applicable. 

(2) Lease and lease-purchase agreements — If the public library site will be secured through a lease or lease- 
purchase agreement, the applicant shall provide the State Librarian with proof that the lessor holds 
marketable record title to the public library site and shall comply with the requirements of section 20440, 
Appendix 6, item l.c. 

(3) Acquisition of a building - If the applicant acquirecbr will acquire a building forthe purpose of converting 
it into a public library, the applicant shall obtain marketable record title to the building. 

(4) Preliminary title report required - Proof of current marketable record title shall be subm itted with the 

Application Form, section 20440, Appendix 1 . 

( A) Names and addresses of all owners and their respective interests. 

(B) A description of the exact property being proposed. 

(C) A statement of easements, appurtenances, encumbrances, and all other matters of record that might 
impact the use of the property. 

(D) A plat plan or survey showing in detail the location of the property and any easements. 

(5) Title exceptions — If there are exceptions to the marketable record title, the applicant’s legal counsel shall 
prepare a written opinion indicating that the exceptions present do not diminish the use of the property for a 
public library building or in any way diminish or limit the State’s interest in the property. 

(d) State’s interest recorded in the title record. 

(1) State’s interest in the land 

(A) State’s interest in the land required — When Stat e grant funds have been provided by the Board for 
acquisition of or credit for land, upon com pletion of the project the grant recipient shall record the 
State’s interest in the land in the title record. 

(B) Statement to be added to land title — The title reco rd for land shall specify the State’s interest by 
recording that the land shall be used to providepublic library direct service for 40years following the 
completion date of the project, as specified in Education Code section 19999. 

(2) State’s interest in the public library building 

(A) State’s interest in the building required — When Bond Act funds have been provided for acquisition, 
construction, or rem odeling of a public library facility, upon com pletion of the project the grant 
recipient shall record the State’s interest in the facility in the title record. 

(B) Statement to be added to the building title - The title record for the building shall specify the State’s 
interest by recording that the public libraryfacility shall be used to providepublic library direct service 
for 40 y ears following the com pletion date of the project, as specified in Education Code section 
19999. 

Sec. 20440. Grant application requirements. 

(a) Application for Bond Act grant funds. 

(1) For each application cycle, applicants shall submit: 

( A) A completed Application Form found in section 20440, Appendix 1, and six additional copies of the 
form. 

(B) One copy of each supporting document. 

(2) Applications submitted for each cjcle, including supporting documents, are the property of the California 
State Library. 

(3) Applications shall be submitted by the application deadlines and sent to the mailing address specified in 
section 20442. 

(b) Supporting documentation instructions. 

(1) All supporting documentation shall be submitted with the Application Form. 
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(2) Supporting docum entation is required for all app lications unless otherwise noted in the Bond Act 
regulations. 

(3) If an Executive Summary is specified in a requireddocument, it shall be no longer than two single-spaced 
typed pages. Limit type size to no smaller than 1 1 point if using a computer, or 12 pitch (elite) if using a 
typewriter. 

(c) Supporting document submittals: site and building 

(1) Boundary survey 

(A) All applicants, except those with multipurpose projects, shall provide a boundary survey showing the 
metes and bounds of the proposed library site. 

(B) Applicants with multipurpose buildings shall provide a boundary survey for the entire multipurpose 

project site. 

(C) The survey shall be stamped and signed by a licensed land surveyor. 

(2) Geotechnical report — Applicants with new cons truction or additions to existing public libraries or 
buildings to be converted to public libraries shall provide a copy of a geotechnical report performed by a 
licensed engineer. 

(3) CEQA documentation [See section 20438 (a)] 

(4) Visual record of the existing library. 

(A) Applicants who have existing public library buildings that will be replaced or improved shall provide 
photographs and/or video of the existing public librarybuilding as support documentation concerning 
the age and condition of the building. If a new library building will replace more than one existing 
library, applicants shall provide photographs and/or video of each library being replaced. 

(B) An applicant proposing a co-located joint use project in partnership with a public school that has an 
existing library shall also providephotographs and/or video of each school library that will be replaced 
or improved. 

(C) All photographs and videos shall be labeled with the name of the applicant and the project name. 

(5) Map and visual record of the site - Applicants with new construction or additions to existing public 
libraries or buildings to be converted to public libraries shall provide photographs and/or video of the site 
and surrounding area as follows: 

(A) Visual record 

1. Show views facing toward the site from a minimum of two vantage points from outside the site, 
one of which shall be the building front entrance. 

2. Show at least one view fromeach of the following directionsfrom the vantage point of the middle 
of the site, facing out: north, south, east, and west. 

3. All photographs and videos shall be labeled with the name of the applicant and the project name. 
(B) Map showing the site - Provide one or more maps showing the location of the proposed library site in 

the community showing the following: 

1. The service area of the proposed project, 

2. All major thoroughfares, 

3. All public K- 12 schools and, 

4. All major retail business centers. 

(6) Preliminary title report [See section 20438 (c) (4)] 

(7) Legal opinion regarding title exceptions [See section 20438 (c) (5)] 

(8) Site ownership, option to purchase, or possession of lease. 

( A) If a site is owned by the applicant at the time of application, the applicant shall submit verification of 
ownership. 

(B) If the library site is not owned bythe applicant at the tine of application, the applicant shall submit one 
of the following with the Application Lorm: 

1 . Lor a site that will be purchased, a copyrf a legally executed option to purchaseagreement for the 
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site. 

2. For a site that will be donated, a copy of a legally binding agreement to donate the site. 

3. For a site that will be secured through a leaser lease-purchase agreement, a legally executed lease 
or lease-purchase agreement for the site that is incompliance with the conditions of section 20440, 
Appendix 6, and which m ay contain a provision m aking the lease agreement or lease-purchase 
agreement contingent upon funding of the project by the Board. 

(9) Building ownership (conversion projects). 

( A) If a building is owned bythe applicant at the tin® of application, theapplicant shall submit verification 
of ownership. 

(B) If a building to be converted into a public library is not owned by the applicant at the tim e of 
application, the applicant shall subnit a copy of alegally executed option to purchase agreenent for the 
building. 

(C) In the case of a building that will be donated, the applicant shall submit a copy of a legally binding 
agreement to donate the building. 

(10) Verification of property value — Completed property appraisals shall be submitted with the Application 

Form. [See section 20436 (a).] 

(11) Parking shared use agreenent (if applicable) [Sic Application Form, Library Automobile Parking section] 

(12) Required studies for rem odeling, conversion, and addition-remodeling projects only — Applicants for 

remodeling, conversion, and addition-renovation projects shall submit the following with the Application 

Form: 

(A) Structural study - A licensed engineer’ s study that assesses the structural integrity of the existing 
building. 

(B) Hazardous materials - A hazardous m aterials survey that determines the presence of hazardous 
materials in the building and provides an initial costestimate for the safe removal or abatement of the 
materials. The building survey for hazardous materials shall be performed by a hazardous materials 
consultant as defined in section 20432 (f) (7). 

(C) Energy audit - a study performed by a licensed engineer that assesses the existing facility’s energy 
efficiency and makes specific recommendations regarding how the facility can be made more energy 
efficient. 

(D) ADA study - a study performed by an ADA consultant that assesses the existing facility’s limitations 
for its use by individuals with disabilities and m akes specific recommendations regarding how the 
facility can be made physically accessible. 

(E) Project feasibility study - performed by architects and engineers to detemine the feasibility of utilizing 
a specific building for the proposed public library project. 

(13) First priority remodeling projects only: letter from the public school district superintendent [See section 

20434 (b)(1)(B) 1.] 

(14) First priority remodeling projects only: public school attendance area map [See section 20434 (b) (1) (B) 

2 .] 

(d) Supporting document submittals: planning - For the required supporting documnts defined in Appendices 3-5, 
all components and elements listed in the Appendices are required, but need not be in the specific order listed in 
the Appendices and may appear in any of the planning documents. 

(1) Joint use projects only : cooperative agreem ent. Along with the grant Application Form for a joint use 
project, all applicants for joint use project funding shH submit a copy of the cooperative agreement between the 
public library jurisdiction and the public school district(s)that shall include the elements listed in section20440, 
Appendix 2. 

(2) Community Library Needs Assessment. 

(A) All applicants shall submit a copy of a Community Library Needs Assessment that demonstrates the 
need for the specific project and describes its relationship to the overall public library jurisdiction. 
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(B) Joint use project applicants shall develop tie Community Library Needs Assessment as a collaborative 
effort between both the public library and the public school district(s) and shall also consider and 
respond to the needs of both public library and school library clienteles. 

(C) The Community Library Needs Assessment shall have been completed or revised within five )ears of 
the application deadline. 

(D) Community Library Needs Assessment components - The Community Library Needs Assessment shall 
include, but not be limited to, the elements listed in section 20440, Appendix 3. 

(3) Library Plan of Service. 

( A) Applicants shall submit a Library Plan of Service that describes how the needs of the residents in the 
library service area, as identified in the Com munity Library Needs Assessment, will be met by the 
proposed project. 

(B) The Library Plan of Service shall include the elements listed in section 20440, Appendix 4. 

(4) Library Building Program. 

( A) Applicants shall subnit a Library Building Program that demonstrates how the Library Plan of Service 
will be implemented in the project. 

(B) The Library Building Program shall contain the components listed in section 20440, Appendix 5. 

(5) Conceptual plans submittal. 

(A) All applicants shall submit conceptual plans on paper not less than 24”x36” prepared by an architect 
justifying the architectural and engineering projected construction cost estimate. The plans shall be 
submitted with the Application Form prior to the Board’s application deadline. 

(B) Applicants with multipurpose projects shall submit the required conceptual plans for b oth the total 
multipurpose project, as well as the library portion of the project. 

(C) The conceptual plan submittal shall consist of the following: 

1 . An area plan showing the library site in context with the surrounding neighborhood buildings, 
parking, public transit stops, and streets. Theplans and documentation shall demonstrate that the 
architectural design for the project is compatible with the scale and character of the surrounding 
neighborhood. 

2. A site plan showing the library building, automobile and bic>cle parking, access roads, bicyde and 
pedestrian pathways, and any anticipated future expansion of the building and parking. The site 
plan shall also indicate which direction is north. 

3. A floor plan (single line drawing) identifyng by name the major programmed areas for the library, 
including non-assignable spaces. Each area shall showthe assignable square footagecalled for in 
the library building program and the actual square footage allocated on the floor plan. 

4. Two sections through the building, one longitudinal and one latitudinal. 

5. Two elevations, with one elevation being the front of the library building. 

6. Outline specifications describing the t)pe and quality of building systems, basic components, and 
components unique to the project. The specificati ons shall contain references to any applicable 
sections of State statutes and State building codes. 

(e) Supporting document submittals: financial and certifications. 

(1) Projected construction cost estimate [See section 20436 (b)] 

(2) Multipurpose projects: cost analysis [See section 20436 (f) (3)] 

(3) Resolution certifying project budget, local funding commitment, supplemental funds, and public library 
operation. The applicant’s governing body shall certify the following by resolution and submit a copy of 
the resolution with the Application Form: 

(A) A commitment to provide the local matching fund amount identified in the Library Project Budget, as 
required by Education Code section 19995 (a), inducing and identifying any amounts to be credited to 
local matching funds pursuant to section 19995 (c) and (d). 

(B) A commitment to provide supplemental funds necessary to complete the project at the level stated in 
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the project budget [See section 20436 (e)]. 

(C) The availability of the local milch ing and supplemental funds specified in the project budget when thy 
are needed to meet cash flow requirements for the project. 

(D) The project budget contained in the Library Project Budget section of the Application Form. 

(E) The accuracy and truthfulness of all information submitted in the Application Form and the required 
supporting documents. 

(F) A commitment to operate the completed facility and provide public library direct service, unless the 
public library shall be operated in whole by a jurisdiction other than the applicant. 

(G) A commitment that the facility shall be dedicated to public library direct service use for a period of 40 
years following completion of the project, regardless of any operating agreements the applicant may 
have with other jurisdictions or parties. 

(4) Operation of the facility involving a jurisdiction other than the applicant. 

If the completed public library will be operated by ajurisdiction other than the applicant, the applicant shall 
obtain from the operating jurisdiction a copy of a resolution of its governing body that certifies a 
commitment to operate the conpleted facility and provide pubic library direct service and submit the copy 
with the Application Form. 

(5) Private funds - availability deadline and account certification. 

The applicant shall submit a copy of an account staCmcnt from the applicant’s accounting system showing 
the amount of private funds designhed in the Library Project Budget section of the Application Form. This 
account statement shall be submitted with the Application Form.

(a) Submission of applications; deadlines for application cyles and grant amounts; late or incomplete application 
submissions. 

(1) Application location - Submit applications for each funding cycle to:

(2) Funding cycles 

(A) First funding cycle 

1. The application deadline for the first funding cycle is 5:00 p.m. on Junel4, 2002. 

2. In the first funding cycle the Board will award grants totaling no more than $150,000,000. 

(B) Second funding cycle 

1. The application deadline for the second funding cycle is 5:00 p.m. on March 28, 2003. 

2. In the second funding cycle the Board will award grants totaling no more than $1 10,000,000. 

(C) Third funding cycle 

1. The application deadline for the third funding cycle is 5:00 p.m. on January 16, 2004. 

2. All remaining grant funds will be awarded in the third funding cycle. 

(3) Late applications not considered — Ifan application, or documents required to support the application, are 
not received by the Board’s deadline for application, the application shall not be considered by the State 
Librarian or Board for grant approval during the funding cycle. 

(4) Incomplete applications not considered - If applications, or documents required to support the application, 
are incomplete, the application shall not be considered by the State Librarian or Board for grant approval 
during the funding cycle. 

(b) Corrections to the project application - If, due to oversight or clerical error, the information provided by the 
applicant during the application process proves to be inaccurate, the State Librarian, at his or her discretion, 
may make minor adjustments to correct obviously inaccurate information in applications. 

(c) One application per project — Applicants my submit only one application for each proposed project during any 
single application cycle. 

(d) Resubmission of a project application -Applicants may resubmit project applications that were not funded in 
one application cycle for a subsequent funding cycle by submitting a complete project application. 

(e) Changes in projects after grant award. 

(1) If there are proposed changes to the project afte r grant award that significantly modify the project, 
applicants shall submit the proposed changes to the State Librarian for review and authorization. 

(2) The State Librarian has the sole authority to determine if a change is significant. 

(3) If the State Librarian does not approve the change, the grant recipient may appeal the State Librarian’ s 
decision to the Board. 

(4) The decision of the Board regarding a change in the project is final and binding. 

(f) Value determined by mutual agreement — For purposes of Education Code section 19999 (c) regarding the 
return of State grant funds, deternining the value of thefacility and land by mutual agreement shall mean by an 
appraisal prepared by an independent certified appraiser as specified in section 20436 (a). 
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Sec. 20444. State Payments, Fiscal and Program Compliance Review. 

(a) Frequency of State grant payments; original signatures 

(1) The State Librarian shall authorize State grant papients to the grant recipieil on a periodic reimbursement 
basis. Payments shall be made no more frequently than on a monthly basis. 

(2) Payment requests shall state that the reimbursement request is being made only for eligible project costs. 

(3) Payment requests shall be subnitted with an originalsignature of the grant recipient’s fiscal officer or that 
officer’s designee. 

(b) Final State grant payment 

The final State payment of 1 0% will be made when: 

(1) All eligible project costs have been paid. 

(2) The grant recipient certifies building conpletion by providing a conpliance letter from the local building 
official verifying: 

(A) The date of Substantial Completion of the project. 

(B) The building was completed in accordance with the approved plans and specifications. 

(C) The building has been approved for occupancy. 

(D) Book stack installation has been completed. 

(3) The grant recipient shall subm it evidence that the State’ s interest in the building and the land has been 
recorded in the title record [see Education Code section 19999]. 

(4) Certified Public Accountant (CPA) review and audit submission 

(A) CPA review - Following completion of the project, the grant recipient shall subnit a final fiscal and 
program compliance review performed by an independent CPA utilizing standards established by the 
American Institute of Certified Public Accountants. To be considered independent, the CPA shall not 
be an employee of the grant recipient or the grant ecipient’s library service provider. The CPA review 
shall be submitted to the State Librarian prior to release of the final 10% of State project funds. 

(B) Audit Submission with the CPA review. 

1 . In addition to (A), grant recipients who are subject to the Single Audit Act, Title 3 1 United States 
Code sections 7501 through 7507, shall submit a copy of their most recent Single Audit report to the 
State Librarian with the CPA review. 

2. Recipients who are not subject to the Single Audit Act shall subm it a copy of their m ost recent 
jurisdictional audit report with the CPA review. 

(5) CPA Review deadline 

(A) Grant recipients shall subm it the CPA revi ew no later than 18m onths following Substantial 
Completion of the construction contract for the project. 

(B) If a CPA review indicating fiscal and program conpliance is not received within 1 8 uroliths following 
Substantial Completion, the State may hire a CPA to conduct the review. The final 10% of grant funds 
shall be reduced by the cost of the CPA review.

Article 5.2. Definitions. 

16-600. Definitions. In this chapter, the following definitions apply: 

(a) Addendum - a description of a proposed change to the appr oved plans or specifications prior to bid for 
construction. 

(b) Addition - a project that increases the floor area of enclosed space of an existing building. Addition also neans 
expansion. 

(c) Architect - an architect holding a valid license under Chapter 3, Division 3, of the California Business and 
Professions Code. 

(d) Assignable Square Footage - the usable space within the defining walls of the building assigned to furniture 
and equipment but does not include any non-assignable space. 

(e) Board - the California Public Library Construction and Renovation Board. 

(f) Bond Act - the California Reading and Literacy Improvement and Public LibraryConstruction and Renovation 

Bond Act of 2000, Education Code, Sections 19985-20011. 

(g) Building Code - the California Building Standards Code, Title 24, California Code of Regulations. 

(h) Change order - a description of a proposed chaage, together with a cost cstinaitc for the change order, prepared 
for transmission from the contractor to the project architect or similar official representing the owner. 

(i) Construction Cost Estimator- an individual who has had responsibilityfor five or more construction project 
cost estimates in excess of $1,000,000 each within the previous 10 y ears prior to the Board' s application 
deadline. 

(j) Construction Specifications Institute or CSI - a technical association providing product and specification 
information to its members. 

(k) Design Documents - plans, specifications, and all other docum ents appropriate for the design phase of a 
project. 

(l) Division of the State Architect or DSA the Division of the State Architect, Departnant of General Services, 
State of California. 

(m) Facility- a building used for public library service and operated or intended to be operated by a local 
jurisdiction to provide public library service. The owne r of a facility may be a jurisdiction other than the 
operator of the facility. 

(n) Fenestration - the arrangement, proportioning, and design of ex terior and interior windows, clerestories, 
skylights, window walls, and doors in a building. 

(o) Gross Square Footage - the entire area of the building interior inluding the exterior wall thickness. The total 
of the assignable square footage and the non-assignable square footage equals the gross square footage. 

(p) Library Building Program- the planning document that describes the space requirements and all other general 
building considerations required for the design of a public library building. 

(q) Non-assignable space - utility areas of a building required for the function of the building, including stairway 
elevators; corridors and interior walkways; public lobbies; restrooms; duct shafts; mechanical rooms; electrical 
closets; telecommunications closets for voice, data, elect rical, security and fire sy stems; janitor's closets; 
fireplaces; interior and exterior wall thickness; and exterior amenities that are part of the building but not 
enclosed, such as loading docks and covered patios, porches, and walkways. 
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(r) Plans - the architectural and engineering drawings associatedvith a project such as hut not limited to, vidnity 
maps, site plans, foundation plans, floor plans, reflected ceiling plans, roof plans, cross sections, interior 
elevations, exterior elevations and details. 

(s) Professional Engineer - an engineer holding a valid certificate under Chapter 7, Division 3, of the California 

Business and Professions Code, in that branch of engineering which is applicable. 

(t) Project - the construction, renovation and/oraddition project for which an application has been awarded a grant 

by the Board. 

(u) Readers' Seats - all seating in the libraryavailable for the pubic of all ages to use while reading print mterials 
(i.e., lounge seating, benches, floor cushions, seating at tables, carrels, and study counters). Readers' seats do 
not include technology workstations. 

(v) Remodeling, Rehabilitation and Renovation - a construction change within, or to, an existing building. 

(w) State Librarian - the California State Librarian or a duly authorized representative of the State Librarian. 

(x) State Library - the California State Library. 

(y) State Library Plans Review Form - the form used by California State Library staff to comment on each 
design phase plan submittal. [See Appendix #1], 

(z) Technology workstations - workstations in the library of any form (e.g. tables, carrels, counters, office 
systems) available for the public of all ages to use while operating any kind of library provided electronic or 
audiovisual technology (i.e., personal com puters, com puter term inals, on-line public access computers 
(OPAC's), audio and video units, ADA adaptive technology, and microform readers).

Article 5.3. Administration and Enforcement. 

All Library Bond Act Projects. 

16-700. Local Responsibility for Permitting, Plan Checking and Construction Inspections. 

Local Building Official Responsibilities. The local building official of the jurisdiction responsible for the site 
upon which the facility is located is responsible for routine plan checking and on-site inspections for compliance 
with state and local building codes, regulations and requirements.

16-701. Required Submission to the State Librarian Before Putting a Project to Bid. 

(a) State Librarian Review and Accept Before Bid. No project awarded LibraryBond Act funds shall be put to 
bid before the State Librarian has reviewed and acceptedin sequence, the subnissions of designdocuments and 
final cost estimate as set forth in Section 16-703. 

(b) Projects Which Have Completed any of the DesignDocuments at Grant Award not Required to Submit 
Earlier Versions. Projects which, at the time of approval of their application bythe Board, have conpleted any 
of the design documents in Section 16-703 shall, after giant award, submit a copy of the final library building 
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program and the most current set of design documents to the State Librarian for the required review. Earlier 
versions need not be submitted.

16-702. Timetable for Architectural and Engineering Plans and Specifications Review and Acceptance. 

(a) Conceptual Plans and Outline Specifications Review. Conceptual plans shall be returned to the grant 
recipient within fifteen (15) working days after the grant award by the Board. 

(b) State Librarian Plans Review. The State Librarian shall review and accept: 

1. Schematic Design Plans and Specifications Review. The review period for schematic documents [See 
Section 16-703(h)] is fifteen (15) working days after receipt. 

2. Design Development Plans and Specifications Review. The review period for design development 
documents [See Section 16-703(i)] is twenty-one (21) working days after receipt. 

3. Construction Documents and Specifications Review. The review period for onstruction documents [see 
Section 16-703(j)] is thirty (30) working days after receipt. 

4. Final Review of Construction Documents. The review period for fma 1 construction documents [see 
Section 16-703(k)], before going to bid, is five(5) working days after receipt. Final review shall occur after 
all local jurisdictional approvals have been obtained. 

(c) Revision to Previously Accepted Set of Design Documents. The State Librarian shall review and accept, 
within ten (10) working days after receipt, any revisions to a previously accepted set of design documents , 
including any revisions resulting from the local plan check, that affect the following: 

1. Alter Use of Space. Alter the proposed use of all or part of the library building; 

2. Change Square Footage of Space. Change the square footage by 10% or m ore of a building space 
identified in the grant recipient's building program , and in the m ost recently accepted set of design 
documents; 

3. Decrease Library Components. Decrease the num her of collections, readers’ seats, technology 
workstations, staff workstations and offices, meeting room seating by more than 1 0%; 

4. Change in Building Systems with Negative Impacts. Change the lighting, power, or data distribution 
systems in a manner that negatively impacts the use ofthe building, furniture, and equipnent by the public 
or staff; 

5. Modify Access Compliance. Modify access com pliance from most recently accepted set of design 
documents; 

6. Functional Layout. Change the layout of the library furniture and equipment in a way that negatively 
effects the functional operation of the facility as a library. 

(d) State Librarian Acceptance. Following the time period for review, the State Librarian shall either accept or 
notify the grant recipient of the deficiencies that are to be corrected. If the State Librarian does neither, the 
submission is accepted as submitted. 

(e) Plans and Specifications Submittal Review Period Extension. The State Librarian may extend the plans 
review period up to fifteen (15) additional working days if potential designor construction defects are identified 
in the plans and specifications. A letter of notification ofhe additional fifteen (15)working day review period 
will be sent to the grant recipient.

(b) State Librarian Review and Acceptance of Architectural and Engineering Plans.The State Librarian shall 
review and accept, in sequence, the final 1 i brarybu i 1 d ing program, the architectural and engineeringplans, and 
the construction cost estim ates. For each submittal of schem atic plans, design developm ent plans, and 
construction documents, the grant recipient shall submit to the California State Library, the following: 

1. Number of Sets of Plans Required. Four (4) sets of plans and specifications; and 

2. One (1) Copy of All Supporting Documents Required. One (1) copy of all other documentation as 
designated in this section for each design phase. 

(c) Sheet Numbering. All plan sheets shall be identified by a sheet number and be cross-referenced. Sheet 
numbers shall also correspond to a sheet index on the Title sheet. 

(d) Preliminary, Detailed, and Final ConstructionCost Estimates. An independent, professional construction 
cost estimator who is not an em ployee of the grant recipient or library service provider shall provide the 
Preliminary Construction Cost Estimate for the Schematic Design Plans and Specifications Review, the Detailed 
Construction Cost Estim ate for the Design Developm ent Plans and Specifications Review, and the Final 
Construction Cost Estimate for the Construction Documents and Specifications Review. All estimates shall be 
priced out at the current market conditions prevailing at the time the plans and specifications are submitted to 
the State Library. 

(e) Incomplete Submittals. If the State Library determ ines that any design plan subm ittal is incom plete or 
incorrect, the grant recipient will be notified of the missing or incorrect docum ents within five (5) day s of 
receipt of the submittal. The tine period for State Libnrian review will not begin until the lissing or corrected 
documents are submitted to the State Library. 

(f) State Library Plans Review Form. In response to any design phase review, State Librarycomments shall be 
documented on a State Library Plans Review Form, and returned to the grant recipient. The grant recipient 
shall address each State Librarycomment on the plans orspecifications, making appropriate changes andnoting 
on the State Library Plans Review Form each change nude and where it can be found on the drawings or in the 
specifications. The grant recipient shall return one (1) copyif this revised formto the State Libraryat the next 
required design phase submittal. 

(g) Conceptual Plans and Outline Specifications Review. Conceptual plans and outline specifications previously 
submitted with an application shall be sent with State Library comments to the grant recipient. The grant 
recipient shall incorporate these comments into the Schematic Design Plans and Specifications. 

(h) Schematic Design Plans and Specifications Review. The grant recipient shall provide the following: 

1. Final Library Building Program. A final library building program. 
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2. Preliminary code information. Preliminary code information documented on the title sheet of drawings 
including occupancy , construction type, site and building access, any applicable seism ic and energy 
provisions, planning and environmental compliance information, and any other code applications to specific 
project conditions. 

3. Site Plan. A site plan showing the library building, parking (including number of spaces and location of 
accessible parking), and trees or other features which m ust remain in their original locations, and access 
drives as well as any anticipated future expansion of the building and parking. The site plan shall have a 
north arrow. Property lines shall be shownclearly as determined by the boundary survey completed as part 
of the grant application. 

4. Floor Plans. Floor plans of the spaces listed in the library building program and identified by the area/space 
name assigned in the librarybuilding program Show dl columns; identify all functional areas including all 
non-assignable spaces. 

5. Furniture and Equipmert Plan. A furniture and equipment plan thatidentifies all furniture and equipment 
based on the library building program. The furniture and equipment plan shall be a computer-generated 
drawing, drawn to scale. Show all columns and coordinate with the floor plan. Show critical dimnsions for 
the following: overall dim ensions, dim ensions be tween columns, dimensions for exiting and access 
compliance, and other dimensions that demonstrate the required quantity of furniture and equipment will fit 
into the proposed building, and allow for full code compliance and functioning of the facility. 

6. Assignable Square Footage Tabulation. A tabulation of the assignable square footage for each area called 
for in the final librarybuilding program compared to the assignable square footage shown on the floor plan. 

7. Collection Tabulation. A tabulation of the nunber of books, magazines, and audio-visual materials called 
for in the library building program compared to the number of books, magazines, and audio-visual materials 
that can be housed given the proposed furniture and equipment plan. The tabulation shall also provide the 
conversion factors utilized (books per double-faced unit, or books per linear foot). 

8. Technology Workstations Tabulation. A tabulation of the number of technology workstations by area 
called for in the librarybuilding program compared to the nunber of technology workstations shown on the 
furniture and equipment plan. 

9. Readers' Seats Tabulation. A tabulation of the number of readers' seats by area called for in the library 
building program compared to the number of readers' seats shown on the furniture and equipment plan. 

10. Exterior Elevations. Elevations of all four sides of the building showing general locations of openings, 
roof lines, grade lines. 

11. Roof Plan. A roof plan showing roofing material, roof slope and direction of slope; roof overhangs and 
major elements and their relationship to the exterior wall of the building. 

12. Building Sections. Two sections through the building, one longitudinal and one latitudinal. 

13. Engineering Plans and Specifications. 

A. Civil: on-site and off-site utilities, fire protection, drainage, paving and grading. 

B. Structural: basic structural materials and systems, analyses, and development of design solutions. 

C. Mechanical: energy source, heating, ventilating, and air conditioning (HVAC), conservation, 

plumbing, fire protection, security systems. 

D. Electrical: power, data, communication, lighting, fire and security sy stems, and general space 

requirements. 

E. Landscape: conceptual design solutions for land forms, lawns and plantings based on program 

requirements, physical site characteristics, design, and environmental objectives. 

14. Outline Specifications. Outline specifications describing the type and quality of building systems, basic 
components, and components unique to the project. Outline specifications for the engineering disciplines 
listed in (13) "Engineering Plans and Specifications" above shall be included. 
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15. Preliminary Construction Cost Estim ate. A prelim inary construction cost estim ate consisting of a 
projected cost for the construction project based on the most recent schematic design studies, current and 
historic area, volume, or other unit costs. The estimate shall include an assenblies (or CSI format) estimate 
summary. 

(i) Design Development Plans And Specifications Review. The grant recipient shall provide the following: 

1. Site Plan. A site plan showing all buildings dim ensioned from adjacent structures or other critical site 

features, datum elevations at all entries, street linesand grades, property lines, required setbacks, easements, 
parking, sidewalks, preliminary site and exterior building lighting scheme with identification of fixture 
types, and routing of sewer, water, gas and other utilibs, site detailing showingtypical external elements. 

2. Floor Plans. Floor plans showing conplete functional layout, room designations, all major dimensions, all 

critical dimensions, and all columns. 

3. Exterior Elevations. Elevations showing full-height facades, ty pe and extent of exterior finishes, all 

openings including fenestration, and overall vertical building heights related to eJablished building datum 
Indicate treatment of visible mechanical equipment and abutting topography and grade relationship. 

4. Roof Plan. A roof plan delineating roofing materials, direction and slope of roof; relationship of exterior 

wall to roof, overhangs and covered areas; mechanical equipment areas and screening; and location and 
major dimensions for major roof elements. 

5. Building Sections. Two building sections (one longitudina 1 and one latitudinal) showing the overall 

building solution with typical wall construction, foundation, parapet design, insulation methods, window, 
mechanical penetrations impact, relationship of various levels, floor to ceiling heights, and ceiling height 
and bookstack height coordination anticipating code compliant fire sprinkler installation. 

6. Details. Detail sheets showing key conditions, such as, window and frame types, frame and door types, 

typical wall types, non-typical design-related detailing. 

7. Interior Elevations. Interior elevations showing typical and special spaces, and anybuilt-in cabinetry or 

counter item s. These drawings shall be of pre-fma 1 quality adequate to convey design intent. Basic 
dimensions shall be delineated, along with casework, ounters, and other built- ins with heights and depths 
shown. 

8. Reflected Ceiling Plan. Reflected ceiling plan integrated to show structural, mechanical, and electrical 
impacts, including low voltage systems, e.g. security, audio-visual, and public address system speakers. 

9. Schedules. Schedules are to be non-repetitive and com prehensive with key ing to floor plans and 

elevations; pre-final interior finishes, frame and door, window and glazing, and preliminary hardware. 

10. Furniture, Furnishings, and Equipment Plan. Furniture, furnishings, and equipm ent plan with any 
special interior design features. Preliminary documentation of materials, finishes, and colors. 

11. Signage Schedule and Plan. Signage schedule and planindicating the size, type and nomenclature of all 
interior signs. 

12. Assignable Square Footage Comparison. A tabulation of the assignable square footage for each area 
called for in the final library building program compared to the assignable square footage shown on the 
floor plan. Any changes from the accepted schematic plans shall be highlighted. 

13. Engineering Plans and Specifications. 

A. Civil: Grading, drainage, and preliminary details for on-site and off-site work. 

B. Structural: Basic structural system and dimensions, structural and foundation design criteria, and 

preliminary sizing of major structural components. 

C. Mechanical: Preliminary equipment and duct layout, approximate equipment sizes and capacities, 

required space for equipment, chases, and clearance coordination with structural, acoustical and energy 
conservation measures, and visual impacts. 
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D. Plumbing: Preliminary plumbing lines routing within the building, point of cnty of water, gas, storm 

drains, and sewer to building and preliminary details. 

E. Electrical: Electrical site plan. Preliminary lighting plan and fixture schedule, single line diagram, 

preliminary power, data, and com munication plans, security and fire alarm plans, and low-voltage 

plans. 

i. Lighting System Plan. Lighting s)stem plan overlaid on the fumishhgs, equipment, and signage 
plan. Show all sources of artificial ilium ination with a legend that indicates the ty pe of light 
fixture. 

ii. Catalog "Cut" Sheets. Catalog "cut" sheets for each lighting fixture showing the fixture 
configuration, type and lens. The cut sheets must be keyed to the legend on the plans for quick 
identification. 

iii. Electrical and Data Distribution Systems Plan. Electrical and data distribution sy stems plan 
overlaid on the furnishings, equipment, and signage plan. Show all service panel boards, power 
outlets, telephone, data corrmunication outlets, and audio-visual outlets with a legend that indicates 
the ty pe of outlets. Also, include locations of book detection gates and security sy stem 
components (surveillance cameras, motion and glass break detectors, nagnetic door contacts, and 
card access system readers), and public address system speaker locations. 

F. Landscape: Preliminary planting and irrigation plans with preliminary details. 

14. Draft Specifications. Draft specifications including com prehensive, abbreviated descriptions of size, 
character, and quality of methods, materials, and systems. Coordinate specifications with the drawings. 
Use Construction Specifications Institute (CSI) format with applicable section num bers. Include all 
engineering specifications, and special or supplementary conditions specific to the project. 

15. Detailed Construction Cost Estimate. A Detailed Construction Cost Estim ate and Summary shall be 
prepared updating and refining the Preliminary Construction Cost Estimate of the project. The following 
shall be shown: (1) a breakdown for eachmajor area of construction work in CSI format; (2) all estimates 
shall include individual item unit costs (materials, labor and equipment); quantities and total quantitycosts; 
(3) sales tax; general contractor's construction indirects (general conditions, overhead and profit; 
subcontractor's mark-ups shall be listed separately; (4) the estimate shall separate the Project's building 
costs from site and utilities costs. 

(j) Construction Documents and Specifications Review. The grant recipient shall provide the following: 

1. Complete Set of Construction Documents. A complete set of construction docum ents including all 
drawings, and specifications, structural calculations, and energy load calculations in accordance with the 
Building Code; and contract langua ge, along with all other docum entation required as part of the bid 
package. All building systems must be delineated fully to illustrate their proposed scope and functions. 

2. Final Construction Cost Estimate. A detailed Final Construction Cost Estimate and Summary shall be 
prepared in CSI format, updating and refining the De tailed Construction Cost Estim ate, including: (1) 
individual line items, unit costs (materials, labor, and equipment); quantities and total quantity costs; (2) 
sales tax; general contractor' s construction indirects (general conditions, overhead and profit; 
subcontractor's mark-ups shall be listed separately,) and (3) the estimate shall separate the Project^ building 
costs from site and utilities costs. 

(k) Final Review of Construction Documents. Once the State Librarian has accepted the construction docu rants 
and all of the local code compliance reviews have been completed, the grant recipient shall send to the State 
Library one (1) final copy of stamped and signed plans and specifications, which will be used by contractors 
when providing their bids. All sheets of the plans sha 11 be signed, as well as the specifications cover by the 
architect or appropriate engineer. 

(l) Access Compliance. Grant recipient, upon receipt of DSA approval, shall provide documentation of DSA 

Access Compliance approval for the project to the StatcLibrarian. (See Access Compliance by the Division of 
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the State Architect authority as citedin Government Code Section 4450 et. seq., and the coipliance procedures 
found in California Building Standards Code, Title 24, Code of Regulations, Part 1, Sections 5-101 et. seq.).

16-704, Bookstacks. 

(a) Bookstack Installation Acceptance. No bookstacks may be installed, remodeled or moved until the State 
Librarian has reviewed and accepted in sequence the following: 

1. Specifications for the Bookstacks. Specifications for the bookstacks, which inplementthe standards in 
Part 2 of the California Building Standards Code; and 

2. Local Review and Approval of Bookstack Installation. The local review and approval of the booktack 
contractor's calculations showing that the installation meets the specification. 

(b) Requirement for Bookstacks Installed at a Later Date. The requirement in Section 16-704(a) applies to 
bookstacks to be installed, remodeled or moved in any project receding Library Bond Act funds. It also applies 
both to bookstacks included in the local construction contact and to bookstacks contracted foiseparately from 
the local construction contract, but installed within one yar of the conpletion of the local construction contact. 

(c) Bookstack Installation Must Meet Specifications for 40 Years. The grant recipient or its successor in 
interest shall ensure that any bookstacks installed, moved or remodeled in any project during the forty (40) 
years following acceptance of the project by the local jurisdiction having title to the facility conform to the 
specifications for library bookstacks in the California Building Standards Code.

16-705. Floor Loads. 

(a) Standards for Floor Loads. Implement the Standards in Part 2 of the California Building Standards Code. 

(b) Floor Load for Adjacent Areas to Bookstacks. If any floor areas in a project are adjacent to bookstacks and 
the bookstacks may expand to these adjacent areas, even if not originally so intended, those areas shall conform 
to the same floor load standards as required for the bookiacks. (Refer to California Building Standards Code, 
Part 2).

16-706. Renovations. 

(a) Public Library Renovation Requirements. Renovation of public library facilities shall conform to the 
California Building Standards Code, Title 24, Califomi a Code of Regulations requirements for renovation, 
except that: 

1. Renovation Projects - California Historical Building Standards Code. Renovation of facilities 
classified as qualified historicalbuildings or structures under Health and Safety Code Section 18955 shall 
meet the requirements of the California Historical Bidding Standards Code instead of the requirements of 
the California Building Standards Code, Title 24, California Code of Regulations. 
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2. Renovation Projects - California Code for Building Conservation. Renovation projects that include 
unreinforced masonry shall conform to Part 10 of the California Building Standards Code, the California 
Code for Building Conservation.

16-707. State Librarian Acceptance of Addenda and Change Orders. 

(a) Changes in Accepted Plans. Changes of the accepted plans or specifications shall be made by means of an 
addendum or change order sent to the address specified in Section 16-703 (a). 

(b) Addendum and Change Order Types Requiring State Librarian Review.A grant recipient shall submit to 
the State Librarian for review and acceptance addenda or change orders that would: 

1. Alter Use of Space. Alter the proposed use of all or part of the library building; 

2. Change Square Footage of Space. Change the square footage by 10% or m ore of a building space 
identified in the grant recipient's building program, and in the final construction docunsnts accepted by the 
State Librarian; 

3. Decrease Library Components. Decrease the num her of collections, readers’ seats, technology 
workstations, staff workstations and offices, meeting room seating by more than 1 0%; 

4. Change in Building Systems with Negative Impacts. Change the lighting, power, or data distribution 
systems in a manner that negatively impacts the use ofthe building, furniture, and equipnent by thepublic 
or staff; 

5. Modify Access Compliance. Modify access compliance from what was approved by Division of State 
Architect's Access Compliance unit. 

(c) Addendum and Change Order Requirements. Addenda and change orders shall state the reason for the 
change and the scope of work to beprovided, and where necessary supplementary drawings shall be furnished 
to clearly describe the change. 

(d) Acceptance of Addenda or Change Orders. Upon receipt ofany addenda or change orders requiring review 
in accordance with the preceding subsections, the State Libraian shall, within three (3) working day of receipt, 
review and: 

1. Accept. Accept the addendum or change order; or 

2. Return for Resubmission. Return the addendum or change orde r, stating the reasons why it was not 
accepted, for revision or additional justification and resubmission. 

(e) Addenda or Change Orders Issued as Submitted. If the State Librarian has not accepted or returned the 
addendum or change order within three (3) working da ys, the addendum or change order m ay be issued as 
submitted. 

(f) All Other Project Addenda and Change Orders. All addenda or change orders not covered by Section 16- 
707(b) shall be issued without the State Librarian's review and acceptance.

16-708. State Access to Construction and Records. 

Access to Construction Siteand Project Records. The grant recipient shall provide the State Librarian reasonable 
access to the construction site and to project records.

Chapter 9 

904.2.11.4 Autom atic Sprinkler and Extinguishing System s. For public libraries constructed with funds 

awarded under the California Reading and Literacylmprovement and Public Libiary Construction and Renovation 

Bond Act of 2000: 

(a) Fire Sprinkler System Requirement. All libraries funded for new construction, including additions, shall 
have automatic fire sprinkler systems installed. 

(b) Fire Sprinkler System Requirement for Renovations of Existing Facilities. If there is no automatic fire 
sprinkler system in the existing facility , grant recipients shall be required to install a fire sprinkler sy stem 
throughout the existing facility. 

(c) Fire Sprinkler System Types. The grant recipient may choose, on approval by the local fire authority, from 
wet-pipe, dry- pipe or pre-action systems, utilizing listed standard, early suppression fast response (ESFR), or 
on/off type sprinkler heads. 

(d) Book Return Room s and Slots. Book return room s with slots in exterior walls shall have an automatic 
sprinkler head and be of approved fire-resistive construction. Book return slots and book drops shall have an 
additional automatic sprinkler head when shielded from the room sprinkler head. 

(e) System Monitoring Requirement. All fire protection sjstems shall be monitored by a fire alarm supervising 
station in accordance with the National Fire Protection Association (NFPA) 72. 

(f) Alternate Fire-Extinguishing Systems for Specialized Areas. When approved by the fire authority having 
jurisdiction, other types of approved automatic fire-extinguishing systems may be utilized as an alternate to 
sprinklers in the following areas: rare book rooms, central computer rooms, and telecommunication rooms. 

(g) Automatic Sprinkler System Plan Requirement. Fire sprinkler system drawings shall use the furniture plan 
as a background for coordination with furniture and bookstack location and height.

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CALIFORNIA LIBRARY CONSTRUCTION AND RENOVATION BOND ACT OF 1988 

(Education Code, Title 1, Division 1, Part 11, Chapter 11, Articles 1-3, Sections 19950-19981) 

ARTICLE 1. GENERAL PROVISIONS 



Sec. 19950. Title. 

This chapter shall be known and may be cited as the California Library Construction and Renovation Bond Act of 

1988. 

Sec. 19951. Findings. 

The Legislature finds and declares all of the following: 

(a) The public library is a supplement to the formal system of free public education, a source of information and 
inspiration to persons of all ages, cultural backgrounds, and economic statuses, and a resource for continuing 
education and reeducation beyond the years of formal education, and therefore deserves adequate financial 
support from government at all levels. 

(b) It is in the interest of the people and of the statethat there be a general diffusion of information and knowledge 
through the continued operation of free public libraries. Tls diffusion is a matter of general concern inasmuch 
as it is the duty of the state to provide encouragem ent to the voluntary lifelong learning of the people of the 
state. 

(c) Many existing public library facilities are not safe, efficient, or accessible for use, adequate for the size of the 
communities they serve, or otherwise capable of providing the public library services needed by the 
communities they serve. 

(d) Many communities that are populous enough to require a public library facility do not have one. 

(e) Local public libraryauthorities do not have sufficientfunds to construct or rehabilitate necessarypublic library 
facilities. 

(f) Funding to meet the need for public libraryfacilities, which is beyond the ability of local government to supply, 
is most appropriately met by a partnership of state and local governments. 

Sec. 19952. Definitions. 

As used in this chapter, the following terms have the following meanings: 

(a) “Committee” means the California Library Construction and Renovation Finance Committee created pursuant 
to Section 19972. 

(b) “Fund” means the California Library Construction and Restoration Fund created pursuant to Section 19955. 

(c) “Board” m eans the California Library Construction and Renovation Board. The board includes the State 
Librarian, the Treasurer, the Director of Finance, the Assembly Member appointed by the Speaker of the 
Assembly, and the Senator appointed by the Senate Rules Committee. 

Legislative members of the board shall meet with, and participate in, the work of the board to the extent that 
their participation is not inconpatible with their dutiesas Members of the Legislature. For the purposes of this 
chapter, Members of the Legislature who are lumbers of the board shall constitute a joint legislative committee 
on the subject matter of this chapter. 
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ARTICLE 2. CALIFORNIA LIBRARY CONSTRUCTION 
AND RENOVATION PROGRAM 

Sec. 19955. California Library Construction and Renovation Fund. 

The proceeds of bonds issued and sold pursuant to this chapter shall be deposited in the California Library 
Construction and Renovation Fund, which is hereby created. Notwithstanding Section 13340 of the Government 
Code, the fund shall be continuously appropriated without regard to fiscal year. 

Sec. 19956. Eligibility for grants. 

All moneys deposited in the fund shall be available for grants to any city, county, city and county, or district that is 
empowered at the time of the project application to own and maintain a facility for the acquisition, construction, 
remodeling, or rehabilitation of facilities for public library services. 

Sec. 19957. Purposes of grants. 

The grant funds authorized pursuant to Section 19956and the matching funds provided pursuant to Section 19962 
shall be used by the recipient for any of the following purposes: 

(a) Acquisition or construction of new facilities or additions to existing facilities. 

(b) Acquisition of land necessary for purposes of subdivision (a). 

(c) Remodeling of existing facilities for energy conservation purposes. 

(d) Remodeling of existing facilities to provide access for the disabled. 

(e) Rehabilitation of existing facilities to bring them into compliance with current health and safety requirements 
for public facilities. 

(f) Procurement and installation of shelving fastened to the structure, and built-in equipment required to make a 
facility fully operable. 

(g) Payment of fees charged byarchitects, engineers, aid other design professionals whose services are required to 
plan and execute a project authorized pursuant to this chapter. 

Sec. 19957.5. Eligibility for grant for public library facilities. 

(a) An applicant for a grant for the acquisition, constructin, remodeling, or rehabilitatbn of public library facilities 
under this chapter, as opposed to an application for a grant to acquire land pursuant to subdivision (b) of Section 
19957, shall be eligible to apply for that grant if thatapplicant has an order issued by a court for possession of 
property in an eminent domain action pursuant to Section 1255.410 of the Code of Civil Procedure. 

(b) The terms “purchase of land” or “acquisition of land,” as u sed in this chapter, or in any rule, regulation, or 
policy adopted by the State Librarian pursuant to Section 19960, shall include, but shall not be limited to, the 
acquisition of land by eminent domain and the eligible cost of acquisition of land by eminent domain shall be 
the fair market value of the property as defined by Sections 1263.310 to 1263.330, inclusive, of the Code of 
Civil Procedure. However, the eligible cost of the lad for a library project's site acquired by eminent domain, 
if title to the land will not be transferred until after the grant application is submitted, shall be limited to the 
appraised value of the land. 

Sec. 19958. Purposes for which grant and matching funds may not be used. 

No grant funds authorized pursuant to Section 19956 omatching funds provided pursuant to Section 19962 shall be 
used by a recipient for any of the following purposes: 

(a) Books and other library materials. 

(b) Administration costs of the project, including, but not limited to, the costs of all of the following: 

(1) Preparation of the grant application. 

(2) Procurement of matching funds. 
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(3) Conducting an election for obtaining voter approval of the project. 

(4) Plan checking and code compliance inspections. 

(c) Interest or other carry ing charges for financing the project, including, but not lim ited to, costs of loans or 
lease-purchase agreements in excess of the direct costs of any of the authorized purposes specified in Section 
19957. 

(d) Any ongoing operating expenses for the facility, its personnel, supplies, or any other library operations. 

Sec. 19959. Competitive bidding. 

All construction contracts for projects funded in part th rough grants awarded pursuant to this chapter shall be 
awarded through competitive bidding pursuant to Part 3 (commencing with Section 20100) of the Public Contract 
Code. 

Sec. 19960. Administration by State Librarian. 

This chapter shall be administered by the State Librarian, who shall adopt rules, regulations, and policies for the 
implementation of this chapter. 

Sec. 19961. Applications for grants. 

A city, county, city and county, or district may apply to the State Librarian for a grant pursuant to this chapter, as 
follows: 

(a) Each application shall be for a project for a purpose authorized by Section 19957. 

(b) The applicant shall request not less than thirty-five thousand dollars ($35,000) per project. 

(c) No application shall be submitted for a project for which construction bids already have been advertised. 

Sec. 19962. Matching funds. 

(a) Each grant recipient shall provide matching funds from any available source in an am o unt equal to 35 percent of 
the costs of the project. The remaining 65 percent of the costs of the project shall be provided through 
allocations from the fund. 

(b) Qualifying matching funds shall be cash expenditures in the categories specified in Section 19957 which are 
made no earlier than three y ears prior to the submission of the application to the State Librarian. Except as 
otherwise provided in subdivision (c), in-kind expenditures shall not qualify as matching funds. 

(c) Land donated or otherwise acquired for use a a site for the facility, including, but not linited to, land purchased 
more than three >ears prior to the submission of the application to the State Librarian, nay be credited towards 
the 35 percent matching funds requirement at its appraised value as of the date of the application. 

(d) Cash expenditures not to exceed 10 percent for fumihings required to make the facility fully operable may be 
credited towards the 35 percent matching funds requirement. The recipient shall certifyto the board that these 
furnishings have an estimated useful life of not less than 10 years. 

(e) Architect fees for plans and drawings for libraryenovation and new construction,including plans and drawings 
purchased more than three y ears prior to the subm ission of the application to the State Librarian, may be 
credited towards the 35 percent matching funds requirement. 
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Sec. 19963. Allowance for art works. 

An amount not to exceed 1 percent of the cost of construction of the project may be used for appropriate works of 
art to enhance the facility. 

Sec. 19964. Excessive costs. 

(a) The estimated costs of a project for which an application is submitted shall be consistent with normal public 
construction costs in the applicant's area. 

(b) An applicant wishing to construct a project with costs which exceed norm al public construction costs in the 
applicant's area may apply for a grant in an a noun t not to exceed 65 percent of the nomal costs if the rpplicant 
certifies that it is capable of financing the remainder of the project costs from other sources. 

Sec. 19965. Changes in amount of grant. 

Once an application has been approved bythe board and included in the State Librarian's request to the conmittee, 
the amount of funding to be provided to the applicant shall not be increased. Any actual changes in project costs 
shall be the full responsibilityof the applicant. In the e«nt that the amount of fundingwhich is provided is greater 
than the cost of the project, the app licant shall return that portion of th e funding which exceeds the cost of the 
project to the State Librarian. 

Sec. 19966. Considerations in reviewing applications. 

In reviewing applications, the board shall consider all of the following factors: 

(a) Needs of urban and rural areas. 

(b) Projected population growth. 

(c) Changing concepts of public library service. 

(d) Distance of the proposed project from other existing and proposed facilities. 

(e) Age and condition of the facility. 

Sec. 19967. Facility dedicated to direct public library service. 

(a) A facility, or the part thereof, acquired, constructedyemodeled, or rehabilitated with grants receive! pursuant to 
this chapter shall be dedicated to pubic library direct service use for a period of not less than 20qars following 
completion of the project, or the useful life of the building, whichever is longer. 

(b) If the facility, or part thereof, acquired, constructedyemodeled, or rehabilitated withgrants received pursuantto 
this chapter ceases to be used for public library direct service prior to the expiration of the period specified in 
subdivision (a), the board shall be entitled to recover frai the grant recipient or tie recipient's successor in the 
maintenance of the facility, an amount which bears the sane ratio to the value of the facility or the appropriate 
part thereof, at the tine it ceased tobe used frompublic library direct service as the amount of the grant bore to 
the cost of the facility or appropriate part thereof. Fa purposes of this subdivision, the value of the facility, or 
the appropriate part thereof, shall be determined by the mutual agreement of the parties, or through an action 
brought for that purpose in the superior court. 

(c) The board may release the grant recipient or the recpient's successor in the maintenance of the facility from its 
obligation under subdivision (a), and waive the requirenants of subdivision (b), if the board detemhnes that so 
doing would not diminish the quality of public library service in the community served by the facility. 

(d) Notwithstanding subdivision (f) of Section 16724 of th e Government Code, moneys recovered pursuant to 
subdivision ( b) shall be deposited in the fund, and shall be available for the purpose of awarding grants for other 
projects. 
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ARTICLE 3. FISCAL PROVISIONS 



Sec. 19970. Authorization for bonds. 

Bonds in the total amount of seventy-five million dollars ($75,000,000) (exclusive of refunding bonds), or so much 
thereof as is necessary, may be issued and soldto provide a fund to be used for carryng out the purposes expressed 
in this chapter and to be used to reim burse the General Obligation Bond Expense Revolving Fund pursuant to 
Section 16724.5 of the Govemm ent Code. The bonds sha 11, when sold, be and constitute a valid and binding 
obligation of the State of California, and the full faith anafcredit of the State of Californiais hereby pledged for the 
punctual payment of both principal of, and interest on, the bonds as the principal and interest become due and 
payable. 

Sec. 19971. Conformance with General Obligation Bond Law. 

The bonds authorized by this chapter shall be prepared, executed, issued, sold, paid, and redeemed as provided in 
the State General Obligation Bond Law (Chapter 4 (commencing with Section 16720) of Part 3 of Division 4 of 
Title 2 of the Government Code), and all of the provisions of that law applyto the bonds andto this chapter and are 
hereby incorporated in this chapter as though set forth in full in this chapter. 

Sec. 19972. General Obligation Bond Law “committee” and “board”. 

(a) Solely for the puipose of authorizing the issuance and sale, pursuant to the State General Obligation Bond Law, 
of the bonds authorized bythis chapter, the Califonia Library Construction andRenovation Finance Com mi ttee 
is hereby created. For purposes of this chapter, the California Library Construction and Renovation Finance 
Committee is the “committee” as that term is used in the State General Obligation Bond Law. The committee 
consists of the Treasurer, the State Librarian, the Director of Finance, or their designated representatives. The 
Treasurer shall serve as chaiiperson of the comiittee. A majority of the committee may act for the conmittee. 

(b) For purposes of the State General Obligation Bond Law, the California Library Construction and Renovation 
Board is designated the “board.” 

Sec. 19973. Powers of committee. 

The committee shall determine whether or not it is necessaryor desirable to issue bonds authorized pursuanto this 
chapter in order to carry out the actions specified in Article 2 (commencing with Section 19955), and, if so, the 
amount of bonds to be issued and sold. Successive issues of bonds may be authorized and sold to carry out those 
actions progressively, and it is not necessary that all of the bonds authorized to be issued be sold at any one time. 

Sec. 19974. Collection of revenue for debt service. 

There shall be collected each par and inthe same manner and at the same time as other state revenue is collected, in 
addition to the ordinary revenues of the state, a sumin an amount required to pay the principal of, and interest on, 
the bonds each year, and it is the duty of all officers charged by law with any duty in regard to the collection of the 
revenue to do and perform each and every act which is necessary to collect that additional sum. 

Sec. 19975. General Fund appropriation. 

Notwithstanding Section 13340 of the Government Code, there is hereby appropriated from the General Fund in the 
State Treasury, for the purposes of this chapter, an amount that will equal the total of the following: 

(a) The sum annually necessary to pay the principal of, and interest on, bonds issued and sold pursuant to this 
chapter, as the principal and interest become due and payable. 

(b) The sum which is necessary to carry out the provisions of Section 19976, appropriated without regard to fiscal 
years. 
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Sec. 19976. Advances from General Fund. 

For the purposes of carry ing out this chapter, the Director of Finance m ay authorize the withdrawal from the 
General Fund of an amount or amounts not to exceed the anrount of the unsold bonds which have been authorized to 
be sold for the purpose of carrying out this chapter. Any amounts withdrawn shall be deposited in the fund. Any 
money made available under this section shall be returned to the General Fund, with interest at the rate earned by 
the money in the Pooled Money Investment Account during the time the money was withdrawn from the General 
Fund pursuant to this section from money received from the sale of bonds for the purpose of carrying out this 
chapter. 

Sec. 19976.5. Treasurer’s treatment of bond proceeds when interest is excluded from gross income. 

Notwithstanding any other provision of this bond act, or of the State General Obligation Bond Law (Chapter 4 
(commencing with Section 16720) of ParB of Division 4 of Title 2 of the Govern r un t Code), if the Tieasurer sells 
bonds pursuant to this bond act that include a bond counsel opi nion to the effect that the interest on the bonds is 
excluded from gross income for federal tax purposes unde r designated conditions, the Treasurer m ay maintain 
separate accounts for the bond proceeds invested and the investment earnings on those proceeds, and may use or 
direct the use of those proceeds or earnings to pajany rebate, penalty, or other payment required under federal law, 
or take any other action with respect to the investm ent and use of those bond proceeds, as m ay be required or 
desirable under federal law in order to m aintain the ta x-exempt status of those bonds and to obtain any other 
advantage under federal law on behalf of the funds of this state. 

Sec. 19977. Advances from Pooled Money Investment Account. 

The board may request the Pooled Money Investment Board to make a loan from the Pooled Money Investment 
Account, in accordance with Section 16312 of the Govemmnt Code, for the purposes of carryng outthis chapter. 
The amount of the request shall not exceed the anount of the unsold bonds which the conmittee has by resolution 
authorized to be sold for the purpose of carryng out this chapter. The board shall execute anydocuments required 
by the Pooled Money Investment Board to obtain and repaythe loan. Anyamounts loaned shall be deposited in the 
fund to be allocated by the board in accordance with this chapter. 

Sec. 19978. Refunding of bonds. 

Any bonds issued and sold pursuant to this chapter may be refunded by the issuance of refunding bonds in 
accordance with Article 6 (commencing with Section 16780) ofChapter 4 of Part 3 of Division 2 of Title 2 of the 
Government Code. Approval by the electors of the statefor the issuance of bonds shall include the approval of the 
issuance of any bonds issued to refund any bonds originally issued or any previously issued refunding bonds. 

Sec. 19979. Disposal of interest earned on bonds. 

All money deposited in the fund whic h is derived from premium and accrue d interest on bonds sold shall be 
reserved in the fund and shall be available for transfer to the General Fund as a credit to expenditures for bond 
interest. 

Sec. 19980. Bond proceeds not “proceeds of taxes.” 

The Legislature hereby finds and declares that, inasmich as the proceeds from the sale of bonds authorized bythis 
chapter are not “proceeds of taxes” as th at term is used in Article XIII B of the California Constitution, the 
disbursement of these proceeds is not subject to the limitations imposed by that article. 

Sec. 19981. Allowance for State Library administration. 

An amount not to exceed 1 percent of the fund may be used by the State Librarian for costs of administering this 
chapter. 
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SPECIALIZED LIBRARIES 
SUTRO LIBRARY 

(Statutes 1915:822, Chapter 492) 



Sec. 1. Acceptance of Sutro Library by State Library. 

The action of the trustees of the State Library in accepting as a gift from the heirs of the late Adolph Sutro, on 
behalf of the State of California the collection of rarebooks and manuscripts gathered by the said Adolph Sutro is 
hereby approved and validated. 

Sec. 2. Establishment of San Lrancisco branch. 

The establishment by the trustees of the State Libraryof a branch of the State Libraryinthe City and County of San 
Francisco, to be known as the “Sutro Library,” in which branch the said collection of rare books and manuscripts 
shall, in accordance with the terms of the gift, be maintained is hereby approved and validated. 



SERVICES FOR THE BLIND 

TOLL-FREE TELEPHONE SERVICE FOR THE BLIND* 

(Education Code Section 19325 supra; Code of California Regulations, Title 5, Section 20400) 

Sec. 20400. 24-hour service. 

State funds for toll-free telephone service for registered patrons ofhe federally designated regional libraries for the 

blind and physically handicapped shall be used as follows: 

(1) The regional library shall make available toll-free tdephone service 24 hours a dayto registered patrons of the 
regional library. 

(2) Patrons of a regional library shall not use the toll-free telephone service for ordinaryrequests. For exanple, the 
toll-free number shall not be used to submit requests from a new reading list. 

(3) The regional library shall acquire a tape recorder to allow patrons to leave m essages after normal working 
hours. Normal working hours are defined as 8 a.m. to 4 p.m., Monday through Friday. 

(4) The regional library shall submit a claim for reimbursement of the billed costs of toll-free telephone service to 
the California State Library.

(Elections Code Sections 2050-2053) 



Sec. 2050. Citation of article. 

This article shall be known, and may be cited, as the Visually Impaired Voter Assistance Act of 1989. 

Sec. 2053. Program. 

(a) The Secretary of State shall establish a Visually Impaired Voter Assistance Advisory Board.*** 

(b) The Board shall do all of the following: 

(4) Promote the Secretary of State’s toll-free voter registration telephone line for citizens needing voter 
registration information, including information for those who are visually handicapped, and the toll-free

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA REGIONAL LIBRARY FOR THE BLIND 

(Statutes 1978:2765, Chapter 880) 



Sec. 1. Purpose. 

The sum of one hundred sixtysix thousand dollars ($ 1 66,000) is hereby appropriated from the General Fund in the 
State Treasury to the State Librarian to provide partial support for a Southern California Regional Library for the 
blind, physically handicapped and reading disabled as designated by the Library of Congress. 

The amounts appropriated by this Act shall be used exclusively to provide regional library services for the blind, 
physically handicapped and reading disabledin Southern California. Such services mst meet established standards 
set by the Library of Congress for regional libraries for tla blind, physically handicapped and reading disabled and 
shall be reviewed regularly by the State Librarian. 

Sec. 2. Budget. 

It is the intent of the Legislature that the appropriation of funds provided for by this Act shall be based on actual 
operating costs of providing regional library service for the blind, physically handicapped and reading disabled in 
Southern California in accordance with national standardsset for regional libraries by the Library of Congress and 
shall become a regular program item in the annual budget act. It is also the intent of the Legislature that funds be 
phased in over three fiscal years to provide full state s upport for the Southern California regional library for the 
blind, physically handicapped and reading disabled, as designated by the Library of Congress. 

Sec. 3. Volunteers. 

The Legislature acknowledges the value of volunteer services that have been provided in Southern California to the 
blind, physically handicapped, and reading disabled. It is th intent of the Legislature in enacting this treasure that, 
to the maximum extent possible, these services should conti nue. The State Librarian shall m onitor the level of 
volunteer services provided by the regional library to the blind, physically handicapped, and reading disabled, in 
Southern California and administer the program in a manner which will encourage a level of volunteer activity 
which at least equals that which existed prior to the enactment of this act. 
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DISTRIBUTION OF MATERIALS 
LIBRARY DISTRIBUTION ACT 

(Government Code, Title 2, Division 3, Part 5.5, Chapter 7, Article 6, Sections 14900-14913) 

Sec. 14900. Policy. 

It is the policy of the State of California to make freely available to its inhabitants all state publications by 
distribution to libraries throughout the state, subject to the assumption by such libraries of the responsibilities of 
keeping such documents readily accessible for use, and of rendering assistance in their use to qualified patrons 
without charge. 

Sec. 14901. Number of copies to be printed. 

To the end that the policy specified in Section 14900 may be effectively carried out, the State Printer shall print a 
sufficient number of copies of each state publication as determined by the State Librarian in accordance with 
Sections 14901, 14903, 14904, 14905.1, and 14907, not to exceedhree hundred fifty (350), unless the Department 
of General Services with the advice of the State Librariai determines that a greater nuirber is necessary in order to 
meet the requirements for deposit in a “library stockroom” (to be maintained by the State Printer for that purpose) 
for distribution to libraries as hereinafter provided, except that of legislative bills, daily journals, and daily or 
weekly histories, not more than one hundied fifty (150) copies shall be printd for such deposit and distribution, and 
of publications not printed by the State Printer, the department, commission or other agency concerned shall print 
one hundred (100) copies for such distribution. An additionalwo (2) copies of each state publication as selected by 
the State Archivist shall be printed and delivered to the State Archivist by the State Printer or the departm ent, 
commission, or other agency concerned, and all remaining copies in excess of two (2) copies heretofore received 
shall be distributed to interested parties without charge or destroy ed. The cost of printing, publishing, and 
distributing such copies shall be fixed and charged pursuant to Section 14866. 

Sec. 14902. “State publication” and “publication” defined. 

“State publication” or “publication” as herein enployed is defined to include any document, compilation, journal, 
law, resolution, Blue Book, statute, code, register, pamphlet, list, book, report, memorandum, hearing, legislative 
bill, leaflet, order, regulation, directory, periodical or magazine issued by the state, the Legislature, constitutional 
officers, or any department, commission or other agency thereof or prepared for the state by private individual or 
organization and issued in print, and “print” is defined to include all forms of duplicating other than by the use of 
carbon paper. The publications of the Universitjof Caliibrnia, however, and intraoffice orinteroffice publications 
and forms shall not be included. 

Sec. 14903. Distribution to State Library and University of California and California State University 
libraries. 

As soon as practicable after deposit of the copies in the library stockroom, the State Printer shall forward of each 
publication other than the legislative bills daily journals and daily or weekly histories, 50 copies to the State Library 
at Sacramento, 25 copies each to the Universityof California libraries at Berkeley and Los Angeles, and 50 copies 
to the California State University , to be allocated am ong the libraries thereof as directed by the Trustees of the 
California State University. Those copies in excess of the number required for the institutions themselves may be 
used for exchanges with other institutions or with agencies of other states and countries. 

Sec. 14904. Distribution to other libraries. 

The copies remaining in the library stockroom, including the legislative bills, daily journals, and daily or weekly 
histories, shall be distributed as soon as practicable byhe State Printer firstone copy each to the libraries which are 
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on his mailing list as “complete depositories," second one copy each to the libraries which areon his mailing list as 
“selective depositories,” and third the balance to any libraries which may write for a copy or copies. Publications 
not printed by the State Printer shall be distributed bythe issuing department, commission or otheragency as soon 
as practicable after printing, first to all “conplete depositories, ” and second to “selective depositories, ” designated 
by the Department of General Services. 

Sec. 14905. Designations as depository. 

To be placed on the mailing list as a “conplete depository” or as a “selective depository, ” a library must contract 
with the Department of General Services to provide adequate facilities for the storage and use of the publications, 
and must agree to render reasonable service without charge to qualified patrons in the use of the publications. A 
library designated as a “complete depository” shall be sent one copy of every state publication, 
while a library designated as a “selective depository ” shall be sent one copy of each publication of the ty pe or 
issuing agency it selects. 

Sec. 14905.1. State Library exchange agreements. 

The California State Library may enter into agreements with the appropriate state agencies of each of the 49 other 
states of the United States of Anerica, to establish a programfor the exchange of publications ofegislative service 
agencies, other than publications of the Joint Legisla tive Audit Committee and of the Joint Legislative Budget 
Committee. The California legislative reports to be ex changed shall be selected by the State Librarian after 
consultation with, and subject to the approval of, the JoitiCommittee on Legislative Organization. The legjlative 
research reports received from other states in exchange shall be nade available bythe California State Libraryto the 
California Legislature. 

Prior to designation as an exchange agency, the state agency shall agree to provide adequate facilities for the storage 
and use of the publications, and mist agree to render reason Lie service in the use of the publications without charge 
to the legislature of that state and other qualified patrons. 

The California State Library shall notify the appropriate stab agency of each of the other states of the prov irons of 
this section. 

The additional number of copies of publications, not to exceed 100, needed to implement the program shall be 
printed or otherwise duplicated. The State Printer and the state legislative agencies upon notification of the need 
shall provide the designated number of publications. 

Sec. 14906. Application for depository status. 

Any municipal or county free library, any state college or state university library, the library of any incorporated 
college or university in this state, the library of any public community college in this state, and the State Library, 
may contract as above provided. Applications are to be considred in the order of their eceipt by the Department of 
General Services. 

Any municipal or county free library, any state college or state university library, the library of any incorporated 
college or university in this state, and the State Library, may contract as above provided. Applications are to be 
considered in the order of their receipt by the Department of General Services. 

Sec. 14907. Application for contract by law libraries. 

Upon application, county law libraries, the law libraries oiany law school approved bythe State Bar of California, 
the Supreme Court Library, the law libraries of the courts of appeal, and the law libraries of the Departm ent of 
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Justice and the law library of the Continuing Education of the Bar of the University of California Extension may 
contract as provided in Section 14905 to become a selective or complete depository library. 

Sec. 14908. Law library exemption regarding proximity to another depository library. 

Because of the specialized service rendered the citizens of this state through assistance in the adm inistration of 
justice, proximity to another depository library shall be disregarded in the selection of a law libraryas a depository 
of legal materials. 

Sec. 14909. Documents maintained by law library depositories. 

Maintenance of basic generaldocuments shall not be required of law Iibraryiepositorics, but basic legal documents 
shall be maintained by them. Such basic legal docum ents shall include legislative bills, legislative com mittee 
hearings and reports, legislative journals, statutes, ad ministrative reports, California Administrative Code and 
Register, annual reports of state agencies and other legalnaterials published by the state, where obtainable through 
the agency preparing same. 

Sec. 14910. List of state publications. 

To facilitate the distribution of state publications, the Stafc Library shall issue monthly or quarterly a complete list 
of state publications issued during the immediately preceding month or quarter, such lists to be cum ulated and 
printed at the end of each calendar yar. All statedepartments, commissions and other agencies shall, upon request, 
supply inform ation to the State Library for the prepara tion of the monthly or quarterly lists and the annual 
cumulative lists. 

Sec. 14912. Distribution of copies of statutes. 

Notwithstanding any other provision of this article, the number of copies of statutes distributed to an authorized 
recipient shall not exceed the num her requested by such recipient, or the num her authorized by this article, 
whichever is the lesser. 
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NEWSPAPER DEPOSITORIES 

(Education Code Division 1, Part 11, Chapter 11, Article 1, Sections 19900-19902) 



ARTICLE 1. DEPOSIT OF NEWSPAPERS IN LIBRARIES 
Sec. 19900. Authority of board of supervisors. 

The board of supervisors of any county may authorize the county recorder to deposit with any free public library 
maintained at the county seat, or with the State Library such newspaper files, or portions thereof, as may be in the 
custody of the recorder by virtue of Chapter 1 10 of theStatutes of 1862, relating to the purchase and preservation of 
newspapers, or by virtue of any other act. 

Sec. 19901. Agreement for preservation of files. 

Before making the deposit, the board of supervisors shallobtain from the board of trustees or authorities in charge 
of the free public library, or the State Librarian, as thecase may be, an agreement that it will properlypreserve and 
care for the newspaper files, and make them accessible to the public. 

Sec. 19902. Deposit in State Library. 

The board of supervisors of any county may authorize the boards of trustees or other authorities in charge of any 
free public library with which newspaper files have been deposited in accordance with Section 1 9900 to deposit the 
newspaper files with the State Library. 



TEXTBOOKS 

(Education Code Section 60510) 



Sec. 60510. Surplus materials. 

The State board, the governing board of any school district that employs a superintendent of schools, and other 
school districts with the approval of the countysuperintendent of schools, may dispose of surplus or undistributed 
obsolete instructional materials in their possession that ae usable for educational purposes in anyof the following 
ways: 

(a) By donation to any governing board, county free library or other state institution. 

(b) By donation to any public agency or institution of any territory or possession of the United States, or the 
government of any country that formerly was a territory or possession of the United States. 

(c) By donation to any nonprofit charitable organization. 

(d) By donation to children or adults in the State of California, or foreign countries for the purpose of increasing the 
general literacy of the people. 

(e) By sale to any organization that agrees to use the materials solely for educational purposes. 
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CALIFORNIA CIVIL LIBERTIES PUBLIC EDUCATION ACT 

(Education Code, Title 1, Division 1, Part 8.5, Chapters 1-2, Sections 13000-13030.) 

CHAPTER 1. GENERAL 

Sec. 13000. Short Title; purpose; legislative findings and declarations 

(a) This part shall be known and nay be cited as the California Civil Liberties Public Education Act. The purpose 
of the California Civil Liberties Public Education Act is to sponsor publioeducation activities and development 
of educational materials to ensure that the events surrounding the exclusion, forced renoval, and internment of 
civilians and permanent resident aliens of Japanese ancestry will be remembered, and so that the causes and 
circumstances of this and similar events may be illuminated and understood. 

(b) The Legislature finds and declares that the fede ral Commission on Wartime Relocation and Intemm ent of 
Civilians (CWRIC) was established by Congress in 1980 to “review the facts and circumstances surrounding 
Executive Order 9066, issued in February 19, 1942, a nd the impact of such Executive Order on Am erican 
citizens and permanent residents. . .and to recommend appropriate remedies.” The CWRIC issued a report of its 
findings in 1983 with the reports “Personal Justi ce Denied” and “Personal Justice Denied-Part II, 
Recommendations.” The reports were based on information gathered “through 20 days of hearings in cities 
across the country, particularly the West Coast, hearing testimony from more than 750 witnesses: evacuees, 
former government officials, public figures, interested dtizens, and historians and oher professionals who have 
studied the subjects of Commission inquiry.” 

(c) The lessons to be learned from the internment of Japanese-Americans during World War II are embodied in 
“Personal Justice Denied-Part II, Recommendations.” The CWRIC concluded as follows: “In surpExecutive 
Order 9066 was not justified by military necessity , and the decisions that followed from it — exclusion, 
detention, the ending of detention and the ending ofxclusion — were not founded upon military considerations. 

The broad historical causes that shaped these decisions were race prejudice, war hy steria, and a failure of 
political leadership. Widespread ignorance about Americans of Japanese descent contributed to a policy 
conceived in haste and executed in an atmosphere of fear and anger at Japan. A grave personal injustice was 
done to the American citizens and resident aliens of Japanese ancestry who, without individual review or any 
probative evidence against themwere excluded, removed and detained bythe United States during Wold War 
II.” 

(d) The Legislature further finds and declares that Preside nt Ronald Reagan signed into law the federal Civil 
Liberties Act of 1988 and declared during the signing ceremony that “This is a great dayfor America.” In that 
act the Congress declared as follows: 

“The Congress recognizes that, as described in the Commission on Wartime Relocation and Internment of 

Civilians, a grave injustice was done to both citizens and permanent residents of Japanese ancestry by the 
evacuation, relocation, and internment of civilians during World War II. As theCommission documents, these 
actions were carried out without adequate security reasons and without any acts of espionage or sabotage 
documented by the Commission, and were motivated largely by racial prejudice, wartime hysteria, and a failure 
of political leadership. The excluded individuals of Japanese ancestry suffered enorm ous damages, both 
material and intangible, and there were incalculable losesn education and job training, all of which rsulted in 
significant human suffering for which appropriate compensation has not been made. For these fundamental 
violations of the basic civil liberties and constituti onal rights of these individuals of Japanese ancestry , the 
Congress apologizes on behalf of the Nation.” 
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CHAPTER 2. CALIFORNIA CIVIL LIBERTIES PUBLIC 
EDUCATION GRANT PROGRAM 

Sec. 13015. Award of grants; selection criteria 

(a) The State Librarian shall allocate grants pursuant to theprogram established by this part. The grants awarded 

under the program shall be awarded on a competitive basis. 

(b) The State Librarian may contract with independent reviewpanelists and establish an advisory panel to evaluate 

and make recommendations to the State Librarian based on grant applications. 

(c) The State Librarian shall select as grant recipients applicants who meet all of the following criteria: 

(1) Applicants demonstrate the capability to, administer and complete the proposed project within specified 
deadlines and within the specified budget. 

(2) Applicants have the experience, knowledge, and qualifications to conduct quality educational activities 
regarding the exclusion and detention of Japanese-Americans during World War II. 

(3) Projects link the Japanese-Am erican exclusion and detention experience with the experiences of other 
populations so that the cause and circum stances of this and sim ilar violations of civil rights or acts of 
injustice may be illuminated and understood. 

(4) Projects are designed to maximize the long-term educational impact of this chapter. 

(5) Projects build upon, contribute to, and expand upon, th existing body of educational and research materials 
on the exclusion and detention of Japanese-Americans during World War II. 

(6) Projects include the variety of experiences regarding the exclusion and detention of Japanese-Americans 
and its inpact before, during, and after, WorldWar II including those Japanese-Americans who served in 
the military and those who were interned in Department of Justice camps. 

(d) Applicants for grants pursuant to this section are encouraged to do each of the following: 

(1) Involve former detainees, those excluded ffomthe military area, and their descendants inthe development 
and implementation of projects. 

(2) Develop a strategy and plan for raising the level of awareness and understanding among the American 
public regarding the exclusion and dilcntion of Japanese-Americans during World War II so that the causes 
and circumstances of this and similar events may be illuminated and understood. 

(3) Develop a strategy and plan for reaching the broad, multicultural population through project activities. 

(4) Develop local and regional consor tia of organizations and individuals engaged in sim ilar educational, 
research, and development efforts. 

(5) Coordinate and collaborate with oganizations and individuals engaging in similar educational, research and 
development endeavors to maximize the effect of grants. 

(6) Utilize creative and innovative methods and approaches in the research, development, and implementation 
of their projects. 

(7) Seek matching funds, in-kind contributions, or other sources of support to supplement their proposal. 

(8) Use a variety of media, including new technology, and the arts to creatively and strategically appeal to a 
broad American public while enhancing and enriching community-based educational efforts. 

(9) Include in the grant application scholarly inquiry related to the variety of experiences and impact of the 
exclusion and detention of personsof Japanese ancestry during World War II, as well as its relationship to 
the experience of other populations so that the causes, circum stances, lessons, and contem porary 
applications of this and similar events will be illuminated and understood. 

(10) Add relevant materials to or catalogue relevant naterials in libraries and other repositories for the creation, 
publication, and distribution of bibliographies, curri culum guides, oral histories, and other resource 
directories and supporting the continued developnent of scholarly work on this subject bymaking a broad 
range of archival, library, and research materials more accessible to the American public. 
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(e) The State Librarian may adopt other criteria as it deem s appropriate for its review of grant proposals. In 
reviewing projects for funding, scoring shall be based omn evaluation of all application materials: narratives, 
attachments, support letters, supplementary materials, and other materials that may be requested of applicants. 

Sec. 13020. Prioritization of grant criteria 

(a) In the review process, the State Librarian shall assign thefollowing order of priority to the criteria set forth in 
subdivision (c) of Section 13015: 

(1) Criteria set forth in paragraphs (1) to (4), inclusive, shall be given highest priority. 

(2) Criteria set forth in paragraphs (5) to (6), inclusive, shall be given second priority. 

(b) The State Librarian shall consider the overall breadth and variety of the field of applicants to determine the 
projects that would best fulfill its program and mission. Final grant awards may be for the full amount of the 
grant requests or for a portion of the grant request. 

(c) Applicants for grants pursuant to this section may include any of the following: 

(1) Nonprofit organizations exempt from taxation pursuant toSection 501(c)(3) ofthe Internal Revenue Code. 

(2) Four-year colleges and universities. 

(3) Cultural institutions, arts organizations, and community organizations. 

(4) Individual artists, writers, journalists, scholars, and educators. 

(5) Units of government. 

(6) Consortia composed of any of the entities described in paragraphs (1) to (5), inclusive. 

(d) Grants allocated pursuant to this section shall be provided for the general purpose of establishing a legacy of 
remembrance as part of a continuing process of rec overy from World War II exclusion and detention and 
specifically to do one or both of the following: 

(1) Educate the public regarding the history and the less ons of the World War II exclusion, removal, and 
detention of persons of Japanese ancestrythrough the development, coordination, and distribution of new 
educational materials and the development of curriculum materials to complement and augment resources 
currently available on this subject matter. 

(2) Develop videos, plays, presentations, speaker bureaus, and exhibitions for presentation to elem entary, 
secondary, and community college audiences. 

Sec. 13025. Report to governor and legislature. 

On or before January 1, 2001, the State Librarian shall nport to the Governor and theappropriate fiscal and policy 
committees of each house of the Legislature on the tpcs of grants awarded and the acconplishments of the progiam 
established pursuant to this part. 

Sec. 13030. Appropriations. 

(a) Funding for this program is subject to an appropriation for this purpose in the annual Budget Act or other act. 

(b) Subject to an appropriation for this purpose in the nnual Budget Act or other measure, the State Librarian shall 
review and identify programs with similar goals that may be combined with this project in the future. 

(c) Subject to an appropriation in the annual Budget Act oother measure for this purpose, the State Librarian shall 
report to the Legislature by November 1, 2004, on the piogress of the program and on the results of the review 
required by subdivision (b). 
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CALIFORNIA NATIVE AMERICAN PUBLIC EDUCATION GRANT PROGRAM 

(Education Code Title 1, Division 1, Part 6, Chapter 8.7, Section 13040-13042) 

Note: 

Two uncodified sections of SB 41, Chapter 870, Statutes of 2001, are included to 
clarify the in ten t and meaning of Education Code Sections 13040-13042: 

Sec 1. The Legislature hereby finds and declares all of the following: 

(a) California’s American Indians are the first peoples tchave settled California, perhaps some 15,000 years before 
European colonization. 

(b) California was a hospitable environment, and was home to approximately one-third of all American Indians 
prior to colonization. These peoples had developed wdespread and unique cultures, including as nany as 100 
district languages. 

(c) Colonization occurred by four distinct groups, Spanish, Russian, Mexican, and American. Each had its own 
distinct, yet significant, impact upon American Indians within California. 

(d) The first people of California have a unique set of cu ltures that greatly enrich California and these have 
survived despite the many threats to them. There are 1 07 recognized Indian tribal govern lien ts in the State of 
California, the most of any state in the nation. California residents and pupils need to know more about the 
contemporary status of, and the social, governmental, and econom ic issues affecting California Native 
Americans. 

(e) California Native American tribes differ from the Midwestern and Eastern Native Am erican tribes in their 
original culture and language, their social evolution, and their current cultural practices. With a stronger 
educational foundation, Californians of the future w ill be better inform ed about the unique identities and 
cultural contributions of these tribes. 

(f) Currently, the instructional resources available for usein the California public schools do not include accurate 
contemporary information concerning Native Am ericans in this state. Therefore, little can be taught that draws 
together the historic circum stances of California Nativ e Americans with their lives and futures in today’s 
California. Unfortunately, as a result, myths and faulty stereotypes may be perpetuated. 

(g) Tribal sovereignty , the constitutiona 1 and legal right of tribes to govern themselves and tribal lands in 
accordance with federal law and under a unique nation-to-nation status, is rarely understood. However, these 
matters are important, as tribes have governmental powers, responsibilities, and authority in relationship to the 
state and local governments. 

(h) Instructional m aterials that incorporate California Native American history, culture, sovereignty , and 
contemporary issues of modern Native Americans, and their relationship and place in California’ s diverse 
governmental, racial, and cultural communities will provide California’s children a more complete education 
and academic preparation to interact in today’s world. 

(i) It is in the best interest of all the people, and of the future of this state, to ensure that each school district, charter 
school, county office of education, and California Native American education center have the opportunity to 
seek, learn, review, develop and share culturally accurate instructional materials. 

(j) The highest quality instructional materials that includea discussion of the Die of California Native Americans, 
in the history , culture, governance, and socioeconom ic dynamics of the state should be available to all 
Californians. 



Sec. 3. 

The California State Librarian, with the cooperation of theUniversity of California, shall develop the California’s 
American Indian Nations Information Project within the California State Library. The State Libraryshall develop 
in-depth resources on California’ s federally recognized tribes and tribal peoples, including, but not lim ited to, 
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articles, photographs, sound recordings, and other materials, as well as relatedappropriate textual explanation and 
contextual information that will assist the tribes, the general public, and pupils to respectfully appreciate these 
materials and the rich cultures they represent. This shall include, but shall not be lim ited to, facilitating online 
access to the California Indian Library Collection or any other suitable m aterials, to the m aximum extent 
practicable. The instructional resources developed pursuant to Part 8.7 (commencing with Section 13040) of the 
Education Code shall be included in the California’s Amrican Indian Nations Information Project. This sectionis 
binding upon the University of California only if consented to by resolution of the Regents of the University of 
California. 

Sec. 13040. California Native American instructional resources. 

(a) The State Librarian shall expend the funds allocated for the purposes of this part to develop, in consultation 
with the State Departm ent of Education and the Curriculum Developm ent and Supplem ental Materials 
Commission related to history-social science curriculum framework and content standards, California Native 
American instructional resources for use in the public schools maintaining any combination of instructional 
settings from kindergarten to grade 12, inclusive. 

(b) The State Librarian m ay award grants on a com petitive basis or shall contract with instructional resource 
developers to prepare the instructional resources consistent with the state curriculum framework and content 
standards where the teaching of Native American history is identified, and shall consult with a broadly based 
group of experts to advise upon and review the instructional resources. The instructional resources shall be 
subject to Section 13041 and all other relevant statutesgoverning the content of educational materials prior to 
distribution to the public schools. 

(c) In carrying out subdivision (b), the State Librarian is encouraged to do or enable each of the following, to the 
extent possible: 

(1) Involve California Native Americans in the development of the instructional resources. 

(2) Consult with local and regional consotia of organizations and individuals engaged in similar educational, 
research, and development efforts. 

(3) Coordinate and collaborate with organizations and individuals engaging in similar educational, research, 
and development endeavors. 

(4) Utilize creative and innovative m ethods and approach es in research for, and developm ent of, the 
instructional resources. 

(5) Seek matching funds, in-kind contributions, or other surces of support to supplement the funds provided in 
support of this part. 

(6) Propose the use of a varietyof media, including new technology and the arts, to creatively and strategically 
appeal to pupils while enhancing and enriching community-based educational efforts. 

(7) Include scholarly inquiry related to the variety of experiences of California Native Americans. 

(8) Add relevant materials to, or catalogue relevant naterials in, libraries and other repositories for the crction, 
publication, and distribution of bibliographies, curri culum guides, oral histories, and other resource 
directories and supporting the continued developnent of scholarly work on this subject bymaking a broad 
range of archival, library, and research materials more accessible to the American public. 

Sec. 13041. Hearings; approval. 

(a) The State Librarian shall subnit to the Curriculum Development and Supplemental Materials Commission the 
instructional resources developed pursuant to Section 13040. 

(b) The Curriculum Development and Supplemental Materials Commission shall hold a public hearing regarding 
the instructional resources and shall recom mend them, along with any modifications that the com mission 
determines to be appropriate, to the State Board of Education. 
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(c) (1) The State Board of Education shall hold a public hearing regarding the recomendation of the Curriculum 

Development and Supplemental Materials Commission pursuant to subdivision (b) and shall approve the 
instructional resources along with any modifications that the State Board of Education determines to be 
appropriate. 

(2) The State Board of Education shall review the instructional resources appro veqiursuant to subdivision (c) 
in relation to the history-social science content standards adopted pursuant to Section 60605 and shall, at 
any subsequent revision, m ake adjustments, if any , to the content standards that it determ ines to be 
appropriate. The State Board ofEducation shall also ensure that the approved instructional resources are 
used as an advisory tool in developing the next revision of the history-social science curriculum framework 
and standards. 

(d) Upon approval by the State Board ofEducation pursuant tcsubdivision (c), the instructional resources hall be 
made available to educators as efficiently and effectively as available funding will allow. 

Sec. 13042. Report. 

On or before January 1, 2003, the State Librarian shall rport to the Governor and theappropriate fiscal and policy 
committees of each house of the Legislature on the use of funds provided for the purposes of this part. 
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COUNTY FREE LIBRARIES 

(Education Code Title 1, Division 1, Part 11, Chapter 6, Articles 1-3, Sections 19100-19180) 

ARTICLE 1. ESTABLISHMENT 
Sec. 19100. Supervisors may establish and maintain. 

The boards of supervisors of the several counties m ay establish and maintain, within their respective counties, 
county free libraries pursuant to this chapter. 

Sec. 19101. Where library may be established. 

The board of supervisors of any county may establish at the county seat or elsewhere in the county, a county free 
library for that part of the county lying outside of cities maintaining free public libraries, and outside of library 
districts maintaining district libraries, and for all such additional portions of the county as may elect to become a 
part of, or to participate in, the county free library system as provided in this chapter. 

Sec. 19102. Publication of notice of contemplated action. 

At least once a week for two successive weeks prior to takingny action, the board of supervisors shall publish, in a 
newspaper designated by it and published in the county, notice of the contemplated action, giving the date of the 
meeting at which the action is proposed to be taken. 

Sec. 19103. Participation by existing libraries. 

After the establishment of a county free library, the board oftrustees, common council, or other legislative bodyof 
any city in the county maintaining a free public library or the board of trustees of anylibrary district maintaining a 
district library, may notify the board of supervisors that the city or library district desires to become a part of the 
county free library system. Thereafter the city or library district shall be a part of the system and its inhabitants 
shall be entitled to the benefits of the countyfree library, and the property within the city or library district shall be 
liable to taxes levied for county free library purposes. 

Sec. 19104. Withdrawal of city or library district. 

The board of trustees, common council, or other legislative body of any city or the board of trustees of any library 
district may on or before January 1st of any year, notify the board of supervisors that the city or library district no 
longer desires to be a part of the county free library system. The notice shall be accompanied by a statement 
complying with the requirements of Chapter 8 (commencing with Section 54900) of Part 1 of Division 2of Title 5 
of the Government Code. The clerk of the board of supervisors shall file the statement with the county assessor and 
the State Board of Equalization. Thereafter the citjor library district shall cease to participate in the benefits of the 
county free library, and the property situated in the city or library district shall not be liable to taxes for countjfree 
library purposes. 

Sec. 19105. Effective date of withdrawal. 

If the notice is given after Januarylst of any year, the property situated in the city or library district shall be liable to 
taxes for countyfree library purposes during theimmediately succeeding >ear, and the notice shall not be effective 
until the next succeeding )ear, and library service shall berendered in the city or library district during the )ear for 
which taxes are levied for library purposes in the city or library district. 
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Sec. 19106. Notice of joining in or withdrawal from county system. 

Before any board of trustees, common council, or other legislative body of any city, or the board of trustees of any 
library district gives notice that the cityor library district desires to become a part of the countyfree library system, 
or gives notice of withdrawal from the system, the board of trustees, common council, or other legislative body of 
the city or the board of trustees of the library district shall publish at least once a week for two successive weeks 
prior to the giving of either notice, in a newspaper designated by the board of trustees, common council, or other 
legislative body of the cityor the board of librarytrustees of the library district, and circulating throughout the city 
or library district, notice of the contem plated action, giving the date and the place of the meeting at which the 
contemplated action is proposed to be taken. 

Sec. 19107. Contracts with cities. 

The board of supervisors of anycounty in which a countyfree library has been established may enter into contracts 
with any city maintaining a free public library, and any such city, through its board of trustees or other legislative 
body, may enter into contracts with the countyto secuie to the residents of the city the same privileges of the county 
free library as are granted to, or cnjoyxl by, the residents of the county outside of the city, or such privileges as are 
agreed upon in the contract, upon such consideration named in the contract as is agreed upon, to be paid into the 
county free library fund. Thereupon the residents of the city shall have the sam e privileges with regard to the 
county free library as the residents of the county outside of the city, or such privileges as are agreed upon by the 
contract. 

Sec. 19108. Contracts with other counties. 

The board of supervisors of anycounty in which a countyfree library has been established may enter into a contract 
with the board of supervisors of anyother county to secure to the residents of the other county such privileges of the 
county free library as are agreed upon by the contract and upon such considerations as are agreed upon in the 
contract to be paid into the countyfree library fund. Thereupon the inhabitants of the other countyshall have such 
privileges of the county free library as are agreed upon by the contract. 

Sec. 19109. Library tax to carry out contract. 

The board of supervisors of anycounty may enter into a contact with the board of supervisors of another countyn 
which a county free library has been established, and m ay levy a library tax, for the purpose of carry ing out the 
contract. 

Sec. 19110. Appointment as county librarian for several counties. 

The board of supervisors of any county may contract with the board of supervisors of any other county or two or 
more other counties to provide forthe services of a single qualified librarian to serve simultaneously as the county 
librarian of each county. 

Sec. 19111. Termination of contract upon the establishment of county library. 

The making of the contract shall not bar the board of supervisors of the county during the continuance of the 
contract from establishing a county free library under the provisions of this chapter if none is already established. 
Upon the establishment of any county free library, the contract may be terminated upon such term s as may be 
agreed upon by the parties thereto, or may continue for the term thereof. 
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Sec. 19112. Contract with city library as county library. 

Instead of establishing a separate county free library, the board of supervisors may enter into a contract with the 
board of library trustees or other authority in charge of the free public library of any city and the board of library 
trustees, or other authority in charge of the free public libary, may make such a contract. The contract may provide 
that the free public library of the city shall assume the functions of a county free library within the county with 
which the contract is nude, including cities in the county The board of supervisors nay agree to pay annually into 
the library fund of the city such sum as may be agreed upon. Either party to the contract my terminate the contract 
by giving six months' notice of intention to do so. 

Sec. 19113. Disestablishment of county library. 

After a county free library has been established, it may be disestablished in the same manner as it was established. 
At least once a week for two successive weeks prior to takingny action, the board of supervisors shall publish, in a 
newspaper designated by them, and published in the county, notice of the contemplated action, giving therein the 
date of the meeting at which the contemplated action is proposed to be taken. 

Sec. 19114. Service after annexation of territory by city. 

Whenever any of the territorybeing served by a county free library is annexed to, or otherwise included within, any 
municipal corporation not served by the county free library, the board of supervisors of the county shall order the 
county free library to continue to serve the territoryannexed to, or o thaw i sc included within the municipality, until 
the end of the fiscal year or years for which a tax has been levied upon the property of the annexed territory for the 
support of the county free library. 

Sec. 19115. Use of library by nonresidents. 

The board of supervisors my establish a reasonable fee to be collected from persons who desire to participate in the 
services and benefits of the countyfree library and who are not residents of thderritory in the county which is liable 
for taxes for county free library purposes. In establishing the fee, the board may also prescribe such regulations or 
limitations applicable to the use of the county free library by such persons as may reasonably be necessary. 

Sec. 19116. Los Angeles County or Riverside County; wi thdrawal of city or library district from county 
library system; notice; assumption of responsibilities; allocation of property tax revenues; acquisition of 
facilities; definitions. 

(a) Sections 19104 and 19105 are not applicable tothe withdrawal of a city or library district from the county free 
library system in Los Angeles County or Riverside County. The legislative body of any city or the board of 
trustees of any library district, whose jurisdiction is within the County of Los Angeles or the County of 
Riverside, may notify the board of supervisors for Los Aigeles County or Riverside County, as appropriate, that 
the city or library district no longer desires to be a partof the county free library system. The notice shall state 
whether the city or library district intends to acqui re property pursuant to subdivision (c). The board of 
supervisors shall transm it a copy of the notice to the Los Angeles County Assessor or Riverside County 
Assessor, as appropriate, the Los Angeles CountyAuditoror Riverside County Auditor, as appropriate, and the 
State Board of Equalization. 

(b) When a city or library district files a notice pursuantto subdivision (a), it shall remain a member of the county 
free library sy stem until July 1 of the base year or the date on which property is transferred pursuant to 
subdivision (c), whichever date is latff. Upon ceasing to be a number of the county free librarysystem, the city 
or library district shall not participate in any benefits of the county free library system, and shall assume the 
responsibility for the provision of libraryservices within itsjurisdiction. Unless otherwise agreed byJuly 1 of 
the base year in writing by the Board of Supervisors of Los Angeles County or the Board of Supervisors of 
Riverside County, as appropriate, and the withdrawing city or library district, an amount of property tax revenue 
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equal to the property tax revenues allocated to the county free library pursuant to Article 2 (commencing with 
Section 96) of Chapter 6 of Part 0.5 of Division lof the Revenue and Taxation Code in the fiscal year prior to 
the base year and that were derived from property situated within the boundaries of the withdrawing entityshall 
be allocated to and used to maintain library services by the withdrawing entity in the base year and, adjusted 
forward, in each fiscal year thereafter at the same time allocations are made pursuant to Article2 (commencing 
with Section 96) of Chapter 6 of Part 0.5 of Division 1 of the Revenue and Taxation Code. This subdivision 
shall not apply to property tax revenues that have been pledged to repaybonded indebtedness of the county free 
library. 

(c) If there are one or nore county library facilities within the territorial boundaries of the withdrawing entity at the 
time the withdrawing entity provides notice pursuant to subdivision (a), the withdrawing entity shall have the 
right to acquire any or all of those facilities fromthe county and the county shall, no later than July 1 ofthe base 
year, transfer to the withdrawing entity each facility to be acquired and the personalproperty therein related to 
the provision of library services. If the facility or personal property was purchased with bond proceeds or other 
forms of indebtedness, acquisition shall only take place if the withdrawing entity assumes any remaining 
indebtedness and in no way impairs the repayment thereof. If the withdrawing entity opts not to acquire any 
facilities or personal property, the county at its discretion may dispose of the facilities or personal propertyor 
convert the use of those facilities or personal property, including transferring collections and other personal 
property to other sites and converting facilities to otheipurposes. If the withdrawing entityopts to acquire any 
facilities or personal property, the acquisition prices shall be as follows untiss otherwise provided for by statute 
or contract: 

(1) Each county library facility which, for the purposes of this section, shall include the real property upon 
which the facility is located and any fixtures therein and shall not include computer systems and software, 
shall be transferred for the lesser of: 

(A) No cost, if the facility was donated to the county by the withdrawing entity. 

(B) The price paid to the withdrawing entityby the county for the facility, if the county bought the facility 
from the withdrawing entity. However, if the county constructed capital improvements to the facility 
after it was bought from the withdrawing entity, the county’s total out-of-pocket costs for the capital 
improvement excluding any costs for routine repairs, restoration or naintenance, shall be added to the 
price. 

(C) The fair market value of the facility However, if any portion of the facility was donated to thecounty 
by the withdrawing entity or if any moneys were donated by the withdrawing entity towards the 
county’s construction or acquisition of the facility or any portion thereof, the value of the donation 
shall be subtracted from the fair market value. 

(2) Any personal property within the facility related to the provision of library services, including books and 
resource materials, computer systems and software, furniture, and furnishings, shall be transferred for the 
lesser of: 

(A) No cost, if the property was donated to the county by the withdrawing entity. 

(B) The fair market value of the personal property However, on or before the March 1 precedingfhe July 
1 of the base >ear, the county librarian may designate collections of resourcebooks and materials that 
are unique in, and integral to, the county free library system to be special collections. The special 
collections shall be acquired by the withdrawing entity only upon m utually agreeable term s and 
conditions. 

(d) If a facility transferred pursuant to subdivision (c) serves residents of surrounding jurisdictions, the board of 
supervisors governing the county free library system may require, as a condition of transferring the facility, that the 
library services provided by the withdrawing entity to its residents also be available on the sam e basis to the 
residents ofthe surrounding jurisdictions. However, if thewithdrawing entity contributes to the provision of library 
services from other city funds, or through taxes, assessments, or fees of its residents, the withdrawing entity may 
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provide additional services to its residents. If the requrement to provide regional services is imposed and, unless 
otherwise agreed in writing by the county and the withdrawing entity by July 1 of the base y ear, an amount of 
property tax revenues equal to the property tax revenues derived from pr operty situated in the surrounding 
jurisdictions which were, in the fiscal yar prior to the bae year, allocated to the countyfree library system pursuant 
to Article 2 (commencing with Section 96) of Chapteib of Part 0.5 of Division 1 ofhe Revenue and Taxation Code 
shall be allocated to and used to maintain library services by the withdrawing entity in the base year and, adjusted 
forward, in each fiscal y ear thereafter at the sam e tim e other allocations are m ade pursuant to Article 2 
(commencing with Section 96) of Chapter 6 of Part 0.5 of Division 1 of the Revenue and Taxation Code. This 
subdivision shall not apply to property tax revenues that have been pledged to repay bonded indebtedness. If a 
surrounding jurisdiction subsequently provides notice of itsintent to withdraw fromthe countyfree library system 
pursuant to subdivision (a), on the date the surrounding ju risdiction ceases to participate in the benefits of the 
county free library system pursuant to subdivision (b), the withdrawing entity shall no longer be required to make 
library services available to the residents of the surrounding jurisdiction and property tax revenues derived from 
property situated in the surrounding jurisdiction shall no bnger be allocated to the withdrawing entitypursuant to 
this subdivision. 

(e) For purposes of this section, the following terms are defined as follows: 

(1) “Base year” means the fiscal year commencing on the July 1 following the Decenber 2 following the date 
of the notice given pursuant to subdivision (a) of this section. 

(2) “Fair market value” means: 

(A) Any value agreed upon by the withdrawing entity and the county. 

(B) If no agreement as to value is reached by the March 1 preceding the July 1 of the base year, the value 
assigned by an appraiser agreed upon by the withdrawing entity and the county. 

(C) If no agreement as to the appointment of an appraiser is reached pursuant to subparagraph (B) by the 
April 1 preceding the July 1 of the base year, the value assigned by an appraiser agreed upon between 
the withdrawing entity’s appraiser and the county’s appraiser. 

(D) If no agreement as to the appointment of an appraiser is reached pursuant to subparagraph (C) by the 
May 1 preceding the Julyl of the base jear, the value assigned by a state certified appraiser designated 
by the withdrawing entity. The designated appraisershall provide the appraisal in writing to the county 
no later than the June 1 preceding the July 1 of the base year. 

(E) The withdrawing entity shall reim burse the count y for any appraisal costs the county incurs in 
determining the fair market value pursuant to this section. 

(3) “Surrounding jurisdictions” means cities and library districts that are adjacent to the withdrawing cntityand 
tax rate areas in unincorporated areas of the county which tax rate areas are wholly or partially within the 
withdrawing entity’s sphere of influence, which cities, libraries, and taxrate areas are within the couny free 
library system and have no facility within their territorial boundaries providing libraryservices at the tine 
the withdrawing entity provides notice pursuant to subdivision (a). 
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ARTICLE 2. COUNTY LIBRARIAN 



Sec. 19140. Appointment of county librarian. 

Upon the establishment of a county free library, the board of supervisors shall appoint a county librarian. 

Sec. 19141. Civil service. 

If any county adopts a civil service system or a limited civil service system for county officers and employees, the 
county librarian shall be entitled to the benefits of such civil service system. 

This section does not limit any powers conferred on any county by charter. 

Sec. 19142. Qualifications. 

No person may be appointed to the office of countyiibrarian on or after January 1, 1987, unless he or she posesses 
both of the following qualifications: 

(a) Graduation from a graduate library school program accredited by the American Library Association. 

(b) Demonstrated knowledge of principles and practices of public administration, including county government, 
and of the laws applicable to library service in this state. 

Sec. 19143. Residence. 

At the time of his or her appointment, the county librarian need not be a citizen of the State of California. 

Sec. 19145. Oath and bond. 

The county librarian shall, prior to entering upon his duties, file the usual oath, and he shall be required to file an 
official bond in an amount determined by the board of supervisors, unless he is covered bya master bond pursuant 
to Section 1481 of the Government Code. 

Sec. 19146. Duties. 

The county librarian shall, subject to the general rules adopted by the board of supervisors, build up and manage, 
according to accepted principles of library management, a library for the use of the people of the county and shall 
determine what books and other library equipment shall be purchased. 

Sec. 19147. Payment of salary. 

The salary of the county librarians shall be paid by each of the counties in equal monthly installments, at the same 
time and in the same manner and out of the same fund as the salaries of other county officers are paid. 

Sec. 19148. Payment of salary in county with more than 400,000 population. 

The board of supervisors of a county over 400,000 popula tion, as determ ined by the 1960 decennial census, 
maintaining a county free library may provide that the salary of the county librarian be paid from the same fund 
used for maintaining and operating the county free library. 

Nothing in this section shall be construed as m odifying the status of the county librarian as a county official 
pursuant to Section 24000 of the Government Code. 

Sec. 19149. Traveling expenses. 

The county librarian and his assistant shall be allowe d actual and necessary traveling expenses incurred on the 
business of the office. 

Sec. 19150. Qualifications for acting librarian. 
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Except when the county librarian is temporarily absent, no person shall serve in the position of county librarian 
under the title of acting county librarian, or assistant librarian in charge, or any other such title, unless the person 
meets the qualifications set forth in Section 19142. 

In the event qualified candidates for the position of the county librarian cannot be found, the county supervisors 
shall secure a written permission from the State Librarian to appoint an unqualified person to the position. This 
written permission may be granted by the State Librarian for a period of time up to but not exceeding one yar. The 
State Librarian may from time to time in his or her discretion renew the permit. 



ARTICLE 3. GOVERNMENT 
Sec. 19160. Powers and duties of board of supervisors. 

The county free library is under the general supervision of the board of supervisors, which may: 

(a) Make general rules and regulations regarding the policy of the county free library. 

(b) Establish, upon the recommendation of the county librarian, branches and stations throughout the county and 
may locate the branches and stations in cities wherever deemed advisable. 

(c) Determine the number and kind of employees of the library. 

Sec. 19167. Supervision by State Librarian. 

The county free libraries are under the general supervision of the State Librarian, who shall from time to time, either 
personally or by one of his or her assistants, visit the county free libraries and inquire into their condition. The 
actual and necessary expenses of the visits shall be paid out of the moneys appropriated for the support of the 
California State Library. 

Sec. 19168. Annual convention of county librarians. 

The State Librarian shall annually call a convention of county librarians, to assemble at such time and place as he 
deems most convenient, for the discussion of questions pe rtaining to the supervision and administration of the 
county free libraries, the laws relating thereto, and such other subjects affecting the welfare and interest of the 
county free libraries as are properly brought before it. A 11 county librarians shall attend and take part in the 
proceedings of the convention. The actual and ncccssatycxpenscs of the county librarians attending the convention 
shall be paid out of the county free library fund. 

Sec. 19169. Annual report. 

The county librarian shall, on or before August 3 1st, in cactycar, report to the board of supevisors and to the State 
Librarian on the condition of the countyfree library, for the year ending June 30th preceding. The reports shall, in 
addition to other nutters deemed expedient by the county librarian, contain such statistical and other information as 
is deemed desirable by the State Librarian. For this purpose the State Librarian may send to the several county 
librarians instructions or question bla nks so as to obtain the naterial for a conparative study of library conditions in 
the state. 
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Sec. 19171. Allocations of federal funds 

The county board of supervisors of anycounty may in its discretion allocate and appropriate anyfunds received by 
the county under the State and Local Fiscal Assistance Act of 1972 (Public Law 92-512) for the purpose of 
establishing, maintaining, and purchasing property for the county free library. 

Sec. 19173. Creation of special taxing zones. 

The board of supervisors may create special taxing zones within the territory of the county subject to taxation for 
county free library purposes for the purpose of levying special taxes within the zones when it is found byhc board 
that the territory within the zones require special services or special facilities in addition to those provided generally 
by the county free library system and that the special tax levy is commensurate with the special benefits to be 
provided in the zones. 

Taxes levied pursuant to this section, together with ta xes levied pursuant to Section 19170, shall not exceed the 
higher of the limit provided by Section 19170 or the app licable provisions of Section 2263 of the Revenue and 
Taxation Code. 

Sec. 19174. Receipt of gifts, bequests or devises. 

The board of supervisors m ay receive, on behalf of the county , any gift, bequest, or devise for the county free 
library, or for any branch or subdivision of the library. 

Sec. 19174.5. Funds used to support county free library. 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, funds fromthe county general fund may be used to suppotthe county 
free library. 

Sec. 19175. Property, collection of taxes, and funds. 

The title to all property belonging to the county free library is vested in the county . All laws applicable to the 
collection of county taxes shall apply to the collection ofthe taxes provided in Section 19170. All moneys of the 
county free library, whether derived from taxation or otherwise, shall be in the custody of the county treasurer. 

Sec. 19176. Claims against the county free library fund. 

Each claim against the county free library fund shall be authorized and approved by the county librarian, or in his 
absence from the county by his assistant. It shall then beacted upon in the same manner as other claims against the 
county. 

Sec. 19177. Contracts or agreements with county law libraries. 

In any county of this state where a law libraryexists under the provisions of Chapter 5 (conmencing with Section 
6300) of Division 3 of the Business and Professions Code, the board of supervisors of the county may enter into 
contracts, or agreements with the board of law library trustees of the law library for the cooperation of the law 
library and the county free library , and, in that connection, may contract or agree with the board of law library 
trustees of the law library that the county librarian and otier employees ofthe county free library perform the duties 
required to be done or performed by the officers and enployees of the law library for a compensation to be named 
in the contract or agreement, and to be paid into the county free library fund. 
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Sec. 19178. School and teachers’ libraries. 

The board of supervisors may accept on behalf of the c ounty free library, all books and other property of school 
libraries and of the teachers' library, and may manage and maintain them as a part of the county free library. 

Sec. 19179. Application of chapter to prior county libraries and to contracts between counties and cities. 

Any county library which was establishedand existed on April 26, 1911, under the provisions of an act entitled “An 
act to provide county library systems,” approved April 12, 1909, is continued under the provisions of this chapter 
and shall be considered the same as if estib 1 ished under the provisions of this chaper. If a contract has been entered 
into between any county board of supervisors and any city pursuant to this article, the contract shall continue in 
force, and the provisions of Section 191 12 shall be applicable thereto, until the establishment and equipment of a 
county free library under the provisions of this chapter, unless sooner terminated. 

Sec. 19180. Financing of building when library does not serve entire county. 

The board of supervisors of any county in which there has been established a county free library which does not 
serve the entire countymay, on behalf of the countyfree library, construct, build, repair or refurnish buildings to be 
used for county free library purposes, payment for which may be made from the general fund of the county . If 
payment is made from the county's general fund, the county auditor shall each fiscal )ear thereafter transfer from the 
county free library fund to the county's general fund as a prior claim against the county free library fund for as many 
years as are determined by the board of supervisors but not to exceed 20, an equal annual installm ent in such 
amount that over the designated period of years the entire pay ment from the county 's general fund will be 
completely repaid. Payment of the costs of the constrution of a countyfree library building may also be made from 
the employees retirement fund of a retirem ent system established under the authority of the County Employees 
Retirement Law of 1937 as an investment of that fund and under the conditions specified in that law.

COUNTY SERVICE AREAS 
Extended Library Facilities and Services 

Sec. 25211. A new county service area may be formed purusant to this article. 

Sec. 25211.1 (a) A proposal to form a new county service area may be made by petition. The petition shall do 
all of the things required by Section 56700. In addition, the peition shall do all of the following: 

(1) State which services and facilities it is proposed that the county service area be authorized to provide 
upon formation. 

(2) Set forth the proposed methods by which the county service area will finance those services and facilities, 

including, but not limited to, special taxes, benefit assessments, and fees. 

(3) Propose a number or distinctive name for the county service area. Notwithstanding Section 7530, every county 
service area shall have the words “County Service Area” within its name. . . . 

25211.3. (a) A proposal to form a new county service area may also be made by the adoption of a resolution of 
application by the board of supervisors. Except for the provisions regarding the signers, the signatures, and the 

proponents, a resolution of application shall contain all of the matters specified for a petition in Section 25211.1. . . 
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Sec. 24000. County Officers. 

The officers of a county are: 

* * * 

(r) A county librarian. 

* * * 

Sec. 25351. Alternative authority for county library facilities. 

(a) The board may construct, expand, lease, build, rebuild, furnish, refurnish, or repair buildings for a hospital, 
almshouse, courthouse, jail, historical nxiseum, aquarium, library, art gallery, art institute, exposition building for 
exhibiting and advertising farming, mining, manufacturing, livestock raising, and other resources of the county , 
stadium, coliseum, sports arena, or sports pavilion or other building for holding sports events, athletic contests, 
contests of skill, exhibition, spectacles and other publioneetings, and such other public buildings as are necessary 
to carry out the work of the county government. 
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Sec. 26150. Alternative authority for county library facilities. 

County free libraries may be constructed, leased, built, rebuilt, furnished, refurnished, or repaired pursuant to the 
Education Code, or pursuant to this part; provided that , in counties wherein a union high school library district 
maintaining a district free public library was establishe d prior to June 30, 1912, county free libraries shall be 
constructed, leased, built, rebuilt, furnished, refurnished or repaired pursuant to Section 27264 of the Education 
Code until such tim e as the union high school library district elects to becom e a part of the county free library 
system. 

Sec. 26151. Service at county institutions. 

The board of supervisors may provide library service at charitable, detention, and penal institutions of the county 
under its supervision and control, a nd may also provide to officers and employees of county departments such 
library service as is required in the performance of their duties. Such service shall be rendered through the county 
free library and the cost is a charge upon the county payable out of the general fund. 



COMMUNITY SERVICES DISTRICTS 
Sec. 61600. Purposes for which powers may be exercised. 

A district formed under this law may exercise the powers granted for any of the following purposes designated in 
the petition for formation of the district and for any other of the following purposes that the district shall adopt: 

* * * 

(i) To acquire sites for, construct, and maintain library buildings, and to coopera te with other govemm ental 
agencies for library service. 
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COUNTY LAW LIBRARIES 

(Business and Professions Code, Division 3, Chapter 5, Articles 1-4, Sections 6300-6364) 



ARTICLE 1. BOARDS OF LAW LIBRARY TRUSTEES 
Sec. 6300. Establishment of board of trustees. 

There is in each countyof this State a board oiaw library trustees, which governs the law library established for the 
county under the provisions of this chapter. 

Sec. 6301. Membership. 

(a) Except as otherwise provided by statute, a board of law library trustees is constituted as follows: 

(1) In a county where there are no m ore than three judges of the superior court, each of those judges is ex 
officio a trustee. The judges my at their option selectonly one of their number to serve as a trustee, and in 
that event they shall appoint two additional trustees who are residents of the county or members of the State 
Bar. 

(2) In a county where there are rrore than three judges of the superior court, the judges of thateourt shall elect 
either four or five of their number to serve as trustees. 

(3) Any judge of the superior court who is an ex officio or elected m ember may, at the judge’s option, 
designate a resident of the county or a member of the State Bar to act for the judge as trustee. 

(4) The chair of the board of supervisors is ex officio a tntee, but the board of supervisors at the request of the 
chair may appoint a member of the State Bar, any other member of the board of supervisors of the county, 
or a resident of the countyto serve as trustee in placeof the chair. The appointment of the person selected 
in place of the chair of the board of supervisors shallxpirc when a new chair of the board of supervisors 
selected, and that appointment shall not be subject to the provisions of Section 6302. 

(5) The board of supervisors shall appoint as many additional trustees, who are members of the State Bar, as 
may be necessary to constitute a board of at least six and not more than seven members. 

(b) No more than two law library trustees m ay be resi dents of the county who are not judges of the county , 
members of the State Bar, or members of the board of supervisors of the county. 

Sec. 6301.1. Board of law library trustees for San Diego County. 

Notwithstanding Section 6301, in San Diego County the board of law library trustees shall be constituted, as 
follows: 

(a) Four judges of the superior court, to be elected by and from the superior court judges of the county . Each 
superior court judge so elected shall serve a three-y ear term. In order to m aintain overlapping terms, those 
judges holding office as of the date of unification of the municipal and superior courts of San Diego County 
shall remain in office until the expiration of their original term. 

(b) The board of supervisors shall appoint three attorney resident in the county to the board of law library trustees, 
to serve overlapping three-year terms. In order to stagge the three appointments, the board of supervisors shall, 
in January of 1997, appoint one attorney to a one-year term, one attorney to a two-year term, and one attorney 
to a three-year term; and as each term expires, the new appointee shall thereafter serve three-year terms. At 
least one attorney appointed pursuant to this subdivi sion shall be a m ember of the San Diego County Bar 
Association. 

(c) In the event a trustee cannot serve afull term, the appointing authority for that individual shall appoint another 
qualified person to conplete thatterm. Interim appointments may be made by the board of law librarytrustees 
in accordance with Section 6305. 

Sec. 6301.5. Counties having no bar association. 
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In any county where there are not more than three judges of the superior court, the board of supervisors, with the 
concurrence of the majority of the incumbent judges of the superior court, may reduce the number of law library 
trustees to not less than three members. 

Sec. 6302. Appointments by supervisor. 

Appointments of trustees which are to be nude by the board of supervisors of the county shall be made at the first 
meeting of the board of supervisors after the establishment of a law library in the county, the appointees to serve 
until the first meeting of the board of supervisors in the succeeding January. The board shall, at anysuch meeting in 
each succeeding January, appoint such trustees to serve for the term of one year. 

Sec. 6302.5. Term of office in Los Angeles County. 

(a) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, in Lo s Angeles County appointments made by judges of the 
superior court shall be for a term of four y ears, and appointments made by the board of supervisors of the 
county shall be for a term of two years. 

(b) The terms of no more than three judge-appointed members shall expire in the same year. 

(c) The term of one member appointed by the board of supervisors shall expire each year. 

Sec. 6303. Compensation. 

The office of trustee is honorary, without salary or other compensation. 

Sec. 6304. Meetings and quorum. 

Each board of law library trustees shall meet regularly each month on such day as it shall appoint, but if it appoint 
no day, it shall meet on the first Tuesday after the first Saturday of each month, and any board may meet at such 
other times as it may appoint, at a place to be designated for that purpose. The president of the 
board may call a special meeting at any time for the transaction of necessary business. A majority of the members 
constitutes a quorum or business, and an affirmative vote of a majority of the members is required to exercise the 
powers of the board. 

Sec. 6305. Removing members and filling vacancies. 

A board of law library trustees may remove any trustee, except an ex officio trustee, who neglects to attend or who 
absents himself from the meetings of the board, and may fill all vacancies that from any cause occur in the board. 

Sec. 6306. President. 

Each board shall appoint one of its number as president. 

Sec. 6307. Secretary. 

Each board shall elect a secretary, who shall keep a fullstatement and account of all property, money, receipts and 
expenditures, and shall keep a record and full ninutes in writing, with the a>cs and noes at length, of all proceedings 
of the board. 

The secretary may certify to such proceedings, or any part thereof, under his hand, verified by an official seal 
adopted and provided by the board for that purpose. 



ARTICLE 2. LAW LIBRARY FUNDS 
Sec. 6320. Law libraries trust fund. 
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All money collected for the law library in each county, must be deposited with the treasurer of the countywho must 
keep the same separate and apart in a trust fund or trust accouptto be disbursed by the board of law library trustees. 
Money may be disbursed only as in this chapter provided, and only for the purposes herein authorized. 

Whenever a law library and a board of trustees to govern the same, is in existence under the provisions of anylaw, 
other than the law superseded by this chapter, in any county, or city and county, in this State, money so collected 
shall be paid into the hands of those, and in the manner, provided by such law. 

Sec. 6321. Law library fee by party initiating action 

(a) On and after January 1, 2006, as described in Section 68085.1 of the Government Code, the 
Administrative Office of the Courts shall nake monthly distributions from superior court filing 
fees to the law libraryfund in each countyin the amounts described in this sectionand Section 
6322.1. From each first paper filing f ee as provided under Section 70611, 70612, 70613, 
70614, or 70670 of the Government Code, each first paper or petition filing fee in a probate 
matter as provided under Section 70650,70651, 70652, 70653, 70654,70655, 70656, or 70658 
of the Government Code, Section 103470 of the Flealth and Safety Code, or Section 7660 of 
the Probate Code, each filing fee for a sm all claims or limited civil case appeal as provided 
under Section 1 16.760 of the Code of Civil Pr ocedure or Section 70621 of the Government 
Code, and each vehicle forfeiture petition fees as provided under subdivision (e) of Section 
14607.6 of the Vehicle Code, that is collected in each of the following counties, the amount 
indicated in this subdivision shall be paid to the law library fund in that county:

(b) If a board of supervisors in any county acted before January 1, 2006 to increase the law libraryfee 
in that county effective January 1, 2006, the amount distributed to the law library fund in that county 
under subdivision (a) shall be increased by the amount that the board of supervisors acted to increase 
the fee, up to three dollars ($3). Notwithstanding subdivision (b) of Section 6322. 1, as it read on 
January 1, 2005, the maximum increase permitted under this subdivision (b) of Section 6322.1, as it 
read on January 1, 2005, the m aximum increase perm itted under this subdivision in Los Angeles 
County is three dollars ($3), rather than two dollars ($2). 

(c) The amounts of twenty-three dollars ($23) for Inyo County, twenty-nine dollars ($29) for Mendocino 
County, twenty -three dollars ($23) for Plum as County, and twenty -three dollars ($23) for San Benito 
County listed in subdivision (a) shall applyto distributions made under subdivision (a) beginning January 
1,2006. 
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Sec. 6322. Fees payable by defendants on appearance. 

(a) It is the intent of the Legislature that the change in the method of distributing funds to law libraries from fees 
collected by the superior courts under the Uniform Civil Fees and Standard Fee Schedule Act of 2005 will not 
result in undue financial hardship for any law library. On and after January 1 , 2006, any law library that 
experiences undue financial hardship from the change in the method of distributing funding to law libraries may 
request a one-time advance from the Administrative Office of the Courts. The Administrative Office of the 
Courts shall provide the advance within 15 days after the request is received, but no earlier than February 1, 

2006, if all of the following conditions are met: 

(1) The law library board of trustees certifies that the law library is experiencing financial hardship caused by 
an increase in the time between collection of a fee by the court and the receipt of the money by the law library 
fund resulting from the implementation of the new distribution method for money received from superior court 
filing fees. 

(2) The law library board of trustees certifies that the law library is operating under this chapter. 

(3) The Administrative Office of the Courts receives the request on or before February 15, 2006. 

(b) The amount of the advance shall be equal to one-twelfth of the law library's total receipts from superior 
court fees for the 2003-04 fiscal year. 

(c) The funding for the advance shall be provided from amounts deposited into the ha nk account established 
by the Administrative Office of the Courts under subdivision (b) of Section 68085.1 of the Government Code. 

The advance shall be returned within 30 days if a law library ceases to operate or the responsibility for the law 
library is transferred from the law library board of trustees. 

Sec. 6322.1. Increase of fees. 

(a) Until the end of the moratorium described in Section 70601 of the Government Code, the board of 
supervisors of any county may increase, as provided in this section, the amount distributed to its county law 
library fund from the uniform filing fees listed in Section 6321 whenever it determines that the increase is 
necessary to defray the expenses of the law library. 

Any increase in the amount distributed to the law library fund in any county under this subdivision shall not 
be effective until January 1 of the next year after the adoption by the board of supervisors of the increase. The 
amount of the increase in any calendar year shall be no greater than three dollars ($3) over the 
previous calendar year. A copy of the action of the board of supervisors that establishes the increase shall be 
provided to the Administrative Office of the Courts as soon as it becomes available but no later than December 
15 of the year before the increased distribution goes into effect. 

(b) Distribution changes after January 1, 2008, shall be determined by the process described in Section 70601 
of the Government Code. 

(c) (1) In an action or proceeding in which a claim for money damages falls within the monetary jurisdiction 
of the small claims court and is filed by an assignee who is prohibited from filing or maintaining a claim 
pursuant to Section 1 16.420 of the Code of Civil Procedure, the uniform filing fee shall be reduced by twenty-four 
dollars ($24) to one hundred seventy-six dollars ($176) if the complaint contains a declaration under penalty of perjury, 
executed by the party requesting the reduction in fees, that the case qualifies for the lower fee because the claim 

for money damages will not exceed the monetary jurisdiction of small claims court and is filed by an assignee 
of the claim. 

(2) When the uniform filing fee is reduced as provided under this subdivision, the amount distributed from 
each uniform filing fee to the law library fund in the county shall be as follows:

The increases described in subdivision (a) do not apply to the law library distributions in this subdivision. 

(3) Notwithstanding subdivision (d) of Section 68085.4 of the Government Code, when the uniform filing fee 
is reduced as provided in this subdivision, the amounts distributed to dispute resolution programs, the State 
Court Facilities Construction Fund, the Judges' Retirement Fund, children's waiting rooms, and the Equal 
Access Fund shall remain as provided under subdivisions (b) and (c) of Section 68085.4 of the Government 
Code and shall not be changed. Only the amounts distributed to the Trial Court Trust Fund and the law libraries 
shall be adjusted. If the fee is further reduced below one hundred sixty-five dollars ($165), as with a partial 
waiver or partial payment, the proportional reductions described in subdivision (g) of Section 68085. 1 of the 
Government Code shall apply. 

(d) Distributions under this section to the law library fund in each county shall be used only for the purposes 
authorized by this chapter. 

(e) As used in this section and Section 6321, "law library fund" includes a law library account described in the 
second paragraph of Section 6320. 

Sec. 6323. Exemption from fees. 

Such costs shall not be collected, however, in sm all claims courts, nor shall they be collected on the filing of a 
petition for letters of adoption, or the filing of a disclaimer. 
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Sec. 6324. Additional appropriations by supervisors. 

The board of supervisors of any county may set apart from the fees collected by the clerk of the court, sums not 
exceeding one thousand two hundred dollars ($ 1 ,200) in any one fiscal year, to be paid by the clerk into the law 
library fund in addition to the moneys otherwise provided to be deposited in that fund by law. The board of 
supervisors may also appropriate from the county treasury for law library purposes such additional sums as may in 
their discretion appear proper. When so paid into the lawlibrary fund, such sums shall constitute a part of the fund 
and be used for the same purposes. 

Sec. 6325. Trustees’ authority to order payment. 

(a) The orders and demands of the trustees of the law library, when duly made and authenticated as hereinafter 
provided, shall be verified and auditd by the auditing officer, and paid bythe treasurer of the countyout of the 
law library fund. Full entry and record shall be kept as in other cases. 

(b) Notwithstanding subdivision (a), commencing July 1, 1993, the auditing officer is not required to audit the 
orders and demands of the trustees of the law library. This subdivision shall become inoperative on 

July 1, 1994. 

Sec. 6326. Revolving fund. 

A revolving fund of not more than thirty thousand dollars ($30,000) may be established from money in the law 
library fund, by resolution of the board of law library trustees, for expenditures of not exceeding three thousand 
dollars ($3,000) each for purposes for which the law library fund may lawfully be expended. The board shall 
prescribe the procedure by which money may be drawn from the revolving fund, the records to be kept, and the 
manner in which reimbursements shall be made to the revolving fund by demand and order from the law library 
fund. All or any part of the money in the revolving fund may be deposited in a commercial account in a bank, 
subject to payments of not exceeding three thousand dollars ($3,000) each by check on the signature of the 
secretary or any other person or persons designated by the board. 



ARTICLE 3. DUTIES AND POWERS OF BOARDS 
Sec. 6340. Establishment of library and provision of quarters. 

Each board of law librarytrustees shall establish and maintain a law library atthe county seat of the county in which 
it is appointed and m ay lease suitable quarters therefore or construct quarters pursuant to the provisions of this 
chapter, and may provide leased or constructed quarters with suitable furniture and utility services. 

Sec. 6341. Branches. 

Any board of law librarytrustees may establish and maintain a branch of the law library in any city in the county, 
other than the county seat, in which a session of the superiorcourt is held. In anycity constituting the county seat, 
any board of law library trustees may establish and maintain a branch of the law library at any location therein 
where four or more judges of the superior court are ^signaled to hold sessions more than 10 niles distant from the 
principal office of the court. In any city and county any board of law library trustees may establish and maintain 
branches of the law library. A branch is in all respects a part of the law library and is governed accordingly. 

Sec. 6342. General authority of trustees. 

A board of law library trustees may order the drawing and payment, upon properly authenticated vouchers, duly 
certified by the president and secretary, of money from out of the law library fund, for any liability or expenditure 
herein authorized, and generally do all that may be necessary to carry into effect the provisions of this chapter.

Sec. 6343. Rules and protection of property. 

A board may make and enforce all rules, regulations, andby-laws necessary for the adninistration, government, and 
protection of the law library, and of all property belonging thereto, or that may be loaned, devised, bequeathed, or 
donated to it. A board may make expenditures for the suitable maintenance, repair, protection and insurance against 
loss of such property, both real and personal. 

Sec. 6344. Books and other personal property. 

A board may purchase books, journals, other publications, andother personal property. It may dispose of obsolete 
or duplicate books, and other unneeded or unusable property. 

Sec. 6345. Appointment of staff. 

A board m ay appoint a librarian and define the powers and prescribe the duties of any officers, determ ine the 
number, and elect all necessary subordinate officers and assi stants, and at its pleasure rem ove any officer or 
assistant. 

For the purpose of facilitating the recruitment of professional and technically trained persons to fill positions for 
which there is a shortage of qualified applicants, a board may authorize payment of all or a part of the reasonable 
travel expense of applicants who are called for interview and all or part ofhe reasonable travel and moving expense 
of persons who change their place of residence to accept employment with the law library. 

Sec. 6346. Salaries and bond. 

A board shall fix the salaries of the secretary librarian, and other officers and assistants, and my require a bond of 
any officer or assistant, in such sum as it may fix. The premium on any such bond given by an authorized surety 
company may be paid from the law library fund. 

Sec. 6346.5. State Employees’ Retirement System. 

A board of law library trustees may contract with the Board of Administration of the State Employees' Retirement 
System, to make all or any of the officers or employees of the law library members of the system. 

Sec. 6346.6. County retirement system. 

As an alternative to Section 6346.5, a board of law lib rary trustees m ay, with the consent of the board of 
administration of the applicable retirement system, elect to make all or any of the officers or enployees of the law 
library members of the retirement system which covers the officers and enployees of the county in which the law 
library is established and to have the law library officers and employees deemed to be county employees for 
purposes of that retirement system. In the event of such an election, the employer contributions on behalf of the 
covered law library officers and employees shall be made from law library funds. 

Sec. 6347. Contracts with law library associations. 

A board may contract with any law library association to make use of its library as a public law library , under 
proper rules and regulations to be prescribed by the board, either by lease or such other contracts as nay best carry 
into effect the purposes of this chapter. 

Sec. 6348. Construction of library building. 

A board may expend surplus funds in excess of ten thousand dollars ($10,000) under its control, not necessary for 
use to maintain the law library, to acquire or lease realproperty and erect thereon a litrary building to house the law 
library. In the alternative, a board of law librarytrustees may appropriate from such surplus funds in excess of ten 
thousand dollars ($ 1 0,000), so mich as in the discretion of said board my be necessary to obtain adequate quarters 
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for the law library in any building hereafter erected by the board of supervisors of the county in which the law 
library is maintained. The moneys so appropriated shall not be more than the proportion of the total cost of such 
building which the space allotted to the law library bears to the total usable space in the building. The moneys so 
appropriated may be transferred to the boad of supervisors of the countyfor use in erasting the building, or may be 
paid directly on contracts for the erection thereof made by the board of supervisors. 

Sec. 6348.1. Sharing of county building, and dedication of site for law library building. 

An appropriation to obtain quarters for the law libraryin a building to be erected bythe board ofsupervisors of the 
county, may be made subject to such term s and conditions, including approval of plans and specifications, and 
regarding maintenance and use of the quarters, as my be mutually agreed upon bythe board of law I i bray trustees 
and the board of supervisors. 

Where a board of law library trustees determines to erect a library building to house the law library, the State of 
California or the county or the city in which the building is to be located, may set apart and dedicate or lease land 
owned by any of them for the permanent use of the building and access thereto. 

Sec. 6348.2. Loan to erect county law library building. 

When a board of law librarytrustees in any county determines to erect a library building to house the law library it 
may borrow money for that purpose and repay the loan from its future income. The board may borrow the money 
from any person, or private or public agency, or corporation, in an amount not exceeding half of the funds of the 
board allocated to the construction of the building, upon such terms as may be agreed upon by the board and the 
lender and approved by resolution of the board of supervisors of the county. 

Sec. 6348.3. Other occupancies of law library facilities. 

A library building erected to house the law library may include not more than four courtroom s with offices in 
connection therewith, offices for use of a county bar association, and an office for a notary public and public 
stenographer, which courtrooms and offices the board of lav library trustees may lease, the income to be deposied 
in the law library fund. 

Sec. 6348.4. Sale of surplus real property. 

Real property acquired by a board other than bydedication, may be sold by the board to the State of California or to 
any governmental agency, the proceeds to be deposited in the law library fund. 

Sec. 6348.5. Investment of surplus funds. 

A board of law librarytrustees may invest surplus funds, with the approval of the countytreasurer, in excess of one 
hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) or of the average annual expenditures of the library for the four fiscal years 
immediately preceding the investment, whichever is lesser, in bonds of the government of the United States or of 
this State. Bonds so purchased nay be sold at anytime in the discretion of the board. In coiputing average annual 
expenditures for the purposes of this section, capital expnditures for the purchase of real property and construction 
of a library building shall not be included. 

Sec. 6348.6. Construction in counties of 400,000 to 700,000. 

In any county having a population of 400,000 but less than 700,000, a board of law library trustees may contract 
with the board of supervisors of the countyupon such terms as may be mutually agreeable for the construction by 
the board of supervisors of a law library building or any part thereof or for quarters in a building to be erected by the 
board of supervisors. Such agreement may be made subject to such terms and conditions including approval of 
plans and specifications, regarding the furnishing and equipping of the building or quarters, and regarding 
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maintenance and use of the quarters, as may be mutually agreed upon by the board of law library trustees and the 
board of supervisors. Such contract may provide that the board of law library trustees shall make payments to the 
board of supervisors out of future income in payment for constructing or furnishing or equipping such law library 
building or part thereof or such quarters in a building. Ary contract heretofore executed by a board of law library 
trustees and a board of supervisors, which, if executed s ubsequent to the effective da te of this section would be 
valid, is hereby ratified and validated. 

Sec. 6348.7. Sharing facility with county under joint exercise of powers. 

A board of law librarytrustees may enter into an agreement with a county for the joint exercise of powers pursuant 
to Chapter 5 (commencing with Section 6500) of Division 7of Title 1 of the Government Code for the purpose of 
constructing a building or buildings to house the law I i bray and court or county facilities, without limitation as to 
the number of courtrooms such building or buildings m ay contain, and m ay lease from any authority created 
pursuant to such agreement the space required for law library purposes. 

Sec. 6349. Annual report. 

Each board of law librarytrustees, on or before the 1 5th dayof August of each yiar, shall make an annual report to 
the board of supervisors of the countyin which the law library ismaintained, for the preceding fiscal year ending on 
the 30th day of June. A copy of the report shall be filed with the auditor of the county. 

The report shall give the condition of their trust, with full statements of all their property and money received, 
whence derived, how used and expended, the num her of books, periodicals and other publications on hand, the 
number added by purchase, gift, or otherwise during th e y ear, the num her lost or missing, and such other 
information as might be of interest. 

Sec. 6350. Financial report. 

A financial report, showing all receipts and disbursements of money, shall be made by the secretary, duly verified 
by his oath, at the same time that the report of the board is made. 



ARTICLE 4. GENERAL PROVISIONS 
Sec. 6360. Access to law libraries and loan of books. 

A law library established under this chapter shall be free to th judiciary, to state and countyofficials, to members of 
the State Bar, and to all residents of the countyfor the examination of books and other publications at the library or 
its branches. 

The board of law librarytrustees may permit the removal of such books and other publications fr omthe libraiy and 
its branches as it considers proper, subject to such rules, ad, in its discretion, the giving of such securityas it may 
provide to ensure the safekeeping and prompt return thereof, but no security shall be required of members of the 
judiciary or county officials. The board may provide for the levying of fines and charges for violation of the rules, 
and may make charges to cover the cost of special servces, such as the making of photo copies of pages of library 
books, and messenger service. 

The board of law library trustees may require persons other than members of the judiciary, county officials, and 
members of the bar resident in the countyfo pay such dues as the board may fix for the privilege of removing books 
and other publications from the library. With the approval of the board of supervisors, the board of law library 
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trustees may charge individual members of the bar resident in the county fees for the removal of books and other 
publications from the library. These fees shall not exceed the cost of providing the service. 

Sec. 6361. Supervisors’ responsibility to provide quarters. 

The board of supervisors of the county in which the law library is established shall provide sufficient quarters for 
the use of the library upon request of the board of law library trustees, except that the board of supervisors need not 
provide such quarters when the board of law librarytrustees determines it has sufficiert funds, over and above those 
necessary for operation and maintenance expenses, to provide its own quarters. Such provisionmay include, with 
the room or rooms provided, suitable furniture, window shades, floor coverings, lighting, heat and telephone and 
janitor service. 

Sec. 6362.5. State Librarian to inform about new materials. 

The State Librarian shall periodically supply to each library established under the provisions of this chapter, and 
requesting the same, information regarding newly published materials to aid such librariesin their selection of new 
materials. 

Sec. 6363. Existing law libraries. 

Whenever a law library, and a board of trustees to govern th same, is in existence under the provisions of anjlaw, 
other than the law superseded by this chapter, in any county, or city and county, in this State, this chapter shall not 
be considered a repeal of any legislation under which such library was established andis now governed, but shall be 
deemed to confer upon such library the benefits of Sections 6321, 6322, 6322.1, 6326, 6341, 6345, 6346, 6346.5, 
and 6347. 

Sec. 6364. Optional ordinance to establish. 

It is discretionary with the board of supervisors of any county to provide by ordinance for the application of the 
provisions of this chapter to the county. 
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MUNICIPAL LIBRARIES 

(Education Code, Title 1, Division 1, Part 11, Chapter 5, Articles 1-4, Sections 18900-18965) 



ARTICLE 1. ESTABLISHMENT 
Sec. 18900. Establishment by legislative body. 

The common council, board of trustees, or other legislative body of any city in the state m ay, and upon being 
requested to do so by one-fourth of the electors ofthe municipal coiporation in the manner provided in this article, 
shall, by ordinance, establish in and for the municipality a public library if there is none already established therein. 

Sec. 18901. Petition of electors. 

The request may be by a single petition, or by several petitions. The several petitions shall be substantially in the 
same form. The single petition, or several petitions in the aggregate, shall have, the signatures of the requisite 
number of electors. 



ARTICLE 2. TRUSTEES 
Sec. 18910. Appointment of board of trustees. 

The public library shall be managed by a board of library trustees, consisting of five members, to be appointed by 
the mayor, president of the board of trustees, or other executive head of the municipality, with the consent of the 
legislative body of the municipality. 

Sec. 18911. Term of office and compensation. 

The trustees shall hold office for three yars. The members of the first board appointed shil so classify themselves 
by lot that one of their number shall go out of office at theend of the current fiscal >ear, two at the end of one jear 
thereafter, and two at the end of two years thereafter. 

The legislative body of the municipality may, by ordinance, provide for the conpensation of such trustees; provided 
that the respective compensation for such trustees shall not exceed fifty dollars ($50) per month. 

Sec. 18912. Eligibility of men and women. 

Men and women are equally eligible to appointment as trustees. 

Sec. 18913. Vacancies. 

Vacancies shall be filled by appointment for the unexpired termin the same manner as the original appointments are 
made. 

Sec. 18914. Monthly meetings. 

Boards of library trustees shall meet at least once a month at such times and places as they may fix by resolution. 
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Sec. 18915. Special meetings. 

Meetings of the board are governed by the Ralph M. Brown Act (Chapter 9 (commencing with Section 54950) of 
Part 1 of Division 2 of Title 5 of the Government Code. 

Sec. 18916. Quorum. 

A majority of the board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

Sec. 18917. President. 

The board shall appoint one of its num her president, who shall serve for one y ear and until his successor is 
appointed, and in his absence shall select a president pro tern. 

Sec. 18918. Record of proceedings. 

The board shall cause a proper record of its proceedings to be kept. 

Sec. 18919. Rules, regulations and bylaws. 

The board of library trustees m ay m ake and enforce all rules, regulations, and by laws necessary for the 
administration, government, and protection of the lib raries under its m anagement, and all property belonging 
thereto. 

Sec. 18920. Administration of trusts and disposal of property. 

The board of library trustees may administer any trust declared or created for the library and receive by gift, devise, 
or bequest and hold in trust or otherwise, property situated in this state or elsewhere, and where not otherwise 
provided, dispose of the property for the benefit of the library. 

Sec. 18921. Officers and employees. 2 

The board of library trustees may prescribe the duties andpowers of the librarian, secretary, and other officers and 
employees of the library ; determ ine the num her of and appoint all officers and employees, and fix their 
compensation. The officers and employees shall hold their offices or positions at the pleasure of the board. 

Sec. 18922. Purchase of personal property. 

The board of library trustees may purchase necessary books, journals, publications, and other personal property. 

Sec. 18923. Purchase of real property, and erection of rental and equipment of buildings or rooms. 

The board of library trustees may purchase real property, and erect or rent and equip, such buildings or rooms, as 
may be necessary , when in its judgm ent a suitable buildi ng, or portion thereof, has not been provided by the 
legislative body of the municipality for the library. 

Sec. 18924. State publications. 

The board of library trustees may request the appropriate stab officials to furnish the librarywith copies of any and 
all reports, laws, and other publications of the state not otherwise disposed of by law. 

Sec. 18925. Interlibrary and non-resident loans.

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The board of library trustees may borrow books from, lend books to, and exchange books with other libraries, and 
may allow nonresidents to borrow books upon such conditions as the board may prescribe. 

Sec. 18926. Incidental powers of board. 

The board of library trustees may do and perform any and all other acts and things necessary or proper to carry out 
the provisions of this chapter. 

Sec. 18927. Annual report. 

The board of library trustees, or ifthere is no board of trustees, then the administrative head of the library shall, on 
or before August 3 1st, in each >ear, report to the legislative body of the municipality and to the State Librarian on 
the condition of the library, for the year ending the 30th day of June preceding. The reports shall, in addition to 
other matters deemed expedient by the board of trustees oradministrative head of the library contain such statistical 
and other information as is deemed desirable by the State Librarian. For this purpose the State Librarian nay send 
to the several boards of trustees or administrative heads of the libraryinstructions or question bla nk s so as to obtain 
the material for a comparative study of library conditions in the state. 



ARTICLE 3. SUPPORT OF LIBRARIES 
Sec. 18951. Disposition of gifts and bequests. 

All money acquired by gift, devise, bequest, or otherwise, for the purposes of the library shall be apportioned toa 
fund to be designated the library fund, and shall be applied to the purposes authorized in this chapter. 

Sec. 18952. Gifts and bequests that may not be paid into library fund. 

If payment into the treasury is inconsistent with the conditions or terms of any gift, devise, or bequest, the board 
shall provide for the safety and preservation of the fund, a nd the application thereof to the use of the library , in 
accordance with the terms and conditions of the gift, devise, or bequest. 

Sec. 18953. Payments from the library fund. 

Payments from the fund shall be m ade upon warrants issued after due audit by , and an order from , the library 
trustees. The warrants shall be signed by the president and secretary of the board of library trustees. The treasurer of 
the municipality shall pay such warrants without any further order or warrant from any other authority. 



ARTICLE 4. GOVERNMENT 

Sec. 18960. Library free to inhabitants and taxpayers, unless in violation of rules. 

Every library established pursuant to this chapter shall beforever free to the inhabitants and nonresident taxpayrs 
of the municipality, subject always to such rules, regul ations, and bylaws as may be made by boards of library 
trustees. Any person who violates any rule, regulations, or bylaw may be fined or excluded fromthe privileges of 
the library. 
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Sec. 18961. Contracts with neighboring municipalities or county. 

The board of library trustees and the legislative body of any neighboring municipality or the board of supervisors of 
the county in which the public libnry is situated, may contract for lending the books of the library to residents of the 
county or neighboring m unicipality, upon a reasonable com pensation to be paid by the county or neighboring 
municipality. 

Sec. 18962. Title to property. 

The title to all property acquired for the purposes of the library, when not inconsistent with the term s of its 
acquisition, or otherwise designated, vests in the municipality in which the library is situated, and in the nan® of the 
municipal corporation may be sued for and defended by action at law or otherwise. 

Sec. 18963. Prior municipal libraries and charter city libraries. 

Any municipal library which was established and existed on June 11, 1909, under theprovisions of an act entitled 
“An act to establish free public libraries and reading r ooms,” approved April 26, 1880, is continued under the 
provisions of this chapter and shall be considered the same as if established under the provisions of this chapter. 
This chapter has no application to anylibrary established orgovemed by a city charter, and any city charter is in no 
manner affected by this chapter. 

Sec. 18964. Disestablishment of library. 

Any ordinance establishing a library adopted pursuant to this chapter shall be repealed bythe body which adopted it 
upon being requested to do so by 51 percent of the electors of the municipal corporation, as shown by the great 
register. Upon the repeal of the ordinance the library is disestablished in the municipal corporation. 

Sec. 18965. Consolidation of two or more libraries. 

Whenever the governing bodies of two or ncre cities orcounties consolidate their existing public libraryservices, 
as a joint exercise of powers under Chapter 5 (com mencing with Section 6500), Division 7, Title 1 of the 
Government Code, and the ownership ormanagement of the cities' and counties' library facilities and other library 
assets are turned over to a newly formed joint agency, any boards of public library trustees existing prior to the 
consolidation, may be dissolved by ordinance. 



GOVERNMENT CODE PROVISIONS RELATING TO MUNICIPAL LIBRARIES 
PARK AND PLAYGROUND ACT OF 1909 



Sec. 38000. Citation. 

This chapter may be cited as the Park and Playground Act of 1909. 

Sec. 38001. Construction. 

This chapter shall be liberally construed to promote its objects. 

Sec. 38002. “Improvement” defined. 

As used in this chapter, “improvement” includes a public park, urban open-space lands, playground, or library. 

Sec. 38010. Condemnation. 
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When the public interest or convenience requires, the legilativc body may acquire by condemnation land situated in 
the city for improvements. 

Sec. 38011. Incorporation of other improvement statutes. 

The Improvement Act of 191 1, the Municipal Improvement Act of 1913, and the Improvement Bond Act of 1915 
may be used by a city for any improvement. 



MISCELLANEOUS GOVERNMENT CODE PROVISIONS 

Sec. 39732. Alternative authority to acquire, construct, and maintain municipal library facilities. 

The legislative body may: 

(a) Acquire, own, construct, maintain, and operate bus lines, street railways, steam railways spur tracks, telephone 
and telegraph lines, gas and other works for light, power, and heat, public libraries, museums, gymnasiums, 
parks, and baths. 




LIBRARY DISTRICTS 

(Education Code Title 1, Division 1, Part 11, Chapter 8, Articles 1- 6, Sections 19400-19532) 

ARTICLE 1. FORMATION, ANNEXATION, DISSOLUTION 
Sec. 19400. Organization and powers. 

A library district may be organized, as provided in this chapter. The library district may establish, equip, and 
maintain a public library for the dissemination of knowledge of the arts, sciences, and general literature and may 
exercise the powers granted or necessarily implied pursuant to this chapter. 

Sec. 19401. Territory. 

The library district may include incorporated or unincorporated territory, or both, in any one or more counties, so 
long as the territory of the district consists of contiguous parcels and the territory of no city is divided. 

Sec. 19402. Petition for formation. 

Whenever the formation of a library district is desired, a petition which may consist of any number of instruments, 
may be presented at a regular m eeting of the board of s upervisors of the county in which is located the largest 
proportionate value of the lands within the proposed distnit as shown by the last equalized countyassessment roll. 
The petition shall specify whether the proposed librarydistrict shall be governed bya three-member board of library 
trustees or by a five-member board of library trustees. The board of supervisors to whomthe petition is presented is 
designated in this chapter as the supervising board of supervisors. 

Sec. 19403. Petition: signatures. 

The petition shall be signed by registered voters residing within the proposed library district equal in number to at 
least 5 percent of the number of votes cast in the territory comprising the proposed district at the last preceding 
general state election at which a Governor was elected. 

Sec. 19404. Petition: filing and hearing. 

The proceedings for the filing and hearing of the petition in governed and controlled bythe provisions ofSections 
58032, 58033, 58034, 58060, and 58061 of the Government Code. 

Sec. 19405. Petition: final hearing. 

The proceedings for final hearing of the petition and the fonartion of the district are governed and controlled by the 
provisions of Article 4 (commencing with Section 5 8090), Article 5 (commencing with Section 58130), and Article 
7 (commencing with Section 58200) of Chapter 1 of Title 6 of the Government Code. 

Sec. 19406. Protests. 

On the filing of written protests by registered voters residing in the proposed district equal in nuntoer to at least 50 
percent of the number of votes cast in the territory comprising the proposed district at the last preceding general 
state election at which a Governor was elected, the proceeding for the formation of the district shall be teminated as 
provided in Sections 58103 and 58104 of the Government Code.

Sec. 19407. Districts in more than one county. 

No library district including territory in more than one county shall be organized under this chapter without the 
concurrent consent by resolution of each board of supervisors involved, as well as the consent of the governing 
body of each city to be included. 



ARTICLE 2. TRUSTEES 



Sec. 19420. Appointment and number. 

Within 30 days after the filing with the clerk of the board of supervisors or county board of supervisors of the 
resolution declaring the organization of the district, thesupervising board of supervisor shall appoint the required 
number of library trustees from the district at large. 

Sec. 19421. Name of board of trustees. 

The governing board of the district shall be called “tie Board of Library Trustees of Library District” 

(inserting the name of the particular district). 

Sec. 19422. Terms of office. 

The trustee shall hold office for the term of four years beginning on the last Friday in November next succeeding 
their appointment or election. 

Sec. 19423. Terms for members of first board. 

The first board of librarytrustees appointed or elected in adistrict shall at their first meeting so classify themselves 
by lot that their terms shall expire: 

(a) For three-member boards, one on the last Friday in November of the first odd-numbered calendar year next 
succeeding his or her appointment or election, and two on the last Fridayin November of the second succeeding 
odd-numbered calendar year. 

(b) For five-member boards, two on the last Friday in November of the first odd-numbered calendar year next 
succeeding his or her appointm ent or election, and three on the last Friday in Novem ber of the second 
succeeding odd-numbered calendar year. 

Sec. 19424. Board officers. 

At its first meeting called after the original appointment of the board, and annually thereafter at its first meeting 
called after the last Friday in November in odd-numbered years, the board shall organize by electing one of its 
number president, and another one of its num ber secretary. They shall serve as such for one year or until their 
successors are elected and qualified. 

Sec. 19425. Minutes, notification to State Librarian. 

The board shall cause a proper record of its proceedings to bekept, and at the first meeting of the board of trustees 
of the library district, it shall im mediately cause to be made out and filed with the State Librarian a certificate 
showing that the library district has been established, w ith the date thereof, the nam es of the trustees, and the 
officers of the board chosen for the current fiscal year. 
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Sec. 19426. Vacancies. 

A vacancy in the board of library trustees shall be filled for the unexpired term by appointment of the supervising 

board of supervisors. 

Sec. 19427. Holding office until successor is qualified. 

Each library trustee shall hold office until his successor is elected and qualified. 

Sec. 19428. Regular meeting. 

The board of library trustees shall meet at least once a month, at such time and place as it may fix by resolution. 

Sec. 19429. Special meetings. 

Special meetings may be called at any time, as follows: 

(a) A special meeting of a three-member board of librarytrustees may be called by two trustees, by written notices 
served upon each member at least 12 hours before the time specified for the meeting. 

(b) A special meeting of a five-member board of library trustees may be called by three trustees, by written notices 
served upon each member at least 12 hours before the time specified for the meeting. 

Sec. 19430. Quorum. 

(a) For three-member boards, two members constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

(b) For five-member boards, three members constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

Sec. 19431. Increase in number of trustees from three to five. 

A proposal to increase the number of seats on the board of library trustees from three to five may be initiated in 

either of the following alternative ways: 

(a) By a petition signed byregistered voters residing within tie library district equal in number to at least 5 percent 
of the total number of votes cast in the library district at the last preceding general state election at which a 
Governor was elected, and filed with the supervising board of supervisors of the library district. 

(b) By a resolution adopted by the board of trustees and filed with the supervising board of supervisors. 

Sec. 19432. Public hearing on increased number of trustees from three to five. 

(a) The supervising board of supervis ors, at its option, may conduct a public hearing on a petition or resolution 
filed pursuant to Section 19431. Notice of the hearingshall be published pursuantto Sections 6060 and 6061. 
At the hearing, any interested person shall begiven an opportunity to present his or her views on the proposal. 
At the conclusion of the hearing, the supervising board of supervisors may increase the board of library trustees 
to a five member board. 

(b) If the board of library trustees is increased from three to five members, the supervising board of supervisors 
shall appoint the two additional trustees ffomthe district at large, and the trustees shall classify themselves by 
lot so that their terms shall expire as provided in subdivision (b) of Section 19423. 
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ARTICLE 3. POWERS 



Sec. 19460. Rules, regulations, and bylaws. 

The board of library trustees shall m ake and enfor ce all rules, regulations, and by laws necessary for the 
administration, government, and protection of the library under its management, and all property belonging to the 
district. 

Sec. 19461. Administration of trust and property. 

The board of library trustees shall administer any trust declared or created for the library, and received by gift, 
devise, or bequest, and hold in trust or otherwise, prope rty situated in this state or elsewhere, and where not 
otherwise provided, dispose of the property for the benefit of the library. 

Sec. 19462. Officers and employees. 

The board of library trustees shall prescribe the duties andpowers of the librarian, secretary, and other officers and 
employees of the library , determ ine the num her of and appoint all officers and em ployees, and fix their 
compensation. The officers and employees shall hold their offices and positions at the pleasure of the board. 

Sec. 19463. Purchase of personal property. 

The board of library trustees shall purchase necessary books, journals, publications, and other personal property. 

Sec. 19464. Purchase or other acquisition of real property. 

The board of library trustees shall purchase real property and erect or rent and equip, such buildings or rooms, as in 
its judgment are necessary properly to carry out the provisions of this chapter. 

Sec. 19465. State publications. 

The board of library trustees shall require the Secretary of State and other state officials to furnish the librarywith 
copies of any and all reports, laws, and other publications of the state not otherwise disposed of by law. 

Sec. 19466. Interlibrary and non-resident loans. 

The board of library trustees shall borrow books from lend books to, and exchange bookswith other libraries, and 
may allow nonresidents of the district to borrow books upon such conditions as the board may prescribe. 

Sec. 19467. General authority of board. 

The board of library trustees shall borrow money, give security therefor, purchase on contract, and do and perform 
any and all other acts and things necessary or proper to carry out the provisions of this chapter. 

Sec. 19468. Annual report to State Librarian. 

The board of library trustees shall file, through the librarian, on or before the last day of August of each y ear, a 
report with the State Librarian at Sacram ento giving the condition of its library and the num her of volumes 
contained therein on the 30th dayof June preceding. The nport shall, in addition to other natters deemed expedient 
by the board of trustees or the district librarian, contain soli statistical and other information as is deemed desirable 
by the State Librarian. For this purpose the State Librariamiay send to the several district librarians instructions or 
question bla nks so as to obtain the material for a comparative study of library conditions in the state. 

Sec. 19469. Public hours.

The board of library trustees shall designate the hours dur ing which the library shall be open for the use of the 
public. 

Sec. 19470. Annual estimate of costs. 

Annually, at least 15 days before the first day of the month in which county taxes are levied, the board of library 
trustees of each library district shall funish to the board of supervisors of the ounty in which the district or any part 
thereof is situated, an estimate in writing of the amount of money necessary for all purposes required under this 
chapter during the next ensuing fiscal year. 

Sec. 19473. Library district fund. 

The tax shall be com puted, entered upon the tax rolls, and collected in the sam e manner as county taxes are 
computed, entered, and collected. All money collected shall be paid into the county treasury to the credit of the 
particular library district fund and shall be paid out on the order of the district board, signed by the president and 
secretary. 

Sec. 19475. Deposit of money to credit of library fund. 

All money acquired by gift, devise, bequest, or otherwise, for the purposes of the library , shall be paid into the 
county treasury to the credit of the libraryfund of the district, subject only to the order of the library trustees of the 
district. 

Sec. 19476. Safety, preservation, and application of fund not payable into treasury. 

If the payment into the treasury is inconsistent with the terns or conditions of any gift, devise, or bequest, the board 
of library trustees shall provide for the safetyand preservation of the fund, and the application thereof to the use of 
the library, in accordance with the terms and conditions of the gift, devise, or bequest. 

Sec. 19477. Warrants. 

Upon the receipt by the county auditor of an order of the library trustees of the district, he shall issue his warrant 
upon the county treasurer for the amount stated in the order. 

Sec. 19478. Nonpayment for want of funds. 

When any warrant is presented to the treasurer for payment and it is not paid for want of funds, the treasurer shall 
endorse thereon “not paid for want offunds” with the date of presentation and sign his nan® thereto, and from that 
time the warrant bears interest at the rate of 6 percent per annum until it is paid or until funds are available for its 
payment and the county treasurer gives notice to the warrant holder that funds are available for the payment. The 
giving of the notice is deem ed complete upon deposit th ereof in the United States m ail in a sealed envelope 
addressed to the warrant holder at his address given by him at the tim e of presentation of the warrant to the 
treasurer, with postage thereon fully prepaid and registered. 

Sec. 19479. Library free to inhabitants; violation of rules, regulations and bylaws. 

Every library established under this chapter shall be foreve free to the inhabitants and nonrcsidnt taxpayers of the 
library district, subject alway s to such rules, regulations, and by laws as m ay be m ade by the board of library 
trustees. For violation of anyrule, regulation, or bylaw a person may be fined or excluded from the privileges of the 
library. 

Sec. 19480. Title of property. 

The title to all property acquired for the purposes of the library, when not inconsistent with the term s of its 
acquisition, or not otherwise designated, vests in the district in which the library is or is to be situated. 
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Sec. 19481. Name of district. 

Every library district shall be designated bythe name and style of Library District (using the name of the 

district) of County (using the name of the county or counties in which the district is situated). In that 

name the trustees may sue and be sued, and nay hold and oonvey property for the use and benefit of the district. A 
number shall not be used as a part of the designation of any library district. 

Sec. 19482. Contracts with other libraries. 

The board of library trustees and the boards of trustees ofneighboring library districts, or the governing bodies of 
neighboring cities, or boards of supervisors of counties inwhich public libraries are situated, may contract to lend 
the books of libraries created under this chapter to residentsof the counties, neighboring cities, orlibrary districts, 
upon a reasonable compensation to be paid by the counties, neighboring cities, or library districts. 

Sec. 19483. Property liable to taxation for county free library. 

Anything in Sections 19100 to 19179, inclusive, to the con tray, notwithstanding, the propertyin any library district 
created under this chapter subsequent to the establishment of a county free library is subject to taxation for county 
free library purposes as though the library district had not been created. This section shall not apply to any 
adjustments in property tax allocations made pursuant to Section 19116. 



ARTICLE 4. CLAIMS 
Sec. 19500. Claims for money or damages. 

All claims for money or damages against the district are governed by Part 3 (commencing with Section 900) and 
Part 4 (commencing with Section 940) of Division 3.6 of Title 1 of the Govemm ent Code except as provided 
therein, or by other statutes or regulations expressly applicable thereto. 



ARTICLE 5. BIENNIAL ELECTION OF TRUSTEES 
Sec. 19510. Biennial election of trustees. 

An election shall be held bienniallyin each library district for the election of one or nctre library trustees who shall 
hold office for four years beginning on the last Fridayin November next succeeding his election. This election shall 
be held in the district on the sam e day as the school district election as specified in Section 5000 in the odd- 
numbered years. Trustees shall be nominated in the manner prescribed in Section 5012. 

Sec. 19511. Qualifications of electors. 

To be qualified to vote at any library district election a person shall be registered to vote in the library district, at 
least 29 days before the election. 

Sec. 19514. Appointment to vacancies by Board of Supervisors. 

If pursuant to Section 5327 a district election isiot held, the board of supervisors of the county in which the district, 
or the largest part thereof in area, isituated shall at its next regular neeting appoint to the positions of trustee those 
persons nominated, and such persons shall qualify, take office, and serve exactly as if elected at a general district 
election. If no person has been nominated, the board of supervisors shall appoint any qualified voter of the district 
to the position. 
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Sec. 19515. Conduct of elections. 

Except as otherwise provided in this article, Chapter 3 (commencing with Section 5300) of Part 4 of this division 
shall govern and control the conduct of elections pursuant to this chapter. 



ARTICLE 6. BONDS 



Sec. 19520. Petition and purposes. 

The board of trustees of any library district may, when in their judgment it is deemed advisable, and shall, upon a 
petition of 50 or more taxpayers and residents of the librarydistrict, call an election and submit to the electors of the 
district, the proposition of whether the bonds of the districtvill be issued and sold for the purpoe of raising money 
for any or all of the following: 

(a) The purchase of suitable lots. 

(b) Procuring plans and specifications and erecting a suitable building. 

(c) Furnishing and equipping the building and fencing and ornamenting the grounds, for the accomnodation of the 
public library. 

(d) Any or all of the purposes of this chapter. 

(e) Liquidating any indebtedness incurred for the purposes. 

(f) Refunding any outstanding valid indebtedness, evidenced by bonds or warrants of the district. 

Sec. 19521. Election. 

The bond election shall be called and c onducted and the results thereof canvassed , returned, and declared in the 
manner provided in Chapter 3 (commencing with Section 5300) of Part 4 of this division. 

Sec. 19522. Revolution for election. 

The board of trustees shall set forth in the resolutiomalling for a bond election the amount and denomination of the 
bonds, the rate of interest, and the number of years that all or any part of the bonds are to run. 

Sec. 19524. Required majority. 

If it appears that two-thirds of the votes cast at the election were cast in favor of issuing the bonds, the board shall 
enter the fact upon its minutes and shall certify all the pro ceedings to the supervising board of supervisors. 
Thereupon the board of supervisors shall issue the bonds of the district, in the number and amount provided in the 
proceedings, and the district shall be named on the bonds. The bonds shall be paid out of the building fund of the 
district. 

The money for the redenption of the bonds and the paynent of interest thereon shall be raised bytaxation upon the 
taxable property in the district. 

Sec. 19525. Limitation on total amount issued. 

The total amount of bonds issued shall not exceed 5 percent of the assessed value of the property of the district, 
prior to the 1980-81 fiscal year and shall not exceed 1.25 percent of the assessed value of the district 
beginning after the 1981-82 fiscal year, as shown by the last equalized assessment roll of the county or counties in 
which the district is situated. 

Sec. 19526. Form and term. 
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The supervising board of supervisorsby an order entered upon its niin ut.es shall prescribe the form of the bonds and 
of the interest coupons attached thereto, and shall fix the time when the whole or any part of the principal of the 
bonds shall be payable, which shall not be more than 40 years from the date thereof. 

Sec. 19527. Interest, price and use of proceeds. 

The bonds shall not bear a greater amount of interest than 6 percent, to be payable annually or semiannually. The 
bonds shall be sold in the nan ncr prescribed by the board ofsupervisors, but for not less than par, and the proceeds 
of the sale thereof shall be deposited in the countytreasury to the credit of the building fund of the librarydistrict, 
and shall be drawn out for the purposes for which the bonds were issued as other library money is drawn out. 

Sec. 19528. Tax levy for debt service. 

The board of supervisors of each county in which any part of the district is situated, at thetime of making the levy 
of taxes for county purposes, shall levy a tax for that year upon the taxable property in the district, at the equalized 
assessed value thereof for that y ear, for the interest and redemption of the bonds. The tax shall not be less than 
sufficient to pay the interest of the bonds forthat year, and such portion of the principal as is to becom due during 
the year. In any event the tax shall be high enoughto raise, annually, for the first half of the term the bonds are to 
run, a sufficient sum to pay the interest thereon, and during the balance of the term, high enough to pay the annual 
interest and to pay, annually, a proportion of the principd of the bonds equal to a sum produced by taking the whole 
amount of the bonds outstanding and dividing it by the number of years the bonds then have to run. 

Sec. 19529. Deposit an use of debt service levy. 

All money levied, when collected, shall be paid into the ounty treasury to the credit of the library district, and shall 
be used for the payment of principal and interest on thebonds, and for no other purpose. The principal and interest 
on the bonds shall be paid bythe county treasurer, upon the warrant of the county auditor, out of the fund provided 
therefore. The county auditor shall cancel and file with the county treasurer the bonds and coupons as rapidly as 
they are paid. 

Sec. 19530. Petition for cancellation of unsold bonds. 

Whenever any bonds issued under this article re nil in unsold for the period of six months after having been offered 
for sale in the manner prescribed bythe supervising board of sipervisors, the board oftrustees of the library district 
for or on account of which the bonds were issued, or of anylibrary district composed wholly or partly of territory 
which, at the time of holding the election authorizing the issuance of the bonds, was erbraced within the district for 
or on account of which the bonds were issued, my petition the supervising board of supervisors to cause the unsold 
bonds to be withdrawn from the market and canceled. 



Sec. 19531. Notice of hearing on petition. 

Upon receiving the petition, signed bya majority of the members of the board of trustees, the supervising board of 
supervisors shall fix a time for hearing the petition, which shall be not more than 30 days thereafter, and 
shall cause a notice, stating the tim e and place of hearing, and the object of the petition in general term s, to be 
published as provided in this chapter. 

Sec. 19532. Hearing and order for cancellation. 

At the time and place designated in the notice for hearing the petition, or at any subsequent time to which the 
hearing is postponed, the supervising board of supervisors shall hear any reasons that are submitted for or against 
the granting of the petition, and if theydeem it for the best interests of the librarydistrict named in the petition that 
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the unsold bonds be canceled, theyshall make and enter anorder in the ninutes of theirproceedings that the unsold 
bonds be canceled. Thereupon the bonds, and the vote b which they were authorized to beissued, shall cease to be 
of any validity whatever. 
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SCHOOL LIBRARIES 

(Education Code, Title 1, Division 1, Part 11, Chapter 2, Articles 1-8, Sections 18100-18203) 

ARTICLE 1. ESTABLISHMENT 
Sec. 18100. School library services required. 

The governing board of each school district shallprovide school library services for the pupils and teachers of the 
districts by establishing and maintaining school libraries orby contractual arrangements with another public agency. 

Sec. 18101. Standards. 

The State Board of Education shall adopt standards, rules and regulations for school library services. 

Sec. 18102. Establishment and maintenance. 

Libraries may be established and maintained under the control of the governing board of any school district. 

Sec. 18103. Libraries open to teachers and pupils. 

The libraries shall be open to the use of the teachers and the pupils of the school district during the schoolday. In 
addition, the libraries may be open at other hours, including evenings and Saturdays, as the governing board may 
determine. Libraries open to serve students during evening and Saturday hours shall be under the supervision of 
certificated personnel. Certificated personnel employed to perform full-time services in an elementary, junior high, 
or high school during the regular schoolday , may supervise, but shall not without their consent be required to 
supervise, a school library on evenings or Saturdays. If a person agrees to supervise the school library during 
Saturday or evening hours, he or she shall be corpensated in the amounts determined by the governing board of the 
district as indicated on the salary schedule. 

Sec. 18104. Joint use library facility; Livermore Valley Joint Unified School District. 

(a) It is in the interest of the state to authorize the Livermore Valley Joint Unified School District to enter into a 
joint-use arrangement with another public entity for operation of a joint-use library facility located on land, in 
close proximity to a schoolsite, owned by the school district or by another public agency. 

(b) Notwithstanding any other provision of law to the contrary, the Livermore Valley Joint Unified School District 
may enter into a contract with the county, the city, or other appropriate entity having responsibility for the 
provision of public library services, in which the distri ct is located for the purpose of operating a joint-use 
library facility at a schoolsite ownedby the district or at a site, within one nile of the schoolsite, owned by the 
school district, the county, the city, or other appropriate entity having responsibility for the provision of public 
library services in that area. 

(c) The Livermore Valley Joint Unified School District nay apply for the lease-purchase of a project thatncludes a 
library facility, funded entirely with local funds, which facility, if constructed, would be of sufficient size to 
accommodate the requirements of a joint-use libraryfor which the district has enteredinto a contract, pursuant 
to subdivision (b). 

(d) The contract specified in subdivision (b) shall contain at least all of the following: 

(1) Agreement that the county , the city, or other appropriate entity shall deposit with the school district an 
amount equal to the total cost of any space in the proposed library facility that is beyond the needs of the 
district, prior to the signing of the construction contract for the project. The deposit shall not be refundable, 
except to the extent that it may prove subsequently to be in excess of the actual total cost of the space that is 
beyond the needs of the district. 
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(2) Agreement between the district and the county , the c ity, or other appropriate entity regarding staffing, 
maintenance, materials acquisition, and other natters related to the administration and operating costs of the 
joint-use facility. The agreement shall provide that theschool district shall not be responsible for any costs 
that are not related to the school use of the joint-use facility. 

(3) Agreement between the district and the county the city, or other appropriate entity regarding the procedure 
for amendment or termination of the contract, including the disposition of materials housed in the joint-use 
facility should termination of the contract occur. 

(e) A joint-use facility constructed pursuant to this sectionshall comply with all requirements applicable to school 
facilities. 



ARTICLE 2. BOOKS 

Sec. 18110. Adoption of book lists and other library materials. 

County boards of education m ay adopt lists of books and other library materials for districts not em ploying a 
superintendent of schools or a librarian forfull time. The lists may be distributed to all school districts in a county 
for use in the selection of books and other library materials. 

Sec. 18111. Exclusion of books by governing board. 

The governing board of any school district may exclude from schools and school libraries all books, publications, or 
papers of a sectarian, partisan, or denominational character. 



ARTICLE 3. MANAGEMENT 

Sec. 18120. Appointment and qualifications of district librarian. 

The governing board of a school district mintaining its own library or libraries may appoint a librarian or librarians 
to staff the libraries provided they qualify as librarians pursuant to Section 44868. 

Sec. 18121. Rules and regulations. 

The governing board of a schooldistrict is accountable for the proper care ad preservation of the school libraries of 
the district, and may make all necessary rules and regulations not provided for by the State Board of Education, or 
the Superintendent of Public Instruction and not inconsistent therewith. 

Sec. 18122. Annual report by governing board to Department of Education. 

The governing board of a school distort shall, on or before August 3 f, in each year, report to the State Department 
of Education on the condition of school libraries, for the y ear ending June 30 th preceding. The report shall, in 
addition to other matters deemed expedient by the governing board or the librarians, contain the statistical and other 
information as is deemed desirable by the State Department of Education. For this purpose the State Departmntof 
Education may send to the several districts under its supervisor!, instructions or question bla nks so as to obtain the 
material for a comparative study of library conditions in the state. 



ARTICLE 4. AFFILIATION WITH COUNTY AND CITY LIBRARIES 
Sec. 18130. Contract with county library. 
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Whenever the county in which a district is situated maintains a county library, the governing board of any school 
district or com munity college district m ay agree with the proper authorities of the county to contract for the 
provision of school library services by the county library. Either the governing board of the school district or 
community college district or the governing body of the county library nay initiate proceedings for the provision of 
library services for the schools of the district. Such agreenents shall be reviewed annuallyby contracting parties. 

Sec. 18131. Purchase of books by school districts. 

Notwithstanding any other section of this article to thacontrary, school districts may purchase textbooks, reference 
books, periodicals, and other publicationsapproved by any board authorized to adopt these naterials in addition to 
those furnished by the county library. 

Sec. 18132. Use of transferred funds. 

All funds transferred to a county library pursuant to this article shall be used bythe county library only for: (a) the 
acquisition of books and other materials as are adopted by the body authorized to adopt courses of study for the 
school districts which have entered into an agreem ent for the provision of school library services by the county 
library, and (b) the care and distribution of the books and other materials to schools which are eligible to receive 
school library services from the county library. 

Sec. 18133. Disposal of books and materials. 

The county librarian may (a) at his discretion dispose ofbooks and other materials no longer fit for service, and (b) 
with the approval of the county board of education dispose of anybooks or other naterials no longer needed bythe 
course of study. 

Sec. 18134. Agreement with city. 

In any city conducting a public library owned and managed by the city, the governing board of any school district 
may enter into an arrangement with the governing body of the public library of the city similar to the arrangement 
authorized by this article between the governing boards of any school district and the county library. 

Sec. 18135. Transfer of fund. 

Whenever an agreem ent is m ade that school library services will be provided by a city , or county library, the 
county, or city and county, or city superintendent of schools may draw a warrant for the whole amount stipulated in 
the agreement, payable to the proper authorities of the library, upon the filing with himof a copy of the resolution of 
the governing board of the distict embodying the agreement made with the library. The copy shall be duly certified 
as correct by the clerk of the district or other proper officer. 

Sec. 18136. High school district agreement with county for use of county free library. 

The governing board of any high school district lying wholly or partly within a county maintaining a county free 
library may enter into a contractor agreement with the board of supervisors of the countyby which the high school 
district may secure the advantages of the county free library upon such terms and conditions as are fixed in the 
contract or agreement. 

Sec. 18137. Care of property. 

Whenever the governing board of a school district enters i rlio an agreement with a county or city library for school 
library services the district shall provide for the care and custody of and assume responsibility for the books and 
other property delivered to it subject to the rules and regulations of the county or city library and the terms of the 
agreement. 
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Sec. 18138. Termination of affiliation. 

With the consent of the countysuperintendent of schoolsthe governing board of the school district may agree with 
the proper authorities of the county or city to terminate the affiliation of the district with the countyor city library. 
Either the governing board of the school district or thgoveming body of the county library may initiate termination 
proceedings. The proceedings shall be term inated prior to the first day of February of the school year in which 
begun and may provide for either of the following: 

(a) The complete withdrawal of affiliation effective on the first day of July next succeeding. 

(b) A gradual withdrawal over a period of not to exceed three years beginning on the first day of July next 
succeeding the termination of proceedings. 

The governing board of the school district shall enter intta written agreement with the proper authorities of the city 
or county providing for the terns of the gradual withdrawal including the period to be overed, not to exceedthree 
years, the amount of payment for each year, and the amount of service to be rendered. 

Unless otherwise provided in the withdrawal agreement, the books purchased by a district during the period of the 
withdrawal become the property of the district. 

All books purchased by a district shall be approved bythe body authorized to adopt courses of studyfor the school 
district of the county. 

Sec. 18139. Proceedings for termination of library services. 

With the consent of the countyboard of education, in hose counties in which the countysuperintendent of schools 
performs library services for the school libraryof any district, the governing board of the school district may agree 
with the proper authorities of the countyto terminate the affiliation of the district with the countysuperintendent of 
schools with respect to libraryservices. The proceadings shall be terminated prior to the first day of February of the 
school year in which begun and may provide for either of the following: 

(a) The complete withdrawal of affiliation effective on the first day of July next succeeding. 

(b) A gradual withdrawal over a period of not to exceed five y ears beginning on the first day of July next 
succeeding the termination of proceedings. 

The county board of education shall adopt rules and re gulations governing a gradual withdrawal, including the 
period to be covered, not to exceed five yars, the amount of payment for each year, and the amount of service to be 
rendered. The terms of the gradual withdrawal shall comply with the rules and regulations. 
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ARTICLE 5. USE OF LIBRARY FUND 



Sec. 18170. Expenditure of library fund. 

The governing board of any school district shall expend the library fund, together with the money that is added 
thereto by donation, in the purchase of school appara tus and books for a school library , including books for 
supplementary work. 

Sec. 18171. Itemized bill required. 

No warrant shall be drawn by the superintendent of schools upon the order of any governing board of any school 
district against the library fund of any district unless the order is accompanied by an itemized bill, showing the 
books and apparatus, and the price of each in payment of which the order is drawn, and unless the books and 
apparatus, except in the case of library books and appa ratus purchased by a district em ploying a district 
superintendent of schools or a school librarian for full tim e, have been adopted by the county, city, or city and 
county board of education. 

Sec. 18172. Approval required prior to purchase. 

All orders of the governing board of any school district for books or apparatus shall in every case be submitted to 
the superintendent of schools of the county city, or city and county, respectively, for his or her approval, before the 
books or apparatus shall be purchased. 



ARTICLE 7. CALIFORNIA PUBLIC SCHOOL 
LIBRARY ACT OF 1998 

Sec. 18180. Legislative findings and declarations. 

The Legislature finds and declares that school libraries that are staffed by qualified librarians and have adequate 
numbers of up-to-date librarybooks, resource materials, and media centers, are a valuable resource for teachers and 
pupils. School libraries provide pupils access to resourcesthat help them meet the academic standards established 
for them and to become independent and lifelong learners. School libraries also provide teachers access d> resources 
that can help to improve teaching strategies, enhance staff development, and implement curriculum objectives in 
core subject areas. 

Sec. 18181. Establishment; districtwide school library plan. 

(a) The California Public School Library Act of 1998 is hereby established to be adm inistered by the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction. As a condition of receiving funding under this article, school districts 
shall develop a districtwide school library plan and the local school district governing board shall certify 
approval of the plan. In developing the plan, school districts are encouraged to include school library media 
teachers. If a school library media teacher is not employed at a school, schools are encouraged to involve a 
school library media teacher employed by the district or county office of education in the development of the 
plan. Charter schools m ay apply for funding on thei r own behalf or through their chartering entity 
Notwithstanding Section 47610, charter schools apply ing on their own behalf are required to develop and 
certify approval of a school library plan. 

(b) A county office of education that conplies with this section may receive funding under the article commencing 
in the 1999-2000 fiscal year. 

Sec. 18182. California School Library Protection Fund; appropriations. 
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If the annual Budget Act contains an appropriation for purposes of this article, those hinds shall be transferred to the 
California Public School Library Protection Fund by the Controller to augm ent the funds appropriated for the 
California Public Library Protection Act (Art. 6 (co mmencing with Sec. 18175)). Notwithstanding article 6 
(commencing with Section 18175), the conbined appropriation shall be apportioned to school districts and county 
offices of education on an equal amount per unit of regular average daily attradancc reported in the second principal 
apportionment of the prior fiscal year. The funds shall be expended to support the districtwide schoollibrary plan 
as required by Section 18181. 

Sec. 18183. Funding; materials and resources for purchase. 

The funds transferred to the Califimia Public School Library Protection Fund puisuant to Section 18182 are hereby 
appropriated for purposes of this article and may be expended for library resources, including books, periodicals, 
microforms, AV materials, computer software, CD ROM’s, to purchase equipment necessary to provide access to 
school library resources within the school library and on-line resources. Materials purchased pursuant to this article 
shall be circulated from, or used in, the school library media center. 

Sec. 18184. Curriculum standards and frameworks. 

The m aterials purchased with funds apportioned pursuan t to Section 18182 shall conform to the California 
curriculum standards and fram eworks, and to standards for the use of library m edia program m aterials and 
resources. 

Sec. 18185. Repeal, reenactment. 

This article shall become inoperative on July 1, 2005, and, as of January 1, 2006, is repealed, unless a later enacted 
statute that is enacted before January 1, 2006, deletes or extends the dates on which it becomes inoperative and is 
repealed. 



ARTICLE 8. CALIFORNIA CLASSROOM LIBRARY 
MATERIALS ACT OF 1999 

Sec. 18202. Business organizations and opportunities for kids fund. 

(a) A fund is hereby established in the State Treasury to be known as the Business Organizations and Opportunities 
for Kids Fund. Moneys donated by private entities for the purchase of classroonreading materials pursuant to 
this article shall be deposited into this fund. These donations shall be tax exempt and treated as a charitable 
contribution to the extent allowed under both federal and state law. 

(b) All moneys in the Business Organizations and Opportunities for Kids Fund are available for expenditure only 
upon an appropriation in the annual Budge t Act or other act. The fund shall be adm inistered by the State 
Librarian in consultation with the S uperintendent of Public Instruction. The allocation and expenditure of 
money in the fund shall be consistent with Section 18203. 

Sec. 18203. Appointment and use of funds. 

(a) Funds appropriated for the purposes of this article shall be apportioned to eligible school districts in an equal 
amount per enrollment reported in the second principal apportionment of the prior fiscal year for kindergarten 
or any of grades 1 to 4, inclusive. Upon receiving an apportiommt, a school district shall allocate these funds 
to each schoolsite that maintains a kindergarten or any of grades 1 to 4, inclusive. The schoolsite shall expend 
the funds for the purchase of grade-level appropriate r eading materials in accordance with the districtwide 
kindergarten and grade 1 to grade 4, inclusive, classroom library plan required by Section 18201. 
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(b) For the purposes of this article, “grade-level appropr iate reading materials” means nontextbook fiction and 
nonfiction books and periodicals. 
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SCHOOL DISTRICTS PUBLIC LIBRARIES 

(Education Code, Title 1, Division 1, Part 11, Chapter 3, Articles 1-16, Sections 18300-18571) 

ARTICLE 1. DEFINITIONS 
Sec. 18300. “Trustees” and “library trustees” defined. 

“Trustees,” or “library trustees” as used in this chapter mean the regularly elected union high school trustees who 
reside within the library district. 

Sec. 18301. “Library,” “library district,” and “library districts” defined. 

“Library,” “library district,” or “library districts” as used in this chapter mean “union high school library district.” 

ARTICLE 2. UNIFIED SCHOOL DISTRICTS 



Sec. 18310. Formation. 

For the purposes of this chapter a unified school district has all of the powers and duties of a union high school 
district. A library district may be formed upon the application of 50 or more taxpayers and residents of anyunified 
district, and after an election, in the nanner prescribed by this chapter for the formation of a library district upon the 
application of taxpayers and residents of a union high school district. If the requisite number of votes cast at the 
election are in favor of a unified school district librarydistrict the board of supervisors shall byresolution establish 
the library district and place the district in the control of the governing board of the unified school district. 

Sec. 18311. “Union high school district” and “union high school” defined. 

As used in this chapter the words “union high school district” mean union high school district or unified school 
district and the words “union high school” m ean union high school or unified school district. Whenever the 
provisions of this chapter are being exercised by , or are being made applicable in, a unified school district, the 
words “union high school district” and “union high school” shall be deemed to mean unified school district. 

Sec. 18312. Unified school district library district. 

If there are form ed substantially within the territory of a union high school library district two or m ore unified 
school districts, the librarydistrict shall become a unified school district library district which shallbe governed by 
the governing board of the unified school district whoseterritory includes the largest portion of the territoryof the 
library district. 



ARTICLE 3. ESTABLISHMENT 
Sec. 18320. Authority to establish library. 

Any union high school district m ay establish, equip, and m aintain a public library for the dissemination of 
knowledge of the arts, sciences, and general literature, in accordance with this chapter. 

Sec. 18321. Title to property. 

The title to all property acquired for the purposes of the library, when not inconsistent with the term s of its 
acquisition, or not otherwise designated, vests in the district in which the library is, or is to be, situated. 

Sec. 18322. Library free to inhabitants; violation of rules, regulations and bylaws. 
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Every union high school library established under this chapter shall be forever free to the inhabitants and 
nonresident taxpayers of the library district, subject always to such rules, regulations, and bylaws as may be made 
by the board of librarytrustees. For violations of anyrule, regulations, or bylaw a person may be fined or occluded 
from the privileges of the library. 



ARTICLE 4. DISTRICT FORMATION 
Sec. 18330. Petition and election. 

Upon the application bypetition of 50 or nore taxpayers and residents of any union high school district to theboard 
of supervisors in the county in which the union high school disttict is located, for the fomation of a library district, 
and setting forth the boundaries of the proposed district, th e board of supervisors shall, within 1 0 days after 
receiving the petition, by resolution, order that an election beheld in the proposed district for the deternination of 
the question and shall conduct the election. 

Sec. 18333. Report of election. 

The election shall be conducted in accordance with ttugeneral election laws of this state, where applicable, without 
reference to form of ballot or manner of voting, except that the ballots shall contain the words, “For Union Fligh 
School Library District.” The voter shall write or print after the words on his ballot the word “Yes” or the word 
“No.” 

Sec. 18335. Report of election. 

The election officers shall report the result of the election tthe board of supervisors within five days subsequent to 
the holding thereof. 

Sec. 18336. Establishment of district. 

If two-thirds of the votes cast at the election are in favor of a union high school library district, the board of 
supervisors shall, by resolution, establish the library district, and place the district in the control of the governing 
board of the union high school district. 

Sec. 18337. Adverse vote. 

If more than one-third of the votes cast in the election is agaist a library district, the board of supervisors shall, by 
order, so declare and no other proceedings shall be takehn relation thereto untilthe expiration of one year from the 
date of presentation of the petition. 

Sec. 18338. Validation in the minutes of the board of supervisors. 

The fact of the presentation of the petition and the order establishing the library district shall be entered on the 
minutes of the board of supervisors, and shall be conclusive evidence ofthe due presentation of a proper petition, 
and that each of the petitioners was,at the time of signature and presentation of the petition a taxpayr and resident 
of the proposed district, and of the fact and regularity)!' all prior proceedings of everykind and natureprovided for 
by this article, and of the existence and validity of the district. 

Sec. 18339. Name of district. 

Every library district shall be designated by the name and style of “ Library District (using the name of the 

district) of County (using the name of the county in which the district is situated).” A number shall not be 

used as a part of the designation of any library district. 
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Sec. 18340. Powers of governing board. 

In the name of the library district, the governing boardmay sue and be sued, and nay hold and conveyproperty for 

the use and benefit of the district. 

Sec. 18341. Term of trustees. 

The trustees in whose control the library district has b een placed shall severally hold office during the term for 

which they have been elected as trustees of the union high school district. 

Sec. 18342. Blanchard/Santa Paula district; governing board; terms; revenues. 

(a) The Board of Trustees of the Santa Paula Union High School District in Ventura County may, by resolution, 
provide that the Santa Paula Union High School Public Libary District shall be governed bya separate board of 
trustees. Upon adoption, the resolution shall be filed with the County Clerk of the County of Ventura. The 
effective date of the resolution shall not be earlier than January 1, 1996. 

(b) Upon the effective date of the resolution adopted pursuant to subdivision (a), the name of the Santa Paula Union 
High School Public Library District shall be the Blanchard/Santa Paula Library District. 

(c) The governing board shall consist offive members, each of whom shall be a registered voter residing within the 
library district. 

(d) Except for the initial board, members appointed pursuant to paragraph (1) of subdivision (f), and m embers 
described in subdivision (h), of the governing board shdl hold office for a fixed termof four years, beginning 
on the last Friday in November next succeeding their appointment or election. 

(e) Within 60 days after filing with the CountyClerk ofthe County of Ventura of the resolution adopted pursuant 
to subdivision (a), the Board of Supervisors of the County of Ventura shall appoint the initial governing board 
of the library district. The appointments shall be made from the membership ofthe Library Commission ofthe 
Santa Paula Union High School Public Library District. 

(f) The first board of trustee shall, at their firstmeeting, so classify themselves by lot that their terms shall expire: 

(1) Two on the last Friday in Novem her of the first even-num bered calendar y ear succeeding his or her 
appointment. 

(2) Three on the last Friday of November of the second succeeding even-numbered calendar year. 

(g) The district shall continue to receive revenues, in eluding apportioned property taxes and authorized special 
taxes as if it were still the Santa Paula Union High School Bblic Fibrary District. There shall be no change in 
district powers or responsibilities. 

(h) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, those persons elected to the board of trustees in 1997 shall hold 
office for a fixed five-year term. 
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ARTICLE 5. DISSOLUTION OF DISTRICTS 



Sec. 18370. Election regarding dissolution. 

The district may at any time be dissolved if two-thirds ofthe votes cast at an election called by the library trustees 
upon the question of dissolution are in favor of the dissolution. 

Sec. 18371. Election procedure. 

The election shall be called and conducted in the same manner as other elections of the district. 

Sec. 18372. Disposition of property of dissolved district. 

Upon dissolution, the property of the district shall vest in any union high school district in which the library is 
situated. 

Sec. 18373. Tax levy for bonded indebtedness of dissolved district. 

If at the time of the election todissolve the district, there is any outstanding bonded indebtedness of the district, the 
vote to dissolve the district shall dissolve it for all purposes excepting only the levy and collection of taxes for the 
payment of the indebtedness. From the time the district is dissolved until the bonded indebtedness, with the interest 
thereon, is fully paid, satisfied, anddischarged, the board of supervisors is ex officio the libraryboard of the district. 
The board shall levy such taxes and perform such other acts as are necessary in order to raise m oney for the 
payment of the indebtedness and the interest thereon. 



ARTICLE 6. MEETINGS OF BOARDS OF TRUSTEES 
Sec. 18380. Regular meetings. 

A board of library trustees shall meet at least quarterly, at the time and place that it may fix by resolution. 

Sec. 18381. Special meetings. 

Special meetings may be called at anytime by two trustees, by written notices served upon eacbmember at least 12 
hours before the time specified for the meeting. 

Sec. 18382. Quorum. 

Three members constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

Sec. 18383. Organizational meetings and terms of officers. 

The board shall hold an annual organizational meeting. In a year in which a regular election for board numbers is 
conducted, the meeting shall be held on a day within a 15-day period that commences with the date upon which a 
board member elected at that election takes office. Or ganizational meetings in years in which no such regular 
election for board members is conducted shall be held during the same 15-day period on the calendar. At each of 
such meetings, the board shall elect one of its number president, and another oneof its lumber secretary. They shall 
serve as such for one year or until their successors are elected and qualified. 

Sec. 18384. Minutes. 

The board shall cause a proper record of its proceedings to be kept. 

Sec. 18385. Notification of establishment. 
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At the first meeting of the board of trustees of any library district formed under this chapter it shall immediately 
cause to be made out and filed with the State Librarian a certificate showing that the library has been established, 
with the date thereof, the names of the trustees, and the officers of the board chosen for the current fiscal year. 



ARTICLE 7. POWERS OF BOARDS OF TRUSTEES 
Sec. 18400. Rules and regulations. 

The board of library trustees shall m ake and enfor ce all rules, regulations, and by laws necessary for the 
administration, government, and protection of the library under its management, and all property belonging to the 
library. 

Sec. 18401. Administration of trusts and gifts, and disposal of property. 

The board of library trustees shall administer any trust declared or created for the libraryand receive by gift, devise, 
or bequest, and hold in trust or otherwise, property situated in this state or elsewhere, and where not otherwise 
provided, dispose of the property for the benefit of the library. 

Sec. 18402. Officers and employees. 

The board of library trustees shall prescribe the duties andpowers of the librarian, secretary, and other officers and 
employees of the library , determ ine the num her of and appoint all officers and em ployees, and fix their 
compensation. The officers and employees shall hold their offices and positions at the pleasure of the boards. 

Sec. 18403. Purchase of books and other personal property. 

The board of library trustees shall purchase necessary books, journals, publications, and other personal property. 

Sec. 18404. Purchase of real property and provision of facilities. 

The board of library trustees shall purchase such real property and erect or rent and equp such buildings orrooms, 
as in its judgment are necessary to properly carry out the provisions of this chapter. 

Sec. 18405. State publications. 

The board of library trustees may request the appropriate stab officials to furnish the librarywith copies of any and 
all reports, laws, and other publications of the state not otherwise disposed of by law. 

Sec. 18406. Interlibrary and non-resident loans. 

The board of library trustees shall borrow books ffoiu lend books to, and exchange bookswith other libraries, and 
shall allow nonresidents to borrow books upon such conditions as it may prescribe. 

Sec. 18407. Additional powers of board. 

The board of library trustees shall do and performany and all other acts and things necessaryor proper to carryout 
the provisions of this chapter. 
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Sec. 18408. Annual report. 

The board of library trustees shall file through the librarianon or before the last dayin August of each year, a report 
with the State Librarian at Sacramento, giving the condition of its library and the number of volumes contained 
therein on the 30th day of June preceding. The report shall, in addition to other matters deemed expedient by the 
board of trustees or the district librarian, contain such sttistical and other information as is deemed desirable by the 
State Librarian. For this purpose the State Librarian m ay send to the several district librarians instructions or 
question blanks so as to obtain the material for a comparative study of library conditions in the state. 

Sec. 18409. Designation of hours. 

The board of library trustees shall designate the hours during which the librarywill be open for the use of the public. 



Sec. 18410. Standard for hours. 

All public libraries established under this chapter shall be open for the use of the public at all reasonable times. 

Sec. 18411. Contracts with other libraries. 

Boards of library trustees and the boards of trustees of neighboring library districts, or the legislative bodies of 
neighboring municipalities, or boards of supervisors of the counties in which public libraries are situated, may 
contract to lend the books of the libraries to residents ofhe counties, neighboring rrunicipalities, or library districts, 
upon a reasonable compensation to be paid by the counties, neighboring municipalities, or library districts. 



ARTICLE 8. LIBRARY COMMISSION 



Sec. 18440. Appointments. 

A board of library trustees may appoint, by resolution or other order entered in the minutes of the board of library 
trustees, a library commission consisting of five m embers to manage and operate the library or libraries of the 
district. Before any board oflibrary trustees appoints a library commission as provided herein, the board of library 
trustees shall hold at least one public hearing on the nutter of the creation of a library commission; notice of such 
hearing shall be given bypublication pursuant to Section 6066 ofhe Government Code, in a newspaper designated 
by the board of library trustees and circulated throughout the district, and by posting of the notice in three public 
places in the district at least 1 5 days prior to the date of the public hearing. 

Sec. 18441. Terms of members. 

The members of the library commission shall hold office forthree years from the first day of July next succeeding 
their appointment and until their successors are appointed and qualified, and shall serve without compensation. 

Sec. 18442. Terms of initial commission members. 

The members of the first commission appointed shall be so chssified by the board of library trustees atthe time of 
their appointment that the term of office of one of the members shall expire on the first day of July one year after the 
first day of July next succeeding his appointment, two atthe end of one additional )ear thereafter, and two at the end 
of two additional years thereafter. 

Sec. 18443. Vacancies. 

Vacancies shall be filled by the board oflibrary trustees by appointment for the unexpired term. 
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Sec. 18444. Officers and meetings. 

Within 30 days after the members of the commission are first appointed, and whenevervacancies in an office occur 
and are filled, the commission shall meet and organize as a commission, electing a president and a secretary from 
their number, after which they may transact business. The commission shall meet at a time and place that the 
commission determines by resolution. Regular and speciakneetings shall be called and conducted as pescribed in 
Chapter 9 (commencing with Section 54950) of Part 1 of Division 2 of Title 5 of the Government Code. 

Sec. 18445. Quorum. 

A majority of the commission shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

Sec. 18446. Valid actions. 

The commission shall act only by resolution or motion. A majority vote of the members of the commission is 
required on each action taken, and the vote thereon shall be recorded. 

Sec. 18447. Minutes. 

The commission shall cause a proper record of its proceedings to be kept and maintained. 

Sec. 18448. Personal expenses. 

Members of the commission may be allowed actual necessary traveling and incidental expenses incurred in the 
performance of official business of the district as approved by the commission. 

Sec. 18449. Powers and duties. 

The commission shall do and perform any and all powers and duties authorized or required of the board of library 
trustees in Article 7 (com mencing with Section 18400) of this chapter with the exception of Section 18411, 
provided that the consent of the board of librarytrustees shall be necessary before the commission may dispose of 
property pursuant to Section 18401 and beforethe purchase, erection, rental, and equipment of buildings or rooms 
pursuant to Section 18404. 

Sec. 18450. Authority to approve expenditures. 

Upon the receipt by the county auditor of an order of the library commission of the district, he shall issue his 
warrant upon the county treasurer for the amount stated in the order if sufficient funds be on deposit in the account 
of the district with the county treasurer. 

Sec. 18451. Annual budget. 

Annually, and on or before the first dy of June of each and everyyear, the commission shall submit or cause to be 
submitted to the board of library trustees its proposed budget for the operating and maintaining of the library or 
libraries of the district for the ensuing fiscal yar. Theproposed budget shall include an estimate of the costof any 
or all of the following: 

(a) Leasing of temporary quarters; 

(b) Purchasing of suitable real property; 

(c) Procuring plans and specifications, and erecting a suitable building or buildings; 

(d) Furnishing and equipping the library building, and fencing and ornamenting the grounds for the acco nm odation 
of the public library. 

Sec. 18452. Dissolution of commission. 

The board of library trustees m ay dissolve the library commission created under the provisions of this article 
effective as of the 30th day of June next succeeding. Before taking action to dissolve a library commission, the 
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board of library trustees shall hold at least one public heanig on the matter; notice of such hearing shall be given by 
publication pursuant to Section 6066 of the Government Code, in a newspaper designated by the board of library 
trustees and circulated throughout the district, and by posting of the notice in three public places in the district at 
least 1 5 days prior to the date of the public hearing. 



ARTICLE 9. ESTIMATES OF FUNDS NEEDED 
Sec. 18480. Annual estimate of costs. 

In any library district formed under this chapter which maintains a public library, or which has petitioned for and 
has been granted permission to establish, and intends to maintain, a public library in accordance with this chapter, 
the board of library trustees shall furnish to the board of supervisors of the county in which the library district is 
situated, each and every year, on or before the first day of September, an estimate of the cost of any or all of the 
following: 

(a) Leasing temporary quarters. 

(b) Purchasing a suitable lot. 

(c) Procuring plans and specifications and erecting a suitable building. 

(d) Furnishing and equipping the building, and fencing and ornamenting the grounds for the acconmodation of the 
public library. 

(e) Conducting and maintaining the library for the ensuing fiscal year. 



ARTICLE 10. TAX LEVY 



Sec. 18493. Disposal of taxes and gifts. 

The revenue derived from the tax, together with all money acquired by gift, devise, bequest, or otherwise for the 
purposes of the library, shall be paid intothe county treasury to the credit of the libraryfund of the district in which 
the tax was collected, subject only to the order of the library trustees of the district. 

Sec. 18494. Gifts and bequests that may not be paid into library fund. 

If the payment into the treasury is inconsistent with the terns or conditions of any gift, devise, or bequest, the board 
of library trustees shall provide for the safetyand preservation of the fund, and the application thereof to the use of 
the library, in accordance with the terms and conditions of the gift, devise, or bequest. 
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ARTICLE 11. CLAIMS 



Sec. 18500. Applicable statutes. 

All claims for money or damages against the district are governed by Part 3 (commencing with Section 900) and 
Part 4 (commencing with Section 940) of Division 3.6 of Title 1 of the Govemm ent Code except as provided 
therein, or by other statutes or regulations expressly applicable thereto. 



ARTICLE 12. ELECTION FOR ISSUANCE OF BONDS 
Sec. 18510. Calling election for bonds and allowable purposes. 

The board of trustees of anyunion high school library district may, when in its judgment it is deemed advisable, and 
shall upon a petition of 50 or more taxpayers and residents of the library district, call anelection and submit to the 
electors of the district the proposition of whether the bonds othe district shall be issued and soldfor the purpose of 
raising money for any or all of the following purposes: 

(a) The purchase of suitable lots. 

(b) Procuring plans and specifications and erecting a suitable building. 

(c) Furnishing and equipping the building and fencing and ornamenting the grounds, for the accomnodation of the 
union high school library. 

(d) Any or all of the purposes of this chapter. 

(e) Liquidating any indebtedness incurred for the purposes. 

(f) Refunding any outstanding valid indebtedness evidenced by bonds or warrants of the district. 

Sec. 18511. Additional costs included. 

In determining the amount of bonds to be issued and sold, the board of trustees may include: 

(a) Legal or other fees incidental to or connected with the authorization, issuance and sale of the bonds. 

(b) The costs of printing the bonds andother costs and expenses incidental to or connected with the authorization, 
issuance and sale of the bonds. 

If such a determination is made, the proceeds of the sale of the bonds may be used to pay such costs and fees. 

Sec. 18513. Voting procedure. 

Voting shall be by ballot, without reference to the genera 1 election law in regard to form of ballot or manner of 
voting, except that the words to appear on the ballot shall be “Bonds — Yes”and “Bonds — No.” Persons voting at 
the bond election shall put a cross (+) upon their ballot with pencil or ink, after the words “Bonds — Y es” or 
Bonds — No,” as the case my be, to indicate whether theyhave voted for or against the issuance of the bonds. The 
ballot shall be handed by the elector voting to the inspector, who shall then, in his presence, deposit it in the ballot 
box, and the judges shall enter the elector's name on the poll list. 

Sec. 18515. Favorable vote. 

If it appears that two-thirds of the votes cast at the electioare in favor of issuing the bonds, the board shall cause an 
entry of the fact to be made upon its m inutes and shall certify to the board of supervisors of the county all the 
proceedings had in the premises. 

Sec. 18518. Basis for invalidation of election. 
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No error, irregularity, or omission which doesnot affect the substantial rights of the taxpayers within the district or 
the electors voting at any election at which bonds of any district are authorized to be issued shall invalidate the 
election or any bonds authorized by such election. 

ARTICLE 13. ISSUANCE AND SALE OF BONDS 

Sec. 18530. Issuance of bonds. 

After the provisions of Sections 18510 to 18515, inclusive, hue been complied with, the board of supervisors shall 
issue the bonds of the district, to the nuirbcr and amount provided in the proceedings, payable out of the building 
fund of the district, naning it, and the money shall be rased by taxation upon the taxable property in the district, for 
the redemption of the bonds and the payment of the interest thereon. 

Sec. 18531. Maximum amount of bonds. 

The total amount of bonds issued, shall not exceed 5 percentof the taxable property of the district, as shown bythe 
last equalized assessment book of the county. 

Sec. 18532. Maximum interest. 

The bonds shall not bear a rate of interest greater than 8 percent, payable annually or semiannually. 

Sec. 18533. Form of bonds and interest coupons. 

The board of supervisors by an order entered upon its minutes shall prescribe the form of the bonds and of the 
interest coupons attached thereto. 

Sec. 18534. Payment of principal. 

The board of supervisors by an order entered upon its minutes shall fix the time when the whole or any part of the 
principal of the bonds will be payable, which shall not be more than 40 years from the date thereof. 

Sec. 18534.3. Division into two or more series. 

The board of supervisors may divide the principal amount of any issue into two or more series and fix different 
dates for the bonds of each series. The bonds of one series may be made payable at different times from those of 
any other series. 

Sec. 18534.5. Early redemption. 

The board of supervisors may provide for redemption of bonds before maturity at prices determined by it. A bond 
shall not be subject to call or redemption prior to maturity unless it contains a recital to that effect. 

Sec. 18535. Bond sale. 

The bonds shall be sold in the mnner prescribed by the board of supervisors, but for not less than 95 percent of par. 

Sec. 18536. Proceeds of bond sale. 

The proceeds of the sale of thebonds shall be deposited in the county treasury to the credit of the building fund of 
the library district, and shall be drawn out for the purpses for which the bonds were issued as other librarymoney 
is drawn out. 
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ARTICLE. 14. CANCELLATION OF BONDS 



Sec. 18550. Petition for cancellation of unsold bonds. 

Whenever any bonds issued under the provisions of this chapter remain unsold for the period of six months after 
having been offered for sale in the manner prescribed by the board of supervisors, the board of trustees of the library 
district for or on account of which the bonds were issued, or of any library district composed wholly or partly of 
territory which, at the time of holding the election authorizing the issuance of the bonds, was enhraced within the 
district for or on account of which the bonds were issuedmay petition the board of supervisors to cause the unsold 
bonds to be withdrawn from market and canceled. 

Sec. 18551. Notice of hearing on petition. 

Upon receiving the petition, signed bya majority of the members of the board of trustes, the supervisors shall fix a 
time for hearing the petition, which shall not be more than 30 days thereafter, and shall cause a notice, stating the 
time and place of hearing, and the object of the petition in gBsral terms, to be published for 10 da/s prior to the day 
of hearing in a newspaper published in the librarydistrict, if there is one, and if theE is no newspaper published in 
the library district, then in a newspaper published atthe county seat of the countyin which the librarydistrict or part 
thereof is situated. 

Sec. 18552. Hearing and order for cancellation. 

At the time and place designated in the notice for hearing the petition, or at any subsequent time to which the 
hearing may be postponed, the supervisors shall hear anyreasons that may be submitted for or against the granting 
of the petition, and if they deem it for the best interests of the library district named in the petition that the unsold 
bonds be canceled, they shall make and enter an order inthe minutes of their proceedings that the unsold bonds be 
canceled. 

Sec. 18553. Result of cancellation. 

Thereupon the bonds and the vote by which they were authorized to be issued, shall cease to be of any validity 
whatever. 



ARTICLE 14.5. SALE OF UNSOLD BONDS 
Sec. 18555. Issuance of unsold bonds. 

When the board of trustees of the library district determines that the purpose and object of the bonds has been 
accomplished, it may request the board of supervisors to cause any unsold bonds to be issued and sold and the 
proceeds thereof used for any or all of the purposes set forth in Section 18510. 

Sec. 18556. Notice of hearing. 

Upon receiving the request, signed bya majority of the members of the board of trustees, the supervisors shall fix a 
time for hearing the request, which shall not be more than 30 days thereafter, and shall cause a notice, stating the 
time and place of hearing, and the object of the request in gBsral terms, to be published for 10 day prior to the day 
of hearing in a newspaper published in the librarydistrict, if there is one, and if theE is no newspaper published in 
the library district, then in a newspaper published atthe county seat of the countyin which the librarydistrict or part 
thereof is situated. 

Sec. 18557. Hearing and order on request. 
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At the time and place designated in the notice for hearing the request, or at any subsequent time to which the hearing 
may be postponed, the supervisors shall hear any reasons that may be submitted for or against the granting of the 
request. If, before the conclusion of the hearing, a petition signed by registered voters within the district equal to 
not less than 10 percent of the vote cast within the boundaries of the district for all candidates for governor at the 
last gubernatorial election requesting an election is not filed, the board of supervisors may, if they determine it to be 
for the best interests of the librarydistrict, grant the request. In such event, they shall make and enter an order in the 
minutes of their proceedings that the unsold bonds shall besold and the proceeds usedfor the purposes specified in 
the request. 

Sec. 18558. Required referendum. 

In the event a petition, as set forth in Section 18557, is file d, the board of supervisors shall not grant the request 
without first submitting the question to the voters in the same manner and with the same effect as provided for a 
referendum by the electors of a district pursuant to Section 9340 of the Elections Code. 



ARTICLE 15. TAX FOR INTEREST AND REDEMPTION OF BONDS 
Sec. 18560. Tax levy. 

The board of supervisors, at the time of making a levy of taxes for county purposes, shall levy a tax for that year 
upon the taxable property in the district, at the equalized assessed value thereof for that year, for the interest and 
redemption of the bonds. 

Sec. 18561. Amount of tax. 

The tax shall not be less than sufficient to pay the interest of the bonds for that y ear, and such portion of the 
principal as is to become due during the year. In any event the tax shall be high enough to raise, annually, for the 
first half of the term the bonds have to run, a sufficient sum to pay the interest thereon, and, during the balance of 
the term, high enough to pay the annual interest, and to pay annually, a proportion of the principal of the bonds 
equal to a sum produced by taking the whole amount of the bonds outstanding and dividing it by the number of 
years the bonds then have to run. 

Sec. 18562. Disposal of levy. 

All money levied, when collected, shall be paid into the county treasury to the credit of the librarydistrict, and be 
used for the payment of principal and interest on the bonds, and for no other purpose. 



ARTICLE 16. PAYMENT OF INTEREST AND BONDS 
Sec. 18570. Payment of principal and interest. 

The principal and interest on the bonds shall bspaid by the county treasurer, upon the warrant of the county auditor, 
out of the fund provided therefor. 
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Sec. 18571. Disposal of paid bonds. 

The county auditor shall cancel and file with the countjtreasurer the bonds and coupons as rapidly as they are paid. 



LIBRARY DISTRICTS & MUSEUMS IN UNINCORPORATED AREAS 

(Education Code, Title 1, Division 1, Part 11, Chapter 9, Articles 1-5, Sections 19600-19734) 

ARTICLE 1. FORMATION 



Sec. 19600. Establishment. 

Any unincoiporated town or village of this state m ay establish, equip, and m aintain a public library for the 
dissemination of knowledge of the arts, sciences, and gene ral literature, in accordance with this chapter. Any 
unincorporated town or village of this state nay also establish, equip, and maintain a public museum in accordance 
with this chapter. 

Sec. 19601. Petition and election for formation of a district. 

Upon the application, by petition, of 50 or more taxpayers and residents of any unincorporated town or vill^e to the 
board of supervisors in the countyin which the town or viltege is located, for the fornation of a library district, and 
setting forth the boundaries of the proposed district, the board) f supervisors shall, within 10 day after receiving the 
petition, by resolution, order that an election be held in the proposed district for the determination of the question 
and shall conduct the election. 

Sec. 19603. Notice to local agency formation commission. 

Within five days after the district form ation election has been called, the legislative body which has called the 
election shall transmit, by registered mail, a written notification of the election call to the executive officer of the 
local agency formation commission of the county or principal county in which the territory or major portion of the 
territory of the proposed district is located. Such wr itten notice shall include the nam e and a description of the 
proposed district, and may be in the form of a certified copy of the resolution adopted bythe legislative body calling 
the district formation election. 

The executive officer, within five days after being notified that a district formation election has been called, shall 
submit to the commission, for its approval or nod ideation, an impartial analysis of the proposed district formation. 

The impartial analy sis shall not exceed 500 words in length and shall include a specific description of the 
boundaries of the district proposed to be formed. 

The local agency formation commission, within five days after the receipt of the executive officer's analysis, shall 
approve or modify the analysis and submit it to the officiate in charge of conducting the district fornation election. 

Sec. 19604. Written arguments for and against district formation. 

The board of supervisors or anymember or members of the board authorized bythe board, or any individual voter 
or bona fide association of citizens entitled to vote on the district formation proposition, or any 
combination of such voters and associations of citizens, may file a written argum ent for or a written argum ent 
against the proposed district formation. 
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Arguments shall not exceed 300 words in length and shall be filed with the officials in charge of conducting the 
election not less than 54 days prior to the date of the district formation election. 

Sec. 19605. Selection of arguments. 

If more than one argument for or more than one argument against the proposed district formation is filed with the 
election officials within the time prescribed, such election cfficials shall select one of the argunsnts for printing and 
distribution to the voters. 

In selecting the argum ents, the election officials shall give preference and priority in the order nam ed to the 
arguments of the following: 

(a) The board of supervisors or any member or members of the board authorized by the board. 

(b) Individual voters or bona fide associations of citizens or a combination of such voters and associations. 

Sec. 19608. Conduct of election. 

The election shall be conducted in accordance with thigcncral election laws of this state, where applicable, without 
reference to form of ballot or manner of voting, accept that the ballots shall contain the words, “For Iibraiydistrict,” 
and the voter shall write or print after the words on his ballot the word “Yes,” or the word “No.” 

Sec. 19610. Report of election results. 

The election officers shall report the result of the election to the board of supervisors within five day s after the 
election. 

Sec. 19611. Establishment of district and appointment of library trustees. 

If a majority of the votes at the election is in favor ofi library district, the board of supervisors shall byresolution, 
establish the library district, and shallappoint five trustees, who shall be qualified electors and residents within the 
limits of the district, to be known as a board of librarytrustees of the town or village for which theyare appointed. 

Sec. 19612. Filling of vacancies. 

Vacancies shall be filled by the board of supervisors by appointment for the unexpired term. 

Sec. 19613. Unfavorable vote. 

If a majority of the votes cast is against alibrary district, the board of supervisors shall, byorder, so declare, and no 
other proceedings shall be taken in relationthereto until the expiration of one year from the date of presentation of 
the petition. 

Sec. 19614. Entries in minutes of board of supervisors. 

The fact of the presentation of the petition, and the order establishing the library district and m aking the 
appointment of the five library trustees, shall be entere d in the minutes of the board of supervisors and shall be 
conclusive evidence of the due presentation of a proper petitbn, and that each of the petitioners was, at the tina of 
signature and presentation of the petition, a taxpay er and r esident of the proposed district, and of the fact and 
regularity of all prior proceedings of every kind and nature provided for by this article and of the existence and 
validity of the district. 



ARTICLE 2. POWERS 

Sec. 19640. Monthly meeting of board of library trustees. 
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The board of library trustees shall meet at least once a month, at such time and place as it may fix by resolution. 

Sec. 19641. Special meetings. 

Special meetings may be called at any time by three trustees, by written notices served upon each member at least 
12 hours before the time specified for the meeting. 

Sec. 19642. Quorum. 

Three members constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

Sec. 19643. Organization of board. 

At its first meeting held after the general district election the board shall organize by electing one of its number 
president, and another one of its number secretary. They shall serve as such for one year or until their successors 
are elected and qualified. 

Sec. 19644. Minutes and filing of certificate of establishment. 

The board shall cause a proper record of its proceedings to hckcpt, and at the first meeting of the board oftrustees, 
it shall immediately cause to be nude out and filed with the State Librarian a certificate showing that the library has 
been established, with the date thereof, the names of the trustees, and the officers of the board chosen for the current 
fiscal year. 

Sec. 19645. Rules, regulations and bylaws. 

The board of library trustees shall m ake and enfor ce all rules, regulations, and by laws necessary for the 
administration, government, and protection of the library under its management, and all property belonging to it. 

Sec. 19646. Administration of trusts and disposal of property. 

The board of library trustees shall administer any trust declared or created for the library and receive by gift, devise, 
or bequest, and hold in trust or otherwise, property situated in this state or elsewhere, and where not otherwise 
provided, dispose of the property for the benefit of the library. 

Sec. 19647. Officers and employees. 

The board of library trustees shall prescribe the duties andpowers of the librarian, secretary, and other officers and 
employees of the library , determ ine the num her of and appoint all officers and em ployees, and fix their 
compensation. The officers and employees shall hold their offices and positions at the pleasure of the board. 

Sec. 19648. Purchase of personal property. 

The board of library trustees shall purchase necessary books, journals, publications, and other personal property. 
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Sec. 19649. Provision of facilities and equipment. 

The board of library trustees shall also purchase such real property, and erect or rent and equip, such building or 
rooms, as in its judgment is necessary to properly carry out the provisions of this chapter. 

Sec. 19650. State publications. 

The board of library trustees may request the appropriate staC officials to furnish the librarywith copies of any and 
all reports, laws, and other publications of the state not otherwise disposed of by law. 

Sec. 19651. Interlibrary and nonresident loans. 

The board of library trustees shall borrow books from, lend books to, and exchange books with other libraries. It 
shall allow nonresidents to borrow books upon such conditions as it may prescribe. 

Sec. 19652. Incidental powers of board. 

The board of library trustees shall do and performany and all other acts and things necessaryor proper to carryout 
the provisions of this chapter. 

Sec. 19653. Annual report to State Librarian. 

The board of library trustees shall file, through the librarian, on or before the last day in the month of August of 
each year, a report with the State Librarian at Sacram ento giving the condition of the library and the number of 
volumes contained therein on the 30th dayof June preceding. The report shall, in addition to other mtters deemed 
expedient by the board of trustees or the librarian, cont ain such statistical and other inform ation as is deem ed 
desirable by the State Librarian. For this purpose the St ate Librarian may send to the several district librarians 
instructions or question blanks so as to obtain the internal for a comparative study of library conditions in the state. 

Sec. 19654. Hours opened to public. 

The board of library trustees shall designate the hours duringwhich the library is open for the useof the public. All 
public libraries established under this chapter shall be open for the use of the public during every day in the year 
except on such legal holidays as may be determined by the board of library trustees. 

Sec. 19655. Annual estimate of costs. 

In any library district formed under the provisions of this chapter, which maintains a public library, or which has 
petitioned for and been granted pemission to establish, and intends to maintain a public library in accordance with 
this chapter, the board of librarytrustees shall furnish to the board of supervisors of the county in which the library 
district is situated, each and everyyear, on or before the lira day of September, an estimate of the cost ofany or all 
of the following: 

(a) Leasing temporary quarters. 

(b) Purchasing a suitable lot. 

(c) Procuring plans and specifications and erecting a suitable building. 

(d) Furnishing and equipping the building and fencing and ornamenting the grounds, for the acconmodation of the 
public library. 

(e) Conducting and maintaining the library for the ensuing fiscal year. 
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Sec. 19656. Bond elections. 

The board of library trustees may, when in its judgment it is deemed advisable, and upon the petition of 50 or mre 
taxpayers residing within the library district shall, call an election and submit to the electors of the library district 
the question of whether the bonds of the library district shall be issued and sold for any or all the purposes of this 
chapter. 

Sec. 19658. Dispositions of revenues, gifts, bequests, etc. 

The revenue derived from the tax, together with all money acquired by gift, devise, bequest, or otherwise, for the 
purposes of the library, shall be paid into the countytreasury, to the credit of the library Hind of the district in which 
the tax is collected, subject only to the order of the library trustees of the district. 

If payment into the treasury is inconsistent with the terms or conditions of any gift, devise, or bequest, the board of 
library trustees shall provide for the safetyand preservation of the fund, and the applicator thereof to the use of the 
library, in accordance with the terms and conditions of the gift, devise, or bequest. 

Sec. 19659. Authority to order issuance of warrants. 

Upon the receipt by the county auditor of an order of the library trustees of the district he shall issue his warrant 
upon the county treasurer for the amount stated in the order. 

Sec. 19660. Nonpayment for want of funds. 

When any warrant is presented to the treasurer for payment and it is not paid for want of funds the treasurer shall 
endorse thereon “not paid for want of funds” with the die of presentation and sign his name thereto and from that 
time the warrant bears interest at the rate of 6 percent per annum until it is paid or until funds are available for its 
payment and the county treasurer gives notice to the warrant holder that funds are available for payment. The giving 
of the notice is deemed complete upon deposit thereof in the United States mail in a sealed envelope addressed to 
the warrant holder at his address given by him at the tim e of presentation of the warrant to the treasurer, with 
postage thereon fully prepaid and registered. 

Sec. 19661. Library free to inhabitants and taxpayers unless in violation of rules. 

Every library established under this chapter shall be foreve free to the inhabitants and nonrcsidnt taxpayers of the 
library district, subject alway s to such rules, regulations, and by laws as m ay be m ade by the board of library 
trustees. For any violation of the rules, regulations, or bylaws a person may be fined or occluded from the privileges 
of the library. 

Sec. 19662. Contracts with other libraries. 

Boards of library trustees and the boards of trustees of neighboring library districts, or the legislative bodies of 
neighboring municipalities, or boards of supervisors of the counties in which public libraries are situated, may 
contract to lend the books of the libraries to residents of the counties or neighboring m unicipalities, or library 
districts, upon a reasonable compensation to bepaid by thecounties, neighboring municipalities, or library districts. 

Sec. 19663. Title to property. 

The title to all property acquired for the purposes of the lib raries, when not inconsistent with the term s of its 
acquisition, or not otherwise designated, vests in the district in which libraries are, or are to be situated. 
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Sec. 19664. Designation of district. 

Every library district shall be designated by the name and style of Library District (using the 

name of the district), of County(using the name of the county in which the district is situated). 

In that name the trustees may sue and be sued, and may hold and convey property for the use and benefit of the 
district. A number shall not be used as a part of the designation of any library district. 



ARTICLE 2.5. MUSEUMS 

Sec. 19670. Establishment of museum in library district. 

The board of library trustees may vote to establish a public museum in the library district and to constitute the board 
of library trustees as the boardof museum trustees for the purposes of managing such museum in accordance with 
the provisions of this chapter. 



ARTICLE 3. CLAIMS 
Sec. 19690. Claims for money or damages. 

All claims for money or damages against the district are governed by Part 3 (commencing with Section 900) and 
Part 4 (commencing with Section 940) of Division 3.6 of Title 1 of the Govemm ent Code except as provided 
therein, or by other statutes or regulations expressly applicable thereto. 



ARTICLE 4. BIENNIAL ELECTION OF TRUSTEES 

Sec. 19700. Conduct of elections and terms of trustees. 

(a) Except as otherwise provided in this article, the Uniform District Election Law (Part 4 (com mencing with 
Section 1 0500) of Division 1 0 ofihe Elections Code) shall govern and control the conduct of elections pursuant 
to this chapter. Elections shall be held biennially in the district on the sane day as the school district election as 
specified in Section 5000 in the odd-numbered years. 

(b) The trustees shall hold office for the term of four y ears beginning on the first Friday in December next 
succeeding their appointment or election. 

(c) The members of the first board of library trustees appointed or elected in a district shall, at their first acting, so 
classify themselves by lot that their term s shall expire: two on the first Friday in Decern ber of the first 
odd-numbered calendar year next succeeding their appointm ent or election, and three on the first Friday in 
December of the second succeeding odd-numbered calendar year. 

Sec. 19701. Number of trustees. 

The number of library trustees for any library district established under the provisions of this chapter is five. 

Sec. 19702. Eligibility to vote. 

Every person who is registered to vote in the library district where the election is held at least 29 days before the 

election, may vote at the election. 



ARTICLE 5. BONDS 
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Sec. 19720. Authority to call election; purpose of bonds. 

The board of trustees of any library district may, when in their judgment it is deemed advisable, and shall upon a 
petition of 50 or more taxpayers and residents of the librarydistrict, call an election and submit to the electors of the 
district the question of whether the bonds of the district shall be issued and sold for the puipose of raising money for 
any or all of the following: 

(a) The purchase of suitable lots. 

(b) Procuring plans and specifications and erecting a suitable building. 

(c) Furnishing and equipping the buildng, and fencing and ornamenting the grounds, for the accomnodation of Ihe 
public library. 

(d) Any or all of the purposes of this chapter. 

(e) Liquidating any indebtedness incurred for the purposes. 

(f) Refunding any outstanding valid indebtedness, evidenced by bonds or warrants of the district. 

Sec. 19721. Notice of election. 

The election shall be called by posting notices, signed by the board, in three of the most public places in the district, 
for not less than 20 day s before the election, and by publishing the notice not less th an once a week for three 
successive weeks in a newspaper published in the district if there is one, or if there is none, in a newspaper 
published in the county. 

Sec. 19722. Contents of notice. 

The notice shall contain: 

(a) Time and place of holding the election. 

(b) The names of inspectors and judges to conduct the election. 

(c) The hours during the day in which the polls will be open. 

(d) The amount and denomination of the bonds, the rateof interest, and the nuirbcr of years, not exceeding 40, the 
whole or any part of the bonds are to be run. 

Sec. 19723. Conduct of election. 

The election shall be conducted in accordance with the provisionselating to the election of trustees, insofar as they 
are applicable to the election for bonds. 

Sec. 19724. Method of voting. 

Voting shall be by ballot, without reference to the general election law in regard to form of ballot, or manner of 
voting, except that the wordsto appear on the ballot shall be, “Bonds — Yes’’ and “Bonds — No.” Persons voting at 
the bond election shall put a cross (+) upon their ballots, with pencil or ink, after the words, “Bonds — Y es” or 
“Bonds — No” as the case nay be, to indicate whether theyhave voted for or against theissuance of the bonds. The 
ballot shall be handed bythe elector voting to the inspector who shall then, in his preseme, deposit the ballot in the 
ballot box, and the judges shall enter the elector's name on poll list. 

Sec. 19725. Favorable vote. 

On the seventh day after the election, at 8 o'clock p.m, the returns having been made to the board of trustees, the 
board shall meet and canvass the returns, and if it appears that more than one-half of the votes cast at the election are 
in favor of issuing the bonds, then the board shall cause an entry of the fact to be made upon its 
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minutes and shall certify to the board of supervisors, allthe proceedings had in the prenises. Thereupon the board 
of supervisors shall issue the bonds of the district, tothe number and amount provided in the proceedings, payiblc 
out of the building fund of the district, naming the district. 

Sec. 19726. Source of bond redemption and interest. 

The money shall be raised by taxation upon the taxableproperty in the district, for the redenption of the bonds and 
the payment of the interest thereon. 

Sec. 19727. Limitation on total amount of bonds issued. 

The total amount of bonds issued shall not exceed 5 percentof the taxable property of the district, as shown by the 
last equalized assessment book of the county. 

Sec. 19728. Form of bonds and payment of principal. 

The board of supervisors by an order entered upon its minutes shall prescribe the form of the bonds and of the 
interest coupons attached thereto, and shall fix the time when the whole or any part of the principal of the bonds 
shall be payable, which shall not be more than 40 years from the date thereof. 

Sec. 19729. Interest, sale price, and proceed. 

The bonds shall not bear a greater amount of interest than 6 percent, to be payable annually or semiannually. The 
bonds shall be sold in the nanner prescribed by the board ofsupervisors, but for not less than par, and the proceeds 
of the sale thereof shall be deposited in the countytreasury to the credit of the building fund of the librarydistrict, 
and shall be drawn out for the purposes for which the bonds were issued as other library moneys are drawn out. 

Sec. 19730. Amount of tax levy for debt service. 

The board of supervisors, at the tine of making the levy of taxes for county purposes, shall levy a tax for that year 
upon the taxable property in the district, at the equalized assessed value thereof for that year, for the interest and 
redemption of the bonds. The tax shall not be less than sufficient to pay the interest of the 
bonds for that year, and such portion of the principal as is tdbecome due during the jear.

Sec. 19734. Hearing and order for cancellation. 

At the time and place designated in the notice for hearing the petition, or at any subsequent time to which the 
hearing is postponed, the supervisors shall hear any reasons that are submitted for or against the granting of the 
petition, and if they deem it for the best interests of thdibrary district that the unsold bonds be canceled, thcyshal I 
make and enter an order in the minutes of their proceedings that the unsold bonds be canceled. Thereupon the 
bonds, and the vote by which they were authorized to be issued, shall cease to be of any validity whatever. 
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JOINT EXERCISE OF POWERS 

(Government Code Title 1, Division 7, Chapter 5, Section 6500-6513) 

ARTICLE 1. JOINT POWERS AGREEMENTS 
Sec. 6500. “Public agency” defined. 

As used in this article, “public agency” includes, but is not limited to, the federal govemm ent or any federal 
department or agency, this state, another state or any state departm ent or agency , a county , county board of 
education, county superintendent of schools, city , public coiporation, public district, regional transportation 
commission of this state or another state, or any joint powers authority formed pursuant to this article by any of 
these agencies. 

Sec. 6500.1. This chapter shall be known and may be cited as the Joint Exercise of Powers Act. 

Sec. 6501. Approval of agreements involving state agencies. 

This article does not authorize any state officer, board, commission, department, or other state agency or institution 
to make any agreement without the approval of the Department of General Services or the Director of General 
Services if such approval is required by law. 

Sec. 6502. Authority to agree to joint exercise of powers. 

If authorized by their legislative or other governing bodies, two or more public agencies by agreement may jointly 
exercise any power common to the contracting parties, even though on cor more of the contracting agencies may be 
located outside this state. 

It shall not be necessary that any power common to the contracting parties be exercisable by each such contracting 
party with respect to the geographical area in which such power is to be jointly exercised.*** 

Sec. 6503. Contents of agreement. 

The agreements shall state the purpose of the agreement or the power to be exercised. They shall provide for the 
method by which the purpose will be accomplished or the manner in which the power will be exercised. 



Sec. 6503.5. Notice and filing of agreement. 

Whenever a joint powers agreement provides for the creation of an agencyor entity that is separate from the parties 
to the agreement and is responsible for the administration of the agreement, such agency or entity shall, within 30 
days after the effective date of the agreenant or amendment thereto, cause a notice ofthe agreement or amendment 
to be prepared and filed with the office of the Secretary of State. The agency or entity shall furnish an additional 
copy of the notice of the agreement or amendment to the Secretary of State, who shall forward the copy to the 
Controller. The notice shall contain: 

(a) The name of each public agency that is a party to the agreement. 

(b) The date that the agreement became effective. 

(c) A statement of the purpose of the agreement or the power to be exercised. 

(d) A description of the amendment or amendments made to the agreement, if any. 

Notwithstanding any other provision of this chapter, anyagency or entity administering a joint powers agreement or 
amendment to such an agreement, which agreement or amendment becomes effective on or after the effective date 
of this section, which fails to file the notice required by this section within 30 days after the effective date of the 
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agreement or am endment, shall not thereafter, and until such filings are com pleted, issue any bonds or incur 
indebtedness of any kind. 

Sec. 6503.7. Notice of agreements prior to 1973. * * * 

Sec. 6504. Contributions and payments. 

The parties to the agreement may provide that (a) contrbutions from the treasuries may be made for the purpose set 
forth in the agreement, (b) payments of public funds may be made to defray the cost of such purpose, (c) advances 
of public funds may be made for the purpose set forth in tie agreement, such advances to be repaid asprovided in 
said agreement, or (d) personnel, equipment or property of one or more of the parties to the agreement may be used 
in lieu of other contributions or advances. The funds my be paid to and disbursed by the agency or entity agreed 
upon, which m ay include a nonprofit corporation designated by the agreem ent to adm inister or execute the 
agreement for the parties to the agreement. 

Sec. 6505. Accountability and audit. 

(a) The agreement shall provide for strict accountability of all funds and report of all receipts and disbursements. 

(b) In addition, and provided a separate agency or entity is created, the public officer performing the functions of 
auditor or controller as determined pursuant to Section 6505.5, shall either make or contract with a certified 
public accountant or public accountant to nake an annual audit of the accounts and recordsof every agency or 
entity, except that the officer need not make or contract for the audit in any case where an annual audit of the 
accounts and records of the agency or entity by a certified public accountant or public accountantis otherwise 
made by any agency of the state or the United States only as to those accounts and records which are directly 
subject to such a federal or state audit. In each case the minimum requirements of the audit shall be those 
prescribed by the Controller for special districts under Section 26909 and shall conformto generally accepted 
auditing standards. 

(c) When an audit of an account and records is lade by a certified public accountant or public accourflnt, a report 
thereof shall be filed as public records with each of the contracting parties to the agreement and also with the 
county auditor of the county where the home office of the joint powers authority is located and shall be sent to 
any public agency or person in California that subm its a written request to the joint powers authority . The 
report shall be filed within 12 months of the end of the fiscal year or years under examination. 

(d) When a nonprofit corporation is designated by the agreement to administer or execute the agreement and no 
public officer is required to perform the functions of auditor or controller as determined pursuant to Section 
6505.5, an audit of the accounts and records of the agreement shall be m ade at least once each y ear by a 
certified public accountant or public accountant, and a reportthereof shall be filed as a public record with each 
of the contracting parties to the agreement and with the county auditor of the county where the home office of 
the joint powers authority is located, and shall be sent toany public agency or person in California tint submits 
a written request to the joint powers authority These reports shall be filed within 12 months after the end of the 
fiscal year or years under examination. 

(e) Any costs of the audit, including contracts with, or employment of certified public accountants or public 
accountants, in making an audit pursuant to this section shall be borne by the agency or entity and shall be a 
charge against any unencumbered funds of the agency or entity available for the purpose. 

(f) All agencies or entities may, by unanimous request of the governing body thereof, replace the annual special 
audit with an audit covering a two-year period. 

(g) Notwithstanding the foregoing provisions of this section to the contrary, agencies or entities shall be exempt 
from the requirement of an annual audit ifthe financial statements are audited by the State Controller to satisfy 
federal audit requirements. 
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Sec. 6505.1. Bonding of custodian of property. 

The contracting parties to an agreement made pursuant to this chapter shall designate the public office or officers or 
person or persons who have charge of, handle, or have access to any property of the agency or entity and shall 
require such public officer or officers or person orpersons to file an official bond in an amount to be fixed by the 
contracting parties. 

Sec. 6505.5. Treasurer for separate agency. 

If a separate agency or entity is created by the agreement, the agreement shall designate the treasurer of one of the 
contracting parties, or in lieu thereof, the county treasurer of a county in which one of the contracting parties is 
situated, or a certified public accountant to be the depositary and have custody of all the money of the agency or 
entity, from whatever source. 

The treasurer or certified public accountant so designated shall do all of the following: 

(a) Receive and receipt for all m oney of the agency or entity and place it in the treasury of the treasurer so 
designated to the credit of the agency or entity. 

(b) Be responsible, upon his or her official bond, for th e safekeeping and disbursem ent of all agency or entity 
money so held by him or her. 

(c) Pay, when due, out of money of the agency or entity held him or her, all sums payable on outstanding bonds 
and coupons of the agency or entity. 

(d) Pay any other sums due from the agency or entity from agency or entity money, or any portion thereof, only 
upon warrants of the public officer performing the functions of auditor or controller who 

has been designated by the agreement. 

(e) Verify and report in writing on the first day of July, October, January, and April of each >ear to the agency or 
entity and to the contracting parties to the agreement the amount of money he or she holds for the agency or 
entity, the amount of receipts since his or her last report, and the amount paid out since his or her last report. 

The officer performing the functions of auditor or controller shall be of the same public agency as the treasurer 
designated depositary pursuant to this section. However, where a certified public accountant has been designated as 
treasurer of the entity, the auditor of one of the contracting parties or of a county in which one of the contracting 
parties is located shall be designated as auditor of the entity. The auditor shall draw warrants to pay demands 
against the agency or entity when the demands have been approved by any person authorized to so approve in the 
agreement creating the agency or entity. 

The governing body of the same public entity as the treasurer and auditor specified pursuant to this section shall 
determine charges to be made against the agency or entity for the services of the treasurer and auditor. However, 
where a certified public accountant has been designated as treasurer, the govemhg body of the same public entity as 
the auditor specified pursuant to this setion shall determine charges to be made against the agency or entity forthe 
services of the auditor. 

Sec. 6505.6. Agency officer or employee as treasurer or auditor. 

In lieu of the designation of a treasurer and auditor as seforth in Section 6505.5, the agency or entity may appoint 
one of its officers or enployees to either or both of suebpositions. Such offices nay be held by separate officers or 
employees or combined and held by one officer or enployee. Such person or persons shall conply with the duties 
and responsibilities of the office or offices as set forth in subdivisions (a) to (d), inclusive, of Section 6505.5. 

In the event the agency or entity designates its officers or enployees to fill the functions of treasurer or auditor, or 
both, pursuant to this section, such officers or eiployees shall cause an independent audit to be mde by a certified 
public accountant, or public accountant, in compliance with Section 6505. 
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Sec. 6506. Authority to administer agreement and provide services. 

The agency or entity provided by the agreement to administer or execute the agreement may be one or more of the 
parties to the agreem ent or a commission or board constituted pursuant to the agreem ent or a person, firm or 
coiporation, including a nonprofit corporation, designatedin the agreement. One or more of the parties may agree 
to provide all or a portion of the services to the other paties in the manner provided in the agreement. The parties 
may provide for the mutual exchange of services without payment of any consideration other than such services. 

Sec. 6507. Agency as separate public entity. 

For the purposes of this article, the agency is a public entity separate from the parties to the agreement. 

Sec. 6508. Powers. 

The agency shall possess the com mon power specified in the agreem ent and may exercise it in the m anner or 
according to the method provided in the agreement. If the agency is not one or nore of the parties to the agreenent 
but is a public entity, commission or board constituted pursuantto the agreement and suchagency is authorized, in 
its own name, to do any or all of the following: to rake and enter contracts, or to enploy agents and employees, or 
to acquire, construct, manage, maintain or operate any building, works or improvements, or to acquire, hold or 
dispose of property or to incurdebts, liabilities or obligations, said agency shall have the power to sue and be sued 
in its own name.* * * 

The governing body of any agency having the power to sue or be sued in its own name, created by an agreement 
entered into after the amendment to this section at the 1969 Regular Session of the Legislature, between parties 
composed exclusively of parties which arecities, counties, or public districts of this state, irrespective of whether all 
such parties fall within the sam e category, may as provided in such agreement, and in any ratio provided in the 
agreement, be composed exclusively of officials elected to one or more of the governing bodies of the parties to 
such agreement. Any existing agreement composed of parties which are cities, counties or public districts which 
creates a governing board of any agency having the power to sue or be sued may, at the option of the parties to the 
agreement, be amended to provide that the governing bodyofthe created agency shall he composed exclusively of 
officials elected to one or more of the governing boards of the parties to such agreement in any ratio agreed to by 
the parties to the agreement. The governing body so created shall be empowered to delegate its functions to an 
advisory body or administrative entity for the purposes of program development, policy formulation, or program 
implementation, provided, however, that anyannual budget ofthe agency to which the delegation is made must be 
approved by the governing body of the Joint Powers Agency. 

In the event that such agency enters into further contracts, leases or other transactions with one or m ore of the 
parties to such agreement, an official elected to the governing body of such party may also act in the capacity of a 
member of the governing body of such agency. 

Sec. 6508.1. Obligation of parties for debts and liabilities of agency. 

If the agency is not one or m ore of the parties to the agreement but is a public entity , commission, or board 
constituted pursuant to the agreement, the debts, liabilities, and obligations of the agencyshall be debts, liabilities, 
and obligations of the parties to the agreement, unless the agreement specifies otherwise. 

A party to the agreement may separately contract for, or assume responsibility for, specific debts, liabilities, or 
obligations of the agency. 

Sec. 6509. Restrictions on exercise of powers.

Such power is subject to the restrictions upon the nanner of exercising the power of one of the contracting parties, 
which party shall be designated by the agreement. 

Sec. 6509.5. Investments. 

Any separate agency or entity created pursuant to this chapter shall have th e power to invest any money in the 
treasury pursuant to Section 6505.5 that is not required fothe immediate necessities ofthe agency or entity, as the 
agency or entity determines is advisable, in the same manner and upon the sam e conditions as local agencies 
pursuant to Section 53601 of the Government Code. 

If a nonprofit coiporation is designated by the agreement to administer or execute the agreement for the parties to 
the agreement, it shall invest any moneys held for disbursement on behalf of the parties in the same manner and 
upon the same conditions as local agencies pursuant to Section 53601. 

Sec. 6509.7. 

(a) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, two or more public agencies that have the authorityto invest funds 
in their treasuries m ay, by agreement, jointly exercise that common power. Funds invested pursuant to an 
agreement entered into under this section may be invested as authorized bysubdivision (o) of Section 5360 1 . A 
joint powers authority formed pursuant to this section may issue shares of beneficial interest to participating 
public agencies. 

Each share shall represent an equal proportionate interest in the underlyng pool of securities owned by the joint 
powers authority. To be eligible under this section, thejoint powers authority issuing the shares of beneficial 
interest shall have retained an investment adviser that meets all of the following criteria: 

(1) The adviser is registered or exempt from registration with the Securities and Exchange Commission. 

(2) The adviser has not less than five yars of experience investing in the securities and obligations authored 
in subdivisions (a) to (o), inclusive, of Section 53601. 

(3) The adviser has assets under management in excess of five hundred million dollars ($500,000,000). 

(b) As used in this section, "public agency" includes a nonprofit coiporation whose membership is confined to 
public agencies or public officials, in addition to those agencies listed in Section 6500. 

Sec. 6510. Duration of agreement. 

The agreement may be continued for a definite termor until rescinded or terminated. The agreement may provide 
for the method by which it may be rescinded or terminated by any party. 

Sec. 6511. Disposition of property. 

The agreement shall provide for the disposition, division, or distribution of anyproperty acquired as the result of the 
joint exercise of powers. 

Sec. 6512. Return of surplus moneys. 

The agreement shall provide that after the conpletion of its purpose, any surplus money on hand shall be returned in 
proportion to the contributions made.

Sec. 6512.2. 
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If the purpose set forth inthe agreement is to pool the self-insurance claim of two or more local public entities, the 
agreement may provide that termination by any party to the agreement shall not beconstrued as a conpletion of the 
purpose of the agreem ent and shall not require the repay ment or return to the parties of all or any part of any 
contributions, payments, or advances made by the parties until the agreement is rescinded or terminated as to all 
parties. If the purpose set forth in the agreement is to pool the self-insurance claims of two or more local public 
entities, it shall not be considered an agreem ent for the purposes of Section 895.2, provided that the agency 
responsible for carrying out the agreement is a member of the pool and the pool purchases insurance or reinsrance 
to cover the activities of that agency in carrying out the purposes of the agreement. The agreement may provide that 
after the completion of its purpose, any surplus money remaining in the pool shall be returned in proportion to the 
contributions made and the claims or losses paid. 

Sec. 6513. Privileges, immunities and benefits in extraterritorial performance of duties. 

All of the privileges and immunities from liability, exemptions from laws, ordinances and rules, all pension, relief, 
disability, workmen's compensation, and other benefits whichapply to the activity of officers, agents or employees 
of any such public agency when performing their respective functions within the territorial limits of their respective 
public agencies, shall applyto them to the same degree and extent while engaged in the perfomance ofany oftheir 
functions and duties extraterritorially under the provisions of this article.

In addition to other powers, anyagency, commission, or board provided for by a joint powers agreement pursuant to 
Article 1 (commencing with Section 6500) m ay issue revenue bonds pursuant to this article to pay the cost and 
expenses of acquiring or constructing a project for any or all of the following purposes.

CITIZENS COMPLAINT ACT OF 1997 

(Government Code, Title 2, Division 1, Part 1, Chapter 5.1, Section 8330-8332) 

Sec. 8330. Citizens Complaint Act; Public Library Internet Access and Availability. 

This chapter shall be known and may be cited as the Citizen Complaint Act of 1997. All state agencies that have 
Internet websites shall implement this act in a manner that is consistent with the statewide strategy for electronic 
commerce as established by the Department of Information Technology. 

Sec. 8331. Website requirement for complaints or comments about state agencies. 

(a) State agencies shall make available on the Internet, onor after July 1, 2001, unless otherwise authorized bythe 
Department of Information Technology pursuant to Executive Order D-3-99, a plain-language form through 
which individuals can register conplaints or comments relating to the performance of that agency. The agency 
shall provide instructions on filing the conplaint electronically, or on the manner in which to conplete and mail 
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the complaint form to the state agency or both, consistent with whichever method the agency establishes for the 
filing of complaints. 

(b) Any printed complaint form used by a state agency as part of the process of receiving a complaint against any 
licensed individual or corporation subject to regulation by that agency shall be nude available by the agency on 
the Internet on or after Julyl, 2001, unless otherwise authorized by the Department of Information Technology 
pursuant to Executive Order D-3-99. The agency sh all provide instructions on filing the complaint 
electronically, or on the manner in which to conplete and mail the conplaint form to the state agency, or both, 
consistent with whichever method the agency establishes for the filing of complaints. 

(c) State agencies making a complaint form available on the Internet shall, to the extent feasible: 

(1) Advise individuals calling the state agency to lodge a complaint of both of the following: 

( A) The availability of the complaint form on the Internet. 

(B) That many public libraries provide Internet access. 

(2) Include on the Internet the location at which thisnformation may be accessed inthe telephone directory in 
order that citizens will be aware that they may contact the state agency via the Internet or by telephone. 

(d) Public libraries, to the extent permitted through donations and other means, may do each of the following: 

(1) Provide Internet access to their patrons. 

(2) Advertise that they provide Internet access. 

(e) Notwithstanding subdivision (a) of Section 11000, stateagency as used in this section includes the California 
State University. 

Sec. 8332. Legislative intent regarding exemption from chapter. 

It is the intent of the Legislature that this chapter shall not apply to the Reporting of Im proper Governmental 
Activities Act (Article 3 (com mencing with Section 8547) of Chapter 6.5) or the procedures established to 
investigate citizens’ complaints against peace officers as required by Section 832.5 of the Penal Code. 
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MELLO-ROOS COMMUNITY FACILITIES ACT OF 1982 

(Government Code, Title 5, Division 2, Part 1, Chapter 2.5, Sections 53311-53317) 



Sec. 53311.5. Purpose. 

This chapter provides an alternative method of financing certain public capital facilities and services, especiallyin 
developing areas and areas undergoing rehabilitation. The provisions of this chapter shall not affect or limit any 
other provisions of law authorizing or providing for th e furnishing of govemm ental facilities or services or the 
raising of revenue for these purposes. A local government may use the provisions of this chapter instead of any 
other method of financing part or all of the cost of poviding the authorized kinds of capital facilities and services. 

* * * 



Sec. 53313. Services permitted. 

A community facilities district may be established under this chapter to finance any one or more of the following 
types of services within an area: 

(a) Police protection services, including, but not limited to, criminal justice services. However, criminal justice 
services shall be limited to providing services for jails, detention facilities, and juvenile halls. 

(b) Fire protection and suppression services, and ambulance and paramedic services. 

(c) Recreation program services, library services, maintenance services for elementary and secondary schoolsites 
and structures, and the operation and maintenance of museums and cultural facilities. A special tax may be 
levied for any of the services speci fied in this subdivision only upon approval of the registered voters as 
specified in subdivision (b) of Section 53326. An clcctioito enact a special tax for recreation programservices, 
library services, and the operation and m aintenance of museums and cultural facilities m ay be conducted 
pursuant to subdivision (c) of Section 53326. 

* * * 

A community facilities district tax approved byvote of the landowners of the district my only finance the services 
authorized in this section to the extent that thcyirc in addition to those provided in the territoryof the district before 
the district was created. The additional services may not supplant services already available within that territory 
when the district was created. 

Bonds may not be issued pursuant to this chapter to fund any of the services specified in this section, although 
bonds may be issued to fund capital facilities to be used in providing these services. 

* * * 



Sec. 53313.5. Types of facilities. 

A com munity facilities district m ay also finance the purchase, construction, expansion, im provement, or 
rehabilitation of any real or other tangible property with an estimated useful life of five y ears or longer or may 
finance planning and design work that is directlyrelated to the purchase, construction, expansion, or rehabilitation 
of any real or tangible property. The facilities need not bephysically located within the district. A district nay not 
lease out facilities that it has financed except pursuant to a lease agreement or annexation agreement entered into 
prior to January 1, 1988. A district may only finance the purchase of facilities whose construction has been 
completed, as determined by the legislative body , before the resolution of form ation to establish the district is 
adopted pursuant to Section 53325. 1 , exceptthat a district may finance the purchase of facilities completed after the 
adoption of the resolution of form ation if the facility was constructed as if it had been constructed under the 
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direction and supervision, or under the authority of, the local agency that will own or operate the facility . For 
example, a community facilities district may finance facilities, including, but not limited to, the following: 

* * * 

(c) Libraries. 

Sec. 53316.2. (a) A community facilities district may finance facilities to be owned or operated by an entity other 
than the agency that created the district, or services to be provided by an entity other than the agencythat created the 
district, or any combination, only pursuant to a joint community facilities agreement or a joint exercise of powers 
agreement adopted pursuant to this section. 

(b) At any time prior to the adoption of the resolution of formation creating a community facilities district or a 
resolution of change to alter a district, the legislative bodies ofito or more local agencies may enter into a joint 
community facilities agreement pursuant to this section and Sections 53316.4 and 53316.6 or into a 

joint exercise of powers agreement pursuant to the Joint Exercise of Powers Act (Chapter 5 (commencing with 
Section 6500) of Division 7 of Title 1) to exercise any power authorized by this chapter with respect to the 
community facilities district being created or changed if the legislative body of each entity adopts a resolution 
declaring that the joint agreement would be beneficial to the residents of that entity. 

(c) Notwithstanding the Joint Exercise of Powers Act (Chapter 5 (comnencing with Section 6500) of Division 7 of 
Title 1), a contracting partymay use the proceeds ofany special tax or charge levied pursuant to this chapter or 
of any bonds or other indebtedness issued pursuant to this chapter to provide facilities or services 

which that contracting party is otherwise authorized by law to provide, even though another contracting party 
does not have the power to provide those facilities or services. 

(d) Notwithstanding subdivision (b), nothing in this secti on shall prevent entry into or am endment of a joint 
community facilities agreement or a joint exercise of powers agreement, after adoption of a resolution of 
formation, if the new agreement or amendment is necessary, as determined by the leg Native body, for either of 
the following reasons: 

(1) To allow an orderly transition of govemm ental facilities and finances in the case of any change in 
governmental organization approved pursuant to the Cortese-Knox-Hertzberg Local Governm ent 
Reorganization Act of 2000 (Division 3 (commencing with Section 56000) of Title 5). 

(2) To allow participation in the agreement by a state or federal agency that could or would not otherwise 
participate, including, but not limited to, the California Department of Transportation. 

(e) Notwithstanding any other provision ofthis chapter, no local agencywhich isparty to a joint exercise of powers 
agreement or joint community facilities agreement shall have primary responsibility for formation of adistrict 
or an improvement area within a district, or for an cxtosion of authorized facilities and services or a change in 
special taxes pursuant to Article 3, unless that local agency is one or more of the following: 

(1) A city, a county, or a city and county. 

(2) An agency created pursuant to a jdnt powers agreement that is separate from the parties to the agreenent, is 
responsible for the administration of the agreement, and is subject to the notification requirement of Section 
6503.5. 

(3) An agency that is reasonably expected to have responsibility for providing facilities or services to be 
financed by a larger share of the proceeds of special taxes and bonds of the district or districts created or 
changed pursuant to the joint exercise of powers agreemnt or the joint community facilities agreement than 
any other local agency. 

Sec. 53317. Definitions. 

Unless the context otherwise requires, the definitions contained in this article shall govern the construction of this 
chapter.

Sec. 95. Definitions. 

For the purpose of this chapter: 

(a) “Local agency” means a city, county, and special district. 

* * * 

(e) “Jurisdictional change” includes any change of organization, as defined in Section 56021 of the Government 
Code and a reorganization, as defined in Section 56073 of the Govemnsnt Code. “Jurisdictional change” also 
includes any change in the boundary of those special di stricts that are not under the jurisdiction of a local 
agency formation commission. 

“Jurisdictional change” also includes a functional consdidation where two or nx>re local agencies, except two 
or more counties, exchange or otherwise reassign functons and any change in the boundaries of a school fttrict 
or community college district or county superintendent of schools. 

* * * 

(m) “Special district” means any agency of the state for the local perform ance of governmental or proprietary 
functions within limited boundaries. *** However, any special district authorized to levy a property tax by 
the statute under which the district was formed shall be considered a special district. Additionally, a county 
free library established pursuant to Article 1 (com mencing with Section 19100) of Chapter 6 of Part 1 1 of 
Division 1 of Title 1 of the Education Code, and fowhich a property tax was levied in the 1977-78 fiscal year, 
shall be considered a special district. 3

Sec. 96.18. Property tax revenue allocation: County of Sand Diego: County free library. 

(a) (1) Notwithstanding any other provision of this chapte r, the Auditor for the County of San Diego shall, in 

allocating ad valorem property tax revenues in accordance with subdivision (a) of Section 96.1 in each of 
the 1999-2000, 2000-01, and 2001-02 fiscal years, do both of the following: 

(A) Decrease the total am ount of ad valorem property tax revenue otherwise deem ed allocated to the 
County of San Diego in the prior fiscal y ear by an am ount, not to exceed three m illion dollars 
($3,000,000), as specified in an ordinance or resolution as described in subdivision (b). 

(B) Increase the total amount of ad valoremproperty tax revenue otherwise deemed allocated to the county 
free library in the prior fiscal y ear by an am ount equal to the am ount of the decrease required by 
subparagraph (A). 

(2) Notwithstanding any other provision of this chapter, in each of the 1999-2000, 2000-01, and 2001-02 fiscal 
years only, the auditor shall allocatethe “annual tax increment” pursuant to Section 96.5 in those anrounts 
that would be so allocated if no reduction or incr ease had been required in any fiscal y ear pursuant to 
paragraph (1). In the 2002-03 fiscal y ear and each fi seal year thereafter, the auditor shall allocate the 
“annual tax increment” pursuant to Section 96.5 in thoe amounts that fully reflect any increase or decrease 
required in any fiscal year by paragraph (1). 

(b) Subdivision (a) shall not become operative unless the Board of Supervisors for the County of San Diego adopts, 
with the approval of a m ajority of its entire m embership, an ordinance or resolution declaring that the 
subdivision is operative. Any ordinance or resolution that is adopted pursuant to the preceding sentence shall 
do both of the following: 

(1) Specify either the amount that is to be reallocated in accordance with paragraph (1) of subdivision (a) in 
each fiscal year described in that subdivision, or aprocedure for determining that reallocation amount for 
each of those same fiscal years. 

(2) Prohibit the total of the am ounts reallocated in accordance with paragraph (1) of subdivision (a) from 
exceeding nine million dollars ($9,000,000). 

Sec. 97.37. Property tax allocated to county free libraries and special districts. 

(a) Notwithstanding any other provision of this chaptcr,for the 1994-95 fiscal )ear and each fiscal >ear thereafter, 
the amount of property tax revenue deemed allocated inthe prior fiscal year to a county free library system, or a 
library established as an independent special district, shall not be reduced for purposes of increasing the amunt 
of property tax revenue to be allocatedto another jurisdiction. This section does not applyto any adjustments 
in property tax allocations made pursuant to Section 191 16 of the Education Code. 

(b) (1) This section shall not be construed to preclude allocations of ad valoremproperty tax revenue to a countys 

Educational Revenue Augm entation Fund, rather than to a county free library sy stem or a library 
established as an independent special district, that are required by the application to a library system or 
library district, as so described, of Sections 97.2 and 97.3. The Legislature finds and declares that this 
paragraph does not constitute a change in, but is declaratory of, existing law. 

(2) This section does not applyto any adjustments in property tax allocations made pursuant to Section 19116 
of the Education Code. 



(Education Code Section 19657). 
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(c) (1) Notwithstanding any other provision of this chapter, for those county free library systems from which the 
auditor had not shifted ad valorem property tax revenue to an Education Revenue Augnentation Fund as of 
January 1, 1996, all of the following shall apply: 

(A) No allocation of ad valorem property tax revenue to a county’s Educational Revenue Augmentation 
fund shall be required from a county free library system that did not levy a property tax rate separate 
from the property tax rate of the county for the 1975-76, 1976-77, and 1977-78 fiscal years, was not 
entitled to an allocation of property tax revenue for the 1978-79 and 1979-80 fiscal jears, and did not 
receive state assistance payments pursuant to Section 16260, 26912, or 26912.1 of the Govemm ent 
Code. 

(B) No allocation of ad valorem property tax revenue to a county’s Educational Revenue Augmentation 
Fund shall be required from a county free library system that, for the 1977-78 fiscal y ear, was 
organized as a jdnt powers agency pursuant to Chapter 5 (commencing with Section 6500) of Division 
7 of Title 1 of the Government Code. 

(C) A county free library system established pursuant to Article 1 (commencing with Section 19100) of 
Chapter 6 of Part 1 1 of Division 1 of Title 1 ofthe Education Code, for which a separate property tax 
rate was levied in the 1977-78 fiscal year, shall be considered a special district. However, anycounty 
free library system that was not actuallyallocated property tax revenues pursuant to this chapter for the 
1992-93 fiscal year and any portion of the 1993-94 fiscal ^ar shall not be considered a special district 
for any purpose in the 1992-93 fiscal year and that portion of the 1993-94 fiscal >ear for which those 
revenues were not allocated. 

(2) The Legislature finds and declares that this subdivision does not constitute a change in, but is declaratory 
of, existing law.

Sec. 99. ERAF Allocation adjustment for new city, district, reorganization; Notice. 

(a) For the purposes of the computations required by this chapter: 

(1) In the case of a jurisdictional change, other than a city incoiporation or a formation of a district as defined 
in Section 2215, the auditor shall adjust the alloca tion of property tax revenue determ ined pursuant to 
Section 96 or 96. 1 , or the annual tax increm ent determined pursuant to Section 96.5, for local agencies 
whose service area or service responsibility would be altered by the jurisdictional change, as determined 
pursuant to subdivision (b) or (c). 

(2) In the case of a city incoiporation, the audito r shall assign the allocation of property tax revenues 
determined pursuant to Section 56810 of the Government Code and the adjustments in tax revenues that 
may occur pursuant to Section 568 15 of the Government Code to the newly formed city or district and shall 
make the adjustment as determined by Section 56810 in the allocation of property tax revenue determined 
pursuant to Section 96 or 96. 1 for each local agency whose service area or service responsibilities would be 
altered by the incorporation. 

(3) In the case of a formation of a district as definedin Section 2215, the auditor shall assignthe allocation of 
property tax revenues determined pursuant to Section 56810 of the Government Code to the district and 
shall make the adjustm ent as determ ined by Section 56810 in the allocation of property tax revenue 
determined pursuant to Section 96 or 96.1 for each local agency whose service area or service 
responsibilities would be altered by the formation. 

(b) Upon the filing of an application or a resolution pursuant to the Cortese-Knox Local Governm ent 
Reorganization Act of 1985 (Division 3(commencing with Section 56000) of Ttle 5 of the Government Code), 
but prior to the issuance of a certificate of filing, the executive officer shall give notice of the filing to the 
assessor and auditor of each county within which the territory subject to the jurisdictional change is located. 
This notice shall specify each local agency whose service area or responsibility will be altered by the 
jurisdictional change. 

(1) (A) The county assessor shall provide to the county auditor, within 30 days of the notice of filing, a report 

which identifies the assessed valuationsfor the territory subject to thejurisdictional change and the tax 
rate area or areas in which the territory exists. 

(B) The auditor shall estimate the amount of property tax revenue generated within the territory that is the 
subject of the jurisdictional change during the current fiscal year. 

(2) The auditor shall estimate what proportion of the poperty tax revenue determined pursuant to paragraph (1) 
is attributable to each local agency pursuant to Section 96.1 and Section 96.5. 

(3) Within 45 days of notice of the filing of an appldation or resolution, the auditor shall notifythe governing 
body of each local agency whose service area or servie responsibility will be altered by the amount of, and 
allocation factors with respect to, property tax revenue estimated pursuant to paragraph (2) that is subject to 
a negotiated exchange. 

(4) Upon receipt of the estimates pursuant to paragraph (3) the local agencies shall commence negotiations to 
determine the amount of property tax revenues to be exchanged between and among the local agencies. 
This negotiation period shall not exceed 60 days. 

The exchange may be limited to an exchange of property tax revenues from the annual tax increm ent 
generated in the area subject to thejurisdictional changcand attributable to the local agencies whose service 
area or service responsibilities will be altered by the proposed jurisdictional change. The final exchange 
resolution shall specify how the annual tax increment shall be allocated in future years. 
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(5) In the event that a jurisdictional change would affect the service area or service responsibility of one or 
more special districts, the board of supervisors of the county or counties in which the districts are located 
shall, on behalf of the district or districts, negotia te any exchange of property tax revenues. Prior to 
entering into negotiation on behalf of a district for the exchange of property tax revenue, the board shall 
consult with the affected district. The consultati on shall include, at a m inimum, notification to each 
member and executive officer of the district board of the pending consultation and provision of adequate 
opportunity to comment on the negotiation. 

(6) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, th e executive officer shall not issue a certificate of filing 
pursuant to Section 56658 of the Government Code until the local agencies included in the property tax 
revenue exchange negotiation, within the 60-day negotiation period, present resolutions adopted by each 
such county and city whereby each county and city agrees to accept the exchangeof property tax revenues. 

(7) In the event that the conmission modifies the proposal or its resolution of deternination, any local agency 
whose service area or service responsibility would be altered by the proposed jurisdictional change may 
request, and the executive officer shallgrant, 1 5 days for the affected agencies, pursuant to paragraph (4) to 
renegotiate an exchange of property tax revenues. Notwithstanding the tim e period specified in 
paragraph (4), if the resolutions required pursuant to paragraph (6) are not presented to the 
executive officer within the 15-day period, all pr oceedings of the jurisdictional change shall 
automatically be tenninated. 

(8) In the case of a jurisdictional change that cons ists of a city 's qualified annexation of unincoiporated 
territory, an exchange of property tax revenues between the city and the county shall be determ ined in 
accordance with subdivision (e) if that exchange of revoues is not otherwise determined pursuant to either 
of the following: 

(A) Negotiations completed within the applicable period or periods as prescribed by this subdivision. 

(B) A master property tax exchange agreement among those local agencies, as described in subdivision (d). 

For purposes of this paragraph^ qualified annexation of unincorporatedterritory means an annexation, as 
so described, for which proceedings before the relevant local agencyformation commission are initiated, as 
provided in Section 5665 1 of the Govanment Code, on or after Januaryl, 1998, and on or before January 
1, 2005. 

(9) No later than the date on which the certificate of completion of the jurisdictional change is recorded with 
the county recorder, the executive officer shall notify the auditor or auditors of the exchange of property tax 
revenues and the auditor or auditors shall mke the appropriate adjustments as provided in subdivision (ij. 

(c) Whenever a jurisdictional change is not required to be reviewed and approved by a local agency formation 
commission, the local agencies whoseservice area or service responsibilities would be altered b>the proposed 
change, shall give notice to the State Board of EquMzation and the assessor and auditor of each countywithin 
which the territory subject to the jurisdictional change is located. This notice shall specify each local agency 
whose service area or responsibility will be altered by the jurisdictional change and request the auditor and 
assessor to m ake the determ inations required pursuant to paragraphs (1) and (2) of subdivision (b). Upon 
notification by the auditor of the am ount of, and alloca tion factors with respect to, property tax subject to 
exchange, the local agencies, pursuant to the provisions of paragraphs (4) and (6) of subdivision (b), shall 
determine the am ount of property tax revenues to be exchanged between and am ong the local agencies. 
Notwithstanding any other provision of law, no such jurisdictional change shall become effective until each 
county and city included in these negotiations agrees, by resolution, to accept the negotiated exchange of 
property tax revenues. The exchange may be limited to an exchange of property tax revenue from the annual 
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tax increment generated in the area subject to the jurisdictional change and attributable to the local agencies 
whose service area or service responsibilities will be altered by the proposed jurisdictional change. The final 
exchange resolution shall specify how the annual tax increment shall be allocated in future years. Upon the 
adoption of the resolutions required pursuant to this setion, the adopting agencies shall notifythe auditor who 
shall make the appropriate adjustments as provided in subdivision (a). Adjustments in property tax allocations 
made as the result of a cityor library district withdrawing froma county free library system pursuant to Section 
19116 of the Education Code shall be m ade pursuant to Section 191 16 of the Education Code, and this 
subdivision shall not apply. 

(d) With respect to adjustments in the allocation of property taxes pursuant to this section, a countyand any local 
agency or agencies within the county may develop and adopt a master property tax transfer agreement. The 
agreement may be revised from time to time by the parties subject to the agreement. 

(e) (1) An exchange of property tax revenues that is requied by paragraph (8) of subdivision (b) to badetermined 

pursuant to this subdivision shall be determined in accordance with all of the following: 

(A) The city and the county shall mutually select a third-party consultant to perform a comprehensive, 
independent fiscal analysis, funded in equal portions by the city and tla county, that specifies estimates 
of all tax revenues that will be derived from the annexed territory and the costs of city and county 
services with respect to the annexed territory. The analysis shall be completed within a period not to 
exceed 30 days, and shall be based upon the general pin or adopted plans and policies ofihe annexing 
city and the intended uses for the annexed territory If, upon the conpletion of the analysis period, no 
exchange of property tax revenues is agreed upon by the city and the county, subparagraph (B) shall 
apply. 

(B) The city and the county shall mutually select a mediator, funded in equal portions by those agencies, to 
perform mediation for a period of not to exceed 30 days. If, upon the completion of the mediation 
period, no exchange of property tax revenues is agreed upon by the city and the county, subparagraph 

(C) shall apply. 

(C) The city and the county shall mutually select an arbitrator, funded in equal portions bythose agencies, 
to conduct an advisory arbitration with the cityandthe county for a period of not to exceed 30 days. At 
the conclusion of this arbitration period, the city and the county shall each present to the arbitrator its 
last and best offer with respect to the exchange of roperty tax revenues. The arbitrator shall select one 
of the offers and recom mend that offer to the governing bodies of the city and the county . If the 
governing body of the city or the county rejects the recommended offer, it shall do so during a public 
hearing, and shall, at the conclusion of that hearing, m ake written findings of fact as to why the 
recommended offer was not accepted. 

(2) Proceedings under this subdivisionshall be concluded no more than 150days after the auditor provides the 
notification pursuant to paragraph (3) of subdivision (b), unless one of the periods specified in this 
subdivision is extended by the mutual agreement of the city and the county. Notwithstanding any other 
provision of law, except for those conditions that are necessary to implement an exchange of property tax 
revenues determined pursuant to this subdivision, the local agency formation commission shall not impose 
any fiscal conditions upon a city's qualified annexation of unincorporated territory that is subject to this 
subdivision. 

(f) Except as otherwise provided in subdivision (g), for thepurpose of determining the amount of property tax to be 
allocated in the 1979-80 fiscal jear and each fiscal year thereafter for those local agencies that were affected by 
a jurisdictional change which was filed with the State Board of Equalization after January 1, 1978, but on or 
before January 1, 1979. The local agencies shall deterrme by resolution the amount of property tax revenues to 
be exchanged between and among the affected agencies and notify the auditor of the determination. 

(g) For the purpose of determining the amount of property tax to be allocated in the 1979-80 fiscal year and each 
fiscal year thereafter, for a city incorporation that was filed pursuant toSections 54900 to 54904 after January 1, 
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1978, but on or before Januaryl, 1979, the amount of property tax revenue consdered to have been received by 
the jurisdiction for the 1978-79 fiscal year shall be equal to two-thirds of the amount of property tax revenue 
projected in the final local agency formation commission staff report pertaining to the incorporation multiplied 
by the proportion that the total amount of property tax revenue received by all jurisdictions within the county 
for the 1978-79 fiscal jear bears to the total anrount of property tax revenue received by all jurisdictions within 
the county for the 1977-78 fiscal year. Except, however, in the event that the final commission report did not 
specify the amount of property tax revenue projected for that incoiporation, the commission shall by October 
10, determine pursuant to Section 54790.3 of the Govemnant Code the amount of property tax to be transferred 
to the city. 

The provisions of this subdivision shall also applyto the allocation of property taxes for the 1980-81 fiscal year 
and each fiscal year thereafter for incorporations approved by the voters in June 1979. 

(h) For the purpose of the computations made pursuant to this section, in the case of a district formation that was 
filed pursuant to Sections 54900 to 54904, inclusive, of tfaGovemment Code after January 1, 1978, but bdbre 
January 1, 1979, the amount of property tax to be allocated to thedistrict for the 1979-80 fiscal year and each 
fiscal year thereafter shall be determined pursuant to Section 54790.3 of the Government Code. 

(i) For the purposes of the conputations required by this chapter, in the case of a jurisdictional change, other than a 
change requiring an adjustment by the auditor pursuant to subdivision (a), the auditor shall adjust the allocation 
of property tax revenue determined pursuant to Section 96 or 96. 1 or its predecessor section, or the annual tax 
increment determined pursuant to Section 96.5 or its predecessor section, for each local school district, 
community college district, or county superintendent of schools whose service area or service responsibility 
would be altered by the jurisdictional change, as determined as follows: 

(1) The governing body of each district, county superintendent of schools, or county whose service areas or 

service responsibilities would be altered by the change shall determine the amount of property tax revenues 
to be exchanged between and among the affected jurisdidions. This determination shall be adopted by each 
affected jurisdiction by resolution. For the purpose of negotiation, the county auditor shall furnish the 
parties and the county board of education with an estim ate of the property tax revenue subject to 

negotiation. 

(2) In the event that the affected jurisdictions are unable to agree, within60 days after the effective date of the 

jurisdictional change, and if all the jurisdictions are wholly within one county , the county board of 

education shall, by resolution, determ ine the am ount of property tax revenue to be exchanged. If the 
jurisdictions are in more than one county, the State Beard of Education shall, byresolution, within 60 days 
after the effective date ofthe jurisdictional change, determine the amount of property tax to be exchanged. 

(3) Upon adoption of any resolution pursuant to this subdivision, the adopting jurisdictions or StateBoard of 
Education shall notify the county auditor who shall make the appropriate adjustm ents as provided in 
subdivision (a). 

(j) For purposes of subdivision (i), the annexation bya community college district of territorywithin acounty not 
previously served by a community college district is an alteration of service area. The com munity college 
district and the county shall negotiate the amount, if any, of property tax revenues to be exchanged. In these 
negotiations, there shall be taken into consideration the amount of revenue received from the timber yield tax 
and forest reserve receipts bythe community college district in the area not previously served. In no event shall 
the property tax revenue to be exchanged exceed the am ount of property tax revenue collected prior to the 
annexation for the purposes of payng tuition expenses of Ksidents enrolled in the community college district, 
adjusted each year by the percentage change in population and the percentage change in the cost of living, or 
per capita personal income, whichever is lower, less the amount of revenue received bythe community college 
district in the annexed area from the timber yield tax and forest reserve receipts. 
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(k) At any time after a jurisdictional change is effectiv e, any of the local agencies party to the agreem ent to 
exchange property tax revenue m ay re negotiate the agreem ent with respect to the current fiscal y ear or 
subsequent fiscal years, subject to approval by all local agencies affected by the renegotiation. 

Sec. 99.01. (a) For the purposes of Section 99, in the case of a jurisdictional change that will result in a special 
district providing one or more services to an area where those services have not been previously provided by 
any local agency, the following shall apply: 

(1) The special district referred to in this subdivsion and each local agency that receives an apportionment of 
property tax revenue from the area shall be consid ered local agencies whose service area or service 
responsibility will be altered by the jurisdictional change. 

(2) The exchange of property tax among those local agencies shall be United to property tax revenue from the 
annual tax increment generated in the area subject to the jurisdictional change and attributable to those local 
agencies. 

(3) Notwithstanding the provisions of para graph (5) of subdivision (b) of Section 99, any special district 
affected by the jurisdictional change may negotiate on its own behalf, if it so chooses. 

(4) If a special district involved in the negotiation (other than the district which will provide one or more 
services to the area where those services have not been previously provided) fails to adopt a resolution 
providing for the exchange of prope rty tax revenue, the board of supervisors of the county in the area 
subject to the jurisdictional change is located shall dtermine the exchange of propertytax revenue for tha 
special district. 

(b) The provisions of subdivisions (a), (b), (c), (d)qnd (j) of Section 99 not in conflict with this section shall apply 
The jurisdictional changes described in subdivsions (e), (f), (g), (h), and (i) of Sectioi99 shall not be affected 
by the provisions of this section. 

Sec. 99.02. (a) For the purposes of the conputations required by this chapter for the 1985-86 fiscal yar and fiscal 
years thereafter, in the case of anytransfer of propertytax revenues between local agencies that is adopted and 
approved in conformity with subdivisions (b) and (c), the auditor shall adjust the allocation of property tax 
revenue determined pursuant to Section 96.1 or its pedecessor section, or the annualtax increment determined 
pursuant to Section 96.5 or its predecessor section, for hose local agencies whose allocation would be altered 
by the transfer. 

(b) Commencing with the 1985-86 fiscal y ear, any local ag ency may, by the adoption of a resolution of its 
governing body or governing board, determine to exchange any portion of its property tax revenues which is 
allocable to one or more tax rate areas within the locahgency with one or more other local agencies having the 
same tax rate area or tax rate areas. Upon the local agency's adoption of the resolution, the local agency shall 
notify the board of supervisors of the county or the city council of the city within which the exchange 

of property tax revenues is proposed. 

(c) If the board of supervisors or thecity council concurs with the proposedexchange of property tax revenue, the 
board or council shall, by resolution, notify the county auditor of the approved exchange. 

(d) Upon receipt of notification fromthe board of supervisos or the city council, the county auditor shall make the 
necessary adjustments specified in subdivision (a). 

(e) Prior to the adoption or approval by any local agency of a transfer of property tax revenues pursuant to this 
section, each local agency that will be affected by the proposed transfer shall hold a public hearing to consider 
the effect of the proposed transfer on fees, charges, assesments, taxes, or other revenues. Notice of the hearing 
shall be published pursuant to Section 6061 of the Government Code in one or more newspapers of general 
circulation within each affected local agency. 

(f) No local agency shall reallocate property tax revenue pursuant to this section unless each of the following 
conditions exists: 
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(1) The transferring agency determines that revenues are available for this purpose. 

(2) The transfer will not result in any increase in the ratio between the amount of revenues of the transferring 
agency that are generated byregulatory licenses, use charges, user fees, or assessments and used to finance 
services provided by the transferring agency. 

(3) The transfer will not impair the ability of the transferring agency to provide existing services. 

(4) The transfer will not result in a reduction of property tax revenues to school entities. 

Sec. 99.03. (a) For the purposes of Section 99, in the case of a jurisdictional change that results in a qualifying 
city, as defined in Section 98, providng its own fire protection services in accordance with Section 25643 of the 
Government Code in lieu of the county providing those services, the negotiated exchange of property tax 
revenues between the county and the qualifying city pursuant to subdivision (c) of Sectior99 as a resultof that 
jurisdictional change m ay also provide for a negotiate d adjustment in the am ount of property tax revenue 
distributed by the auditor to the qualifying city in accordance with Section 98. The negotiated adjustnant may 
be made in any amount that does not exceed the anrount of property tax revenue exchanged between the county 
and the qualifying city. 

(b) This section applies only to exchanges of property tax revenue affectingthe County of Riverside and qualifying 
cities within that county. 

Sec. 99.1. (a) For the purposes of the computations required by this chapter for the 1986-87 fiscal year and fiscal 
years thereafter, in the case of anytransfer of property tax revenues between local agencies that is adopted and 
approved in conformity with subdivisions (b) and (c), the countyauditor shall adjust the allocation of property 
tax revenue determ ined pursuant to Section 96. 1 or its predecessor section, or the annual tax increment 
determined pursuant to Section 96.5 or its predecessor section, for those local agencies 
whose allocation would be altered by the transfer. 

(b) Commencing with the 1986-87 fiscal year or any fiscal year thereafter, a local agency may, by the adoption of a 
resolution of its governing board, determ ine to exchange any portion of its property tax Revenues that is 
allocable to one or more tax rate areas, with one or more other local agencies having the same tax rate area or 
tax rate areas. Upon the adoption of the resolution, th e governing board of the local agency shall notify the 
board of supervisors of the affected county. 

If the transfer of property tax revenues will alter the property tax revenue allocation of a city, the governing 
board of the local agency shall, upon adoption of the resolution, also notify the affected city. 

(c) If the board of supervisors of the affected countyconcurs with the proposed exchange of property tax revenues, 
it shall, by resolution, approve the exchange and notify the county auditor. If the property tax allocation of a 
city would be affected by the exchange, the board shall not notify the county auditor pursuant to this 
subdivision until the city council of the affected city has, by resolution, approved the proposed exchange of 
property tax revenues. 

(d) Upon receipt of notification fromthe board of supervisors pursuant to subdivision (c), the countyauditor shall 
make the necessary adjustments specified in subdivision (a). 

(e) Prior to the adoption by the governing board of a local agency of a resolution pursuant to subdivision (b), the 
local agency shall hold a public hearing to consider the effect of the proposed transfer. Notice of the hearing 
shall be published pursuant to Section 6061 of the Government Code in one or more newspapers of general 
circulation within the local agency. 

(f) No local agency shall reallocateproperty tax revenue pursuant to this section unless the transfer will not result 
in any increase in the ratio between the am ount of revenues of the transferring agency that are generated by 
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regulatory licenses, use charges, user fees, or assessnants and the amount of revenues of the transferring gency 
used to finance services provided by it. 

(g) This section applies only to exchanges affecting the Ventura Regional Sanitation District located within the 
County of Ventura. 

Sec. 99.2. No amendment made by any chapter ofthe Statutes of 1980, or any year thereafter, to Section 99 of the 
Revenue and Taxation Code shall be construed, except as expressly provided therein, to apply to a jurisdictional 
change initiated, pursuant to the applicable provisions of law governing those jurisdictional changes, prior to the 
effective date of the amendment. The provisions of Section99 of the Revenue andTaxation Code in effect at the 
time the jurisdictional change is initiated shall govern the procedures for, and exchange of, property tax revenues 
between local agencies whose service area or service responsiblity would be altered by that jurisdictional change, 
provided that there shall be no duty to impound any property tax revenues.

Sec. 3. Exemptions. 

The following are exempt from property taxation:

public schools, community colleges, state colleges, and state universities.

Sec. 202.2. Leased property. 

Any reduction in property taxes on leased property used for libraries and museums that are free and open to the 
public * * * shall inure to the benefit of the lessee institution.* * * 



MISCELLANEOUS SALES TAX EXEMPTIONS

Sec. 6006. Video rentals exempted.

Sec. 6359.45. Library coin-operated vending machines and photocopiers. 

(a) Any vending machine operator which is a nonprofit, charitdble, or educational organization is a consumer of, 
and shall not be considered a retaileiof, tangible personal property which sells at retail for fiften cents ($0. 1 5) 
or less and which is actually sold through a vending machine. 

(b) Any library district, municipal library, or county library and any vendor making sales pursuant to a contract 
with a library district, municipal library, or county library is a consumer of, and shall not be considered a 
retailer of, photocopies which it sellsat retail and which are actuallysold through a coin-operated copy machine 
located at a library facility. 

Sec. 6370. Friends of the Library and similar organizations. 

(a) This section applies to each of the following: 

* * * 

(3) Nonprofit associations com monly called The Friends of the Library , and equivalent organizations 
performing auxiliary services to any library district, municipal library, or county library in the staC, which 
are authorized to operate within the library by the governing authority of the library. 

(b) An organization described in subdivision (a) isa consumer of, and shall not be considered a retailer within the 
provisions of this part with respect to, tangible personal property which it sells, if the profits are used 
exclusively in furtherance of the purposes of the organizations.

Sec. 7286.59. County Transactions and Use Tax for Library Programs. 

(a) In addition to the tax levied pursuant to Part 1.5 (commencing with Section 7200), and any other tax authorized 
by this part, a board of supervisors of a county may impose a transactions and use tax in lieu of, and not in 
addition to, a tax inposed under Section 7285.5 for the purpses described in paragraph (4), bythe adoption of 
an ordinance in accordance with this part if each of the following conditions are met: 

(1) The ordinance imposing the tax is submitted to and approved by the voters of the county by a two-thirds 
vote of those voters voting on the ordinance in accord ance with Article 3.7 (com mencing with Section 
53720) of Chapter 4 of Part 1 of Division 2 of Title 5 of the Government Code. 

(2) The ordinance includes an expenditure plan cbscribing the specific purposes for which the revenues from 
the tax may be expended. 

(3) The tax is imposed at a rate of 0.125 or 0.25 percent for a period not to exceed 16 years. 

(4) The revenues collected from the tax are used only for funding public library construction, acquisition, 
programs, and operations within the county. These revenues shall be used only to supplement existing 
expenditures for public libraries and shall not be usedo supplant existing Handing for the support of public 
libraries. 

(5) The transactions and use tax conforms to Part 1.6 (commencing with Section 7251). 

(b) “Public library” means a library, or two or more libraries that are operated as a single entity by one or more 
public jurisdictions, that serve the general publicand are required to report appropriations to the State Librarian 
under the provisions of Section 18023 of the Education Code. 

(c) The board of supervisors may impose a transactions and use tax in anjsucceeding period not to exceed 1 6 yars 
per period if all of the conditions specified in subdivision (a) are met for that succeeding period. 



SPECIAL TAXES 

(Constitution Article XIII A, Section 4; Government Code, Title 5, 

Division 2, Part 1, Chapter 4, Section 53717 et seq.) 

Sec. 4. Cities, Counties and special districts, by a two-thirds vote of the qualified electors of such district, m ay 
impose special taxes on such district, except ad valorem taxes on real property or a transaction tax or sales tax on the 
sale of real property within such City, County or special district. 



ARTICLE 36.6. PUBLIC LIBRARY SPECIAL TAXES 

Sec. 53717. Authority to levy Tax. 

(a) Pursuant to Section 4 of Article XIII A of the Califmia Constitution and Article 35 (commencing with Section 
50075) of Chapter 1 of Part 1 of Division 1, and constant with Article 3.7 (comnencing with Section 53720) 
any city, county, city or county, or library district may impose special taxes forthe purpose of providing public 
library facilities and services as described in Chapter 1.5 (commencing with Section 18010) of Part 1 1 of the 
Education Code. 

(b) As used in this section, “special taxes” means special taxes that apply uniformly to all taxpayers or all real 
property within the city, county, city and county, or library district. 

Sec. 53717.2. Tax is not an assessment. 
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A tax imposed pursuant to this article is a special tax ad not a special assessment, and there is no requirement that 
the tax be apportioned on the basis of benefit to anproperty. However, a special tax levied pursuant to this article 
may be on or based on benefit received by parcels of real property, the cost of making facilities or authorized 
services available to each parcel, or other reasonable basis as determined by the city, county, city or county, or 
library district. A special tax apportioned on any of these bases shall not be construed to be on or based upon the 
ownership of real property. 

Sec. 53717.4. Exception. 

This article does not applyto any special tax or other charge inposed under Chapter 2.5 (commencing with Section 
53311). 

Sec. 53717.6. Exception. 

This article does not apply to any special tax imposed prior to the effective date of this article.

OFFENSES AGAINST LIBRARIES 

(Education Code Title 1, Division 1, Part 11, Chapter 1 1, Article 2, 

Sections 19910-19911; Penal Code Section 490.5, 602.1 and 11413.) 

Sec. 19910. Malicious damage. 

Any person who maliciously cuts, tears, defaces, breaks, orinjures any book, map, chart, picture, engraving, statue, 
coin, model, apparatus, or other work of literature, art, mechanics, or object of curiosity, deposited in any public 
library, gallery, museum, collection, fair, or exhibition, is guilty of a misdemeanor. 

The parent or guardian of a minor who willfully and maliciously commits any act within the scope of this section 
shall be liable for all damages so caused by the minor. 

Sec. 19911. Willful detention of property. 

Any person who willfully detains an y book, newspaper, m agazine, pam phlet, m anuscript, or other property 
belonging to any public or incorporhed library, reading room, museum, or other educational institution, for 30 da/s 
after notice in writing to return the article or propertygiven after the expiration of the tine for which bythe rules of 
the institution the article or property may be kept, is guilty of a misdemeanor. 

The parent or guardian of a minor who willfully and maliciously commits any act within the scope of this section 
shall be liable for all damages so caused by the minor. 
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Penal Code Section 490.5, 602.1 and 11413 



Sec. 490.5. Petty theft; detention of suspect by library employee. 

(a) Upon a first conviction for petty theft involving merchandise taken from a merchant's premises or a book or 
other library materials taken from a library facility, a person shall be punished by a mandatory fine of not less 
than fifty dollars ($50) and not more than one thousand dollars ($1,000) for each such violation; and my also 
be punished by imprisonment in the countyjail, not exceedng six months, or both such fine and imprisonment. 

(b) When an unemancipated minor's willful conduct would constitute pettytheft involving merchandise taken from 
a merchant's premises or a book or other librarymaterials taken from a library facility, any merchant or library 
facility who has been injured by that conduct m ay bring a civil action against the parent or legal guardian 
having control and custody of the m inor. For the purposes of those actions the misconduct of the 
unemancipated minor shall be imputed to the parent orlegal guardian having contrd and custody of theminor. 
The parent or legal guardian having ontrol or custody of an unemancipated minor whose conduct violates this 
subdivision shall be jointly and severally liable with the ninor to a merchant or to a library facility for damages 
of not less than fifty dollars ($50) nor more than five hundred dollars ($500), plus costs. In addition to the 
foregoing damages, the parent or legal guardian shall be jointly and severally liable with the m inor to the 
merchant for the retail value of the narchandise if it is notrecovered in a merchantable condition, or to a library 
facility for the fair market value of its book or other library materials. Recovery of these damages may be had in 
addition to, and is not lim ited by, any other provision of law which lim its the liability of a parent or legal 
guardian for the tortious conduct of a minor. An action for recoveryof damages, pursuant to this subdivision, 
may be brought in small claims court if the total danages do not exceed the jurisdictional linit of that court, or 
in any other appropriate court; however, total damages, including the value of the narchandise or book or other 
library materials, shall not exceed five hundred dollars ($500) for each action brought under this section. 

The provisions of this subdivision are in addition to other civil remedies and do not limit merchants or other 
persons to elect to pursue other civil remedies, except that the provisions of Section 1714.1 of the Civil Code 
shall not apply herein. 

(c) When an adult or emancipated minor has unlawfully taken merchandise from a merchant's premises, or abook 
or other library materials from a library facility, the adult or emancipated minor shall be liable to the merchant 
or library facility for damages of not less than fifty dollars ($50) nor more than five hundred dollars ($500), plus 
costs. In addition to the foregoing danages, the adult oremancipated minor shall be liable to the merchant for 
the retail value of the merchandise if it is not recovered in merchantable condition, or to a libraryfacility for the 
fair market value of its book or other library materials. An action for recovery of damages, pursuant to this 
subdivision, may be brought in small claims court if the total damages do not exceed the jurisdictionallimit of 
such court, or in any other appropriate court. The provisions of this subdivision are in addition to other civil 
remedies and do not limit merchants or other persons to elect to pursue other civil remedies. 

(d) In lieu of the fines prescribed by subdivision (a), any person m ay be required to perform public services 
designated by the court, provided that in no event shall any such person be required to perform less than the 
number of hours of such public service necessary to satisfy the fine assessed by the court as provided by 
subdivision (a) at the minimum wage prevailing in the state at the time of sentencing. 

(e) All fines collected under this section shall be collected and distributed in accordance with Sections 1463 and 
1463. 1 of the Penal Code; provided, however, that a county may, by a majority vote of the 

members of its board of supervisors, allocate any amount up to, but not exceeding 50 percent of such fines to 
the county superintendent of schools for allocation to lo cal school districts. The fines allocated shall be 
administered by the county superintendent of schools to finance public school program s, which provide 
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counseling or other educational servicesdesigned to discourage shoplifting, theft, and burgiay. Subject to rules 
and regulations as may be adopted by the Superintendent of Public Instruction, each county superintendent of 
schools shall allocate such funds to school districts within the county which subm it project applications 
designed to further the educational purposes of this section. The costs of adninistration of this section by each 
county superintendent of schools shall be paid from the funds allocated to the county superintendent of schools, 
(f) (1) A merchant may detain a person for a reasonable time for the purpose of conducting an investigation in a 
reasonable manner whenever the m erchant has probabl e cause to believe the person to be detained is 
attempting to unlawfully take or has unlawfully taken merchandise from the merchant's premises. 

A theater owner m ay detain a person for a reasonable tim e for the purpose of conducting an 
investigation in a reasonable manner whenever the theater owner has probable cause to believe the person 
to be detained is attempting to operate a video recording device within the prem ises of a motion picture 
theater without the authority of the owner of the theater. 

A person employed by a library facility may detain a person for a reasonable time for the purpose of 
conducting an investigation in a reasonable nanner whenever the person employed by a library facility has 
probable cause to believe the person to be detained is attempting to unlawfully remove or has unlawfully 
removed books or library materials from the premises of the library facility. 

(2) In making the detention a merchant, theater owner, or a person employed by a library facility may use a 
reasonable amount of nondeadly force necessary to protect himself or herself and to prevent escape of the 
person detained or the loss of tangible or intangible property. 

(3) During the period of detention any items which a merchant or theater owner, or any items which a person 
employed by a library facility has probable cause tobelieve are unlawfully taken from the premises of the 
merchant or library facility, or recorded on theater prenises, and which are in plain view my be examined 
by the merchant, theater owner, or person employed by a library facility for the purposes of ascertaining the 
ownership thereof. 

(4) A merchant, theater owner, a person employed by a library facility, or an agent thereof, having probable 
cause to believe the person detained was attempting to unlawfully take or has taken any item from the 
premises, or was attempting to operate a video recording device within the premises of a motion picture 
theater without the authority of the owner of the th eater, may request the person detained to voluntarily 
surrender the item or recording. Should the person detained refuse to surrender the recording or item of 
which there is probable cause to believe has been recorded on or unlawfully taken from the premises, or 
attempted to be recorded or unlawfully taken from the premises, a limited and reasonable search may be 
conducted by those authorized to make the detention in order to recover the item. Only packages, shopping 
bags, handbags or other propertyin the immediate possession of the person detaned, but not including any 
clothing worn by the person, may be searched pursuantto this subdivision. Uponsurrender or discovery of 
the item, the person detained may also be requested, butmay not be required, toprovide adequate proof of 
his or her true identity. 

(5) If any person admitted to a theater in which a notion picture is to be or is being exhibited, refuses or fails to 
give or surrender possession or to cease operation of ay video recording device that the person has brought 
into or attempts to bring into that theater, then a theater owner shall have the right to refuse admission to 
that person or request that the person leave the prerises and shall thereupon offer torefund and, unless that 
offer is refused, refund to that person the price paid by that person for adm ission to that theater. If the 
person thereafter refuses to leave the theater or cease operation of the video recording device, then the 
person shall be deemed to be intentionally interfering with and obstructing those attempting to carry on a 
lawful business within the meaning of Section 602. 1 . 

(6) A peace officer who accepts custody of a person arr ested for an offense contained in this section m ay, 
subsequent to the arrest, search the person arrested and his or her immediate possessions for any item or 
items alleged to have been taken. 
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(7) In any civil action brought by any person resulting from a detention or arrest by a merchant, it shall be a 
defense to such action that the merchant detaining or arresting such person had probable cause to believe 
that the person had stolen or attempted to steal merchandise and that the merchant acted reasonably under 
all the circumstances. 

In any civil action brought by any person resulting from a detention or arrest by a theater owner or 
person employed by a library facility, it shall be a defense to that action that the theater owner or person 
employed by a library facility detaining or arresti ng that person had probable cause to believe that the 
person was attempting to operate a video recording device within the premises of a motion picture theater 
without the authority of the owner of the theater or had stolen or attem pted to steal books or library 
materials and that the person employed by a library facility acted reasonably under all the circumstances. 

(g) As used in this section: 

(1) “Merchandise” means any personal property, capable of manual delivery, displayed, held or offered for 
retail sale by a merchant. 

(2) “Merchant” means an owner or operator, and the agent, consignee, enployee, lessee, or officer of an owner 
or operator, of anypremises used for the retail purchisc or sale of anypersonal property capable of manual 
delivery. 

(3) “Theater owner” means an owner or operator, and the agent, employee, consignee, lessee, or officer of an 
owner or operator, of anypremises used for the exhibtion or performance of motion pictures to the general 
public. 

(4) The term s “book or other library materials” include any book, plate, picture, photograph, engraving, 
painting, drawing, map, newspaper, magazine, pamphlet, broadside, manuscript, document, letter, public 
record, microform, sound recording, audiovisual material in any format, magnetic or other tape, electronic 
data-processing record, artifact, or other documentary, written or printed material regardless of physical 
form or characteristics, or anypart thereof, belonging to, on loan to, or othciwse in the custody of a library 
facility. 

(5) The term “library facility ” includes any public library; any library of an educational, historical or 
eleemosynary institution, organization or society; any museum; any repository of public records. 

(h) Any library facility shall post at its entrance and exit a conspicuous sign to read as follows: 

“IN ORDER TO PREVENT THE THEFT OF BOOKS AND LIBRARY MATERIALS STATE LAW 
AUTHORIZES THE DETENTION FOR A REASONABLE PERIOD OF ANY PERSON USING THESE 
FACILITIES SUSPECTED OF COMMITTING >LIBRARY THEFT= (PENAL CODE SECTION 490.5).” 

Sec. 602.1 ... 

(b) Any person who intentionally interferes with any lawful business carried on by the employees of a public 

agency open to the public, by obstructing or intimidating those attempting to carry on business, or those 
persons there to transact business with the public agency, and who refuses to leave the premises of the 
public agency after being requested to leave by the office manager or a supervisor of the public agency, 
or by a peace officer acting at the request of the office manager or a supervisor of the public agency, is 
guilty of a misdemeanor, punishable by imprisonment in a county jail for up to 90 days, or by a fine of 
up to four hundred dollars ($400), or by both that imprisonment and fine. 

(c) This section shall not apply to any of the following persons: 

(1) Any person engaged in lawful labor union activities that are permitted to be carried out on the property 
by state or federal law. 

(2) Any person on the premises who is engaging in activities protected by the California Constitution or the 
United States Constitution. 

(d) Nothing in this section shall be deemed to supersede the application of any other law. 

Sec. 11413. Terrorizing by arson or use of explosive device at specified places. 

(a) Any person who explodes, ignites, or dtempts to explode or ignite any destructive device or any explosive, or 
who commits arson, in or about anyof the places listedin subdivision (b), for the purpose of terrorizing another 
or in reckless disregard of terrorizing another is guilty of a felony, and shall be punished byimprisonment in the 
state prison for three, five, or seven years, and a fine not exceeding ten thousand dollars ($10,000). 

(b) Subdivision (a) applies to the following places: (1) Any bookstore or public or private library, (c) *** 

( d) As used in this section, “terrorizing” means to cause a person of ordinary emotions and sensibilities to fear for 
personal safety. 

(e) Nothing in this section shall be construed to prohibit the prosecution of any person pursuant to Section 12303.3 
or any other provision of law in lieu of prosecution pursuant to this section. 




PUBLIC RECORDS ACT (Protection of Library Records) 

(Government Code Title 1, Division 7, Chapter 3.5) 



Sec. 6254. Library records exempt from disclosure requirements. 

Except as provided in Sections 6254.7 and 6254.13, nothing in tls chapter shall be construed to require disclosure 

of records that are any of the following: 

(a) Preliminary drafts, notes, or interagencyor intra-agency memoranda that are not retained bythe public agency 
in the ordinary course of business, if the public interest in withholding those records clearly outweighs the 
public interest in disclosure. 

(b) Records pertaining to pending litigation to which the public agency is a party, or to claims made pursuant to 
Division 3.6 (commencing with Section810), until the pending litigation or claimhas been finally adjudicated 
or otherwise settled. 

(c) Personnel, medical, or similar files, the disclosur e of which would constitute an unwarranted invasion of 
personal privacy. 

(d) Contained in or related to any of the following: 

(1) Applications filed with any state agency responsible for the regulation or supervision of the issuance of 
securities or of financial institutions, including, but not limited to, banks, savings and loan associations, 
industrial loan companies, credit unions, and insurance companies. 

(2) Examination, operating, or condition reports prepared by, on behalf of, or for the use of, anystate agency 
referred to in paragraph (1). 

(3) Preliminary drafts, notes, or interagencyor intra-agency communications prepared by, on behalf of, or for 
the use of, any state agency referred to in paragraph (1). 

(4) Information received in confidence by any state agency referred to in paragraph (1). 

(e) Geological and geophy sical data, plant production data , and similar information relating to utility systems 
development, or market or crop reports, that are obtained in confidence from any person. 

(f) Records of complaints to, or investigations conducte d by, or records of intelligence inform ation or security 
procedures of, the office of the Attorney General and the Department of Justice, and any state or local police 
agency, or any investigatory or security files com piled by any other state or local police agency , or any 
investigatory or security files compiled by any other state or local agency for correctional, law enforcement, or 
licensing purposes, however, state andlocal law enforcement agencies shall disclose the names and addresses 
of persons involved in, or witnesses other than confidential informants to, the incident, the description of any 
property involved, the date, time, and location of the incident, all diagrams, statements of the parties involved in 
the incident, the statements of all witnesses, other than onfidential informants, to the victims of an incident, or 
an authorized representative thereof, aninsurance carrier against which a claim has been or night be made, and 
any person suffering bodily injury or property damage or loss, as the result of the incident caused by arson, 
burglary, fire, explosion, larceny , robbery, carjacking, vandalism, vehicle theft, or a crim e as defined by 
subdivision (b) of Section 13951, unless the disclosure vould endanger the safety of a witness or other person 
involved in the investigation, or unless disclosure would endanger the successful com pletion of the 
investigation or a related investigation. However, nothing in this division shall require the disclosure of that 
portion of those investigative files that reflect the analysis or conclusions of the investigating officer. 

Customer lists provided to a state or local police agncy by an alarm or security company at the request of 
the agency shall be construed to be records subject to this subdivision. 

Notwithstanding any other provision of this subdivision, state and local law enforcement agencies shall 
make public the following information, except to the extent that disclosure of a particular item of information 
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would endanger the safety of a personinvolved in an investigation or would endanger the successfufcompletion 
of the investigation or a related investigation: 

(1) The full name and occupation of every individual arrested by the agency , the individual' s physical 
description including date of birth, color of ey es and hair, sex, height and weight, the tim e and date of 
arrest, the time and date of booking, the location of the arrest, the factual circumstances surrounding the 
arrest, the am ount of bail set, the tim e and m anner of release or the location where the individual is 
currently being held, and all charges the individualis being held upon, including anyoutstanding warrants 
from other jurisdictions and parole or probation holds. 

(2) Subject to the restrictions inposed by Section 841.5 of the Penal Code, the tim, substance, and location of 
all complaints or requests for assistance received by the agency and the time and 

nature of the response thereto, including, to the extent the inform ation regarding crim es alleged or 
committed or any other incident investigated is recorded, the time, date, and location of occurrence, the 
time and date of the report, the name and age of the victim, the factual circumstances surrounding the crime 
or incident, and a general description of anyinjuries, property, or weapons involved. The name of a victim 
of any crime defined by Section220, 261, 261.5, 262, 264, 264.1, 273a, 273d, 273.5, 286, 288, 288a, 289, 
422.6, 422.7, 422.75, or 646.9 of the Penal Code may be withheld at the victim's request, or at the request 
of the victim's parent or guardian if the victim is a minor. When a person is the victim of more than one 
crime, information disclosing that the person is a victimof a crime defined by Section 220, 261, 261.5, 262, 
264, 264.1, 273a, 273d, 286, 288, 288a, 289, 422.6, 422.7, 422.75, or 646.9 of the Penal Code m ay be 
deleted at the request of the victim or the victirris parent or guardian if the victimis a ninor, in making the 
report of the crim e, or of any crim e or incident accompanying the crime, available to the public in 
compliance with the requirements of this paragraph. 

(3) Subject to the restrictions of Section 841.5 of the Penal Code and this subdivision, the current address of 
every individual arrested by the agency and the currentaddress of the victimof a crime, where the requester 
declares under penalty of perjury that the request is m ade for a scholarly , journalistic, political, or 
governmental purpose, or that the request is m ade for investigation purposes by a licensed private 
investigator as described in Chapter 11.3 (commencing with Section 7512) of Division 3 of the Business 
and Professions Code, except that the address of the victim of any crime defined by Section 220, 261, 
261.5, 262, 264, 264.1, 273a, 273d, 273.5, 286, 288, 288a, 289, 422.6, 422.7, 422.75, or 646.9 of the 

Penal Code shall remain confidential. Address infcrmation obtained pursuant to this paragraph shall not 
be used directly or indirectly to sell a product or service to any individual or group of individuals, and the 
requester shall execute a declaration to that effect under penalty of perjury. 

(g) Test questions, scoring key s, and other exam ination data used to adm inister a licensing exam ination, 
examination for employment, or academic examination, except as provided for in Chapter 3 (commencing with 
Section 99150) of Part 65 of the Education Code. 

(h) The contents of real estate appraisalsor engineering or feasibility estimates and evaluations nude for or by the 
state or local agency relative to the acquisition of property, or to prospective public supply and construction 
contracts, until all of the property has been acquired or all of the contract agreement obtained. However, the 
law of eminent domain shall not be affected by this provision. 

(i) Information required from any taxpayer in connection w ith the collection of local taxes that is received in 
confidence and the disclosure of the inform ation to other persons would result in unfair com petitive 
disadvantage to the person supplying the information. 

(j) Library circulation records kept for the purpose of iofcntifying the borrower of items available in libraries, and 
library and museum materials made or acquired and presetted solely for reference or exhibitionpurposes. The 
exemption in this subdivision shall not apply to records of fines imposed on the borrowers. 

(k) Records, the disclosure of which is exenpted or prohibited pursuant to federal or state law, including, but not 
limited to, provisions of the Evidence Code relating to privilege. 
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(l) Correspondence of and to the Governor or em ployees of the Governor' s office or in the custody of or 
maintained by the Governor's Legal Affairs Secretary, provided that public records shall not be transferred to 
the custody of the Governor's Legal Affairs Secretary to evade the disclosure provisions of this chapter. 

(m) In the custody of or m aintained by the Legisla tive Counsel, except those records in the public database 
maintained by the Legislative Counsel that are described in Section 10248. 

(n) Statements of personal worth or personal fmancal data required by a licensing agency and filed by an applicant 
with the licensing agency to establish his or her pers onal qualification for the license, certificate, or perm it 
applied for. 

(o) Financial data contained in applications for financing under Division27 (commencing with Section 44500) of 
the Health and Safety Code, where an authorized officer of the California Pollution Control Financing 
Authority determines that disclosure of the financial data would be corpetitively injurious to the applicant and 
the data is required in order to obtain guarantees from the United States Small Business Administration. The 
California Pollution Control Financing Authority shall adopt rules for review of individual requests for 
confidentiality under this section and for naking available to the public those portions of an application that are 
subject to disclosure under this chapter. 

(p) Records of state agencies related to activities gove rned by Chapter 10.3 (commencing with Section 3512), 
Chapter 10.5 (commencing with Section 3525), and Chapter 12 (commencing with Section 3560) ofDivision 4 
of Title 1 , that reveal a state agency 's de liberative processes, im pressions, evaluations, opinions, 
recommendations, meeting minutes, research, workproducts, theories, or strategy, or that provide instruction, 
advice, or training to employees who do not have III 11 collective bargaining and representation rights under 
these chapters. Nothing in this subdivision shall be construed to limit the disclosure duties of a state agency 
with respect to any other records relating to the activites governed by the employee relations acts referred to in 
this subdivision. 

(q) Records of state agencies related to activities gove med by Article 2.6 (com mencing with Section 14081), 
Article 2.8 (commencing with Section 14087.5), and Article 2.91 (comnencing with Section 14089) of Chapter 
7 of Part 3 ofDivision 9 of the Welfare and Institutions Code, that reveal the special negotiator's deliberative 
processes, discussions, communications, or any other portion of the negotiations with providers of health care 
services, impressions, opinions, recom mendations, m eeting m inutes, research, work product, theories, or 
strategy, or that provide instruction, advice, or training to employees. 

Except for the portion of a contract containing the rates of patpent, contracts for inpatient services entered 
into pursuant to these articles, on or after April 1, 1984§hall be open to inspection one par after they are fully 
executed. In the event that a contract for inpatient services that is entered into prior to April 1, 1984, is 
amended on or after April 1 , 1984, the amendment, except for any portion containing the rates of paynent, shall 
be open to inspection one y ear after it is fully executed. If the California Medical Assistance Com mission 
enters into contracts with health care providers for othcithan inpatient hospital services, those contracts shall be 
open to inspection one year after they are fully executed. 

Three years after a contract or amendment is open to inspection under this subdivision, the portion of the 
contract or amendment containing the rates of payment shall be open to inspection. 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, the entire contract or annulment shall be open to inspection by 
the Joint Legislative Audit Committee and the LegislativeAnalyst's office. The committee and the officeshall 
maintain the confidentiality of the contracts and amendments until the time a contract or amendment is fully 
open to inspection by the public. 

(r) Records of Native American graves, cemeteries, and sacred places maintained by the Native American Heritage 
Commission. 

(s) A final accreditation report of the Joint Commission on Accreditation of Hospitals that has been transnitted to 
the State Department of Health Services pursuant to subdivision (b) of Section 1282 of the Health and Safety 
Code.

(t) Records of a local hospital district, formed pursuant to Division 23 (commencing with Section 32000) of the 
Health and Safety Code, or the records of a mnicipal hospital, formed pursuant to Article 7 (commencing with 
Section 37600) or Article 8(commencing with Section 37650) of Chapter 5 of Division 3 of Title4 of this code, 
that relate to any contract with an insurer or nonprofit hospital service plan for inpatient or outpatient services 
for alternative rates pursuant to Section 10133 or 1 1512 of the Insurance Code.

(3) The home address and telephone number of peace officers, judges, court commissioners, and magistrates 
that are set forth in licenses to carry firearms issued pursuant to Section 12050 of the Penal Code by the 
sheriff of a county or the chief or other head of a municipal police department. 

(v) (1) Records of the Major Risk Medical Insuran ce Program related to activities governed by Part 6.3 

(commencing with Section 12695) and Part 6.5 (commencing with Section 12700) of Division 2 of the 
Insurance Code, and that reveal the deliberative processes, discussions, com munications, or any other 
portion of the negotiations with health plans, or the impressions, opinions, recommendations, meeting 
minutes, research, work product, theories, or strategy of the board or its staff, or records that provide 
instructions, advice, or training to employees.

(commencing with Section 2120) of Division 2 of th e Labor Code, and that reveal the deliberative 
processes, discussions, com munications, or any other portion of the negotiations with entities 
contracting or seeking to contract with the board, or the impressions, opinions, recommendations, 
meeting minutes, research, work product, theories, or strategy of the board or its staff, or records that 
provide instructions, advice, or training to employees. 

(2) (A) Except for the portion of a contract that contains the rates of payment, contracts entered into 
pursuant to Part 8.7 (conmencing with Section 2 120) of Division 2 of the LaboiCode on or after 
January 1, 2004, shall be open to inspection one year after they have been fully executed. 

(B) In the event that a contract entered into pursuant to Part 8.7 (commencing with Section 2120) of 
Division 2 of the Labor Code is amended, the amendment shall be open to inspection one year 
after the amendment has been fully executed. 
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(3) Three years after a contract or am endment is open to inspection pursuant to this subdivision, the 
portion of the contract or amendment containing the rates of payment shall be open to inspection. 

(4) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, the entire contract or amendments to a contract shall be 
open to inspection by the Joint Legislative Aud it Committee. The com mittee shall m aintain the 
confidentiality of the contracts andamendments thereto until the contract or anendments to a contract 
are open to inspection pursuant to paragraph (2) or (3). 

Nothing in this section prevents any agency from opening its records concerning the adninistration of the agency to 
public inspection, unless disclosure is otherwise prohibited by law. 

Nothing in this section prevents any health facility from disclosing to a certified bargaining agent relevant financing 
information pursuant to Section 8 of the National Labor Relations Act. 

Sec. 6254.20. 

Nothing in this chapter shall be constiied to require the disclosure of recordsthat relate to electronically collected 
personal information, as defined by Section 1 1015.5, received, collected, or compiled by a state agency. 

Sec. 6254.21. Elected, appointed officials information. 

(a) No state or local agency shall post the home address ortelephone number of any elected or appointed official on 
the Internet without first obtaining the written permission of that individual. 

(b) No person shall knowinglypost the home address or telephone number of any elected or appointed official, or 

of the official’s residing spouse or child onthe Internet knowing that person is an elected or appointed official 
and intending to cause imminent great bodily harm that is likely to occur or threatening to cause imminent great 
bodily harm to that individual. A violation of this subdivision is a m isdemeanor. A violation of this 

subdivision that leads to the bodilyinjury of the official, or his or her residing spouse or child, is a misdemeanor 
or a felony. 

(c) For purposes of this section “elected or appointed official’ includes, but is not limited to, all of the following: 

(1) State constitutional officers. 

(2) Members of the Legislature. 

(3) Judges and court commissioners. 

(4) District attorneys. 

(5) Public defenders. 

(6) Members of a city council. 

(7) Members of a board of supervisors. 

(8) Appointees of the Governor. 

(9) Appointees of the Legislature. 

(10) Mayors. 

(11) City attorneys. 

(12) Police chiefs and sheriffs. 

(13) A public safety official as defined in Section 6254.24 

(d) Nothing in this section is intended to preclude punishment instead under Sections 69, 76, or 422 of the Penal 
Code, or any other provision of law. 

Sec. 6254.5. Disclosure as waiver of exemption. 

Notwithstanding any other provisions of the law, whenever state or local agency discloses a public record which is 
otherwise exempt from this chapter, to any member of the public, this disclosure shall constitute a waiver of the 
exemptions specified in Sections 6254, 6254.7, or other similar provisions of law. For purposes of this section, 
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“agency” includes a m ember, agent, officer, or employee of the agency acting within the scope of his or her 
membership, agency, office, or employment. 

This section, however, shall not apply to disclosures: 

(a) Made pursuant to the Inform ation Practices Act (commencing with Section 1798 of the Civil Code) or 
discovery proceedings. 

(b) Made through other legal proceedings or as otherwise required by law. 

(c) Within the scope of disclosure of a statute which limits disclosure of specified writings to certain purposes. 

(d) Not required by law, and prohibited by formal action of an elected legislative body of the local agency which 
retains the writings. 

(e) Made to any governmental agency which agrees to treat the disclosed material as confidential. Only persons 
authorized in writing by the person in charge of the agency shall be permitted to obtain the information. Any 
information obtained by the agency shall only be used for purposes which are consistent with existing law. 

(f) Of records relating to a financial institution or an affiliate thereof, if the disclosures are made to the financial 
institution or affiliate by a state agencyresponsible forthe regulation or supervisionof the financial institution 
or affiliate. 

(g) Of records relating to any person that is subject to the jurisdiction of the Department of Corporations, if the 
disclosures are made to the person that is thesubject of the records for the purpose of corrective action bythat 
person, or if a corporation, to, an officer, director, orother key personnel of the corporation for the purpose of 
corrective action, or to any other person to the extent necessary to obtain information from that person for the 
purpose of an investigation by the Department of Corporations. 

(h) Made by the Commissioner of Financial Institutions under Sections 1909, 8009, and 18396 of the Financial 
Code. 

(i) Of records relating to any person that is subject to the jnisdiction of the Department of Managed Health Care, if 
the disclosures are made to the person that is the subject of the records for the purpose of corrective actionby 
that person, or if a ccrporation, to any officer, director, or other keypersonnel ofthe coiporation for the purpose 
of corrective action, or to anyother person to the extent necessary to obtain information from that person for the 
purpose of an investigation by the Department of Managed Health Care. 

Sec. 6255. Basis for withholding records from inspection. 

(a) The agency shall justify withholding any record by demonstrating that the record in question is exenpt under 
express provisions of this chapter or that on the facts of the particular case the public interest served by not 
disclosing the record clearly outweighs the public interest served by disclosure of the record. 

(d) A response to a written request for inspection or copies ofmblic records that includes a detemination that the 
request is denied, in whole or in part, shall be in writing. 

Sec. 6267. Registration and circulation records of libraries supported by public funds. 

All registration and circulation records of any library which is in whole or in part supported by public funds shall 
remain confidential and shall not be disclosed to any person, local agency, or state agency except as follows: 

(a) By a person acting within the scope of his or her duties within the administration of the library. 

(b) By a person authorized, in writing, by the individual to whom the records pertain, to inspect the records. 

(c) By order of the appropriate superior court. 

As used in this section, the ternTregistration records” includes any information which a library requires a patron to 
provide in order to become eligible to borrow books and oher materials, and the term“circulation records” includes 
any information which identifies the patrons borrowing particular books and other material. 

This section shall not apply to statistical reports of registration and circulation nor to records of fines collected by the 
library. 
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RALPH M. BROWN ACT 

(Government Code Title 5, Division 2, Part 1, Chapter 9, Sections 54950-54962) 

Sec. 54950. Public policy. 

In enacting this chapter, the Legislature finds and declares that the public comnissions, boards and councils and the 
other public agencies in this State exist to aid in the conductof the people's business. It is the intent of the law that 
their actions be taken openly and that their deliberations be conducted openly. 

The people of this State do not yeld their sovereignty to the agencies which serve them Thepeople, in delegating 
authority, do not give their public servants the rightto decide what is good for the people to know and what is not 
good for them to know. The people insist on rem aining in formed so that they m ay retain control over the 
instruments they have created. 

Sec. 54950.5. Title. 

This chapter shall be known as the Ralph M. Brown Act. 

Sec. 54951. “Local agency” defined. 

As used in this chapter, “local agency” means a county, city, whether general law or chartered, city and county, 
town, school district, municipal corporation, district, political subdivision, or any board, commission or agency 
thereof, or other local public agency. 

Sec. 54952. “Legislative body” defined. 

As used in this chapter, “legislative body” means: 

(a) The governing body of a local agency or any other local body created by state or federal statute. 

(b) A commission, committee, board, or other body of a local agency , whether perm anentortem porary, 
decisionmaking or advisory, created by charter, ordinance, resolution, or formal action of a legislative body. 
However, advisory committees, composed solely of the members of the legislative body that are less than a 
quorum of the legislative bodyare not legislative bodies, except that standingcommittees of a legislative body, 
irrespective of their composition, which have a continuing subject matter jurisdiction, or a meeting schedule 
fixed by charter, ordinance, resolution, or formal action of a legislative body are legislative bodies for purposes 
of this chapter. 

(c) (1) A board, commission, committee, or other multimember body that governs a private corporation, limited 

liability company, or other entity that either: 

(A) Is created by the elected legislative body in order to exercise authority that may lawfully be delegated 
by the elected governing body to a private corporation, limited liability company, or other entity. 

(B) Receives funds from a local agency and the membership of whose governing body includes a member 
of the legislative body of the local agency appointed to that govemingbody as a lull voting member by 
the legislative body of the local agency. 

(2) Notwithstanding subparagraph (B ) of paragraph (1), no board, com mission, committee, or other m ulti 
member body that governs a private corporation, lim ited liability company, or other entity that receives 
funds from a local agency and, as of February 9, 1996, has a member of the legislative body of the local 
agency as a fill voting member of the governing body of that private corporation, linked liability conpany 
or other entity shall be relieved fromthe public meeting requirements of this chapter by virtue of a change 
in status of the full voting member to a nonvoting member. 

(d) The lessee of any hospital the whole or part of whichs first leased pursuant to subdivision (p) of Section 32121 
of the Health and Safety Code after January 1, 1994, where the lessee exercises any material authority of a 
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legislative body of a local agency delegated to it by that legislative body whether the lessee is organized and 
operated by the local agency or by a delegated authority. 

Sec. 54952.1. Conduct and treatment of electee. 

Any person elected to serve as a member of a legislative body who has not yet assumed the duties of office shall 
conform his or her conduct to the requirements of this chapter and shall be treated for purposes of enforcement of 
this chapter as if he or she has already assumed office. 

Sec. 54952.2. Multimember body with delegated authority. 

(a) As used in this chapter, “meeting” includes any congregation of a majority of the members of a legislative body 
at the sam e time and place to hear, discuss, or deliber ate upon any item that is within the subject matter 
jurisdiction of the legislative body or the local agency to which it pertains. 

(b) Except as authorized pursuant to Section 54953, anyuse of direct communication, personal intermediaries, or 
technological devices that is em ployed by a m ajority of the m embers of the legislative body to develop a 
collective concurrence as to action to be taken on an itenby the members of the legislative bodyis prohibited. 

(c) Nothing in this section shall impose the requirements of this chapter upon any of the following: 

(1) Individual contacts or conversations between a member of a legislative body and any other person. 

(2) The attendance of a majority of the members of a legislative bodyat a conference or similar gathering open 
to the public that involves a discussion of issues of geneiMnterest to the public or to public agencies of the 
type represented by the legislative body, provided that a majority of the members do not discuss among 
themselves, other than as part of the scheduled program , business of a specified nature that is within the 
subject matter jurisdiction of the local agency. Nothing in this paragraph is intended to allow members of 
the public free admission to a conference or similar gathering at which the organizers have required other 
participants or registrants to pay fees or charges as a condition of attendance. 

(3) The attendance of a majority of the m embers of a legislative body at an open and publicized m eeting 
organized to address a topic of local community concern by a person or organization other than the local 
agency, provided that a majority of the members do not discuss among themselves, other than as part of the 
scheduled program , business of a specific nature that is within the subject m atter jurisdiction of the 
legislative body of the local agency. 

(4) The attendance of a m ajority of the m embers of a legislative body at an open and noticed meeting of 
another body of the local agency, or at an open and noticed meeting of a legislative body of another local 
agency, provided that a majority of the members do not discuss among themselves, other than as part of the 
scheduled meeting, business of a specific nature that is within the subject matter jurisdiction of the 
legislative body of the local agency. 

(5) The attendance of a majority of the members of a legislative bodyat a purelysocial or ceremonial occasion, 
provided that a majority of the members do not discuss among themselves business of a specific nature that 
is within the subject matter jurisdiction of the legislative body of the local agency. 

(6) The attendance of a majority of the members of a legislative body at an open and noticed m eeting of a 
standing committee of that body, provided that the members of the legislative bodywho are not members of 
the standing committee attend only as observers. 
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Sec. 54952.6. “Action taken” defined. 

As used in this chapter, “action ta ken” means a collective decision m ade by a m ajority of the m embers of a 
legislative body, a collective commitment or promise by a majority of the members of a legislative body to make a 
positive or a negative decision, or an acdial vote by a majority of the members of a legislative body when sitting as a 
body or entity, upon a motion, proposal, resolution, order or ordinance. 

Sec. 54952.7. Copy of Act to member of legislative body. 

A legislative body of a local agency may require that a copy of this chapter be given to each m ember of the 
legislative body and any person elected to serve as a ns mher of the legislative body who has not assumed the duties 
of office. An elected legislative body of a local agency may require that a copy of this chapter be given to each 
member of each legislative body all or a majority of whose members are appointed by or under the authority of the 
elected legislative body. 

Sec. 54953. Meetings to be open and public. 

(a) All meetings of the legislative body of a local ag ency shall be open and public , and all persons shall be 
permitted to attend any meeting of the legislative body of a local agency, except as otherwise provided in this 
chapter. 

(b) (1) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, the legislative body of a local agency may use 

teleconferencing for the benefit of the public and the lgislative body of a local agency in connection with 
any meeting or proceeding authorized by law. The teleconferenced meeting or proceeding shall comply 
with all requirements of this chapter and all otherwise applicable provisions of law relating to a specific 
type of meeting or proceeding. 

(2) Teleconferencing, as authorized by this section, may be used for all purposes in connection with any 
meeting within the subject m atter jurisdiction of the legislative body . All votes taken during a 
teleconferenced meeting shall be by rollcall. 

(3) If the legislative body of a local agency elects to use teleconferencing, it shall post agendas at all 
teleconference locations and conduct teleconference meetings in a manner that protects the statutory and 
constitutional rights of the parties or the public appear ing before the legislative body of a local agency . 
Each teleconference location shall be identified in thaiotice and agenda of the neeting or proceeding, and 
each teleconference location shall be accessible to the pubc. During the teleconference, atleast a quorum 
of the members of the legislative bodyshall participate from locations within the boundaries of the territory 
over which the local agencyexercises jurisdiction. Ths agenda shall provide an opportunityfor members of 
the public to address the legislative body directly pursuant to Section 54954.3 at each teleconference 
location. 

(4) For the purposes of this section, “teleconference” means a meeting of a legislative body, the members of 
which are in different locations, connected by electronic means, through either audio or video, or both. 
Nothing in this section shall prohibit a local agency from providing the public with additional 
teleconference locations. 

(c) No legislative body shall take action by secret ballot, whether preliminary or final. 

Sec. 54953.1. Grand jury testimony. 

The provisions of this chapter shall not be construed to prohibit the m embers of the legislative body of a local 
agency from giving testimony in private before a grand jury, either as individuals or as a body. 
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Sec. 54953.3. Registration of attendance. 

A member of the public shall not be required, as a condition to attendance at a meeting of a legislative body of a 
local agency, to register his or her nan®, to provide otherinformation, to complete a questionnaire, or otherwise to 
fulfill any condition precedent to his or her attendance. 

If an attendance list, register, questionnaire, or othersimilar document is posted at or near the entrance to the room 
where the meeting is to be held, or is circulated to thepersons present during the meeting, it shall state clearlythat 
the signing, registering, or completion of the document is voluntary, and that all persons may attend the meeting 
regardless of whether a person signs, registers, or completes the document. 

Sec. 54953.5. Tape recording of proceedings. 

(a) Any person attending an openand public meeting of a legislative body of a local agency shall have the right to 
record the proceedings with an audio or video tape reorder or a still or notion picture camera in the absence of 
a reasonable finding by the legislative body of the local agency that the recording cannot continue without 
noise, illumination, or obstruction of view that constitutes, or would constitute, a persistent disruption of the 
proceedings. 

(b) Any tape or filmrecord of an open and public meeting made for whatever purpose by or at the directionofthe 
local agency shall be subject to inspection pursuant to the California Public Records Act (Chapter 3.5 
(commencing with Section 6250) of Division 7 of Titlel), but, notwithstanding Section 34090, nay be erased 
or destroy ed 30 day s after the taping or recording. Any inspection of a video or tape recording shall be 
provided without charge on a video or tape player made available by the local agency. 

Sec. 54953.6. Restrictions on broadcasts of proceedings. 

No legislative body of a local agency shall prohibit or otherwise restrict the broadcast of its open and public 
meetings in the absence of a reasonable finding that the broadcast cannot be accomplished without noise, 
illumination, or obstruction of view that would constitute a persistent disruption of the proceedings. 

Sec. 54953.7. Access beyond requirements of Act. 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, legislative bodies of local agencies may impose requirements upon 
themselves which allow greater access to their meetings than prescribed by the minimal standards set forth in this 
chapter. In addition thereto, an elected legislative bodyof a local agency may impose such requirements on those 
appointed legislative bodies of the local agencyof which all or a majority of the members are appointed by or under 
the authority of the elected legislative body. 

Sec. 54954. Time and place for regular meetings. 

(a) Each legislative body of a local agency except foradvisory committees or standing committees, shall provide, 
by ordinance, resolution, bylaws, or by whatever other rule is required for the conduct of business byhat body, 
the time and place for holding regular neetings. Meetings of advisorycommittees or standing committees, for 
which an agenda is posted at least 72 hours in advance of the meeting pursuant to subdivision (a) of Section 
54954.2, shall be considered for purposes of this chapter as regular meetings of the legislative body. 

(b) Regular and special meetings of the legislative body shall be held within the boundaries of the territory over 
which the local agency exercises jurisdiction, except to do any of the following: 

(1) Comply with state or federal law or court order, or attend a judicial or adninistrative proceeding to which 
the local agency is a party. 

(2) Inspect real or personal property which cannot be conveniently brought within the boundaries of the 
territory over which the local agencyexercises jurisdiction provided thatthe topic of the meeting is limited 
to items directly related to the real or personal property. 
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(3) Participate in meetings or discussions of miltiagency significance that are outside the boundaries of a local 
agency's jurisdiction. However, anymeeting or discussion held pursuant to thissubdi vision shall take place 
within the jurisdiction of one of the participating lochagencies and be noticed byall participating agencies 
as provided for in this chapter. 

(4) Meet in the closest meeting facility if the local agency has no meeting facility within the boundaries of the 
territory over which the local agencyexercises jurisdiction, or at the principal office of the local agencyif 
that office is located outside the territory over which the agency exercises jurisdiction. 

(5) Meet outside their immediate jurisdiction with elected or appointed officials of the United States or the State 
of California when a local meeting would be impractical, solely to discuss a legislative orregulatory issue 
affecting the local agency and over which the federal or state officials have jurisdiction. 

(6) Meet outside their immediate jurisdiction if the meeting takes place in or nearby a facility owned by the 
agency, provided that the topic of the meeting is limited to items directly related to the facility. 

(7) Visit the office of the local agency's legal counsel for a closed session on pending litigation held pursuant to 
Section 54956.9, when to do so would reduce legal fees or costs. 

(c) Meetings of the governing board of a school district shall be held within the district except under the 
circumstances enumerated in subdivision (b), or to do any of the following: 

(1) Attend a conference on nonadversarial collective bargaining techniques. 

(2) Interview members of the public residing in anothe r district with reference to the trustees' potential 
employment of the superintendent of that district. 

(3) Interview a potential employee from another district. 

(d) Meetings of a joint powers authorityshall occur within the territory of at least one of its member agencies, or as 
provided in subdivision (b). However, a joint powers authority which has members throughout the state may 
meet at any facility in the state which complies with the requirements of Section 54961. 

(e) If, by reason of fire, flood, earthquake, or other emergency, it shall be unsafe to meet in the place designated, 
the meetings shall be held for the duration of the energency at the place designated by the presiding officer of 
the legislative body or his or her designee in a notice tothe local media that have requested notice pursuant to 
Section 54956, by the most rapid means of communication available at the time. 

Sec. 54954.2. Posting of agenda; items not on agenda. 

(a) At least 72 hours before a regular naeting, the legislative bodyof the local agency, or its designee, shall post an 
agenda containing a brief general description of each item of business to be transacted or discussed at the 
meeting, including items to be discussed in closed sessi on. A brief general description of an item generally 
need not exceed 20 words. The agendashall specify the time and location of the regular neeting and posted in 
a location that is freelyaccessible to members of the public. If requested, the agenda shall bemade available in 
appropriate alternative formats to persons with a disability, as required by Section 202 of the Americans with 
Disabilities Act of 1990 (42 U.S.C. Sec. 12132), and the federal rules and regulations adopted in 
implementation thereof. The agenda shall include information regarding how, to whom and when a request for 
disability-related modification or accommodation, including auxiliary aids or services my be made by a person 
with a disability who requires a modification or accommodation in order to participate in the public meeting. 

No action or discussion shall be undertaken on any item not appearing on the posted agenda, except that 
members of a legislative body or its staff may briefly respond to statements made or questions posed by persons 
exercising their public testimony rights under Section 54954.3. In addition, on their own initiative or in 
response to questions posed by the public, a member of a legislative body or its staff may ask a question for 
clarification, make a brief announcement, or make a brief report on his or her own activities. Furthermore, a 
member of a legislative body , or the body itself, subject to rules or procedures of the legislative body, may 
provide a reference to staff or other resources for factuainformation, request staff to report back to the bodyit 
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a subsequent meeting concerning any matter, or take action to direct staff to place a matter of business on a 
future agenda. 

(b) Notwithstanding subdivision (a), the Icgisktivc body may take action on items of business not appearing on the 
posted agenda under any of the conditions stated belo w. Prior to discussing any item pursuant to this 
subdivision, the legislative body shall publicly identify the item. 

(1) Upon a determination by a majority vote of the le gislative body that an em ergency situation exists, as 
defined in Section 54956.5. 

(2) Upon a determination by a two-thirds vote of the members of the legislative body present at the meeting, or, 
if less than two-thirds of the numbers are present, a unaiimous vote of those members present, that there is 
a need to take im mediate action and that the need for action came to the attention of the local agency 
subsequent to the agenda being posted as specified in subdivision (a). 

(3) The item was posted pursuant to subdivision (a) for a prior meeting of the legislative body occurring not 
more than five calendar days prior to the date actionis taken on the item and at the prior meeting the item 
was continued to the meeting at which action is being taken. 

Sec. 54954.3. Address by the public at regular meetings. 

(a) Every agenda for regular meetings shall provide an opportunity for members of the public to directly address 
the legislative body on any item of interest to the public before or during the legislative body's consideration of 
the item, that is within the subject matter jurisdiction of the legislative body, provided that no action shall be 
taken on any item not appearing on the agenda unless the action is otherwise authorized by subdivision (b) of 
Section 54954.2. However, the agenda need not providean opportunity for members of the public to address 
the legislative body on any item that has already been considered by a committee, composed exclusively of 
members of the legislative body, at a public meeting wherein all interested members of the public were afforded 
the opportunity to address the committee on the item, before or during the committee's consideration of the 
item, unless the item has been substantially changed since the committee heard the item as determined by the 
legislative body. Every notice for a special meeting shall provide an opportunity for members of the public to 
directly address the legislative body concerning any item that has been described in the notice for the meeting 
before or during consideration of that item. 

(b) The legislative body of a local agencymay adopt reasonable regulations to ensure that the intent of subdivision 
(a) is carried out, including, but not United to, regulations limiting the total amount of time allocated for public 
testimony on particular issues and for each individual speaker. 

(c) The legislative body of a local agency shall not prohibit public criticism of the policies, procedures, program, 
or services of the agency, or of the acts or onissions of the legislative body. Nothing in this subdivision shall 
confer any privilege or protection for expression beyond that otherwise provided by law. 

Sec. 54954.4. Legislative findings and declarations relating to reimbursements; Legislative intent; Review of 

claims 

(a) The Legislature hereby finds and declares that Section 12 of Chapter 641 of the Statutes of 1986, authorizing 
reimbursement to local agencies and school districts for cots mandated by the state pursuant to that act, shall be 
interpreted strictly. The intent of the Legislature is to provide reimbursement for only those costs which are 
clearly and unequivocally incurred as the direct and necessary result of compliance with Chapter 641 of the 
Statutes of 1986. 

(b) In this regard, the Legislature directs all state employees and officials involved in reviewing or authorizing 
claims for reimbursement, or otherwise participating in the reimbursement process, to rigorously review each 
claim and authorize only those claim s, or parts th ereof, which represent costs which are clearly and 
unequivocally incurred as the direct and necessary result of compliance with Chapter 641 of the Statutes of 
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1986 and for which com plete documentation exists. For purposes of Section 54954.2, costs eligible for 
reimbursement shall only include the actual cost to post a single agenda for any one meeting. 

(c) The Legislature hereby finds and declares that conplete, faithful, and uninterrupted compliance with the Ralph 
M. Brown Act (Chapter 9 ( com mencing with Section 54950) of Part 1 of Division 2 of Title 5 of the 
Government Code) is a matter of overriding public importance. Unless specifically stated, no future Budget 
Act, or related budget enactm ents, shall, in any manner, be interpreted to suspend, eliminate, or otherwise 
modify the legal obligation and dutyof local agencies tofully comply with Chapter 641 of the Statute si f 1986 
in a complete, faithful, and uninterrupted manner. 

Sec. 54954.5. Description of closed session items. 

For purposes of describing closed session item s pursuant to Section 54954.2, the agenda m ay describe closed 
sessions as provided below. No legislative body or elected official shall be in violation of Section 54954.2 or 54956 
if the closed session items were described in substantial compliance with this section. Substantial compliance is 
satisfied by including the information provided below, irrespective of its format.

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(a) (1) Before adopting any new or increased general tat or any new or increased assessment, the legislative body 

of a local agency shall conduct at least one public meeting at which local officials m ust allow public 
testimony regarding the proposed new or increased graeral tax or new orincreased assessment in addition 
to the noticed public hearing at which the legislative body proposes to enact or increase the general tax or 
assessment. 

For purposes of this section, the term“new or inctcascd assessment” does not indude any of the following: 

( A) A fee that does not exceed the reasonable cost ofproviding the services, facilities, or regulatoryactivity 
for which the fee is charged. 

(B) A service charge, rate, or charge, unless a special district's principal act requires the service charge, 
rate, or charge to conform to the requirements of this section. 

(C) An ongoing annual assessment if it is imposed at the same or lower amount as any previous year. 

(D) An assessment that does not exceed an assessnent formula or range of assessments previously specified 
in the notice given to the public pursuant to subparagraph (G) of paragraph (2) of subdivision (c) of 
Section 54954.6 and which was previously adopted by the agency or approved by the voters in the area 
where the assessment is imposed. 

(E) Standby or immediate availability charges. 

(2) The legislative body shall provide at least 45 day s' public notice of the public hearing at which the 
legislative body proposes to enact or increase the general tax or assessment. The legislative body shall 
provide notice for the public neeting at the sane time and in the sane document as the notice for the public 
hearing, but the meeting shall occur prior to the hearing. 

(b) (1) The joint notice of both thepublic meeting and the public hearing required by subdivision (a) with respect 

to a proposal for a new or increased general tax shil be accomplished by placing a display advertisement of 
at least one-eighth page in a newspaper of general emulation for three weeks pirsuant to Section 6063 and 
by a first-class mailing to those interested parties whohave filed a written request with thdocal agency for 
mailed notice of public meetings or hearings on new or increased general taxes. 

The public meeting pursuant to subdivision (a) sha 11 take place no earlier than 1 0 day s after the first 
publication of the joint notice pursuant to this subdivision. The public hearing shall take place no earlier 
than seven days after the public meeting pursuant to this subdivision. Notwithstanding paragraph (2) of 
subdivision (a), the joint notice need not include notice of the public meeting after the meeting has taken 
place. The public hearing pursuant to subdivision (a) shll take place no earlier than 45 days after the first 
publication of the joint notice pursuant to this subdraion. Any written request for mailed notices shall be 
effective for one year from the date on which it is fild unless a renewal request is filed. Renewal requests 
for mailed notices shall be filed on or before April 1 of each year. The legislative body may establish a 
reasonable annual charge for sending notices based on the estimated cost of providing the service. 

(2) The notice required by paragraph (1) of this subdivsion shall include, but not be United to, the following: 

(A) The amount or rate of the tax. If the tax is proposed to be increased from any previous year, the joint 
notice shall separately state both the existing tax rate and the proposed tax rate increase. 

(B) The activity to be taxed. 

(C) The estimated amount of revenue to be raised by the tax annually. 

(D) The method and frequency for collecting the tax. 

(E) The dates, times, and locations of the public meeting and hearing described in subdivision (a). 

(F) The phone number and address of an individual, offi ce, or organization that interested persons m ay 
contact to receive additional information about the tax.

(c) (1) The joint notice of both thepublic meeting and the public hearing required by subdivision (a) with respect 

to a proposal for a new or increased assessment on real property shall be accomplished through a mailing, 
postage prepaid, in the United States m ail and shall be deemed given when so deposited. The public 
meeting pursuant to subdivision (a) shall takeplace no earlier than 1 0 day-; after the j oint railing pursuant 
to this subdivision. The public hearing shall takeplace no earlier than seven day; after the public meeting 
pursuant to this subdivision. The envelope or the cover of the mailing shall include the name of the local 
agency and the return address of the sender. This nailed notice shall be in at least 10-point type and shall 
be given to all property owners proposed to be subject to the new or increased assessnent by a mailing by 
name to those persons whose names and addresses appear on the last equalized county assessment roll or 
the State Board of Equalization assessment roll, as the case may be. 

(2) The joint notice required by paragraph (1) of this subdivision shall include, but not be lim ited to, the 
following: 

(A) The estimated amount of the assessment per parcel. If the assessment is proposed to be ncreased from 
any previous year, the joint notice shall separately state both the am o unt, of the existing assessment and 
the proposed assessment increase. 

(B) A general description of the purpose or improvements that the assessment will fund. 

(C) The address to which property owners may mail a protest against the assessment. 

(D) The phone number and address of an individual, off! ce, or organization that interested persons m ay 
contact to receive additional information about the assessment. 

(E) A statement that a majority protest will cause theassessment to be abandoned if the assessnent act used 
to levy the assessment so provides. Ndice shall also state the percentageof protests required to trigger 
an election, if applicable. 

(F) The dates, times, and locations of the public meeting and hearing described in subdivision (a). 

(G) A proposed assessm ent formula or range as described in subparagraph (D) of paragraph (1) of 
subdivision (a) if applicable and that is noticed pursuant to this section. 

(3) Notwithstanding paragraph (1), in the case of amssessment that is proposed exclusivelyfor operation and 
maintenance expenses im posed throughout the entire local agency, or exclusively for operation and 
maintenance assessments proposed to be levied on 50000 parcels or more, notice may be provided pursuant 
to this subdivision or pursuant to paagraph (1) of subdivision (b) and shall include the estimated amount of 
the assessm ent of various ty pes, am ounts, or uses of property and the information required by 
subparagraphs (B) to (G), inclusive, of paragraph (2) of subdivision (c). 

(4) Notwithstanding paragraph (1), in the case of an assessment proposed to be levied pursuant to Part 2 
(commencing with Section 22500) of Division 2 of the Streets and Highway s Code by a regional park 
district, regional park and open-space district, or regonal open-space district formed pursuant to Article 3 
(commencing with Section 5500) of Chapter 3 of Division 5 of, or pursuant to Division 26 (commencing 
with Section 35100) of, the Public Resources Code, notice may be provided pursuant to paragraph (1) of 
subdivision (b). 

(d) The notice requirements imposed by this section shall be construed as additional to , and not to supersede, 
existing provisions of law, and shall be applied concurrently with the existing provisions so as to not delay or 
prolong the governmental decision making process. 

(e) This section shall not apply to any new or incr eased general tax or any new or increased assessm ent that 
requires an election of either of the following: 

(1) The property owners subject to the assessment. 

(2) The voters within the local agency imposing the tax or assessment. 

(f) Nothing in this section shall prohibit a local agency from holding a consolidated meeting or hearing at which 
the legislative body discusses multiple tax or assessment proposals. 
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(g) The local agency may recover the reasonable costs ofpublic meetings, public hearings, and notice required by 
this section from the proceeds of the tax or assessm ent. The costs recovered for these purposes, whether 
recovered pursuant to this subdivision or any other provision of law, shall not exceed the reasonable costs of the 
public meetings, public hearings, and notice. 

(h) Any new or increased assessment that is subject to the notice and hearing provisions of Article XIII C or XII1D 
of the California Constitution is not subject to the notice and hearing requirements of this section. 

Sec. 54955. Adjournment of meetings. 

The legislative body of a local agency may adjourn any regular, adjourned regular, special or adjourned special 
meeting to a tine and place specified in the order of adjournment. Less than a quorummay so adjourn from time to 
time. If all m embers are absent from any regular or adjourned regular m eeting the clerk or secretary of the 
legislative body may declare the meeting adjourned to astated time and place and he shallcause a written notice of 
the adjournment to be given in the same manner as provided in Section 54956 for special meetings, unless such 
notice is waived as provided for special m eetings. Ac opy of the order or notice of adjournment shall be 

conspicuously posted on or near the door of the place where the regular, adjourned regular, special or adjourned 
special meeting was held within 24 hours after the time of the adjournment. When a regular or adjourned regular 
meeting is adjourned as provided in this section, the resultig adjourned regular meeting is aregular meeting for all 
purposes. When an order of adjournment of any meeting fails to state the hour at which the adjourned meeting is to 
be held, it shall be held at the hour specified for regular meetings by ordinance, resolution, bylaw, or other rule. 

Sec. 54955.1. Continuance of hearing. 

Any hearing being held, or noticed or ordered to be held, by a legislative body of a local agency at any meeting may 
by order or notice of continuance be ©ntinued or recontinued to anysubsequent meeting of the legislative bodyin 
the same manner and to the same extentset forth in Section 54955 for the adjoumnant of meetings; provided, that if 
the hearing is continued to a time less than 24 hours after thetime specified in the order or notice of hearing, a copy 
of the order or notice of continuance of hearing shall be posted immediately following the meeting at which the 
order or declaration of continuance was adopted or made. 

Sec. 54956. Special meetings. 

A special meeting may be called at anytime by the presiding officer of the legislative bodyof a local agency or by 
a majority of the members of the legislative body, by delivering written notice to each member of the legislative 
body and to each local newspaper of geneal circulation and radio or televisionstation requesting notice in writing. 
The notice shall be delivered personally or by any other means and shall be received at least 24 hours before the 
time of the meeting as specified in the notice. The callnd notice and shall specifythe time and place ofthe special 
meeting and the business to be transacted or discussed. N®ther business shall be considered at these meetings by 
the legislative body. The written notice may be dispensed with as to any member who at or prior to the time the 
meeting convenes files with the clerk or secretary of the legislative body a written waiver of notice. The waiver 
may be given by telegram The written notice nay also be dispensedwith as to any member who is actually present 
at the meeting at the time it convenes. 

The call and notice shall be posted at least 24 hours prior tthe special meeting in a location that is freely accessible 
to members of the public. 

Sec. 54956.5. Emergency meetings. 

(a) For purposes of this section, “emergency situation” means both of the following: 

(1) An emergency, which shall be defined as a work stoppage, crippling ctivity, or other activity that severely 
impairs public health, safety, or both, as determined by a majority of the members of the legislative body. 
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(2) A dire emergency, which shall be defined as a crippling disaster, m ass destruction, terrorist act, or 
threatened terrorist activity that poses peril so immediate and significant that requiring a legislative body to 
provide one-hour notice before holding an emergency meeting under this section may endanger the public 
health, safety, or both, as determined by a majority of the members of the legislative body. 

(b) (1) Subject to paragraph (2), in the case of an crwrgcncy situation involving natters upon which pronpt action 

is necessary due to the disruption or threatened disruption of public facilities, a legislative bodymay hold 
an emergency meeting without complying with either the 24-hour notice Equirement or the 24-hour posting 
requirement of Section 54956 or both of the notice and posting requirements. 

(2) Each local newspaper of general circulation and radio or television station that has requested notice of 
special meetings pursuant to Section 54956 shall be notifed by the presiding officer of the legislative body 
or designee thereof, one hour prior to the emrgency meeting, or, in the case of adire emergency, at or near 
the time that the presiding officer or designee notifies the members of the legislative bodyof the emergency 
meeting. This notice shall be given by telephone and all telephone numbers provided in the most recent 
request of a newspaper or station for notification ofspecial meetings shall be exhausted. In the event that 
telephone services are not functioning, the notice requirenants of this section shdl be deemed waived, and 
the legislative body, or designee of the legislative body, shall notify those newspapers, radio stations, or 
television stations of the fact of the holding of the eranrgcncy meeting, the purpose of the neeting, and any 
action taken at the meeting as soon after the meeting as possible. 

(c) During a meeting held pursuant to this section, the legislative body may meet in closed session pursuant to 
Section 54957 if agreed to by a two-thirds vote of the members of the legislative body present, or, if less than 
two-thirds of the members are present, by a unanimous vote of the members present. 

(d) All special meeting requirements, as prescribed in Section 54956 shall be applicable to a m eeting called 
pursuant to this section, with the exception of the 24-hour notice requirement. 

(e) The minutes of a m eeting called pursuant to this section, a list of persons who the presiding officer of the 
legislative body, or designee of the legislative body notified or attempted to notify, a copy of the rollcall vote, 
and any actions taken at the meeting shall be posted for a minimum of 10 days in a public place as soon after the 
meeting as possible. 

Sec. 54956.6. Fees to comply with Brown Act. 

No fees may be charged by the legislative body of a local agency for carrying out any provision of this chapter, 

except as specifically authorized by this chapter. 

Sec. 54956.75. 

(a) Nothing contained in this chapter shall be construed to prevent the legislative body of a local agency that has 
received a confidential final draft audit report fromthe Bureau of State Audits fromholding closed sessions to 
discuss its response to that report. 

(b) After the public release of an audit report bythe Bureau of State Audits, if a legislative bodyof a local agency 
meets to discuss the audit report, it shall do so in an open session unless exempted from that requirement by 
some other provision of law. 

Sec. 54956.8. Closed sessions with real property negotiator. 

Notwithstanding any other provision of this chapter, a lgislative body of a local agencymay hold a closed session 

with its negotiator prior to the purchase, sale, exchange, oiease of real property by or forthe local agency to grant 

authority to its negotiator regarding the price and terms of payment for the purchase, sale, exchange, or lease. 
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However, prior to the closed session, the legislative bodyof the local agency shall hold an open and public session 
in which it identifies its negotiators, the ral property or real properties which the negotiations nay concern, and the 
person or persons with whom its negotiators may negotiate. 

For purposes of this section, negotiators may be members of the legislative body of the local agency. 

For purposes of this section, “lease” includes renewal or renegotiation of a lease. 

Nothing in this section shall preclude a local agency from holding a closed session for discussions regarding 
eminent domain proceedings pursuant to Section 54956.9. 

Sec. 54956.81. 

Notwithstanding any other provision of this chapter, a Icgisitive body of a local agencythat invests pension funds 
may hold a closed session to consider the purchase or sale of particular, specific pension fund investments. All 
investment transaction decisions made during the closed session shall be made by roll call vote entered into the 
minutes of the closed session as provided in subdivision (a) of Section 54957.2. 

Sec. 54956.87. 

(a) Notwithstanding any other provision of this chapter, therecords of a health plan thatis licensed pursuant tothe 
Knox-Keene Health Care Service Plan Act of 1975 (Chaptr 2.2 (commencing with Section 1340) of Division 2 
of the Health and Safety Code) and that is governed by a county board of supervisors, whether paper records, 
records maintained in the management information system, or records in any other form, that relate to provider 
rate or payment determinations, allocation or distribution methodologies for provider payments, formulas or 
calculations for these payments, and contract negotiations wth providers of health care fomltemative rates are 
exempt from disclosure for a period of three jears after the contract is fully executed. The transnission of the 
records, or the inform ation contained therein in an a ltemative form, to the board of supervisors shall not 
constitute a waiver of exemption from disclosure, and the records and information once transmitted to the board 
of supervisors shall be subject to this same exemption. 

(b) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, the govcrningboard of a health plan that is licensed pursuant to the 

Knox-Keene Health Care Service Plan Act of 1975 (Chaptfr 2.2 (commencing with Section 1340) of Division 2 
of the Health and Safety Code) and that is governed by a countyboard of supervisors may order that a meeting 
held solely for the purpose of discussion or taking actioron health plan trade secrets, as defined in subdivision 
(f), shall be held in closed session. The requirements of m aking a public report of action taken in closed 

session, and the vote or abstention of every member present, m ay be lim ited to a brief general description 
without the information constituting the trade secret. 

(c) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, the govcrnindioard of a health plan may meet in closed session to 
consider and take action on matters pertaining to contracts and contract negotiations by the health plan with 
providers of health care services concerning all natters related to rates of payment. The governing board may 
delete the portion or portions containing trade secrets from any documents that were finally approved in the 
closed session held pursuant to subdivision (b) that ar e provided to persons who have m ade the tim ely or 
standing request. 

(d) Nothing in this section shall be construed as p rewriting the governing board from meeting in closed session as 
otherwise provided by law. 

(e) The provisions of this section shall not prevent accesSo any records by the Joint Legislative Audit Committee 
in the exercise of its powers pursuant to Article 1 (commencing with Section 10500) of Chapter 4 of Part 2 of 
Division 2 of Title 2. The provisions of this section also shall not prevent access to any records by the 
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Department of Corporations in the exercise of its p overs pursuant to Article 1 (conmencing with Section 1340) 

of Chapter 2.2 of Division 2 of the Health and Safety Code. 

(f) For purposes of this section, "health plan trade secret" means a trade secret, as defined in subdivision (d) of 

Section 3426. 1 of the Civil Code, that also meets both of the following criteria: 

(1) The secrecy of the information is necessary for the health plan to initite a new service, program, marketing 
strategy, business plan, or technology, or to add a benefit or product. 

(2) Premature disclosure of the trade secret would creac a substantial probability of depriving the healthplan 
of a substantial economic benefit or opportunity. 

Sec. 54956.9. Closed sessions regarding pending litigation as sole lawyer-client privilege. 

Nothing in this chapter shall be construed to prevent a legislative body of a local agency based on advice of its legal 
counsel, from holding a closed session to confer with, orreceive advice from, its legal counsel regarding pending 
litigation when discussion in open session concerning thosanatters would prejudice the position of the local agcny 
in the litigation. 

For purposes of this chapter, all expressions of the iawyr-ciicnt privilege other than those provided in this section 
are hereby abrogated. This section is the exclusive expression of the lawy er-client privilege for purposes of 
conducting closed-session meetings pursuant to this chapter. 

For puiposes of this section, “litigation” includes any adjudicatory proceeding, including eminent domain, before a 
court, administrative body exercising its adjudicatory authority, hearing officer, or arbitrator. 

For purposes of this section, litigation shall be consideredpending when any of the following circumstances exist: 

(a) Litigation, to which the local agency is a party, has been initiated formally. 

(b) (1) A point has been reached where, in the opinion ofthe legislative body of the local agency on the advice of 

its legal counsel, based on existing facts and circum stances, there is a significant exposure to litigation 
against the local agency. 

(2) Based on existing facts and circum stances, the legislative body of the local agency is meeting only to 
decide whether a closed session is authorized pursuant to paragraph (1) of this subdivision. 

(3) For purposes of paragraphs (1) and (2), “existing fact; and circumstances” shall consist only of one of the 
following: 

(A) Facts and circumstances that might result in litigation against the local agency but which the local 
agency believes are not yet known to a potential plaintiff or plaintiffs, which facts and circumstances 
need not be disclosed. 

(B) Facts and circumstances, including, but not limited to, an accident, disaster, incident, or transactional 
occurrence that might result in litigation against the agency and that are known to a potential plaintiff 
or plaintiffs, which facts or circumstances shall be publicly stated on the agenda or announced. 

(C) The receipt of a claim pursuant to the Tort Claims Act or some other written communication from a f 
threatening litigation, which claim or communication shall be available for public inspection pursuant 
to Section 54957.5. 

(D) A statement made by a person in an open and public meting threatening litigation on a specificmatter 
within the responsibility of the legislative body. 

(E) A statement threatening litigation made by a person outside an open andpublic meeting on a specific 
matter within the responsibility of the legislative body so long as the official oremployee of the local 
agency receiving knowledge of the threat makes a contemporaneous or other record of the statement 
prior to the meeting, which record shall be available for public inspection pursuant to Section 54957.5. 
The records so created need not identify the alleged victim of unlawful or tortious sexual conduct or 
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anyone making the threat on their behalf, or identify a public employee who is the alleged perpetrator 
of any unlawful or tortious conduct upon which a theat of litigation is based, unless the identity of the 
person has been publicly disclosed. 

(F) Nothing in this section shall require disclosure of written communications that are privileged and not 
subject to disclosure pursuant to the California P ublic Records Act (Chapter 3.5 (commencing with 
Section 6250) of Division 7 of Title 1). 

(c) Based on existing facts and circumstances, the legislative body of the local agency has decided to initiate oris 
deciding whether to initiate litigation. 

Prior to holding a closed session pursuant to this section, the legislative body of the local agency shall state on 
the agenda or publicly announce the subdivision of this section that authorizes the closed session. If the session 
is closed pursuant to subdivision (a), the body shall st ate the title of or otherwise specifically identify the 
litigation to be discussed, unless the bodystates that to do sowould jeopardize the agency's ability to effectuate 
service of process upon one or more unserved parties, or that to do so would jeopardize its ability to conclude 
existing settlement negotiations to its advantage. 

A local agency shall be considered to be a “party” or to have a “significant exposure to litigation” if an officer 
or employee of the local agency is a party or has significant exposure to litigation concerning prior or 
prospective activities or alleged activities during the cousc and scope of that office oremployment, including 
litigation in which it is an issue whether an activitys oulside the course and scope of the office oremployment. 

Sec. 54956.95. Closed sessions regarding liability. 

(a) Nothing in this chapter shall be construed to prev ent a joint powers agency formed pursuant to Article 1 
(commencing with Section 6500) of Chapter 5 of Division? of Title 1, for purposes of insurance pooling, or a 
local agency member of the joint powers agency , from holding a closed session to discuss a claim for the 
payment of tort liability losses, public liability losses, or workers' compensation liability incurred by the joint 
powers agency or a local agency member of the joint powers agency. 

(b) Nothing in this chapter shall be construed to pr event the Local Agency Self-Insurance Authority formed 
pursuant to Chapter 5.5 (conmencing with Section 6599. 01)of Division 7 of Title 1, or alocal agency member 
of the authority, from holding a closed session to discuss aclaim for the payment of tort liability losses, public 
liability losses, or workers' compensation liability incurred by the authority or a local agency member of the 
authority. 

(c) Nothing in this section shall be construed to affect Section 54956.9 with respect to any other local agency. 

Sec. 54957. Closed session regarding public security, personnel or national security. 

(a) Nothing contained in this chapter shall be construed to prevent the legislative body of a local agency from 
holding closed sessions with the AttomeyGeneral, districtattomey, agency counsel, sheriff, or chiefof police, 
or their respective deputies, or a securityconsultant ora security operations manager on matters posing a threat 
to the security of public buildings, a threat to the secnity of essential public seivices, including water, drinking 
water, wastewater treatment, natural gas service, and electro service, or a threat to the pub lid right of access to 
public services or public facilities. 

(b) (1 ) Su bjectto paragraph (2), nothing contained in this chapter shall be onstrued to prevent the legislative body 

of a local agency from holding closed sessions during a regular or special m eeting to consider the 
appointment, employment, evaluation of performance, discipline, or dismissal of a public employee or to 
hear complaints or charges brought against the em ployee by another person or employee unless the 
employee requests a public session. 
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(2) As a condition to holding a closed session on specific complaints or charges brought against anemployee 
by another person or employee, the employee shall be given written notice of his or her right to have the 
complaints or charges heard in an open session rather tiin a closed session, which notice shall be delivered 
to the employee personally or by mail at least 24 hours before the tine for holding the session. Ifiiotice is 
not given, any disciplinary or other action taken by the legislative body against the enployee based on the 
specific complaints or charges in the closed session shall be null and void. 

(3) The legislative body also may exclude from the public or closed meeting, during the examination of a 
witness, any or all other witnesses in the matter being investigated by the legislative body. 

(4) For the purposes of this subdivision, the term “employee” shall include an officer or an independent 
contractor who functions as an officer or an eiployee but shall not include anyelected official, member of 
a legislative body or other independent contractors. Nothing in this subdivision shall limit local officials' 
ability to hold closed session m eetings pursuant to Sections 1461, 32106, and 32155 of the Flealth and 
Safety Code or Sections 37606 and 376243 of the Government Code. Closed sessions held pursuant to this 
subdivision shall not include discussion or action on proposed compensation except for a reduction of 
compensation that results from the imposition of discipline. 

Sec. 54957.1. Public report of employment decisions. 

(a) The legislative body of any local agency shall publicly report any action taken in closed sessbn and the vote or 

abstention on that action of every member present, as follows: 

(1) Approval of an agreement concluding real estate negotiations pursuait to Section 54956.8 shall be reported 
after the agreement is final, as follows: 

( A) If its own approval renders the agreement final, the body shall report that approval and the substance of 
the agreement in open session at the public meeting during which the closed session is held. 

(B) If final approval rests with the other partyto the negotiations, the local agency shall disclose the fact of 
that approval and the substance of the agreement upon inquiry by any person, as soon as the other party 
or its agent has informed the local agency of its approval. 

(2) Approval given to its legal counsel to defend, oiseek or refrain from seeking appellate review or relief, or 
to enter as an amicus curiae in any form of litigation as the result of a consultation under Section 54956.9 
shall be reported in open sessionat the public meeting during which the closed session is held. The report 
shall identify, if known, the adverse party or parties and the substance of the litigation. In the case of 
approval given to initiate or intervene in an acti on, the announcem ent need not identify the action, the 
defendants, or other particulars, but shall specify that the direction to initiate or intervene in an action has 
been given and that the action, the defendants, and th other particulars shall, once fornailly commenced, be 
disclosed to any person upon inquiry, unless to do so would jeopardize the agency's ability to effectuate 
service of process on one or nrorc unserved parties, or that to do so would jeopardize its abilityto conclude 
existing settlement negotiations to its advantage. 

(3) Approval given to its legal counsel of a settlement of pending litigation, as defined in Section 54956.9, at 
any stage prior to or during a judicial or quasi-judicial proceeding shall be reportedafter the settlement is 
final, as follows: 

(A) If the legislative body accepts a settlement offer signed by the opposing party, the body shall report its 
acceptance and identify the substance of the agreement in open session at the public meeting during 
which the closed session is held. 

(B) If final approval rests with som e other party to the litigation or with the court, then as soon as the 
settlement becomes final, and upon inquiry by any person, the local agency shall disclose the fact of 
that approval, and identify the substance of the agreement. 

(4) Disposition reached as to clairrs discussed in clcsed session pursuant to Section 54956.95 shall be reported 
as soon as reached in a m anner that identifies the nam e of the claimant, the name of the local agency

claimed against, the substance of the claim, and any monetary amount approved for payment and agreed 
upon by the claimant. 

(5) Action taken to appoint, employ, dismiss, accept the resignation of, or otherwise affect the employment 
status of a public em ployee in closed session pursuant to Section 54957 shall be reported at the public 
meeting during which the closed session is held. Any report required by this paragraph shall identify the 
title of the position. The general requirement of this paragraph notwithstanding, the report of a dismissal or 
of the nonrenewal of an employment contract shall be deferred until the first public meeting following the 
exhaustion of administrative remedies, if any. 

(6) Approval of an agreement concluding labor negotiations with represented enployees pursuant to Section 
54957.6 shall be reported after the agreement is final and has been accepted or ratified by the other party. 
The report shall identify the item approved and the other party or parties to the negotiation. 

(b) Reports that are required to be nude pursuant to this section may be made orally or in writing. The legislative 
body shall provide to anyperson who has submitted a written request to the legislative bodywithin 24 hours of 
the posting of the agenda, or to anyperson who has made a standing request for all documentation as part of a 
request for notice of meetings pursuant to Section 54954.1 or 54956, if the requester is present at thetime the 
closed session ends, copies of any contracts, settlem ent agreements, or other docum ents that were finally 
approved or adopted in the closed session. If the action feen results in one or more substantive amendments to 
the related documents requiring retyping, the documents need not be released until the retyping is completed 
during normal business hours, provided that the presiding officerof the legislative body or his or her designee 
orally summarizes the substance of the am endments for the benefit of the docum ent requester or any other 
person present and requesting the information. 

(c) The documentation referred to in subdivision (b) sha 11 be available to any person on the next business day 
following the meeting in which the action referred to istaken or, in the case of substantial amendments, when 
any necessary retyping is complete. 

(d) Nothing in this section shall be construed to require that the legislative body approve actions not otherwise 
subject to legislative body approval. 

(e) No action for injury to a reputational, liberty, or other personal interest may be commenced by or on behalf of 
any employee or former employee with respect to whom a disclosure is made by a legislative body in an effort 
to comply with this section. 

(f) This section is necessaryto implement, and reasonably within the scope of, paragraph (1) of subdivision (b) of 
Section 3 of Article I of the California Constitution. 

Sec. 54957.2. Minutes of closed sessions. 

(a) The legislative body of a local agency may, by ordinance or resolution, designate a clerk or other officer or 
employee of the local agency who shall then attend each closed session of the legislative body and keep and 
enter in a minute book a record of topics discussed and decisions made at the meeting. The minute book made 
pursuant to this section is not a publicrecord subject to inspection pursuantto the California Public Records Act 
(Chapter 3.5 (commencing with Section 6250) of Division 7 of Title 1), and shall be kept confidential. The 
minute book shall be available only to members of the legislative body or, if a violation of this chapter is 
alleged to have occurred at a closed session, to a court of general jurisdiction wherein the local agency lies. 
Such minute book may, but need not, consist of a recording of the closed session. 

(b) An elected legislative body of a local agency may require that each legislative body all or a majority of whose 
members are appointed by or under the authority of the elected legislative body keep a m inute book as 
prescribed under subdivision (a). 

Sec. 54957.5. Agenda and other writings as public record. 
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(a) Notwithstanding Section 6255 or any other provisions of law, agendas of public m eetings and any other 
writings, when distributed to all, or a majority of all, of the members of a legislative body of a local agency by 
any person in connection with a matter subject to discussion or consideration at a public meeting of the body, 
are disclosable public records under the California PublicRccords Act (Chapter 3.5 (commencing with Section 
6250) of Division 7 of Title 1), and shall be mde available upon request without delay. However, this section 
shall not include any writing exempt from public disclosure under Section 6253.5, 6254, 6254.7, or 6254.22. 

(b) Writings that are public records under subdivision (a) aid that are distributed during a public meeting shall be 
made available for public inspection at the neeting if prepared by the local agency or a member of its legislative 
body, or after the m eeting if prepared by some other person. These writings shall be m ade available in 
appropriate alternative formats upon request by a person with a disability, as required by Section 202 of the 
Americans with Disabilities Act of 1990 (42 U.S.C. Sec.12132), and the federal rulesand regulations adopted 
in implementation thereof. 

(c) Nothing in this chapter shall be construed to prcvciti the legislative body of a local agency from charging a fee 
or deposit for a copy of a public record pursuant to Sction 6253, except that no surchargeshall be imposed on 
persons with disabilities in violation of Section 202 of the Americans with Disabilities Act of 1990 (42 U.S.C. 
Sec. 12132), and the federal rules and regulations adopted in implementation thereof. 

(d) This section shall not be construed to limit or delay the public's right to inspect or obtain a copy of any record 
required to be disclosed under the requirements of the California Public Records Act (Chapter 3.5 (commencing 
with Section 6250) of Division 7 of Titlel). Nothing in this chapter shall be construed to require a legislative 
body of a local agency to place any paid advertisement or any other paid notice in any publication. 

Sec. 54957.6. Closed sessions regarding labor negotiations. 

(a) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, a legislative bodjof a local agencymay hold closed sessions with 
the local agency's designated representatives regarding the salaries, salary schedules, or compensation paid in 
the form of fringe benefts of its represented and unrepresented enployees, and, for represented enployees, any 
other matter within the statutorily provided scope of representation. 

However, prior to the closed session, the legislative body of the local agency shall hold an open and public 
session in which it identifies its designated representatives. 

Closed sessions of a legislative body of a local agency, as permitted in this section, shall be for the purpose of 
reviewing its position and instructing the local agency’s designated representatives. 

Closed sessions, as permitted in this section, may take place prior to and during consultations and discussions 
with representatives of employee organizations and unrepresented employees. 

Closed sessions with the local agency's designated representative regarding the salaries, salary schedules, or 
compensation paid in the form of fringe benefits may include discussion of an agency's available funds and 
funding priorities, but only insofar as these discussions relate to providing instructions to the local agency's 
designated representative. 

Closed sessions held pursuant to this section shall noinclude final action on the proposed compensation of one 
or more unrepresented employees. 

For the purposes enumerated in this section, a legislative body of a local agency may also meet with a state 
conciliator who has intervened in the proceedings. 
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(b) For the purposes of this section, the terrrf employee” shall include an officer or anindependent contractor who 
functions as an officer or an enployee, but shall not include any elected official, member of a legislative body 
or other independent contractors. 

Sec. 54957.7. Statement of reasons for closed session. 

(a) Prior to holding any closed session, the legislative bodyof the local agency shall disclose, in an open neeting, 
the item or ite ms to be discussed in the closed session. The disclosure may take the form of a reference to the 
item or items as they are listed by number or letter on the agenda. In the closed session, the legislative body 
may consider only those matters covered in its statement. Nothing in this section shall require or authorize a 
disclosure of information prohibited by state or federal law. 

(b) After any closed session, the legislative body shall reconvene into open session prior to adjournnsnt and shall 
make any disclosures required by Section 54957.1 of action taken in the closed session. 

(c) The announcements required to be made in open session pursuant to this section may be made at the location 
announced in the agenda for the closedsession, as long as the public is allowed to be promt at that location for 
the purpose of hearing the announcements. 

Sec. 54957.9. Clearing of room where meeting willfully interrupted. 

In the event that any meeting is willfully interrupted by a group or groups of persons so as to render the orderly 
conduct of such meeting unfeasible and order cannot be restored by the removal of individuals who are willfully 
interrupting the meeting, the members of the legislative body conducting the meeting may order the meeting room 
cleared and continue in session. Only matters appearing on the agenda m ay be considered in such a session. 
Representatives of the press or other news rredia, except those participating in the disturbance, shall be allowed to 
attend any session held pursuant to this section. Nothing in this section shall prohibit the legislative body from 
establishing a procedure for readmitting an individual or individuals not responsible for willfully disturbing the 
orderly conduct of the meeting. 

Sec. 54957.10. Closed sessions regarding application for early withdrawal of deferred compensation plan 
funds. 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, a legislative bodyof a local agencymay hold closed sessions to discuss 
a local agency employee’s application for early withdrawal of funds in a deferred compensation plan when the 
application is based on financial hardship arising from an unforeseeable em ergency due to illness, accident, 
casualty, or other extraordinary event, as specified in the deferred compensation plan. 

Sec. 54958. Applicability of Brown Act. 

The provisions of this chapter shall apply to the legislative body of every local agency notwithstanding the 
conflicting provisions of any other state law. 

Sec. 54959. Misdemeanor. 

Each member of a legislative bodywho attends a meeting of that legislative body where action is taken in viol Hi on 
of any provision of this chapter, and where the member intends to deprive the public of information to which the 
member knows or has reason to know the public is entitled under this chapter, is guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Sec. 54960. Proceeding to prevent violation of Act. 

(a) The district attorney or any interested person may commence an action by mandamus, injunction or declaratory 
relief for the purpose of stopping or preveitiing violations or threatened violations of this chapter bynembers of 
the legislative body of a local agency or to determine the applicability of this chapter to actions or threatened 
future action of the legislative body , or to determ ine whether any rule or action by the legislative body to 
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penalize or otherwise discourage the expression of one or more of its members is valid or invalid under the laws 
of this state or of the United States, or to com pel the legislative body to tape record its closed sessions as 
hereinafter provided. 

(b) The court in its discretion nay, upon a judgment of a violation of Section 54956.7, 54956.8, 54956.9, 54956.95, 
54957, or 54957.6, order the legislative bodyto tape record its closed sessions ad preserve the tape recordings 
for the period and under the terms of security and confidentiality the court deems appropriate. 

(c) (1) Each recording so kept shall be immediately labeled with the date of the closed session recorded and the 

title of the clerk or other officer who shall be custodian of the recording. 

(2) The tapes shall be subject to the following discovery procedures: 

(A) In any case in which discovery or disclosure of the tape is sought by either the district attorney or the 
plaintiff in a civil action pursuant to Section 54959, 54960, or 54960. 1 alleging that a violation of this 
chapter has occurred in a closed session which has been recorded pursu ant to this section, the party 
seeking discovery or disclosure shall file a written notice of motion with the appropriate court with 
notice to the governmental agency which has custody and control of the tape recording. The notice 
shall be given pursuant to subdivision (b) of Section 1005 of the Code of Civil Procedure. 

(B) The notice shall include, in addition to the items required by Section 1010 of the Code of Civil 
Procedure, all of the following: 

(i) Identification of the proceeding in which discovery or disclosure is sought, the party seeking 
discovery or disclosure, the date and time of the meeting recorded, and the governmental agency 
which has custody and control of the recording. 

(ii) An affidavit which contains specific facts i ndicating that a violation of the act occurred in the 
closed session. 

(3) If the court, following a review of the notion, finds that there is good cause to believe that a violation has 
occurred, the court may review, in camera, the recording of that portion of the closed session alleged to 
have violated the act. 

(4) If, following the in camera review, the court concludes that disclosure of a portion of the recording would 
be likely to materially assist in the resolution of the litigation alleging violation of this chapter, the court 
shall, in its discretion, m ake a certified transcript of the portion of the recording a public exhibit in the 
proceeding. 

(5) Nothing in this section shall pamit discovery of communications which are protected bythe attorney-client 
privilege. 

Sec. 54960.1. Determination of validity of action. 

(a) The district attorney or any interested person m ay commence an action by mandamus or injunction for the 
purpose of obtaining a judicial determination that an action taken by a legislative body of a local agency in 
violation of Section 54953, 54954.2, 54954.5, 54954.6, 54956 or 54956.5 is null and void under this section. 
Nothing in this chapter shall be construed to preven t a legislative body from curing or correcting an action 
challenged pursuant to this section. 

(b) Prior to any action being commenced pursuant to subdivision (a), the districlattomey or interested person shall 
make a demand of the legislative body to cure or correct the action alleged to have been taken in violation of 
Section 54953, 54954.2, 54954.5, 54954.6, 54956, or 54956.5. The demand shall be in writing and clearly 
describe the challenged action of the legislative body and nature of the alleged violation. 

(c) (1) The written demand shall be made within 90 days from the date the action was taken unless the action was 

taken in an open session but in violation of Sec tion 54954.2, in which case the written dem and shall be 
made within 30 days from the date the action was taken. 
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(2) Within 30 days of receipt of the denand, the legislative body shall cure or correct the challenged action and 
inform the demanding party in writing of its actions to cure or correct or inform the demanding party in 
writing of its decision not to cure or correct the challenged action. 

(3) If the legislative body takes no action within the 30-dy period, the inaction shall be deened a decision not 
to cure or correct the challenged action, and the 15-day period to com mence the action described in 
subdivision (a) shall commence to run the day after the 30-day period to cure or correct expires. 

(4) Within 15 days of receipt of the written notice ofhe legislative body's decision to cure or correct, or not to 
cure or correct, or within 15 days of the expiration of the 30-day period to cure or correct, whichever is 
earlier, the dem anding party shall be required to commence the action pursuant to subdivision (a) or 
thereafter be barred from commencing the action. 

(d) An action taken that is alleged to have been taken in violation of Section 54953, 54954.2, 54954.5, 54954.6, 
54956, or 54956.5 shall not be determined to be null and void if any of the following conditions exist: 

(1) The action taken was in substantial compliance with Sections 54953, 54954.2, 54954.5, 54954.6, 54956, 
and 54956.5. 

(2) The action taken was in connection with the sal e or issuance of notes, bonds, or other evidences of 
indebtedness or any contract, instrument, or agreement thereto. 

(3) The action taken gave rise to a contractual obligation, including a contract let bycompetitive bid other than 
compensation for services in the formof salary or fees for professional services, upon whch a party has, in 
good faith and without notice of a challenge to the validity of the action, detrimentally relied. 

(4) The action taken was in connection with the collection of any tax. 

(5) Any person, city , city and county , county, district, or any agency or subdivision of the state alleging 
noncompliance with subdivision (a)of Section 54954.2, Section 54956, orSection 54956.5, because of any 
defect, error, irregularity, or omission in the notice given pursuant to those provisions, had actual notice of 
the item of business at least 72 hours prior to the meeting at which the action was taken, if the meting was 
noticed pursuant to Section 54954.2, or 24 hours prior to the meeting at which the action was taken if the 
meeting was noticed pursuant to Section 54956, or prioto the meeting at which the action was taken if the 
meeting is held pursuant to Section 54956.5. 

(e) During any action seeking a judicial detemination pursuant to subdivision (a) if the court determines, pursuant 
to a showing by the legislative body that an action alleged to have been taken in violation of Section 54953, 
54954.2, 54954.5, 54954.6, 54956, or 54956.5 has been cured or corrected by a subsequent action of the 
legislative body, the action filed pursuant to subdivision (a) shall be dismissed with prejudice. 

(f) The fact that a legislative body takes a subsequent acti on to cure or correct an action taken pursuant to this 
section shall not be construed or admissible as evidence of a violation of this chapter. 

Sec. 54960.5. Costs and fees. 

A court may award court costs and reasonable attomeyfees to the plaintiff in an action brought pursuant to Section 
54960 or 54960. 1 where it is found that a legislative body of the local agency has violated this chapter. The costs 
and fees shall be paid by the local agency and shall not become a personal liability of any public officer or enployee 
of the local agency. 

A court may award court costs and reasonable attorney fees to a defendant in anyaction brought pursuant to Section 
54960 or 54960.1 where the defendant has prevailedin a final determination of such action and the court finds that 
the action was clearly frivolous and totally lacking in merit. 

Sec. 54961. Meeting place with discriminatory admission policies. 

(a) No legislative body of a local agency shall conduct anymeeting in any facility that prohibits the admittance of 
any person, or persons, on the basis of race, religious ored, color, national origin, ancestry, or sex, orwhich is 
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inaccessible to disabled persons, orwhere members of the public may not be present without naking a payment 
or purchase. This section shall apply to every local agency as defined in Section 5495 1 . 

(b) No notice, agenda, announcement, or report required under this chapter need identify any victim or alleged 
victim of tortious sexual conduct or child abuse unless the identity of the person has been publicly disclosed. 

Sec. 54962. Prohibition against closed sessions except as expressly authorized. 

Except as expressly authorized by this chapter, or by Sections 1461, 1462, 32106, and 32155 of the Health and 
Safety Code or Sections 37606and 37624.3 of the Government Code as they apply to hospitals, or by any provision 
of the Education Code pertaining to school districts and coimunity college districts, no closed session may be held 
by any legislative body of any local agency. 
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NON-DISCRIMINATION FOR STATE-ASSISTED PROGRAMS 

(Government Code Section 1 1135) 

Sec. 11135. Discrimination prohibited. 

(a) No person in the State of California shall, on the b asis of race, national origin, ethnic group identification, 
religion, age, sex, sexual orientation, color, or di sability, be unlawfully denied full and equal access to the 
benefits of, or be unlawfully subjected to discrim ination under, any program or activity that is conducted, 
operated, or administered by the state or by any state agency, is funded directly by the state, or receives any 
financial assistance from the state. 

(b) With respect to discrinination on the basis of disablity, programs and activities subject to subdivision (a) shall 
meet the protections and prohibitions contained inSection 202 of the Americans with Disabilities Act of 1990 
(42 U.S.C. Sec. 12132), and the federal rules and regulatrims adopted in implementation thereof, except that if 
the laws of this state prescribe stronger protections and prohibitions, the program s and activities subject to 
subdivision (a) shall be subject to the stronger protections and prohibitions. 

(c) As used in this section, “disability” means any mental or physical disability as defined in Section 12926. 

(d) (1) The Legislature finds and declares that the abilityto utilize electronic or information technology is often an 

essential function for successful employment in the current work world. 

(2) In order to improve accessibility of existing technology, and therefore increasethe successful employment 
of individuals with disabilities, particularly blind and visually impaired and deaf an hard-of-hearing 
persons, state govemm ental entities, in developing, procuring, maintaining, or using electronic or 
information technology, either indirectly or through the use of state funds by other entities, shall comply 
with the accessibility requirements of Section 508 of tie Rehabilitation Act of 1973, as anended (29 U.S.C. 
Sec. 794d), and regulations implementing that act as setforth in Part 1194 of Title 36 of the Federal Code 
of Regulations. 

(3) Any entity that contracts with a state or local entitjsubject to this section for the provision of electronic or 
information technology or for the provision of related services shall agree to respond to, and resolve any 
complaint regarding accessibility of its products or services that is brought to the attention of the entity. 

(e) As used in this section, “sex” and “sexual orientation” have the same meanings as those terms are defined in 
subdivisions (p) and (q) of Section 12926. 

(f) As used in this section, “race, national origin, ethnic grup identification, religion, age, sex, sexui orientation, 
color, or disability” includes a perception that a person has any of those characteristics or that the 

person is associated with a person who has, or is perceived to have, any of those characteristics. 



OATH OF ALLEGIANCE BY PUBLIC EMPLOYEES AS DISASTER WORKERS 

(Government Code Title 1, Division 4, Chapter 8, Sections 3100-3108) 

Sec. 3100. Public employees as disaster service workers. 

It is hereby declared that the protection of the health and safety and preservation of the lives and property of the 
people of the state from the effects of natural, manmade, or war-caused emergencies which result in conditions of 
disaster or in extrem e peril to life, property , and resources is of param ount state im portance requiring the 
responsible efforts of public and privateagencies and individual citizens. In fintherance of the exercise of the police 
power of the state in protection of its citizens and resources, all public epioyees are hereby declared to be dsaster 
service workers subject to such disaster service activities as may be assigned to them by their superior or by law. 

Sec. 3101. Definitions. 
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For the purpose of this chapter the term“ disaster service worker” includes all public enployees and all volunteers in 
any disaster council or emergency organization accredited by the California Emergency Council. The term “public 
employee” includes all persons employed by the state or any county, city, city and county, state agency or public 
district, excluding aliens legally employed. 

Sec. 3102. Required oath or affirmation. 

(a) All disaster service workers shall, before they enter upon the duties of their enployment, take and subscribe to 
the oath or affirmation required by this chapter. 

(b) In the case of intermittent, temporary, emergency or successive employments, then in the discretion of the 
employing agency, an oath taken and subscribed as requred by this chapter shall be effective for the purposes 
of this chapter for all successive periods of employment which commence within one calendar year from the 
date of that subscription. 

(c) Notwithstanding subdivision (b), the oath taken and subscrbed by a person who is a nember of an emergency 
organization sanctioned by a state agency or an accredited disaster council, whose members are duly enrolled or 
registered with the Office of Em ergency Services, or any accredited disaster council of any political 
subdivision, shall be effective for the period the person remains a member with that organization. 

Sec. 3108. Subscribing to the oath or affirmation. 

Every person who, while taking and subscribng to the oath or affimation required by this chapter, states as true any 
material matter which he or she knows to be false, is guilty of perjury, and is punishable by imprisonment in the 
state prison for two, three, or four years. 



COUNTY HISTORICAL RECORDS COMMISSIONS 

(Government Code Sections 26490, 12232) 

Sec. 26490. County historical records commission. 

The board of supervisors may designate an existing county historical commission or county museum commission to 
foster and promote the preservation of historical records. An existing commission to be so designated nay include 
in its membership the county clerk or his designate, the county librarian or his designate, and the county museum 
director (if one exists) or his designate. If no such ccmmission has been designated, the board of supervisors nay 
appoint a historical records com mission to foster and prom ote the preservation of historical records. The 
commission shall be conposed of the county clerk or his cbsignate, the county librarian or his designate, the county 
museum director (if one exists) or his designate, and two orthree additional members for a total of five members. 

Sec. 12232. Coordination of county historical records commissions. 

The Secretary of State shall utilize the California Heritage Preservation Com mission and the California State 
Library to advise, encourage, and coordinate the activ ities of the county historical records com missions, either 
designated or appointed by the county boards of superv isors pursuant to Section 26490. The chairman or his 
designate of each county historical records com mission m ay attend an annual meeting with the named state 
representatives, at state expense, to receive advice in the preservation of local govemm ent archives and public 
library collections of historical materials. 



LEASE-PURCHASE OF JOINT SCHOOL PUBLIC LIBRARY FACILITIES 

(Education Code Section 17050) 
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Sec. 17050. Authorization to school district. 

(a) A district may enter into a contract with the county, or other appropriate entity having responsibility for the 
provision of public library services, in which the distri ct is located for the purpose of operating a joint-use 
library facility at a schoolsite owned by the district. 

(b) The district may apply for the lease-purchase of a propct which includes a library facility, pursuant to Section 
17017, which facility, if constructed, would be of sufficient size to accommodate the requirements of a joint-use 
library for which the district has entered into a contract, pursuant to subdivision (a). 

(c) Should the board receivean application for a project which includes space fo a joint-use library, the board shall 
evaluate the application disregarding any space in the proposed library facility which is be\ond the needs of the 
district, provided the application contains a copyof the contract specified in subdivision (a), and provided that 
the contract contains at least the following: 

(1) Agreement that the county or other appropriate entity shall deposit in the county school lease-purchase 
fund, created pursuant to Section 17034, an am ount equal to the total cost of any space in the proposed 
library facility which is be>ond the needs of the district prior to the signing of the construction contract for 
the project. The deposit shall not be refundable, except to the extent that it may prove subsequently to be in 
excess of the actual total cost of the space which is beyond the needs of the district. 

(2) Agreement between the district and the countyor other appropriate entity regarding staffing, maintenance, 
materials acquisition, and other matters related to the administration and operating costs of the joint-use 
facility. 

(3) Agreement between the district and the county or other appropriate entity regarding the procedure for 
amendment or termination of the contract, including the disposition of materials housed in the joint-use 
facility should termination of the contract occur. 

(d) Any space in a joint-use library which is beyond the needs of the district shall not be included bythe board in 
any calculations made for any other purposes provided for inthis article for the period of tin® that the contract 
for that joint-use facility remains in effect. Should th e contract be term inated, the board shall include the 
additional space in any calculations made after the te rmination for any other purposes provided for in this 
article.
